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ACTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMLY  OF  1865. 


The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  would  represent  to  the  General  Assembly 
that,  in  their  judgment,  no  report  since  the  organization  of  the 
Board  has  been  fraught  with  deeper  interest,  or  furnished  more  satis- 
factory evidence  of  the  wisdom  and  vigour  with  which  its  affairs  have 
been  prosecuted.  It  is  manifest  that  the  Board  have  been  mindful  of 
the  signs  of  the  times,  and  have  been  preparing  to  meet  the  enlarged 
responsibilities  which  Cod  in  his  wondrous  providence  toward  our 
beloved  land,  has  devolved  upon  them. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Assembly  of  the 
following  resolutions,  viz. 

Resolved^  1.  That  in  view  of  the  vast  field  for  missionary  labour 
opened  up  before  the  Church  by  the  termination  of  the  war,  and  the 
reestablishment  of  the  government,  the  Assembly  enjoin  upon  the 
churches  under  their  charge  renewed  effort  and  increased  liberality  to 
meet  this  great  enlargement  of  the  missionary  work  to  which  God  in 
his  providence  so  manifestly  calls  them,  and  particularly  by  every 
means  in  their  power  to  increase  the  number  of  labourers  in  this  field, 
now  whke  for  the  harvest,  and  the  occupation  of  which  is  hindered 
more  by  a  deficiency  of  men  than  of  means. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Assembly  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Board 

in  the  extra  appropriation  of  twenty-five  per  cent.,  which  they  have 

been    enabled    to  send  to   our  missionaries,  at  a  time  when   it  was 

demanded  by  their  necessities,  and  when  their  faithful  and  devoted

labourers  in  their  distant  fields  were  under  the  pressure  of  a  monetary 
crisis  now  happily  past. 

Resolved^  3.  That  the  General  Assembly  direct  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions  to  take  prompt  and  eiFectual  measures  to  restore  and  build 
up  the  Presbyterian  congregations  in  the  Southern  States  of  this 
Union,  by  the  appointment  and  support  of  prudent  and  devoted  mis- 
sionaries. 

Resolved,  4.  That  none  be  appointed  but  those  who  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  their  loyalty  to  the  national  government,  and  that  they 
are  in  cordial  sympathy  with  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terial  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  in  her  testimony  on 
doctrine,  loyalty,  and  freedom. 

Resolved,  5.  That  special  efforts  be  made  to  instruct  and  evangelize 
and  gather  into  churches,  on  a  credible  profession  of  faith,  the  coloured 
population. 

Resolved,  6.  That  in  view  of  the  extensive  and  urgent  demand  for 
pious  and  loyal  ministers,  elders  and  teachers,  in  the  Southern  States, 
such  be  earnestly  recommended  to  direct  their  course  to  that  now 
opening  and  inviting  field,  as  presenting  a  loud  call  from  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  to  pass  over  and  help  to  rebuild  that  part  of  the  American 
Zion  which  has  been  so  sadly  laid  waste  by  the  rebellion  and  civil 
war. 

The  Committee  would  further  respectfully  report  that,  agreeably  to 
the  order  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  books  of  the  Board  have  been 
presented  to  them  and  examined  and  approved. 


Monday,  May  29<7^. 
The  following  resolution  was  presented  on  the  floor  of  the  General 

Assembly : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Assembly  requests  each  of  the  Presby- 
teries to  take  action,  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment,  to  send,  and 
when  it  can  be  done,  to  keep  in  the  service  of  our  Domestic  Mission 
Board  in  the  Southern  field  now  open,  one  or  more  of  their  members; 
and  directs  that  the  Board  of  Missions  pay  travelling  and  other 
expenses  of  such  delegates  while  employed  in  the  service,  and  that  no 


delegate  be  accepted  for  a  shorter  time  than  three  months  in  the  field 
assigned  him. 

On  motion,  this  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Missions,  who  subsequently  reported,  and  their  report,  which  was 
adopted,  is  as  follows : 

"The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  respectfully 
recomm'ends  that  this  General  Assembly  refer  the  above  paper  to  said 
Board,  and  recommend  it  to  their  serious  consideration,  and  direct  it, 
as  far  as  may  be  found  practicable,  to  carry  into  effect  the  proposed 
plan  of  evangelical  work  in  the  border  and  other  States  of  the  South, 
having  due  regard  to  the  rules  adopted  to  regulate  the  action  of  the 
Board  and  the  funds  at  its  disposal/' 


SIXTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


BOARD   OF  DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

FROM  MARCH  1,  1864,  TO  MARCH  1,  1865. 


In  presenting  the  sixty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Domestic  Missions  to  the  General  Assembly,  we  desire  de- 
voutly to  utter  our  praise  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  for 
the  means  of  success  which  He  has  graciously  vouchsafed,  in 
the  management  of  the  momentous  affairs  committed  to  our 
keeping.  Amid  the  war  which  still  afflicts  our  bleeding  land, 
we  have  been  permitted  to  enlarge  our  operations,  and  occupy 
new  fields  in  the  vast  regions  which,  day  by  day,  open  upon  an 
astonished  world.  A  few  only  of  our  missionaries  have  been 
disturbed  by  the  alarms  of  war.  By  some  the  storm  swept, 
and  though  fearful  while  it  lasted,  it  has  left  a  wide  and  more 
beautiful  field  in  which  to  labor. 

Rev.  L.  H.  Christian,  D.  D.,  is  the  only  member  of  the 
Board  who  has  exchanged  the  labors  of  earth  for  the  rest  of 
heaven.* 

Five  of  our  missionaries  have  ceased  from  their  toils,  and 
entered  upon  their  reward :  Rev.  D.  Motzer,  of  Maryland,  Rev. 
C.  B.  Magill,  of  Iowa,  Rev.  P.  Twichell,  of  New  York,  Rev. 
Thos.  J.  Taylor,  of  Illinois,  and  Rev.  H,  H.  Humphreys,  of  Wis- 
consin— all  of  them  exemplary  laborers,  whose  loss  at  this  time 
we  can  illy  repair.

Summary  of  Results. 

The  whole  number  in  the  service  of  the  Board,  as  will  be 
seen  in  the  tables  accompanying  this  report,  during  the  year 
closing  March  1,  1865,  is  503,  an  increase  on  the  year  preced- 
ing. There  have  been  distributed  in  twenty-five  States  and 
Territories  as  follows,  viz  :  Massachusetts  1,  New  York  36, 
New  Jersey  22,  Pennsylvania  80,  Delaware  3,  Maryland  17, 
West  Virginia  9,  Ohio  46,  Indiana  84,  Illinois  70,  Michigan  6, 
Wisconsin  37,  Minnesota  19,  Iowa  61,  Missouri  19,  Kansas  16, 
Nebraska  5,  Colorado  2,  J^entucky  6,  Tennessee  1,  Oregon  3, 
Washington  1,  California  8,  Mississippi  1,  Louisiana  1. 

The  number  of  churches  and  mission  stations  in  whole  or  part 
supplied  (so  far  as  reported)  by  these  brethren,  is  781.  Twen- 
ty-two churches  are  reported  as  organized,  the  number  admit- 
ted to  the  church  on  profession  of  faith  1549,  and  on  certificate 
1092,  making  a  total  of  2441. 

The  entire  membership  in  churches  connected  with  the  Board 
is  21,241. 

The  Sabbath-schools  number  350,  with  teachers,  2938,  and 
20,880  scholars. 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported  is  2288. 

Many  do  not  report,  and  our  details  are  therefore  inadequate. 
Our  exhibit,  therefore,  only  approximates  the  truth.  How  the 
evil,  which  the  Assembly  of  last  year  rebuked,  is  to  be  met,  we 
do  not  know. 

Appropriations. 

The  amount  promised  to  the  missionaries  during  the  year 
closing  March  1,  1865,  has  been  $78,926.16,  an  increase  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  over  the  year  preceding.  Gratifying 
as  this  may  seem,  and  for  which  our  devout  thanks  are  due 
Almighty  God,  it  is  manifestly  inadequate  to  the  magnitude  of 
the^York,  and  the  vastness  of  the  field.  The  increase  of  appro- 
priations has  been  reached  not  only  by  the  employing  of  more 
missionaries,  beyond  that  of  the  year  1864,  but  because  of  the 
pressing  need  of  those  already  in  the  field,  occasioned  by  the 
high  prices  of  living.  There  may  have  been  cases  in  which  no 
increase  has  been  made,  but  it  was  because  the  applying  Pres- 
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byteries  made  no  request  for  an  advance.  The  Board  were 
ready  to  any  reasonable  amount,  and  in  view  of  the  demands  of 
the  whole  field,  to  enlarge  the  appropriations,  knowing  how 
well  they  are  deserved. 

The  Treasury. 

Receipts. — The  entire  amount,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March,  1864,  received  from  all  sources,  was  $102,365.12,  an 
excess  beyond  the  year  preceding  of  $19,678.83. 

Payments. — The  amount  paid,  including  the  Presbytery  of 
West  Jersey,  was  $116,489.09.  The  balance  we  were  happy 
to  report  to  the  last  Assembly  enabled  us  to  pay  regularly  the 
salaries  of  the  missionaries  as  they  matured.  It  is  a  matter  of 
prime  necessity  to  pay  punctually  the  comparatively  small  sums 
we  promise  the  brethren  on  the  mission  field.  It  gives  them 
credit  in  the  eyes  of  the  communities  amid  whom  they  live,  and 
adds  to  the  dignity  of  their  oflSce. 

In  legacies  received  there  has  been  an  increase  of  $19,449.76, 
and  in  miscellaneous  and  individual  donations  a  decrease  of 
3533.  The  most  pleasing  fact  revealed  by  these  statistics 
is  in  the  increase  from  the  churches  ;  on  these  must  ever  be  our 
main  reliance.  The  legacies  of  the  sainted  dead,  and  the  offer- 
ings of  large-hearted  individuals,  must,  of  necessity,  vary  in 
the  ever  changing  circumstances  of  human  life. 

The  interests  of  the  Church,  and  the  future  of  missions,  re- 
quire her  people  to  be  educated  in  this  respect.  It  is  the 
steadily  increasing  flow  of  the  streamlets — the  pittance  of  the 
poor,  as  well  as  the  more  princely  offerings  of  the  wealthy — which 
makes  the  river  of  God,  which  is  full  of  water.  It  is  to  be 
feared  multitudes  professing  Christ  realize  not  their  duty  in 
this  respect — leave  to  other  and  warmer  hearts  the  precious 
privilege,  at  once  the  measure  of  their  piety  and  the  means  of 
its  increase.  It  will  not  be,  till  every  church  member  shall 
awake  to  the  fact,  that  his  connection  with  the  church  makes 
him  a  life  member  of  the  great  mission  family,  that  the  advent 
of  the  millennium  may  be  hailed. 

As  the  Assembly  directed,  and  as  we  intimated  last  year, 
we  have  steadily  increased  the  appropriations  to  our  toiling 
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brethren.  We  have  stood  by  the  recommendations  of  Presby- 
teries, presuming  that  on  the  spot,  and  acquainted  with  the 
claims  and  necessities  of  the  field,  they  would  recommend  no 
more  than  was  required,  notwithstanding  the  great  increase  in 
the  price  of  living.  If  in  any  case  we  have  declined  to  yield 
to  all  requests,  it  was  not  for  want  of  means,  but  because  it 
would  have  involved  unfairness  to  the  retfcainder  of  the  field. 
The  Board  would  ever  cherish  the  feeling,  that  the  work  is  one 
— one  grand  field,  on  which  nothing  is  to  be  done  with  partial- 
ity. The  hold  of  some  fields  upon  the  Board  is  chronic — if 
they  improve,  the  demand  is  not  lessened — and  we  would,  with 
all  respect  to  Presbyteries,  express  the  fear  that  proper  scrutiny 
into  these  claims — the  condition  and  future  prospects  of  these 
churches — is  not  exercised.  It  is  the  traditionary  policy  of 
our  Domestic  missions,  that  aid  is  to  be  extended  in  the  hope  of 
independence,  and  that  a  fair  trial  be  accorded  for  this  purpose. 
The  Assembly  has,  in  its  repeated  actions,  so  recommended, 
and  yet  the  evil  continues.  In  other  denominations  a  determi- 
nate period  has  been  fixed,  beyond  which  aid  is  not  afforded. 
The  field  is  either  abandoned,  or  cast  out  to  rest  on  its  own 
resources.  It  is  in  no  sense  missionary  work  to  permit  these  con- 
tinued outgoings,  in  fields  either  worn  out  or  hopelessly  barren. 
If,  as  the  Assembly  have  often  directed,  they  cannot  be 
united  with  some  adjoining  church,  and  thus  afford  scope  for 
manly  effort — something  worthy  of  their  labor — then  it  becomes 
a  question,  whether  it  were  not  well  to  open  some  new  and 
original  field,  where  the  returns  would  be  worthier,  and  the 
prospect  of  spiritual  independence  more  decided. 

Our  balance,  as  will  be  perceived,  is  considerable,  and  some 
may  marvel  at  the  result.  The  Church  need  not  be  informed, 
that  a  balance  proportioned  to  the  whole  income,  and  in  view 
of  the  greatness  of  the  work,  which  invites  our  labour,  is  a 
prime  necessity.  Part  must  be  carried  to  meet  appropriations 
maturing  in  three  months,  when  long  experience  has  demon- 
strated that  light  receipts  are  the  order,  and  part  to  meet  the 
increase  of  appropriations  which  will  make  themselves  felt 
during  the  year  coming,  and  which  have  not  fallen  to  any 
extent  on  the  payments  of  the  year  closed.  Then  accessions 
to  our  ranks  may  be  expected,  after  the  sessions  of  the  several 
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seminaries  have  closed;  for  then,  if  at  all,  we  must  occupy 
those  important  fields,  in  the  gold-bearing  regions  in  the  new 
territories,  where  we  have  not  a  name.  These  involve  unusual 
expense.  Little  at  first  can  be  expected  from  the  fields  them- 
selves, and  the  Board  must  sustain  almost  the  entire  burden. 
But  more  than  this,  as  exphining  the  largeness  of  the  balance, 
we  stood  ready  to  commission  men,  during  the  last  year,  to 
important  and  distant  fields,  involving  large  outlay;  but  the 
men  were  not.  These  points  of  prime  importance  and  of  great 
promise,  for  this  reason,  we  have  failed  to  occupy.  It  should 
be  the  policy  of  our  church  to  have  its  representative  and  to 
plant  its  standard  in  the  newly  opened  territories,  even  in 
advance  of  any  considerable  population — so  rapid  is  the 
development,  and  so  quiet  too,  that  before  the  atlas  can  be 
altered,  to  portray  the  new  lines,  the  population  is  streaming 
over  prairie  and  plain,  to  take  possession,  in  the  name  of  con- 
stitutional liberty,  and  lay  the  enduring  foundations  of  empire. 
And  yet  we  do  not. 

Ten  years  ago,  for  instance,  the  Report  of  the  Board  stated 
that  we  had  no  missionary  in  New  Mexico.  It  is  lamentably 
true  to-day.  We  were  earnestly  requested  by  a  high  oflBcial  in 
Arizona,  himself  a  ruling  elder  in  our  Church  before  his  migra- 
tion, to  send  to  that  new  and  lovely  territory  a  preacher  of  our 
faith,  with  the  assurance  of  success.  'Up  to  this  writing,  no 
one  has  offered,  and  our  Church  remains  unrepresented.  When 
the  men  offer,  the  Board  should  have  control  of  funds  adequate. 
Other  denominations  lay  aside  in  investments  which  can  be 
easily  realized  for  just  such  emergencies.  And  while  mis- 
sionary funds  should  circulate  through  the  church,  the  pru- 
dence which  the  ant  and  the  bee  teach,  require  in  the  day  of 
plenteous  harvest  to  prepare  for  days  of  scantier  returns,  and 
yet  perchance,  of  extraordinary  demands  upon  the  treasury. 
To  regret  our  balance  would  be  unwise  and  unthankful.  He 
must  have  studied  the  map  of  our  country  with  careless  eyes, 
have  feeble  views  of  the  Church's  duty,  and  the  amplitude  of 
the  work  to  be  accomplished  for  Christ's  crown  and  covenant, 
who  will  make  the  fact  of  the  balance  a  reason  of  diminished 
effort  or  reduced  contribution.  Of  the  increase  which  a  boun- 
teous God  has  given  to  the  people  of  the  loyal  States,  amid  the 
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Storm  of  war,  the  wonderful  expansion  of  material  prosperity, 
are  we  bound  to  yield  such  proportion  as  love  to  Christ  shall 
dictate,  in  answer  to  the  question,  "How  much  owest  thou 
to  him?" 

Since  we  struck  the  balance,  and  found  it  unusually  large, 
the  Board  felt  as  if  God  in  his  providence  permitted,  on  account 
of  the  high  prices,  an  extra  appropriation  to  all  the  missiona- 
ries in  commission,  March  1st,  whom  their  several  Presbyteries 
might  recommend.  Accordingly  the  Secretary,  as  directed, 
prepared  and  sent  a  circular  to  each  Presbytery,  and  as  rapidly 
as  the  returns  are  received,  payments  are  made.  Thus  unex- 
pected joy  will  be  sent  into  many  a  mission  home;  and  it  is  no 
more  than  the  Church  should  do  to  her  sons  who  preach  Christ's 
gospel,  and  many  of  whom  submit  to  self-denials  of  no  unusual 
character.  This  extra  appropriation  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  on 
their  existing  salaries  is  extraordinary,  and  for  this  year  only. 
It  will  be  perceived  that  this  movement,  which  we  feel  confident 
the  Assembly  and  the  Church  will  sanction  and  approve,  will 
reduce  our  balance  twenty  thousand  dollars;  and  fear  need  not 
be  entertained  that  what  remains,  and  is  in  temporary  invest- 
ment, to  be  recalled  at  ten  days'  notice,  will  exceed  the  extra- 
ordinary demands  which  the  closing  war  and  coming  peace  will 
press  upon  our  anxious  attention. 

As  we  informed  the  General  Assembly  last  year,  we  adopted 
measures,  of  which  a  full  account  was  given  on  pages  13  and 
14  of  the  Annual  Report,  and  which  met  with  your  approval. 
Heeding  the  caution  embodied  in  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Missions'  report,  we  proceeded  to  make  two  districts — one  com- 
prising Iowa,  Minnesota,  and  Wisconsin,  and  which,  for  conve- 
nience, was  called  No.  1.  At  the  suggestion  of  brethren  there, 
to  whose  advice  and  opinion  we  were  happy  to  "yield.  Rev. 
Stuart  Mitchell  was  appointed  District  Missionary  in  that 
field.  The  other.  No.  2,  comprising  Nebraska  and  Kansas,  was 
entrusted  to  Rev.  Henry  M.  Giltner,  who  also  was  commended 
by  brethren  there.  It  soon  became  manifest  that  Mr,  Mitch- 
ell's field  was  beyond  his  power  to  overtake,  and  he  was  di- 
rected to  commence  and  continue  in  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin, 
and  leave  Iowa  to  other  arrangements.  Thus  far  experience 
justifies  our  expectations — so  far  the  results  have  been  pleasant. 
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Fields  have  been  stimulated  by  their  visits  to  greater  effort  to 
support  the  gospel,  and  in  some  instances  have  attained  a 
healthful  independence.  The  country  has  been  explored; 
important  points  have  been  seized;  men  have  been  sent  to 
occupy  these  developed  fields;  correspondence  has  brought  out 
persons  to  turn  their  attention  to  these  wonderful  openings. 
Abortive  efforts  have  heretofore  been  made  because  of  inexperi- 
ence; spots  occupied  whose  growth  did  not  justify  fond  expec- 
tations.— This  has  been  prevented,  and  information  has  been 
collected.  It  will  be  our  true  policy  to  extend  the  system. 
Iowa  is  field  enough  to  occupy  a  district  missionary,  and  Mis- 
souri, when  peace  comes  and  the  guerillas  cease  their  fearful 
outrages,  united  to  Arkansas,  will  claim  another,  and  gradually 
the  trans-Mississippian  region  will  invite  such  explorers.  The 
Board  have  not  yet  been  convinced  that  in  the  region  this  side 
of  the  great  river,  the  necessities  for  such  action  are  apparent. 
Itinerant  labour  in  many  of  these  Synods  in  the  older  States, 
properly  conducted,  will  result  in  great  good.  One  has  been 
appointed  in  the  Synod  of  Indiana  and  one  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Western  Virginia.  Men  of  peculiar  qualifications  are  needed 
for  such  service ;  men  of  energy,  tact,  knowledge  of  the  world, 
willing  to  endure  hardness  as  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ — of 
fervent  piety — such  will  realize  all  our  hopes  and  lay  the 
foundations  on  which  others  can  build.  The  Board  will  cheer- 
fully, and  to  the  extent  of  that  ability  which  the  Church  will 
bestow,  appoint  such  men,  well  knowing  that  the  results  will 
justify  the  expense.  To  send  Others,  and  not  qualified,  is  worse 
than  useless,  and  would  be  a  perversion  of  sacred  funds. 

CLOTHING. 
Amid  the  great  and  continued  labour  of  the  sisterhood  of  our 
churches  for  our  soldiers  in  the  field,  labours  unknown  in  all 
the  history  of  war,  our  missionaries  have  not  been  overlooked. 
Gifts  of  great  value  have  been  sent,  and  which,  to  preclude  all 
mistake,  we  repeat  what  has  been  so  often  said  in  previous 
reports,  form  no  part  of  the  salaries  promised,  but  are  special 
and  pupplemental,  the  outgushing  of  warm  believing  hearts  to 
those  who  carry  the  banner  of  the  cross  to  the  far  removed 
fields  of  labour.     Experience  has  proved  that  the  giver  and  re- 
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ceiver  are  alike  blessed,  the  working  portion  are  brought  into 
communion  with  the  giving;  and  our  Christian  ladies  learn  from 
the  earnest  communications  of  the  missionaries  many  a  touching 
tale  of  sacrifice  for  Christ,  hardship  cheerfully  endured,  and 
which  only  could  find  the  light  when  Christian  sympathy  had 
touched  their  confidence. 

The  whole  amount  sent,  as  far  as  reported,  was  $16,650.80, 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  $2661.72,  and  most  gratifying 
under  the  circumstances.  Other  boxes  have  been  sent,  of 
which  we  have  no  official  knowledge.  It  is  super-criticism 
which  finds  fault  with  this  service.  And  if  in  other  churches  who 
have  not  tasted  this  luxury,  the  sisterhood  of  believing  women 
would  only  realize  how  much  of  comfort  their  easy  efi'orts  can 
accomplish,  and  how  much  the  joys  of  a  mission  household  are 
thereby  enhanced,  we  are  right  sure  none  of  our  brethren 
would  be  overlooked. 

We  have  no  fear,  and  experience  warrants  the  assertion, 
that  those  who  enter  earnestly  and  intelligently  on  this  work 
will  diminish  alught  of  the  cash  contributions  in  their  several 
churches.  No ;  the  inter-communion  established,  reveals  so 
much  of  trial  and  self-denial  for  the  gospel's  sake,  that  Christian 
sympathies  are  excited,  and  the  vastness  of  the  work  to  be  done 
becomes  more  apparent — the  joy  sent  into  many  a  home,  while 
it  recompenses  all  the  labour  incurred,  reacts  upon  the  giver. 
It  is  light  which  the  people  need,  information  carefully  pre- 
pared and  spread  before  them.  If  in  anything  our  intelligent 
and  accomplished  ministry  are  deficient,  it  is  here.  They  study 
not  the  magnitude  of  the  work,  nor  take  the  guage  of  its  huge 
dimensions,  and  the  people,  without  understanding,  do  not  ade- 
quately respond.  Educate  the  Christian  mind,  not  to  the  ab- 
straction that  it  is  his  duty  to  give,  but  show  him  the  work  he 
is  to  do  for  the  Church,  its  greatness,  the  immeasurable  impor- 
tance, the  interests  involved,  and  all  for  Christ's  sake;  and  then, 
if  his  religion  be  not  a  vanity,  he  will  freely  give.  And  as  the 
sense  of  the  Church  has  abandoned  a  system  of  paid  agencies, 
we  can  only  rely  on  the  ministry  to  inform  themselves,  and 
then  their  people,  of  the  work  to  be  done.  It  was  the  melan- 
choly ride  by  night,  of  Nehemiah,  amid  the  ruins  and  fallen 
towers  of  Jerusalem,  which  filled  his  mind  with  purposes  which 
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found  their  accomplishment  in  the  wonderful  successes  of  his 
eventful  administration.  His  own  full  heart  was  poured  out 
upon  a  hesitating  and  dismayed  people,  and  Jerusalem  again 
rose  on  the  sides  of  the  north,  the  joy  of  the  earth  and  the  city 
of  the  great  King.  It  is  not  even  in  sanctified  human  nature  to 
feel,  till  the  object  is  presented  and  measured.  Our  grand  ne- 
cessity, as  a  Church,  is  light — knowledge  of  the  Avork  to  be 
done,  or  we  shall  be  laggard  in  the  race  of  Christian  glory. 
The  enterprises  of  the  world  succeed,  because  they  are  pre- 
sented in  all  shapes,  to  excite  and  to  move — the  crown  of 
laurels  is  held  aloft,  and  tliey  do  it  for  a  corruptible  crown,  but 
we  for  one  incorruptible.  Let  the  Church  be  taught  the  great 
facts,  and  then  alive  to  the  tremendous  necessities,  they  will 
bring  their  treasures  to  the  feet  of  Christ.  There  is  no  magic 
in  systematic  benevolence,  which  will  bring  water  frora  the 
flinty  rock.  Man,  even  Christian  man,  must  be  informed  and 
instiucted,  and  he  will  do  what  he  can  for  the  service  of  the 
Redeemer,  and  count  the  privilege  high  which  invites  him  in 
any  way  to  send  the  knowledge  of  his  truth  to  the  destitute. 

THE  WORK— ITS  IMPORTANCE. 

The  former  reports  have  presented  the  greatness  of  our 
work  and  the  emergencies  that  are  upon  us  as  a  nation.  The 
marvellous  evolutions  of  Providence  make  manifest,  as  never 
before,  this  magnificence,  and  the  privilege  of  laboring  for 
Christ.  There  are  many  churches  even  in  the  older  States  which 
would  perish  and  disappear  but  for  the  aid  extended  them  by 
the  Board; — -and  while  it  is  true — must  always  be  true,  that  the 
regions  beyond  the  new  states  and  territories,  which  stretch 
away  toward  the  setting  sun,  are  eminently  and  specially  mis- 
sionary ground,  yet  it  must  be  remembered,  that  in  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania,  there  are  in  the  swelling  populations  in 
these  States,  fields  of  utmost  importance,  from  which  we  can- 
not turn  aside.  Indeed  the  culture  of  these  indirectly  react 
upon  the  West.  From  thence  proceed  the  men — the  families  who, 
pressed  by  necessity,  or  lured  by  the  spirit  of  enterprise,  start 
in  the  path  of  the  emigrant — many  a  field,  which  we  now  suc- 
cessfully cultivate  in  the  West — in  some  virgin  territory,  or  State, 
fresh  budding  into  sovereignty,  would  have  been  beyond  our 
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reach,  had  not  the  exploring  missionary  found  some  ehler  and  his 
household  from  Pennsylvania  or  Ohio  ready  to  welcome  him.  The 
American  Home  Missionary  Society  found  here  the  secret  of  its 
success.  The  emigrant  from  New  England,  or  Western  New 
New  York,  with  his  Puritan  descent  and  partialities  for  the 
church  of  his  forefathers,  in  his  restless  enterprise  has  gone  be- 
fore their  missionaries  and  prepared  a  path  in  the  desert.  It  is 
therefore  a  mistaken  view,  which  decries  eflbrts  at  the  East  and 
in  the  older  States,  with  the  vague  idea  that  the  West  is  all. 

Never  should  we  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  field  is  one, 
as  the  Church  is  one — Christ  is  not  divided.  It  is  the  Church's  life 
pervading  the  whole  territory  and  finding  its  joyful  exercises  wher- 
ever there  are  souls  to  be  saved.  The  Board  of  Missions  is  the 
almoner  of  the  Church,  and  knows  no  man  after  the  flesh.  With 
funds  entrusted,  her  only  aim  is  to  distribute  and  neglect  none 
in  the  daily  distribution — to  plant  the  cross  in  the  most  inviting 
fields,  and  kindle  centres  of  radiance  from  Avhich  light  is  to  stream. 
Could  we  cover  the  whole  land  with  churches — had  we  the 
means  and  the  men,  we  should  only  have  fulfilled  the  mission 
assigned  us,  and  done  our  duty. 

How  iujmensely  important  is  it,  that  the  occurring  desolations 
be  supplied.  The  salvation  of  millions,  now  enshrouded  in  igno- 
rance, and  the  future  welfare  of  the  Church  and  of  the  land 
imperatively  demand  action.  Without  a  knowledge  of  the  Sa- 
viour, men  cannot  be  saved  from  everlasting  ruin,  and  the  un- 
derlying of  the  religious  element  is  not  only  indispensable  to 
our  national  prosperity,  but  even  to  the  continuance  of  those 
republican  institutions  which  has  made  us  the  joy  of  wonder- 
ding  peoples.  It  is  the  gospel  and  the  living  truth,  which 
secures  our  blessings,  individual,  social,  national.  The  security 
of  our  persons — the  untouched  sanctity  of  our  homes — the  safety 
of  our  property — our  political  and  religious  freedom — all  hang 
here,  and  find  their  life  in  the  gospel,  earnestly  preached  and 
truly  believed.  Yet  great  as  are  all  temporal  mercies — they 
are  nothing,  and  less  than  nothing,  when  compared  with  the 
spiritual  evils  from  which  the  truth  delivers  the  souls  of  men, 
and  the  unutterable  weight  of  glory  which  it  ensures. 

What  we  do  in  an  age  like  this,  and  in  a  land  like  ours,  we 
must  do  quickly — we  live  at  a  time  when  events  crowd  upon 
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US  with  breathless  rapidity.  The  promises  and  the  prophecies 
are  in  travail,  and  the  time  of  fulfilment  are  at  hand.  To  send 
forth  teachers  of  God's  word  into  new  and  opening  fields  before 
infidelity  and  superstition  have  planted  theii^  deadly  seeds,  is 
beyond  all  importance.  The  loss  of  a  few  months  precludes 
the  possibility  of  successful  effort  for  years — the  fretting  leprosy 
of  error  has  seized  the  community,  and  the  disease  descends 
from  generation  to  generation. 

Appeals  reach  us  from  every  quarter — come  over  and  help 
us  ! — the  destitution  increases  as  our  country  expands  and  popu- 
lation swells  in  its  rising  tide — our  national  area  has  more  tlian 
trebled  since  our  nation  was  born;  reaching  from  the  British 
possessions  north  to  the  Rio  Grande  south — from  ocean  to 
ocean.  Embracing  three  millions  five  hundred  thousand  square 
miles.  The  increase  of  population  has  no  precedent  in  the  his- 
tory of  nations.  At  the  commencement  of  the  next  century, 
thirty-five  years  hence,  we  shall  have  one  hundred  millions.  It 
is  not  extravagant  to  sa}^  that  the  present  United  States  can 
sustain  six  hundred  miilions.  What  a  country,  and  what  a  field! 
What  magnificent  openings  for  Christian  devotion  and  Chris- 
tian labors!  Millions  speaking  one  language,  and  more  or  less 
influenced  by  Christian  truth  !  No  long  toil  to  acquire  lan- 
guage or  master  the  niceties  of  dialect,  changing  with  every  pro- 
vince into  which  you  enter — no  prejudice  of  hoary  caste,  the 
work  of  ages — no  interested  and  cunning  priesthood,  zealous 
for  their  sect  and  anxious  for  their  bread — no  inveterate  heathen 
notions  to  remove — no  persecution  to  vex  our  convevts.  The 
broad  shield  of  the  government  protects  all,  and  interferes 
with  none.  Vor  while  we  do  not  proselyte,  we  seek  the  conver- 
sion of  men.  There  is  no  field  on  earth  like  this.  True,  there 
is  no  romance  around  it — no  parting  of  weeping  friends — no 
sacrifice,  which  shed  a  halo  around  the  missionary  to  the  far 
off  heathen.  But  it  is  the  same  work,  and  we  .challenge  of  right, 
the  sympathies  of  the  Church  for  the  men  who  toil  on  prairie 
and  traverse  with  the  emigrant  train,  the  plains  of  the  distant 
West,  equally  with  the  men  who  penetrate  an  Indian  jungle,  or 
faint  beneath  the  cocoa  shade  of  the  tropics.  The  field  is  the 
world.  We  owe  it  to  our  Master,  to  heed  his  command.  But 
oh  how  .important,  even  to  this  end,  is  the  conversion  of  this 
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land  to  Christ.  And  then  fronting  from  these  two  shores,  the 
world,  can  we  speak  impressively  to  the  nations,  arid  by  means 
of  a  sanctified  commerce,  send  forth  the  influences  which,  under 
God,  have  made  us  what  we  are. 

We  remember  in  this  connection,  there  are  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands who  do  not  speak  our  language.  Multitudes  of  immigrants, 
who,  by  reason  of  their  religious  prejudices,  are  almost  unap- 
proachable as  tbe  heathen.  This  foreign  population  increases 
day  by  d.iy.  It  is  a  political  anomaly,  that,  in  the  face  of  this 
tremendous  civil  war — in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  venal  press 
of  Europe,  and  especially  of  England,  the  tide  rolls  fuller  and 
deeper,  the  more  it  is  resisted  and  opposed.  Of  these,  multi- 
tudes are  infidels,  and  come  with  political  and  social  heresies, 
dangerous  to  our  institutions.  Thousands  are  the  slaves  of 
Roman  superstition,  ready  to  do  the  bidding  of  their  priests. 
But  we  have  no  fear,  if  the  Church  will  do  her  duty.  God  has 
some  manifest  purpose  in  all  this.  They  are  cast  upon  our 
shores,  to  challenge  our  sympathies,  and  call  forth  our  efforts. 
The  character  of  our  institutions,  and  the  influences  which  are 
ever  at  work,  will  cause  the  difference  of  language  to  disappear. 
The  coming  generation  will  speak  our  language,  and  read  our 
Bible.  The  light  poured  from  the  evangelical  churches  will 
counteract  the  strenuous  efforts  of  the  priesthood.  The  Board 
has  not  neglected  these.  And  though  our  success,  for  obvious 
reasons,  is  not  so  cheering  as  we  hoped,  yet  we  trust  that  it  is 
the  day  of  preparation — the  seed  time  and  the  harvest  hereafter. 
Missionaries  have  been  employed  among  the  foreign  population. 
Two  are  labouring  among  the  French-speaking  Belgians,  twenty- 
two  among  the  Germans.  The  difficulty  lies  in  obtaining  suit- 
able men  for  these  operations.  An  intimate  knowledge,  such 
as  our  office  affords,  makes  manifest  that  this  difficulty  is  of  no 
mean  character.  Gladly  would  our  Church  reach  the  adult 
immigrants  of  foreign  tongue,  could  the  men  be  furnished  for 
'the  service. 

The  progress  of  the  war  opens  up  another  and  new  class,  who 
demand  our  sympathies — the  coloured  population,  once  enslaved, 
now  in  God's  providence  free.  Maryland,  Tennessee,  Missouri, 
Louisiana,  Arkansas,  and  West  Virginia,  have  pronounced  the 
decree  of  emancipation,  and  raised  these  slaves  to  all  the  digni- 
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ty  of  freemen.  No  man  can  read  God's  providences  in  the 
bloody  pages  of  this  rebellion,  and  not  know  that  the  doom  of 
slavery  is  fixed  throughout  the  continent.  In  the  States  yet 
unreconciled  to  the  Union,  but  traversed  by  our  victorious 
armies,  the  compelling  influence  of  war  has  released  hundreds 
of  thousands  more.  What  is  our  duty  to  those  people,  so  easy 
to  be  reached,  and  ready  to  receive  the  gospel  at  the  hands  of 
those  whom  they  hail  as  their  deliverers?  What  part  has  this 
Board  with  these  people?  The  Assembly,  last  year,  erected 
two  Committees  to  overlook  the  urgent  interests  of  these  eman- 
cipated slaves.  The  results  of  their  doings  will  appear  from 
their  reports.  It  is  respectfully  submitted,  that,  inasmuch  as 
the  condition  of  the  emancipated  African  is  anomalous  and 
extraordinary,  whether  missions  to  the  destitute  of  any  kind 
should  be  removed  from  the  care  of  this  Board.  Formerly, 
we  were  debtors  both  to  the  bond  and  the  free,  the  master  and 
his  slave ;  and  now  that  the  marvellous  providence  of  God  has 
overruled  the  war  of  rebellion,  to  loose  the  chains,  and  bid  the 
oppressed  go  free,  will  not  these  people  soon  find  their  status 
the  same  with  the  white  emigrants,  in  distant  and  outlying 
fields?  and,  if  so,  they  are  properly  the  object  of  this  Board's 
care.  We  have  been  requested  to  send  missionaries,  and  we 
did  so,  to  a  band  of  freedmcn  in  Kansas;  and  if  God  will  raise 
up  suitable  men,  and  give  us  the  means,  gladly  will  Ave  meet 
the  outstretched  arras  of  Ethiopia.  The  burdens  and  cares  of 
this  office  are  all  sufiicient,  and  we  covet  no  more,  except  as  a 
matter  of  loyalty  to  Christ.  But  now,  in  their  transition  state, 
ere  things  assume  a  fixed  and  permanent  shape,  we  represent 
these  facts  co  the  General  Assenably,  as,  for  the  honour  of 
Christ,  we  are  bound  to  do.  Then,  again,  the  multiplication 
of  committees,  and  the  erection  of  machinery,  complicates  our 
movements,  as  a  church.  It  brings  too  many  objects  before 
our  people,  and  confuses  them.  Our  Methodist  brethren  raise 
and  disburse  $600,000  by  one  organization,  acting  through  two 
committees.  They  make  one  grand  annual  collection  for  mis- 
sions, with  astonishing  results;  and  from  their  rooms  in  New 
York  reach  the  world.  This  may  be  one  extreme.  We  are 
falling  into  the  opposite.  It  is  with  profound  respect,  and  only 
in  view  of  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  most  efiicient  and  econo- 
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raical  agency  for  doing  good,  that  we  offer  these  suggestions, 
and  trust  that  the  Assembly,  in  the  wisdom  which  God  bestows, 
will  examine  the  whole  matter,  not  simply  in  its  present  and 
extraordinary  position;  but  as  it  will  likely  find  shape  after  the 
surges  of  war  have  been  allayed,  and  peace  shall  open  a  high- 
way for  our  God.  Great  as  the  burden  will  be,  we  are  willing 
to  assume  and  reach,  as  we  can,  upwards  of  three  millions  of 
these  men.  The  Church  will  see  that  this  Board  are  the  guar- 
dians of  this  class,  as  well  as  of  all  others  who  are  destitute ;  and 
as  every  hour  the  progress  of  our  armies  makes  manifest  the 
settlement  of  our  national  trials,  the  difficulty  will  lessen,  and 
the  way  be  prepared  to  bear  the  gospel  to  these  children  of 
sorrow,  but  of  wonderful  religious  susceptibility. 

The  great  law  given  by  our  Redeemer  to  his  Church,  since 
his  advent,  is  that  of  Expansion.  His  is  a  covenant  right  to 
the  whole  world,  and  to  his  own,  whom  he  will  gather  out  of 
every  people,  and  kindred,  and  nation,  and  present  them  per- 
fect before  his  Father  in  that  day.  The  glory  of  the  Church  is 
to  work  far  Christ.  This  is  her  high  mission.  To  this  Board 
the  Home  field  in  this  great  service  has  been  assigned.  We 
began  in  the  rude  efforts  of  our  earliest  ecclesiastical  organiza- 
tions in  1705.  We  have  been  one  hundred  and  sixty  years  in 
this  country.  Much  we  have  been  permitted  to  do,  but  how 
much  yet  undone  !  What  fields  unbroken — what  territories 
are  unvisited !  Let  us  glance  rapidly  at  the  map  as  it  unfolds 
before  us. 

Th«  New  England  States,  with  an  area  of  6G,052  square 
miles,  and  the  most  densely  peopled  of  any  of  the  divisions  of 
our  country,  have,  amid  many  errors,  the  gospel  preached  by 
godly  men,  and  a  large  substratum  of  truth,  as  we  hold  it,  lying 
beneath  the  vague  speculations  which  are  so  rife.  They  have 
their  domestic  missionary  societies,  and  show  commendable 
diligence  in  upholding  churches,  weakened  by  the  restless  emi- 
gration to  the  West.  But  we  have  among  them  our  presbyte- 
ries of  Londonderry  and  Connecticut — our  churches  along  the 
line  of  the  Merrimac,  have  a  long  and  interesting  history,  and 
have  maintained  a  vigorous  existence,  amid  the  influences  of 
other  organizations.  We  have  two  churches  in  Boston,  one 
vigorous  and  self-sustaining ;  the  other  receives  aid. 
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The  3Iiddle  States  have  an  area  of  103,666  square  miles,  and 
a  population  at  the  last  census  of  8,265,193. 

New  York,  first  in  order  and  first  in  its  peerless  importance, 
has  missionary  fields  which  we  may  occupy  along  the  Hudson, 
and  in  her  northern  and  south-western  borders, — the  latter,  as 
yet,  thinly  settled.  The  other  branch  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  covers  the  fairest,  and  perhaps  the  wealthiest  portions 
of  this  great  State ;  and  yet  in  parts  of  the  State  whole  counties 
are  covered  by  a  single  presbytery,  with  portions  never  yet  ex- 
plored, and  without  any  organized  church  of  our  faith.  The 
great  city,  now  containing  a  population  of  one  million  and  a 
quarter,  is  there — a  field  full  of  treasure,  unexplored,  and  afford- 
ing for  earnest  men  encouragement  to  labour,  of  great  induce- 
ment.    We  have  in  the  whole  State  thirty-one  missionaries. 

The  eastern  and  southern  portions  of  New  Jersey,  washed  by 
*  the  Atlantic  and  Delaware  Bay,  are  being  rapidly  developed 
by  her  numerous  railroads,  and  increasing  rapidly  in  an  enter- 
prising population.  Lying  between  two  great  cities,  Avith  mar- 
kets unsurpassed  on  the  continent,  the  increase  of  her  material 
wealth  can  hardly  be  measured.  Much  of  the  labour  must,  of 
necessity,  be  itinerant,  or  churches  and  stations  be  grouped  to- 
gether under  one  brother.  The  upper  portions  of  the  State  pre- 
sent fields  of  promise,  and  we  can  divide  with  our  New-school 
brethren  the  honors  of  overtaking  their  destitutions.  We  have 
in  New  Jersey  twenty-two  missionaries. 

Pennsylvania  leads  all  other  States  in  the  number  of  her  mis- 
sionaries, having  in  all  eighty.  The  amazing  wealth,  mineral, 
coal,  and  oil,  so  wonderfully  developed  of  late,  promises  to 
make  her  always  second  on  the  roll  of  associated  common- 
wealths. There  are  spots  yet  to  be  explored — fields  yet  to  be 
occupied.  The  influx  of  foreigners  into  the  mining  regions  will 
be  evil,  and  only  evil,  if  not  met  by  the  subduing  influences  of 
the  gospel.  In  the  mountain  regions,  along  her  romantic 
streams,  fields  of  labour  are  filling  up  with  a  population  which 
will  task  our  efforts  to  overtake.  There  may  be  demands  made 
upon  the  Board  for  fields  of  chronic  weakness;  and  there  may 
be  stations  which  could  profitably  be  united  under  one  brother; 
and  there  may  be  aid  extended  where  the  actual  ability  of  the 
district,  if  brought  out,  would  render  needless.    Our  brethren  in 
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the  old  hive  of  Presbyterianism  "will  feel,  we  trust,  the  duty  and 
privilege  of  examining  all  facts  closely,  that  the  power  of  the 
Board  may  be  augmented,  to  extend  and  strengthen  our  mis- 
sions to  those  distant  States  and  territories  where  many  a  noble 
Pennsylvania  elder  has  gone,  with  his  family,  to  lay  the  foun- 
dation of  church  and  empire. 

Delaware  has,  of  late,  opened  as  a  field  of  more  promise. 
We  have  there  three  missionaries.  There  is  a  prospect  of  im- 
migration to  that  peninsula,  of  earnest  and  enterprising  men, 
who  will  carry  new  views  and  greater  enterprise  thither. 

Maryland,  redeemed  from  slavery,  has  seventeen  missionaries. 
Though  she  has  painfully  felt  the  oscillations  caused  by  the 
rebellion,  she  is  rapidly  assuming  the  calm  composure  which  is 
the  prerogative  of  free  States — fields  are  opening — discord  is 
passing  away — dividing  lines  are  being  obliterated — a  new 
population  has  filled  up  the  State,  and  the  prospects  of  useful- 
ness are  very  fair.  Our  brethren  of  the  Baltimore  Presbytery 
are  preparing,  with  the  aid  and  advice  of  the  Board,  to  explore 
the  territory  from  tide  water  to  the  Alleghenies,  to  measure 
and  take  the  guage  of  its  wants,  and  make  such  preparations 
as  the  providence  of  God  will  permit,  to  cover  the  State  with 
churches,  and  send  the  living  gospel  to  the  people. 

Here,  then,  in  the  older  States,  and  where  our  Church  first 
was  planted,  are  vast  districts  unoccupied.  And,  though  we  can- 
not but  feel  the  fervency  and  eloquence  of  the  appeals  which 
come  to  us  across  the  mountains  and  the  Great  River,  we  can- 
not neglect  that  portion  from  which  the  Church  has  so  largely 
drawn,  and  now  so  largely  draws,  her  men  and  means  for  her 
support  and  extension. 

The  Western  States  cover  346,700  square  miles,  three  times 
exceeding  the  Middle  States,  and  an  empire  in  themselves. 
Ohio,  from  her  first  peopling  and  her  earliest  settlement,  has 
been  an  object  of  great  solicitude  to  all  denominations;  but, 
with  her  dense  and  ever-increasing  population,  her  enterprise, 
her  enlarged  wealth,  yet  claims  large  aid,  and  employ  ?,  forty -six 
missionaries.  The  zeal  and  earnestness  of  her  presbyteries  are 
finding  new  openings  for  mission  labour.  Indiana  and  Illinois, 
advancing  so  rapidly  in  power  and  political  position,  are  mis- 
sionary fields.     North-eastern  and  Northern  Indiana  present 
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openings  of  great  promise.  All  southern  Illinois,  advancing 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war  in  all  the  elements  of  mate- 
rial prosperity,  presents  as  fair  a  field  as  any  in  the  land  for 
missionai'y  labour;  yet  whole  counties  are  without  a  minister, 
and  without  a  church.  This  is  true,  to  a  considerable  extent, 
of  central  and  north  Illinois.  The  wondrous  fertility  of  this 
State  will  advance  her  among  the  sisterhood  of  western  common- 
wealths. The  railroad  commuuications,  in  regular  net-work, 
the  whole  intelligent  internal  improvements,  all  speak  hopefully 
of  its  future.  It  is  said,  on  high  authority,  that  Illinois  can 
sustain  a  population  of  fifteen  millions,  and  then  pour  her 
cereals  into  the  lap  of  hungry  nations.  Indiana  has  tJurty-four, 
and  Illinois  seventy  missionaries,  a  larger  number  than  in  any 
other  state,  except  the  Keystone. 

Michigan,  with  the  exception  of  a  strip  along  the  northern 
line  of  Indiana  and  above  the  head  of  Lake  Erie,  and  north  as 
far  as  the  foot  of  Lake  Huron,  is  to  our  Church  a  land  unknown. 
A  mixed  multitude  have  gathered  there  from  all  parts  of  the 
world — numerous  and  contending  sects  are  there — infidelity  and 
heresies,  and  false  doctrine  and  ignorance  are  there.  How  slow, 
how  difiicult,  how  trying,  and  how  uncertain  the  efibrts  of  our 
missionaries.  We  have  in  the  state  only  six  brethren,  toiling 
as  they,  can,  with  praiseworthy  diligence  and  much  success. 

As  we  travel  north  and  west,  we  find  three  large  and  import- 
ant States — Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  Iowa,  embracing  an  area 
greater  than  all  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Maryland.  In  the  last  census  decade,  Wisconsin  more  than 
doubled  its  population;  Minnesota  and  Iowa  have  advanced 
with  strides  almost  as  rapid.  Some  of  our  most  successful  mis- 
sions are  in  these  States.  Our  earnest,  faithful,  and  laborious 
brethren  there,  have  made  full  proof  of  their  ministry.  There 
in  the  great  centre  of  the  continent — where  the  great  rivers  of 
the  land  head,  flowing  east  through  the  lakes,  north  to  Hudson's 
Bay,  and  south  in  magnificent  volume  to  the  Gulf  of  Florida; 
with  climate  of  unusual  salubriousness,  soil  unrivalled  amid  the 
fertile  soils  of  our  land,  producing  cereals  in  almost  fabulous 
amount,  and  destined  in  God's  providence  to  maintain  an  ama- 
zing population  and  yet  send  forth  their  stores  of  wheat  to  an 
expecting  world.  This  is  a  field  worthy  of  Christian  ambition, 
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and  all  we  liave  done,  therefore,  have  produced  a  blessed  recom- 
pense of  reward.  We  have  in  AVisconsin  tJiirty -seven  mission- 
aries, and  in  Minnesota  nineteen,  and  in  Iowa  sixty-one. 
Some  of  the  churches  are  grand  successes,  and  many  of  them 
bid  fair  to  attain  ere  long,  their  spiritual  independence. 

Then  beyond  is  Kansas,  to  whom  we  have  sent  sixteen  bre- 
thren. The  blood  baptism  which  they  received  in  their  early 
history,  has  given  them  a  manliness  above  their  fellows.  It 
made  an  earnest  people,  and  gave  them  vigor  beyond  others. 
The  future  is  bright  and  the  success  encouraging.  The  West- 
minster Church  in  Leavenworth  no  longer  receives  aid,  and 
supports  its  worthy  pastor  with  commendable  liberality.  We 
augur  for  some  of  the  others  the  same  future.  Nebraska  ad- 
joining Kansas,  and  familiar  in  the  politics  of  a  dozen  years 
past,  has /ye  missionaries.  Her  progress  has  not  been  as  rapid 
as  her  neighbors.  It  is  the  highway  of  the  caravan  marching 
beyond  to  Salt  Lake  and  the  plains  and  auriferous  regions,  this 
side  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  yet  we  doubt  not  time  will 
develope  this  interesting  Territory  and  show  forth  its  hidden 
greatness. 

Then  as  we  proceed,  we  find  the  great  regions  of  gold,  Colo- 
rado, where  we  have  tivo  brethren,  laboring  with  earnest  zeal, 
one  at  Denver  City,  already  self-sustaining.  It  is  sad  to  think, 
that  only  two  young  brethren  are  in  all  that  important  territory, 
not  enough  to  form  a  Presbytery;  we  are  assured  that  there  are 
fields  which  will  realize  the  richest  harvest,  could  we  send  forth 
laborers  to  fill  their  bosom  with  the  sheaves.  Then  Idaho,  Da- 
cotah,  Montana,  Utah  full  of  abominations,  Nevada,  now  a 
star  in  the  national  galaxy,  Arizona  and  New  Mexico  come 
next,  and  we  mournfully  report  that  we  have  not  a  minister  of 
our  faith  in  all  that  region.  And  yet  the  gold  is  there,  in  al- 
most fabulous  amounts,  and  the  people  rush  there  in  eVer-swel- 
ling  tide,  and  empire  is  founding  there.  We  are  assured,  that 
if  the  right  men  could  be  found,  we  could  occupy  fields  which 
very  soon  would  sustain  their  pastors.  Most  certain  it  is,  that 
our  true  policy  is  to  send  a  few  brethren,  to  represent  our 
church  and  gather  the  scattered  sheep  of  our  fold,  whom  inter- 
est or  enterprise  have  sent  to  these  distant  fields. 

We  cross  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  descend  to  the  Pacific 
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coast,  and  find  there  two  important  States,  California  and 
Oregon,  and  the  Territory  of  Washington.  For  that  portion 
-we  have  felt  the  deepest  solicitude;  and  though  it  may  be  said, 
but  unjustly,  that  we  have  been  slow  to  occupy,  we  have  sent 
men  as  rapidly  as  they  offered.  In  Oregon  we  have  three,  in 
California  eight,  and  in  Washington  Territory  two.  Three 
brothers  of  one  family  from  Princeton,  have  been  commissioned 
to  that  coast.  One  felt  it  his  duty,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Board,  to  remain  in  California,  and  the  other  two,  with  their 
venerable  father,  an  office-bearer  in  our  Church,  have  chosen 
Oregon  as  their  future  home.  The  Presbytery  of  Puget  Sound, 
broken  up  by  the  lamentable  death  of  brother  Evans,  men- 
tioned in  our  last  report,  has  not  yet  obtained  its  constitutional 
quorum.  Correspondence  has  been  initiated  with  a  brother, 
with  a  view  of  his  entering  that  field.  We  know  the  field  is 
great,  and  will  be  increasingly  great.  The  amazing  elements 
of  greatness  are  there.  The  commerce  by  steamships,  opening 
under  the  fostering  care  of.  the  General  Government,  with 
China  and  the  Orient,  will  swell  its  greatness,  and  the  impor- 
tance of  its  occupancy  cannot  be  exaggerated.  Men  of  the 
right  stamp  have  not  offered,  and  we  cannot  in  these  distant 
and  expensive  missions,  make  mistakes.  We  feel  we  have  a 
right  to  complain,  that  our  brethren  on  that  coast,  who  send 
up  loud  complaints  of  their  need,  have  ,not,  though  often 
requested,  informed  us  in  advance,  of  the  points  and  the 
character  of  the  fields  for  missionary  labor.  And  hence, 
when  brethren  offered — and  we  dare  not  refuse  to  send  the 
willing — we  have  been  compelled  to  cast  them  loose,  in  the  city 
of  the  Golden  Gate,  to  find  fields  of  labor  as  they  could.  If 
the  Assembly  would  direct  the  Presbyteries  there  to  furnish 
the  Board  accurate  information  on  these  points,  we  could 
cooperate  with  them  more  intelligently;  and  no  greater  plea- 
sure could  be  afforded  us,  than  to  send  true  and  earnest  men  to 
plant  churches  on  those  glorious  shores. 

In  justice  to  the  Board  and  its  officers,  it  should  be  said, 
that  strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  to  find  suitable  men  for 
that  and  other  fields.  Our  most  efficient  district  missionary, 
Mr.  S.  Mitchell,  was  directed  to  leave  his  field  and  visit  the 
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diiferent  Seminaries — spread  the  necessities  of  the  Board  before 
the  students,  and  seek  men  for  this  work.  "We  know  that  he 
has  been  indefatigable  in  his  correspondence  for  this  purpose. 
The  Secretary  not  only  has  corresponded  extensively  with 
brethren,  with  reference  to  the  Pacific  coast,  but  has  visited 
students,  and  sought  to  find  select  men,  in  whoni  confidence 
might  repose  for  this  work ;  .but  so  far  these  efforts  have  not 
found  their  reward.  And  none  better  than  the  officers  of  the 
Board  understand  the  absolute  lack  of  men  for  these  high  and 
important  services. 

In  the  border  States,  as  they  are  commonly  called,  the  con- 
dition of  the  mission  effort  is  gloomy.  Swept  by  guerilla  war- 
fare, torn  by  political  agitations,  our  churches  have  been 
weakened,  and  in  some  cases  destroyed.  In  Missouri  we  have 
nineteen  missionaries;  before  the  rebellion  we  had  forty-two. 
Some,  now  receiving  aid,  are  labouring  in  churches  once  self- 
sustaining;  but  now,  weakened  and  torn  by  division,  fall  back 
upon  us,  to  be  saved  from  extinction.  What  the  future  will  be, 
it  is  not  for  us  to  say;  nor  how  soon  the  surges  of  strife  will 
abate,  and  men  can  labour  there  without  peril  and  dishearten- 
ing toil.  Some  of  our  best  men  have,  left  in  disgust.  But  who 
doubts  the  future  of  emancipated  Missouri?  The  influx  of  a 
new  poplation  will  send  her  bounding  onward.  What  part  our 
Church  shall  take  we  cannot  tell,  for  the  equivocal  position  of 
many  of  our  ministers  have  told  fatally,  we  fear,  upon  the 
future. 

Only  the  Presbytery  of  Transylvania,  in  the  Synod  of 
Kentucky,  cooperated  with  the  "Board;  and  though  we  have 
ventured  to  send  a  few  brethren,  at  their  own  earnest  request, 
into  some  other  parts  of  that  State,  the  remaining  Presbyteries 
of  that  Synod,  since  the  autumn  of  1861,  have  stood  aloof,  and 
managed  their  own  missions  and  disbursed  their  own  collec- 
tions. 

Our  effort  in  the  Second  Church,  Nashville,  was  a  grand  suc- 
cess. The  Assembly  at  Peoria  directed  the  Board  to  appro- 
priate one  thousand  dollars  there,  and  seldom  has  money  been 
better  expended.  Early  in  the  year  the  esteemed  brother 
in  charge  there,  informed  us  that  his  church  could  sustain  him 
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without  our  aid,  and  that  already  thej  had  commenced  return- 
ing, by  liberal  contributions,  the  amount  we  had  given  in  the 
day  of  their  great  need. 

In  the  new  State  of  West  Virginia,  we  have  nine  missiona- 
ries. They  have  proved  themselves  vigorous  and  successful, 
amid  much 'to  discourage.  The  sweepings  of  war,  and,  until 
lately,  hostile  raids,  disturbed  their  peace.  But  the  revolution 
has  spent  itself,  and  order  and  quiet  are  rapidly  succeeding, 
from  the  irresistible  changes  which  the  triumph  of  the  national 
armies  are  accomplishing.  A  new  and  better  population  are 
coming  in,  and  the  developments  of  wealth,  in  the  hands  of  men 
freed  from  the  curse  of  slavery,  will  place  that  new  State 
in  a  high  position,  and  realize  all  the  hopes  of  its  patriotic 
founders. 

The  condition  of  the  South  as  a  misssion  field,  has  not  much 
changed  since  our  last  report,  except  that  the  triumphant  march 
of  our  armies  has  extinguished  active  rebellion  in  large  por- 
tions thereof,  and  confined  it  to  a  narrow  area.  The  desolations 
are  fearful,  and  cannot  be  exaggerated — the  moral  ruin  greater 
than  the  physical  and  material.  The  former  members  of  our 
Church,  in  great  part,  as  far  as  we  know,  have  so  far  sympa- 
thized wuth  rebellion,  as  to  be  unavailing  for  purposes  of  recon- 
struction. Ministers  have  sunk  the  preacher  into  the  soldier, 
and  battle  in  the  ranks  of  secession.  Ruling  elders  have 
yielded  to  the  pressure,  or  laboured  to  create  it.  We  doubt  not 
there  is  a  remnant  untainted,  who  will  show  themselves,  as 
order  and  civil  government  are  reestablished.  The  work  of 
reconstruction  will  be  difficult — to  win  back  the  erring  and 
deluded  will  task  our  piety  and  wisdom.  We  are  as  yet  greatly 
in  the  dark ;  speculation  is  vain.  To  force  the  gospel  on  an 
unwilling  people  is  out  of  the  question.  To  place  our  loyal 
ministers  in  places  where  their  prayer  for  the  government,  and 
its  success  over  armed  treason,  drives  their  hearers  from  their 
church,  is  to  subject  them  to  an  outrage  which  the  honour  of 
Christ  requires  from  none  of  his  servants.  What  is  to  be  done? 
We  will  wait.  A  brother  has  been  placed  at  Alexandria,  Vir- 
ginia, now  attached  to  the  Presbytery  of  the  Potomac.  We 
have  another  in  New  Orleans,  working  amid  the  fallen  walls  of 
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their  Jerusalem.  ^Ye  have  one  at  Vicksburg,  doing  what  ser- 
vice he  can  consistently  with  his  engagements  with  the  govern- 
ment. We  are  sending  a  young  brother  to  itinerate  in  the 
bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Knoxville.  As  men  offered  and 
places  opened,  we  have  acted.  To  occupy  salient  points,  and 
leave  the  gospel  to  radiate,  is  all  we  can  expect,  perhaps,  for 
years  to  come.  We  arranged  to  send  two  esteemed  brethren, 
not  unacquainted  with  the  South  in  former  days,  to  New  Orleans 
and  its  surroundings,  to  explore  and  ascertain  as  to  facts,  to 
enable  us  to  act  intelligently.  But  at  this  writing  the  proposi- 
tion is  held  in  abeyance.  We,  as  a  Board,  have  done  all  that 
we  could,  and  must  nov/  devoutly  wait  the  evolutions  of  Divine 
Providence. 

Ministers  who  have  kept  their  faith,  and  who  are  with  the 
remnants  of  their  flocks.  South,  we  will  cheerfully  aid  in  their 
mournful  work  of  rebuilding  the  Church.  The  people  of  God, 
north,  must  be  patient.  The  waves  yet  heave  and  toss  unquiet 
on  the  ocean,  when  the  storm  has  spent  its  fury.  The  sweep- 
ings of  this  crio-antic  rebellion  have  strewn  the  land  with  ruins, 
which  it  will  require  years  to  remove.  The  purposes  of  God, 
in  the  past  four  years  of  strife  and  bloodshed,  are  not  all  made 
manifest  as  yet.  There  will  be  a  struggle  (may  it  be  Christian) 
with  other  denominations,  for  the  possession  of  a  field  which  we 
once  claimed  as  our  own,  and  to  retain  which  we  made  such 
fruitless  sacrifices. 

It  is  not  unlikely  that  the  close  of  the  war  will  w^itness  a 
deflection  of  the  tide  of  emigration,  whose  normal  course  has 
hitherto  been  west  and  northwest.  These  settlers  will  have 
their  preferences  as  to  church  organizations,  or  will  be  indif- 
ferent, and  tve  shall  need  our  chosen  men.  Why  may  not  the 
Church  expect,  yea,  require  men  of  experience  and  tried  skill, 
now  living  in  narrow  fields,  to  enter  on  these  wide  and  opening 
doors  of  missionary  labour?  Where  are  the  men — the  men 
anointed  of  God — for  this  service? 

We  have  thus,  in  pi-actical  and  business-like  manner,  sur- 
veyed the  field  which  opens  its  magnificent  dimensions  before 
our  sympathies.  Never  has  the  Church  of  God  been  presented 
with  such  privileges — the  work  of  reclaiming  a  continent  for 
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Christ.  The  crisis  of  fast-fnlfilling  prophecies,  the  marvellous 
providences  of  an  all-wise  God,  the  very  character  of  the  war 
and  its  results,  present  a  work  to  sanctified  patriotism,  which  no 
other  people  ever  saw.  Will  our  Church  he  true?  Will  she 
maintain  her  traditionary  policy  as  a  missionary  church,  and 
keep  her  place  in  the  forefront  of  that  army  to  whom  Christ 
has  committed  the  conquest  of  the  land?  And  this  leads  us  to 
a  matter  of  practical  and  momentous  importance. 

The  Demand  for  Missionaries. 
The  requisitions  of  the  past  year  have  not  been  met.  New 
fields  could  have  been  entered,  new  territories  secured,  and  our 
Church  been  represented  on  the  advance  of  that  great  tide  of 
population  which  rolls  across  the  continent.  We  have,  as  be- 
fore remarked,  met,  to  the  extent  of  our  ability,  thesq  demands 
for  missionaries.  But  we  cannot  furnish  all  who  are  needed, 
nor  can  we  give  the  full  tale  of  brick  without  straw.  The 
churches  must  not  be  unreasonable,  nor  feel  surprise,  that  fields 
of  promise,  which  have  been  presented  to  our  notice,  have  not 
been  entered.  The  Board  cannot  increase  the  number  of  min- 
isters, nor  say  to  this  man  go,  and  he  goeth.  The  demand  is 
already  ahead  of  the  supply,  and  if  this  be  in  the  green  tree, 
what  will  it  be  in  the  dry  ?  If  our  survey,  as  presented,  be  im- 
pressive, and  opening  fields,  West,  and  soon  South,  loom  up 
before  our  startled  gaze,  where  are  the  men?  Whom  shall  we 
send,  and  who  will  go  for  us?  Unless  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
furnish  the  labourers,  the  harvest,  as  far  as  our  Church  is  con- 
cerned, will  be  ungathered — golden  opportunities  will  be  lost, 
and  the  charities  of  an  awakened  Church  will  be  withheld.  As 
far  as  we  can  ascertain,  the  four  Theological  Seminaries  in  our 
Church  have  three  hundred  and  thirty  students,  all  told. 
Now,  one-third  of  these,  or  one  hundred  and  ten,  are  available 
for  the  service.  The  number  who  study  privately  is  too  small 
to  enter  into  the  calculation,  or  disturb  the  result.  Then,  the 
necessary  allowance,  to  fill  vacancies  occasioned  by  the  removal 
of  ministers,  in  the  course  of  Divine  Providence,  death,  or  other 
disability,  will  so  far  diminish  the  men  to  occupy  these  glorious 
fields,  where  a  man  of  spirit  and  earnestness  may  leave  his  im- 
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press  on  a  State.  We  have  not  the  onen — there  are  men  who 
hover  round  vacancies,  and  impress  the  people  of  God  with  the 
idea  that  the  number  of  unemployed  ministers  is  very  great. 
But  men,  glowing  with  missionary  zeal,  we  have  not,  nor  are 
likely  to  have,  unless  the  Spirit  be  outpoured  from  on  High. 
Great  and  precious  revivals  of  religion  can  only  remedy  this 
great  and  serious  evil.  Earthly  sacrifices  are  not  counted  by 
earnest  hearts,  who  have  received  the  baptism ;  men  of  whom 
our  fathers  have  told  us,  counted  it  an  honour  to  suifer  for 
Christ — men  who  laid  the  foundations  of  our  Church  in  the 
early  history  of  our  country.  We  confess  to  some  alarm  about 
the  future.  The  silver  and  the  jjold  can  more  easily  be  had 
than  the  men.  The  Church  herself  is  deficient  in  missionary 
zeal — her  views  are  not  intelligent.  The  grandeur  of  the  work 
is  not  considered.  Our  people  need  instruction — our  sons  and 
our  daughters  must  be  trained.  The  call  of  our  country  has 
sent  to  the  field,  to  meet  its  danger,  and  brave  death  itself,  the 
very  flower  of  our  youth — the  armies  have  been  filled  by  the 
multitudes  tvlio  offered  themselves  willingly  among  the  j^cople. 
Bless  ye  the  Lord  !  And  shall  it  be  asked  of  the  Church,  then, 
Why  ahodest  thou  among  the  sheepfolds,  to  hear  the  hleatings 
of  the  flocks?  For  the  divisions  of  Reuben,  there  were  great 
searehings  of  heart.  Then  a  new  spirit  must  be  given  us — a 
new  missionary  impulse  be  afforded,  or  we  shall  be  laggard  in 
the  march  of  glory,  and  yield  to  others  those  blessed  openings, 
which  so  constantly  greet  us,  and  so  imperatively  ask  for  men 
to  come  and  occupy. 

The  ministry  must  instruct  the  people — give  them  facts — 
sanctified  and  intelligent  sympathy  will  work  AvonderS.  We 
dare  not,  we  must  not  take  too  much  for  granted.  Hotv 
shall  they  believe,  except  they  be  taught?  The.  success,  the 
unprecedented  success  of  the  Christian  Commission,  lay  in  the 
wisdom  which  gives  the  people  facts,  fresh  and  glowing.  Pro- 
vision for  men's  physical  wants  entered  largely  into  their  plan; 
but  spiritual  needs  were  as  prominently  presented.  The  his- 
tory of  war  reveals  nothing  like  it.  The  readiness  of  the  peo- 
ple at  home  to  labor  for,  and  give  to  our  patriot  army  in  the 
field,  was  marvellous.     The  Commission  and  its  agents  held  up 
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the  facts,  eloquent  facts,  and  the  hearts  of  the  people  were 
moved  as  hy  a  mighty  wind.  Let  us  go  and  do  likewise.  Let 
us  seek  for  labourers  for  the  harvest,  which  waves  its  golden 
beauty  over  our  land.  Ah!  the  glory  of  a  Church  is  its  mis- 
sionary character,  which  sends  forth  its  sons  to  occupy,  and 
hold  in  the  name  of  her  Redeemer. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  mercy.  We  met  each  ma- 
turing claim  promptly.  We  were  able  to  increase  the  allow- 
ance of  our  missionaries — in  many  cases  largely.  We  close 
with  a  balance  relatively  large;  but  surely  it  is  small  enough 
in  view  of  the  work  before  us,  if,  as  we  hope,  this  cruel  war 
shall  cease,  and  armed  rebellion  go  down  before  the  victorious 
armies  of  the  Union.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  missionary  year 
many  pleasant  revivals  were  reported,  and  the  hearts  of  our 
brethren  made  glad  in  the  increase  given  to  their  toil.  Almost 
all  speak  encouragingly.  The  tumult  of  war,  blessed  be  God, 
has  not  prevented  blessings  on  their  ministry — souls  have  been 
converted — our  very  camps  have  seen  Pentecostal  seasons,  and 
the  churches  at  home  have  been  strengthened  by  the  work 
among  the  soldiers.  Daj^s  of  gladness  are  upon  us.  God's 
Spirit  and  providence  seem  to  say,  Oj)en  thy  mouth  tvide,  and  1 
will  fill  it.  For  the  seed  shall  be  prosperous — the  vine  shall 
give  her  fruit,  and  the  ground  shall  give  her  increase,  and  the 
heavens  shall  give  their  dew,  and  I  ivill  cause  the  remnant  of 
this  people  to  possess  all  things. 

And  who  can  measure  and  get  the  guage  of  the  results  of  this 
missionary  year?  Its  secret  and  hidden  influences  man  cannot 
know.  The  conversion  of  one  soul  is  a  miracle  of  mercy. 
Multiply  by  the  whole  number  engaged  in  missionary  opera- 
tions, and  human  calculation  cannot  overtake  the  mighty  sum. 
And  need  we  be  discouraged  ?  Shall  we  recall  the  brethren 
from  their  fields,  or  leave  the  regions  which  open  on  every  side 
to  desolation — the  blight  of  infidelity  or  soul-destroying  error? 
God  forbid.  We  tread  but  in  Christ's  steps,  when  we  send' 
forth  men  of  God.  Qo  ye  into  all  the  world.  We  but  obey  his 
parting  command,  as  he  stood  on  Olivet,  and  his  hnmanity  was 
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about  to  be  dissolved  in  its  own  radiancy.  The  hour  of  trial 
is  not  yet  passed — the  close  of  the  ■war,  we  devoutly  trust,  is  at 
hand.  The  abomination  of  desolation  is  well-nigh  swept  from 
the  precincts  of  the  temple  ;  and  how  much  of  the  energy,  unity, 
and  devotion  of  our  people,  may  have  depended  on  these  agen- 
cies, who  can  tell !  Many  a  mission  church  has  yielded  the 
choicest  of  its  treasures  for  the  defence  of  our  endangered  lib- 
erties. Elders  and  church  members  have  fought  and  won  the 
battles.  Many  are  on  the  roll  of  the  dead.  In  the  camp,  they 
are  its  salt,  and  save  the  armies  from  utter  corruption.  The 
days  of  purification  are  upon  us.  What  God  will  do,  we  know 
not  now,  but  shall  know  hereafter.  We  trust,  that  He  will  give 
us  a  continent  to  conquer  in  his  name,  and  grace  to  accomplish 
the  glorious  task.  The  sixty  millions  who  will  occupy  this  land 
twenty  years  from  now,  will,  if  sanctified  by  the  gospel,  speak 
in  tones  of  commanding  eloquence  to  the  nations  East  and 
West  of  us,  the  value  of  that  gospel,  which  has  saved  and  ex- 
alted a  nation  like  this. 

What  then?  If  thou  altogether  holdest  thy  peace  at  this  time, 
then  shall  enlargement  and  deliverance  arise  from  another  place  ; 
and  loho  knoweth  whether  thou  art  come  to  the  kingdom  for  such 
a  time  as  this?  It  is  a  solemn  honor  to  live  now — in  the  crisis 
of  the  world's  history.  The  promises  are  travailing;  but  the 
corresponding  responsibility  is  great.  God  forbid  that  our 
beloved  Church  should  hesitate  and  falter  now.  The  very  life 
of  the  Church  is  involved  in  this.  There  is  that  scattereth  and 
yet  increaseth.  And  then  the  Scripture  converse — there  is  that 
ivithholdeth  more  than  is  meet,  and  tendeth  to  poverty.  This  is 
no  time  for  discouragement.  The  Lord  of  Hosts  will  be  with  us, 
casting  down  imaginations  and  lofty  barriers — opening  new 
paths  and  pointing  to  new  fields  of  conquest.  The  wheels  of 
his  chariot  are  shaking  the  nations — every  effort  and  sacrifice 
in  this  cause  hasten  the  day  when  the  land  shall  be  His  and, 
glory  shall  dwell  in  our  land. 

The  annual  Statistical  Tables  of  men  commissioned,  and 
work  performed,  are  laid,  with  this  Report,  before  the  reverend 
and  venerable  Assembly  for  inspection,  and  all  papers  which 
reveal  the  state  of  the  Treasury. 
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The  term  of  service  of  the  following  memhers  of  the  Board 
expires  during  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly,  and  you  are 
respectfully  requested  to  take  action  accordingly.

APPENDIX. 


NOTICE  TO  APPLICANTS  FOR  MISSIONARY  AID. 

Applicants  for  missionaries  and  missionary  aid,  are  respectfully  and  earnestly 
requested  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  following  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Board: 

Rule  1.  Begular form  inwhich  applications  are  to  come  up  to  the  Board  as  often 

as  made. 

Applications  to  the  Board  for  Missionary  appointments  and  pecuniar  1/  aid,  and 
also  for  the  re-appointmcnt  of  Missionaries  should  always  be  made  in  writing  hy 
the  Ruling  Elders  of  the  church,  through  the  Presbytery  or  the  Corresponding 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  to  which  the  church  applying  for  assist- 
ance belongs — accompanied  with  a  recommendation  from  said  Presbytery  or  Com- 
mittee, of  the  Missionary  to  be  appointed,  and  a  specification  of  the  amount  of  aid 
indispensably  necessary. 

If  there  be  no  Corresponding  Executive  Committee  in  the  Presbytery,  the 
application  must  be  fully  sanctioned  by  two  neighboring  ministers,  connected 
with  the  Presbytery  to  which  the  church  belongs. 

Rule  2.   Of  the  Board  in  relation  to  renewing,  dating,  and  ante-dating   Commis- 
sions.    Passed,  March  \Wi,  1851. 

In  consequence  of  the  constantly  repeated  applications  of  Presbyteries  to 
ante-date  commissions,  some  for  three,  others  for  six,  and  some  even  for  twelve 
months,  and  without  any  apparent  reason,  other  than  want  of  attention  and 
prompt  action  on  the  part  of  Presbyteries,  and  Committees  of  Presbyteries  on 
Missions,  thereby  embarassing  the  business  of  the  Board,  and  depriving  the 
Board  of  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  expenses  of  our  missions,  for  which  pro- 
vision must  be  made  weekly,  therefore. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Presbyteries  and  Coramitteesof  Presbyteries  on  Missions 
be  respectfully  requested  to  have  commissions  of  their  missionaries  renewed 
before  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service,  if  practicable  to  do  so;  and  in  all 
cases  to  state  definitely  the  time  when  they  loish  the  Commission  to  be  dated. 

Besolved,  2.  That  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May,  1851,  the  Board  will 
ante-date  no  commission  beyond  two  months  from  the  time  of  the  reception  of  the 
application  at  the  Mission  Booms. 

3.  Bnles  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  the  careful  examination  of  applicants : — to 
information  required  of  Presbyteries  by  the  Board  to  assist  it  in  its  action: — and 
to  churches  able  to  support  the  gospel  for  themselves. 

"On  motion, 

1.  Besolved,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Board  be  directed  to  examine  care- 
fully into  the  propriety  and  justice  of  every  application  for  new  commissions, 
or  for  renewal  of  old  ones ;  and  whenever  the  sums  applied  for  may  be  reduced, 
that  the  reduction  may  be  made. 

2.  Besolved,  That  the  Presbyteries  be  requested  to  state  the  amount  raised  by 
the  churches  or  congregations  forming  missionary  fields,  in  support  of  their 
pastors  or  missionaries,  when  they  apply  for  commissions  from  the  Board  for 
them,  in  order  to  enable  the  Board  to  act  more  intelligently  on  the  applications. 

3.  Besolved,  That  before  a  Presbytery  entertain  the  application  of  any  organ- 
ized church  or  missionary  field,  it  be  requested  to  inquire  whether  said  chur.ch 
or  field  has  any  reasonable  prospect  of  becoming  self-sustaining;  and  whether 
said  church  or  field  may  not  properly  and  profitably  be  united  with  some  con- 
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tii^uous  church  or  clmrchos,  and  the  hibour  of  a  missionary,  and  the  expense  of 
his  support,  be  saved  to  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

4.  Bcsohx'L  That  all  churches  which  have  been  long  npon  the  Board,  and  are 
able  to  support  the  gospel  of  themselves,  have  their  appropriations  reduced; 
and  that  they  be  discontinued  by  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that 
the  Missionarj'  funds  of  tlie  Cliurch  may  be  husbanded,  and  more  liberally  aiid 
extensively  applied  to  fields  that  are  purely  missionary,  and  in  which  the 
Church  may  expand  and  grow. 


IMPORTANT     NOTICE     TO     PRESBYTERIES    AND    CHURCHES 
APPLYING  FOR  AID. 

It  has  always  been  regarded  as  the  duty  of  churches  applying  for  aid,  to 
inform  the  Board,  through  the  Presbyteries  by  which  their  applications  are 
recommended,  of  the  amount  of  salary  they  promise  to  pay  their  pastors,  or 
stated  sup]>lies,  in  order  that  the  Presbyteries  and  the  Board  may  be  able  the 
better  to  judge  whether  the  amount  of  aid  asked  for  is  reasonable  and  necessary. 
From  some  cause  or  other,  this  salutary  custom  has  gradually  fallen  into  disuse, 
at  least  so  far  as  the  Board  is  informed,  and  the  information  so  obviously  neces- 
sary is  very  generally  withheld.  In  order  to  obtain  this  needed  information  in 
future,  the  Board  adoi^ted  unanimously  the  following  resolution,  viz. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  be,  and  they  hereby 
are  instructed  to  defer  acting  upon  applications  for  missionary  aid  until  they 
ascertain,  if  practicable,  what  amount  of  salary  the  churches  applying  for 
assistance  from  the  Board  have  promised,  or  are  willing  to  piromise  to  their 
ministers." 

In  view  of  this  resolution  of  the  Board,  we  respectfully  request  all  the 
churches  desiring  aid,  to  inform  their  respective  Presbyteries  of  the  amount  of 
salary  they  have  promised,  or  are  willing  to  promise  their  ministers;  and  we 
also  respectfully  request  all  the  Presbyteries,  and  Presbyterial  Committees  on 
Missions,  to  furnish  this  information  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board 
when  applications  for  aid  are  recommended.  This  will  prevent  delay  and 
trouble,  as  the  Executive  Committee,  under  the  instruction  of  the  Board,  will  of 
course  defer  acting  upon  all  applications  until  they  obtain,  if  practicable,  the 
information  required. 

This  rule  is  so  obviously  prpper,  and  indeed  indispensable  to  the  judicious 
disbursement  of  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Church,  that  we  confidently  trust 
it  will  be  cheerfully  comjilied  with  by  all  the  parties  interested. 


CLOTHING. 

Boxes  of  Clothing  for  Missionaries. — For  the  information  of  those  who  may 
wish  to  furnish  clothing,  or  other  articles,  for  the  comfort  of  our  missionaries 
and  their  families,  we  publish  the  following: 

Boxes  of  clothing  when  sent  directly  to  the  office  of  the  Board,  without  any 
particular  designation,  will  be  forwarded  to  such  missionaries  as  are  understood 
to  be  the  most  needy;  and  the  missionary  to  whom  a  box  from  any  congregation 
or  association  is  sent,  will  be  requested  to  write  to  the  donors,  acknowledging 
the  receipt. 

We  ask  particular  attention  to  the  foUoiuing  directions  for  forwarding  boxes. 

1.  In  every  box  that  is  sent,  put  a  list  of  all  the  articles,  with  their  estimated 
value;  put  on  the  same  paperthe  name  of  the  individual,  congregation,  or  asso- 
ciation, from  whom  the  box  comes;  also  the  post-office  address  of  the  person  to 
whom  a  letter  of  acknowledgment  is  to  be  sent.     Let  this  paper  be  put  in  the 
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box,  where  it  -svill  be  readily  seen  on  the  box  being  opened.  A  letter  should 
also  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Board,  giving  information  of  the  time  when  the 
box  was  sent,  and  by  what  conveyance,  to  whom  sent,  the  valuation,  and  any 
other  things  connected  with  the  donation  which  it  may  be  desirable  should  be 
known  at  the  oflBce. 

Clothing  Distributed  Grntuitoush/. — Boxes  of  clothing  form  no  part  of  a  mis- 
sionary's regular  appropriation.  The  Board,  tliercfore,  need  the  same  amount  of 
funds  to  meet  their  engagements,  as  if  no  boxes  were  forwarded.  It  is  very 
important  this  should  not  be  overlooked.  These  boxes  are  of  great  value  to 
many  of  the  missionaries,  arid  they  need  all  that  is  sent  to  them  ;  but  we  should 
be  careful  not  to  suffer  these  acts  of  kindness  to  lessen  our  pecuniary  donations 
to  the  cause,  which  cannot  admit  of  this  without  serious  loss.  Thus  far  there 
has  been  no  pecuniary  loss,  but  rather  a  gain,  by  the  interest  which  has  b^en 
excited  in  the  prejiaration  of  tliese  boxes.  We  fondly  hope  it  will  continue  to 
bo  so,  and  that  the  interest  in  Domestic  Missions  will  continue  to  increase  until 
our  whole  land  is  supplied  with  gospel  privileges. 

Contents  of  Boxes. — As  to  what  is  to  be  put  into  these  boxes,  we  are  willing  to 
leave  the  matter  to  the  judgment  of  our  good  ladies,  who  so  well  know  what  is 
wanted  in  a  family.  Scarcely  any. article  in  common  use  will  come  amiss. 
Knives  and  forks,  spoons,  scissors,  thread,  yarn,  silk,  needles,  pins,  tape,  buttons, 
garden  seeds,  etc.,  etc.,  in  addition  to  articles  of  substantial  wearing  apparel 
will  be  thankfully  received.  Flannel,  muslins,  calicoes,  etc.,  not  made  up,  are 
very  acceptable. 


PPJNCIPLES    UPON    WHICH    THE    WORK    OF    DOMESTIC    MISSIONS 
IS  CONDUCTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  would  re-affirna  all  the  principles  upon  which  it 
has  heretofore  carried  on  its  Domestic  Missions — princijsles  which  have  been 
exhibited  in  a  review  of  all  the  puldished  minutes,  acts,  and  doings  of  the 
Church  in  her  highest  judicatories,  from  tlie  beginning,  and  wliich  are  drawn 
up  and  set  forth  in  order,  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions, 
May,  1862. 

Resolved,  That  the  great  work  undertaken  for  so  long  a  time  by  the  Assembly, 
is  the  expansion  and  full  establishment  of  the  gospel  of  our  Ldrd  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  by  his  own  Spirit  and  power,  over  all  our  vast  country.  And  it  is 
purely  a  missionary  work — missionary  in  this  respect,  that  ministers  are  sent 
out  by  the  Assembly,  and  means  furnished  for  their  support,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  while  they  are  preaching  the  gospel,  and  gathering  and  establishing 
churches.  So  soon  as  individual  churches,  or  groups  of  churches  are  estab- 
lished, and  are  able  to  support  all  the  Institutions  of  the  gospel  for  themselves, 
they  are  no  longer  missionary  in  character,  but  immediately  cease  their  con- 
nection with  the  Board,  and  fall  into  line  with  the  great  body  of  self-sustaining 
and  contributing  churches,  and  go  to  add  to  the  solid  material  and  power  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Now  the  principles  upon  which  the  General  Assembly 
conducts  its  Domestic  Missionary  work  are  these  :  1st.  It  is,  in  the  sense  defined, 
a  missionary  work.  2d.  The  funds  contributed  for  it  are  missionary  funds. 
3d.  The  men  employed  in  preaching  the  gospel  are,  in  their  fields,  missionary 
men.  4th.  All  the  churches  and  fields  aided  and  supplied,  are  missionary  churches 
and  fields.  5th.  The  funds  supplied  are  funds  for  temporary  assistance,  and  not 
for  entire  nor  permanent  support.  The  people  aided  are  to  help  themselves,  be  it 
ever  so  little,  from  the  beginning,  and  are  to  go  on. to  independence.  6tli.  The 
grand  end  and  aim  of  the  Assembly  is  to  establish  self-su-'staining  churches  and 
fields,  as  fast  and  far  as  possible,  and  so  to  increase  the  solid  material 
and  power  of  the  Church,  and  accumulate  strength  to  go  forward  expanding. 
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7th.  Ministers  and  means  are  to  be  distributed  according  to  the  relative  impor- 
tance and  promise  of  different  fehls  and  in  view  of  the  neeessities  of  the  whole 
field,  that  there  may  be  equnliij/  and  no  partiality.  8th.  The  Assembly  con- 
ducts this  work  through  a  Commmiffrc  or  ^onrrf,  responsible  to  i7.se//a/ci«c,  under 
its  advice  and  control;  and  which  Board  is  required  to  exercise  its  sound  dis- 
cretion and  iud2;ment  in  deciding  upon,  and  in  conducting  the  business  entrusted 
to  it.  9th.  JVo  debt  to  be  incurred  in  carrying  forward  the  missionary  work.  The 
Assembly  always  acted  upon  this  just  and  only  safe  principle,  and  a  principle 
which  has  always  been  adhered  to  by  our  Church;  and  in  the  Assemby  of  1803, 
the  following  resolution  was  passed:  "That  there  ought  to  be  no  anticipation  of 
the  funds  in  future;  or,  in  other  words,  that  appropriations  ought  not  to  be 
made  in  any  year  beyond  the  amount  which  the  funds  arising  in  that  year  will 
be  sufiicient  to  satisfy."  Page  208.  10th.  And  finally,  agents  for  visiting  the 
churches,  and  collecting  funds  for  the  work,  may  be  employed  by  the  Board." 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  directed  go  to  forward  and  conduct  the  work 
entrusted  to  its  care  on  these  principles,  as  heretofore,  and  that  they  be  com- 
mended to  the  attention  and  observance  of  all  Presbyteries  and  churches  in 
their  applications  for  aid;  and  that  the  Board  be  also  instructed  to  pay,  as  here- 
tofore, due  regard  to  the  recommendations  of  Presbyteries.  That  all  pastors 
and  stated  supplies  be  requested  to  take  pains  to  circulate  the  Rejiort,  when 
published,  and  diffuse  more  information  on  the  subject  of  Domestic  Missions 
among  their  people. — Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly,  held  at  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  May  26,  1852,  p.  215. 


ACTION   OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  ON  DISCRETIONARY 
POWERS  OP  THE  BOARD. 

On  Applicants. — In  answer  to  the  questions  propounded  by  the  Presbyteries 
of  Union  and  French  Broad,  the  Assembly  would  say,  that  though  they  do  not 
recognize  in  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  the  authority  to  sit  in  judgment 
upon  the  orthodoxy  or  morality  of  any  minister  who  is  in  good  standing  in  his 
own  Presbytery;  yet  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  they  must  exercise  their 
own  sound  discretion  upon  the  expediency  or  inexpediency  of  appointing,  or 
withholding  any  appointment,  from  any  applicant,  holding  themselves  amena- 
ble to  the  General  Assembly  for  all  their  official  acts. — Minutes  1830,  p.  16. 

On  the  Distribution  op  Funds. — Overture  No.  13,  a  memorial  from  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Logansport,  desiring  the  Assembly  to  say  whether  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  has  the  power  of  reducing  the  amounts  recommended  to  be 
given  in  aid  to  any  churches,  under  the  care  of  any  Presbytery,  without  con- 
sulting such  Presbytery;  and  if  so,  whether  the  Board  has  not  an  equal  right  to 
take  away  the  whole  amount  so  recommended  in  any  case.    It  was 


Resolved,  That  while  the  Assembly  expects  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  to 
.ay  great  respect  to  the  advice  of  the  Presbyteries,  touching  missionaries 
.abouring  within  their  bounds,  yet,  in  t^he  distribution  of  its  funds,  the  action  of 
the  Board  must  be  controlled  by  the  state  of  its  treasury,  and  the  relative  impor- 
tance of  the  various  missionary  fields  under  their  care. — Minutes,  1852,  p.  221.

Feeble  Churches  to  be  Combined. — Resolved,  That  each  Presbytery  in  our 
communion  be  recommended  to  discourage  the  sundering  of  feeble  churches  now 
united  in  support  of  the  gospel,  and  generally  to  combine  together  such  feeble 
churches  in  appropriate  fields  of  labour,  that  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
may  be  relieved  from  the  need  of  a  large  allowance  in  such  cases,  and,  where 
practicable,  from  the  need  of  any  allowance  in  aid  of  ministerial  support. — 
Minutes,  1846,  p.  206. 
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BOARD  or  EDUCATION. 


The  Board  of  Education  present  to  the  General  Assembly  their 
Forty  SIXTH  Annual  Report. 

The  origin  of  the  Board  of  Education  can  be  traced  to  the  efforts 
of  a  few  benevolent  individuals  to  procure  funds  to  aid  a  little  com- 
pany of  indigent  and  pious  young  men,  who  were  urged  on  by  an 
irrepressible  desire  to  preach  the  gospel. 

Those  who  engaged  in  this  work  of  mercy  knew  not  that  they 
were  laying  the  foundation  of  one  of  the  most  important  Christian 
institutions  of  the  country  or  of  the  age.  Though  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation has  had  a  nominal  existence  of  forty-six  years,  yet  it  has 
had  an  actual  active  life  of  only  thirty-four  years.  During  the 
above  period  it  has  aided  3317  candidates.  It  is  believed  that  one- 
half  the  pastors,  more  than  one-half  of  our  domestic  missionaries, 
and  about  two-thirds  of  the  foreign  missionaries  of  our  Church 
have  been  aided  by  the  Scholarships  of  the  Board. 

Total  receipts  for  Ministerial  Education  from  1825,  are  $1,446,319. 

Receipts  for  General  Education,  from  its  organization  in  1847, 
are  $106,381.09. 

The  interests  intrusted  to  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion are  embraced  in  two  departments — the  department  of  Minis- 
terial Education,  and  the  department  of  Schools,  Academies,  and 
Colleges.

In  addition  to  these  amounts,  which  have  passed  directly  through 
our  own  Treasurer's  hands,  it  is  believed  that  the  Board  have  been 
instrumental  in  securing  at  least  one  million  of  dollars  for  the  en- 
dowment of  Colleges  and  Academies. 

The  department  of  Schools,  Academie.",  and  Colleges,  is  of  so 
kindred  a  nature  to  the  original  object  for  which  the  Board  was 
organized,  that  they  have  been  carried  on  in  entire  harmony  and 
efficiency  and  with  little  additional  expense. 

Facts  prove,  that  literary  institutions,  conducted  on  Christian 
principles,  have  a  natural  tendency  to  increase  the  number  of  can- 
didates for  the  gospel  ministry. 

The  operations  of  this  department  of  the  Board,  for  the  past  year, 
will  be  given  more  in  detail  in  another  part  of  the  Report. 

The  following  general  conclusions  suggest  themselves  from  this 
brief  historical  review. 

1st.  The  organization  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  only  a  more 
formal  recognition,  on  the  part  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  the 
obligation  which  rests  upon  her  diligently  to  employ  all  scriptural 
means  to  train  a  learned,  efficient,  and  godly  ministry;  for  the  ac- 
knowledgment of  this  obligation  dates  back  to  the  origin  of  Pres- 
byterianism  in  this  county. 

2d.  That  the  work  committed  to  the  Board  of  Education  cannot 
be  successfully  carried  on  without  the  zealous,  persistent,  and  sys- 
tematic cooperation  of  the  Church,  and  the  diligent  use  of  all  ap- 
pointed means  for  increasing  the  number  of  candidates. 

3d.  That  while  earnest  and  believing  prayer  is  the  chief,  it  is  not

the  only  means  for  the  attainment  of  this  object.  Our  young  men 
as  much  need  instruction,  counsel,  and  encouragement,  as  to  the 
obligations  resting  upon  them  to  preach  the  gospel,  as  upon  any 
other  question  of  Christian  duty. 

The  want  of  knowledge  prevents  many  from  a  calm,  prayerful, 
and  intelligent  consideration  of  this  momentous  question. 

In  the  life  of  the  late  Dr.  John  McDowell,  the  following  state- 
ment is  made:  "That  in  his  eiforts  to  promote  the  cause  of  piety 
and  learning,  he  surpassed  any  pastor  of  my  acquaintance.  I  refer 
to  his  constantly  directing  the  attention  of  the  pious  and  promising 
youth  of  his  church  to  the  importance  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and 
their  own  obligations  in  reference  to  it." 

4th.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  great  work  of  furnishing  a 
numerous  and  able  ministry  not  only  fails  to  awaken  that  interest 
which  its  paramount  importance  demands,  but  that  there  is  a  grow- 
ing apathy  in  regard  to  this  chief  and  vital  instrumentality,  which 
is  all  the  more  painful,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  during  the  last  ten 
years,  the  increase  of  our  ministry  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  in- 
crease of  the  communion  of  our  Church. 

5th.  It  is  a  suggestive  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  the  candidates 
who  have  been  aided  by  the  Board  of  Education  trace  their  desire 
to  preach  the  gospel  to  a  mother's  influence ;  teaching  us  that  home 
nurture  is  one  of  the  chief  channels  by  which  the  perpetuation  of 
'the  ministry  is  to  be  secured.

The  total  receipts  of  the  year  from  all  sources  are  $51,308  69. 
Total  receipts  of  the  Candidate's  Fund  are  $18,664  95— $5,226  79 
more  than  those  of  last  year,  and  larger  than  any  year  since  1860. 

The  balance  in  the  treasury,  though  larger  than  in  former  years, 
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is  not  too  large  to  enable  the  Board  to  commence  its  next  year's 

operations  free  from  embarrassment.

In  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  last  General  Assembly, 
the  Board  of  Education  have  increased  the  maximum  of  their  scho- 
larships, from  eighty  to  one  hundred  dollars  for  Academical  Stu- 
dents ;  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  for 
College  Students;  from  one  hundred  and  twenty  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  Theological  Students;  in  addition  to  which,  in 
a  number  of  cases,  to  meet  special  necessities,  extra  appropriations 
have  been  granted  for  the  current  year. 

During  the  past  year,  7  candidates  have  withdrawn  from  the  care 
of  the  Board.  Two  have  died,  and  from  one  the  recommendation" 
of  his  Presbytery  has  been  withheld,  on  the  ground  of  the  want  of 
requisite  qualifications. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  in  May  last,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed  by  that  body: 

Resolved^  That  the  securities  which  came  under  the  name  and 
control  of  the  Board  of  Education  by  the  acts  of  the  Agent  or 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  of  Chicago,  the  proceeds  of 
which  are  to  be  devoted  to  the  cause  of  education  among  the  Erench- 
speaking  Canadians  of  St.  Ann  and  Kankakee,  in  Illinois,  be  re- 
turned by  the  Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  the  Presbytery 
of  Chicago,  to  be  applied  by  them,  as  intended  by  the  original 
donors  of  said  funds. 

The  Board  immediately  took  the  necessary  steps  to  carry  the 
above  resolution  into  execution,  but  were  arrested  by  impediments 
arising  from  the  laws  of  Illinois,  which  have  rendered  it  thus  far 
impracticable  to  comply  with  the  instructions.  But  the  hope  is  still 
cherished,  that  these  legal  difficulties  will  be  removed,  and  the  secu- 
rities be  transferred  to  the  Presbytery  of  Chicago. 

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  report  to  the  General  As- 
sembly the  death  during  the  past  year  of  three  of  their  highly 
estemeed  members.  Rev.  William  W.  Phillips,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Elisha 
P.  Swift,  D.  D.,  and  Hon.  R.  R.  Reed,  M.  D.  John  J.  Bryant  of 
the  class  elected  in  1862  has  been  deceased  for  several  years. 
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2.   (Btnml  (Btiiuntion, 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  SCHOOLS,  ACADE3IIES,  AND  COLLEGES. 

A  survey  of  the  field  which  the  Board  of  Education  have  had 
more  or  less  directly  under  their  supervision  for  the  past  year,  in 
the  Department  of  General  Education,  all  things  considered,  is  cal- 
culated to  excite  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the  God  of  our  fathers,  for 
the  substantial  successes  already  achieved,  while  at  the  same  time 
it  inspires  renewed  hopes  of  much  cheering  progress  in  the 
future. 

General  Christian  education  has  suffered  most  disastrously  from 
the  late  extended  and  calamitous  convulsions  of  our  nation.  With 
David,  however,  the  American  people,  and  especially  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  in  the  United  States,  can  truthfully  say,  "It  is  good 
for  me  that  I  have  been  afflicted,  that  I  might  learn  thy  statutes. 
The  law  of  thy  mouth  is  better  unto  me  than  thousands  of  gold  and 
silver."   Psalm  cxix.  71,  72. 

The  recent  happy  change  in  our  circumstances  as  a  nation,  promises 
to  place  before  us  the  opportunity  anew,  and  most  favorably  as  a 
denomination,  of  possessing  the  whole  land  in  the  interest  of  the 
Assembly's  scheme  of  education;  whilst  the  spirit  of  benevolence 
which  has  been  so  wonderfully  developed  on  behalf  of  the  suffering 
from  the  calamities  of  war,  now  happily  released  from  the  para- 
mount demands  which  turned  it  so  largely  in  that  direction,  holds 
out  the  prospect  of  achievements  equally  noble  in  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

The  Board  would  very  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Assembly  their 
firm  conviction,  that  if  our  churches  can  be  aroused  to  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  crisis  through  which,  as  a  denomination,  we  are  now 
passing,  the  year  to  come  and  the  immediate  future  will  be  won- 
drous rich  in  healthful  results,  opening  in  almost  every  direction 
such  inviting  fields  in  Avhich  to  demonstrate  the  value  and  practical 
workings  of  the  Church's  plan  of  parochial  education,  as  have  never 
before  been  known  in  this  country.  Every  year  makes  it  more 
manifest  that  the  weak  point  in  the  Assembly's  judicious  and  well- 
conceived  scheme  of  parochial  education,  is  the  mournful  failure  of 
the  great  body  of  our  church  officers  to  heed  and  act  upon  the 
explicit  and  necessary  recommendations  of  all  our  church  courts 
viz.,  to  originate  schools  '^under  ecclesiastical  supervision,  wherever 
these  can  be  effectively  introduced,  and  then  with  concerted  gene- 
rosity enable  the  Board  to  cherish  them,  in  every  quarter  where 
pecuniary  aid  may  be  required,  permanently  to  establish  them. 

The  Board  regret  to  repeat  their  often  uttered  complaint  of  want 
of  adequate  means  to  extend  rapidly  the  operations  of  this  depart- 
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ment,  so  as  fully  to  occupy  the  ground  that  is  from  time  to  time 
accessible.  Hence  the  Board  would  again  most  earnestly,  but 
respectfully,  say  to  the  Church,  that  the  want  of  money  is  the  groat 
barrier  to  a  much  enlarged  and  vigorous  extension  of  parochial 
education  among  the  feeble  and  missionary  churches  of  our  com- 
munion. 

If  the  opinion  is  correct,  (and  the  Board  incline  to  think  it  is,) 
that  a  chief  agency  for  the  speedy  obliteration  of  the  fearful  foot- 
prints and  desolations  of  Rebellion  through  our  land,  is  to  be  the 
revival,  multiplication,  and  fostering  of  schools,  academies,  and  col- 
leges in  every  section  where  havoc  and  ruin,  civil,  social,  and  domes- 
tic, have  had  their  sway,  then  it  can  be  no  longer  doubtful  what  is 
the  magnitude  of  the  immediate  work  of  the  Church  in  this  depart- 
ment of  her  operations,  nor  what  should  be  the  course  of  all  Chris- 
tian people  in  the  matter  of  liberal  patronage  towards  this  important 
cause. 

The  most  reliable  information  that  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Southern  States,  assures  us  that  nearly  all  the  institutions  of  learn- 
ing within  their  bounds  are  in  a  disorganized  and  abandoned  condi- 
tion. Few,  if  any  of  them  are  now  in  operation,  and  such  as  have 
survived  the  fiery  ordeal  are  probably  so  much  exhausted,  and  their 
resources  so  embarrassed,  that  the  helping  hand  of  Christian  aid 
and  sympathy  will  be  necessary  and  acceptable,  and  will  render 
«flFective  service  to  all  the  interests  of  Christ's  kingdom. 

The  wider  and  whiter  the  fields,  the  louder  the  call  and  the 
stronger  the  claim  upon  our  Christian  generosity  and  fraternal 
regard.  The  Board  have  had  pleasure  in  dispensing  the  very 
limited  means  which  for  the  past  year  have  been  at  their  disposal, 
for  the  cause  of  general  education;  and  they  can  assure  the  Assem- 
bly and  the  Church,  that  increasing  interest  attaches  to  this  depart- 
ment of  their  work. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  appropriations  have  been  granted  to  24 
institutions,  viz.,  13  Parochial  Schools,  7  Academies,  and  4  Colleges, 
which  have  an  aggregate  of  2143  students.  These  facts,  though  not 
all  they  should  be,  preclude  the  necessity  of  extended  argument  to 
commend  what  has  so  long  been  the  accepted  policy  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  Her  schools  have  at  all  times  been  the  necessary 
adjuncts  of  her  churches ;  in  them  has  been  her  denominational 
boast,  while  her  glory,  the  world  over,  has  been  her  persistent 
efforts  to  "  train  up  her  children  in  the  way  they  should  go,  assured 
that  when  they  are  old  they  will  not  depart  therefrom." 

1.  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOLS. 

Dr.  Van  Rensselaer  has  said,  that  "  the  object  of  the  General 
Assembly,  in  recommending  the  establishment  of  parochial  schools, 
was  to  provide  for  the  better  religious  instruction  of  the  children 
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under  the  influence  of  the  Presbyterian  Church."  What  better  and 
more  efhcient  agency  then  can  be  demanded,  than  the  parochial 
school,  with  which  to  aid  the  pioneer  preacher,  as  he  goes  forth  to 
reclaim  the  desolations  of  our  land,  and  to  plant  anew  the  seeds  of 
Christian  truth  and  human  liberty. 

Let  the  school  arise  alongside  of,  or  directly  in  connection  with 
every  restored  or  organized  Presbyterian  church,  for  they  are  the 
ordained  counterparts  of  each  other.  Who  will  aid  the  Board  of 
Education  to  accomplish  so  good  and  so  great  a  work? 

Much  more  money  is  needed,  and  many  more  pious  and  well 
trained  teachers,  both  male  and  female,  are  daily  demanded,  to 
occupy  the  fields  now  white  to  the  harvest,  and  soon  we  trust  to  be 
unrestrictedly  open  to  the  Christian  reaper. 

The  Parochial  School  is"  the  peculiar  sphere  of  earnest-minded, 
Christ-loving,  self-denying,  and  unwearied  female  teachers. 

What  multitudes  of  such,  eminently  qualified,  but  as  yet  unem- 
ployed, true  sisters  of  mercy,  are  now,  at  this  very  time,  in  the 
membership  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Who  will  point  them  to  the  work  for  which  God  has  so  remark- 
ably fitted  them,  and  thus  enlist  a  new  soldier  in  the  thickening 
struggle  ? 

What  can  be  done  by  devoted  women,  with  hearts  enlisted  in 
the  Ma-ster's  work,  can  be  seen  by  the  following  statement  of  the 
origin,  progress,  and  gratifying  success  of  the  Rochester  Female 
Institute. 

The  Rev.  Sheldon  Jackson,  the  energetic  pastor  of  the  Mission 
Church,  with  which  this  enterprise  is  connected,  reports  as  follows: 

Rochester,  Minnesota,  March,  18G5. 

The  Rochester  Female  Institute  was  opened  in  a  room  previously  occupied  as  a 
drug  stove  about  the  1st  of  October,  18G4,  with  seventeen  pupils. 

As  far  as  we  know  there  was  but  one  professing  Christian  among  the  number. 
Not  only  this,  but  several  were  sceptical,  and  the  majority  of  the  pupils  sadly 
ignorant  of  religious  truths.  Their  first  compositions  showing  the  lack  of  even 
that  amount  of  scriptural  knowledge  usually  obtained  in  the  Sabbath-School. 

The  second  term  opened  in  the  basement  of  our  new  church  with  between  thirty 
and  forty  pupils.  A  few  weeks  ago  the  third  term  commenced  with  sixty-two  pupils  ; 
present  attendance  being  sixty-five. 

They  are  pursuing  the  course  of  study  usually  followed  in  such  institutions. 
There  are  classes  in  the  higher  Mathematics,  Latin,  Music,  and  Paley's  Natural 
Theology.  The  class  in  Paley  forms  the  Bible  class  in  Sabbath-School.  They  will 
soon  take  up  Alexander's  Evidences. 

Although  it  is  the  aim  of  the  teachers  (of  which  there  are  four)  to  make  all  other 
interests  subservient  to  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  pupil,  yet  they  have  not  suc- 
ceeded to  the  extent  of  their  wishes. 

Having  no  accommodations  for  boarding  in  the  institution,  the  young  ladies  have 
been  scattered  among  the  families  in  the  village,  and  not  always  under  the  influence 
we  would  like.  Still  our  labor  has  not  been  without  some  fruit.  Some  of  the  pupils 
have  commenced  attending  the  female  prayer  meeting  of  the  Church ;  they  have 
also,  of  their  own  accord,  started  a  weekly  prayer  meeting  among  themselves.  •  The 
general  tone  of  their  compositions  on  moral  and  religious  subjects  shows  a  gratifying 
improvement,  while  several  are  more  or  less  under  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
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One  ov  two  perhaps  have  found  Jesus  precious  to  their  souls,  and  we  hope  seed  has 
been  sown  which  shall  yet  bear  fruit.  The  daily  sessions  of  the  school  are  opened 
and  closed  with  religious  exercises. 

Mrs.  Rice  and  Mrs.  Andrews,  who  are  at  the  head  of  the  school,  are  making 
arrangements  by  which  they  can  take  boarders  during  the  next  school  year.  We 
very  much  need  a  larger  religious  library.  Can  you  not  interest  some  churches  or 
Sabbath-schools  in  the  matter  ? 

Praying  that  God  may  abundantly  bless  the  labors  of  the  Board  of  Education.

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  commend  to  the  notice  of  the  generously 
disposed  in  older  and  more  favored  sections  the  Avants  of  this  pro- 
mising school  in  the  matter  of  religious  reading.  Fifty  or  one 
hundred  dollars  would  accomplish  much  good,  invested  in  proper 
and  attractive  religious  books  to  form  the  neucleus  of  a  more  ex- 
tended library  for  the  Institute.  Who  will  lay  the  corner-stone  of 
this  library  ?  We  would  simply  say  further,  to  those  in  charge  of 
the  Rochester  Female  Institute,  that  it  is  hoped  that  the  idea  of 
furnishing  thoroughly/  qualified  females,  as  teachers,  will  be  consid- 
ered as  a  prime  object  of  the  school.  Make  it  as  far  as  possible  a 
Normal  School,  and  supply  and  improve,  if  possible,  all  the  teach- 
ers of  your  entire  State. 

If  more  of  our  ministers  could  open  their  eyes  to  the  reflex  bene- 
ficial influence  to  the  congregation,  of  a  church  school,  properly  con- 
ducted, it  is  believed  that  many  more  would  promptly  organize 
such  an  effort. 

Results  similar  to  those  mentioned  in  the  subjoined  reports  are 
only  legitimate,  and  they  are  not  unfrequent  in  their  occurrence, 
the  blessed  effects  of  which  who  can  estimate  ? 

FEIENDSVILLE  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOL. 

Dear  Brother — Because  of  a  variety  of  providences,  the  school  did  not  resume 
operations  until  in  October,  and  after  the  holidays  it  became  necessary  that  I  should 
take  charge  of  it  personally.  I  have  thus  been  teaching  since  the  9th  of  January. 
The  task  is  arduous,  but  we  owed  it  to  the  necessities  of  this  country-side,  the  con- 
fidence of  the  Board,  and  the  past  tokens  of  the  pleasure  of  our  gracious  Lord,  to 
sustain  the  school  at  the  expense  of  almost  any  personal  sacrifice  and  toil.  God  has 
smiled  upon  it,  and  upon  the  churches  sustaining  it,  and  the  "pastor  and  teachers." 

There  has  been  an  aggregate  attendance  of  forty-two  pupils  during  the  year  up  to 
this  date. 

The  grade  of  study  is  gratifying.  Regular  classes  are  formed  in  the  English 
branches,  Algebra,  and  Latin. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  Shorter  Catechism  is  recited  twice  in  each  week. 
None  study  it  but  those  whom  I  can  induce  to  do  so  voluntarily,  which  is  a  majority 
of  the  pupils.  One  of  the  most  interesting  exercises  of  the  School,  is  to  hear  the 
children  go  slowly  and  solemnly,  and  with  introverted  gaze,  over  the  words  of  this 
clear  and  comprehensive  exposition  of  Christian  faith  and  duty.  Their  subdued 
voices  in  the  silence  of  the  school-room  seem  like  murmured  prophecies  of  their 
future  holiness,  their  "effectual  calling"  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  their  everlasting 
enjoyment  of  the  "blessings  which  do  accompany  or  flow  from  it." 

It  is  my  privilege  to  report  to  you  that  the  Churches  of  Wabash  and  Friendsville, 
under  whose  care  this  Parochial  School  is  conducted,  are  enjoying  a  season  of  revival. 
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Piety  zeal,  and  brotherly  love  have  been  graciously  promoted  throughout  all  this 
pastoral  charge,  and  some  twenty  souls  have  been  hopefully  converted.  The  inter- 
est seemed  to  follow  the  week  of  prayer.  The  school  has  generously  shared  in  the 
blessing,  both  old  pupils  and  those  now  in  attendance. 

Such  is  a  sketch  of  what  is  doing  by  this  School  for  truth,  piety,  and  intelligence 
in  this  region.  We  trust  that  you  may  feel  that  your  unstinted  sympathy  and  gene- 
rosity towards  us  have  not  been  wasted.  We  shall  need  the  help  of  the  Board  still, 
at  least  until  we  can  erect  a  suitable  building  and  secure  a  library.  When  these 
tivo  things  are  achieved,  we  shall  by  the  smiles  of  Providence,  be  self-sustaining. 

Thanking  you  heartily  for  the  interest  that  you  have  never  failed  to  manifest  in 
this  feeble  effort  for  the  glory  of  God,

STILLWATER  PAROCHL*lL  SCHOOL. 

Stillwater,  N.  J.,  March,  1865. 
Rev.  Thomas  McCaulet,  Ass't  Sec'y  Board  of  Education. 

Dear  Brother — Yours  of  Feb.  21st  is  received.  Thanking  you  for  the  kind  feel- 
ing therein  expressed,  I  proceed  to  reply.  You  ask  what  has  been  the  general  pro- 
gress of  the  school?  I  answer  quite  satisfactory.  Industry,  subordination,  and 
good  order  have  marked  the  course  of  our  school  in  such  a  measure  as  to  afford  us  a 
high  degree  of  satisfaction. 

The  disciplinary  work  of  a  school  is  often  the  most  difficult  and  unpleasant;  but 
we  have  had  the  opposite  experience.  Kind  and  decided  words  have  been  both  salu- 
tary and  sufficient.  Very  seldom  is  it  found  necessary  to  go  beyond  this.  In  con- 
firmation, I  may  state  that  in  the  course  of  three  sessions,  two  winters  and  one  sum- 
mer, we  have  had  but  a  single  case  of  corporal  punishment,  and  that  was  very  slight. 
As  to  general  prosperity,  I  may  say  further,  that  the  bitter  opposition  which  con- 
fronted us  in  the  outset  has  quite  subsided  and  the  enterprise  begins  to  be  regarded 
in  a  much  more  favorable  light.  Question,  "Has  there  been  any  religious  interest 
among  the  scholars?"  If  by  this  you  mean  especial  religious  excitement,  I  must  an- 
swer in  the  negative ;  and  yet  my  reply  to  the  question  as  it  stands,  is  an  affirmative. 
The  subject  of  religion,  or  peace  with  God  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  is  placed 
before  them  as  the  most  interesting  and  important  of  all  considerations.  Three 
times  a  day  we  unite  in  the  worship  of  God,  giving  attention  to  His  claims  and  the 
provisions  of  His  grace  as  recorded  in  His  word ;  and  I  think  it  is  proper  to  say  that 
this  feature  of  our  school  has  the  coi-dial  approbation  of  at  least  a  large  majority, 
and  for  aught  I  know,  of  all,  both  patrons  and  pupils.  Question,  "Is  the  conversion 
of  the  scholars  a  prominent  desire  in  the  mind  of  your  teachers?"  My  answer  to 
this  is  emphatically  an  affirmation,  and  to  this  end  we  both  labor,  watch  and  pray. 
Question,  "Have  you  any  candidates  for  the  ministry?"  Among  the  scholars  there 
are  several  who  are  regai'ded  as  endowed  with  superior  natural  gifts,  and  whom  we 
trust  God  will  call  and  commission  to  the  great  work  of  the  ministry.  As  we  have 
ability  our  aim  is  to  furnish  them  with  needed  instruction  and  counsel,  tending  to 
this  most  desirable  end.  Having  thus  briefly  replied  to  your  questions,  I  may  state 
that  the  average  daily  attendance  for  the  past  year,  which  closes  on  Wednesday, 
22d  inst.,  has  been  forty.  The  studies,  from  the  character  of  the  scholars,  are 
necessarily  diversified.  All  in  school  attend  to  spelling  and  reading.  Nearly  the 
same  may  be  said  of  Writing  and  Arithmetic.  Other  studies  as  Grammar,  Geography, 
Physiology,  Book-Keeping,  Philosophy,  Algebra,  Geometry,  and  Latin,  are  attended 
to  as  ability  and  progress  demand.  In  Latin  we  have  three  classes  of  two  scholai'S 
each ;  the  most  advanced  are  reading  Cicero.

RoBiNSONViLLE,  March  G,  1865. 
Rev.  Thomas  McCadlet,  Ass't  Sec'y  Board  of  Education. 

Dear  Brother — In  relation  to  our  school  I  may  say:  We  have  had,  during  the 
past  year,  much  subject  of  rejoicing,  and  also  many  reasons  to  exercise  self-denial, 
to  walk  by  faith  and  not  by  sight.  This  people  have  been  raised  in  ignorance  and 
superstition,  and  differ  not  much  from  the  heathen  in  regard  to  religious  belief  and 
morals.  Drunkenness,  selfishness,  vrorldly  amusements,  bigotry,  and  superstition, 
form  their  general  characteristics,  although  there  are  some  exceptions.  And  as  a 
general  thing  they  have  a  very  little  idea  of  the  blessing  of  education,  and  very 
little  taste  for  it,  so  that  in  many  instances  they  think  they  should  be  paid  to  send 
their  children  to  school  rather  than  to  pay  something  for  their  education.  This  is 
truly  human  nature  in  its  crude  state  without  any  cultivation.  However,  we  feel 
that  education  must  be  introduced  among  them,  and  that  we  ought  to  strive  to  make 
them  understand  how  great  is  its  blessing.  Besides,  a  good  Christian  school  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  insure  the  services  of  this  mission.  We  have  been  already 
blessed  above  all  our  expectation  in  the  preaching  of  the  blessed  Gospel ;  a  good 
number  have  been  converted  from  dumb  idols  to  the  living  God,  and  from  the  power 
of  darkness  to  the  Almighty  Redeemer;  but  the  quickening  plant  of  the  Gospel 
must  spread  its  roots  in  order  to  grow  and  bear  permanent  fruits,  and  it  is  in  the 
hearts  of  the  young  that  its  roots  must  be  placed,  otherwise  it  will  fade  away  soon, 
whatever  great  success  we  may  have  now  among  the  grown  people.  These  children 
grow  like  a  wild  plant  in  the  wilderness,  without  any  culture  whatever ;  in  neglect 
and  filth  as  to  their  persons,  in  wickedness  and  superstition  as  to  their  morals. 
Lying,  swearing,  ill  temper,  and  all  kinds  of  bad  habits  are  in  general  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  young  here.  If  this  is  not  counteracted  by  a  good  Christian  training, 
no  one  can  calculate  the  evils  which  may  result  hereafter  from  this  demoralization 
among  the  youth.  It  is  true  we  can  reach  at  first  but  a  number  very  insignificant 
of  these  children,  because  the  devil  is  here  with  his  iron  chains  to  bar  the  way  in 
many  respects,  and  he  sets  obstacles  which  seem  at  first  insurmountable.  But  the 
few  which  are  brought  under  the  blessed  influence  of  Christian  training  are  as  the 
leaven  in  the  lump  ;  parents  see  the  good  results  of  our  school  and  gradually  open 
their  eyes ;  the  other  children  find  in  those  who  have  been  formed  by  Christian  care 
■  and  love,  a  mirror  which  sets  before  their  eyes  their  own  deformity,  and  thus  with 
time  and  the  blessing  of  God  the  obstacles  may  be  removed,  and  the  young  plant  of 
the  Gospel  may  increase  and  cover  this  moral  wilderness.  To  accomplish  this  it 
requires  patient  labors,  perseverance  and  faith  in  the  promise  of  Him  who  has  said, 
that  He  will  make  the  wilderness  to  blossom  like  a  rose. 

This  school  was  established  two  years  ago  in  the  midst  of  all  these  difficulties, 
and  in  spite  of  the  hatred  and  artful  opposition  of  the  Romish  priests,  who  have 
straightway  started  a  school  of  their  own  in  opposition  to  ours.  But,  thank  God, 
so  far,  in  spite  of  all  our  trials,  ours  has  met  with  comparative  success,  while  theirs 
has  been  a  failure. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  1864  we  had  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  scholars 
from  eight  to  eighteen  years  of  age.  They  attended  the  school  pretty  regularly, 
and  have  been  taught  in  all  the  branches  of  study  within  the  department  of  primary 
schools,  and  also  in  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Their  progress  has  been 
highly  satisfactory.  On  the  1st  of  July  I  made  an  examination  of  the  scholars,  to 
which  I  invited  their  parents.  Four  answered  at  any  question  on  the  High  School 
Geography;  the  Grammar,  both  French  and  English;  the  Higher  Arithmetic,  and 
the  History  of  the  United  States.  Five  on  Elementary  Arithmetic,  Second  Book ; 
Elementary  Grammar,  both  French  and  English,  and  an  intermediate  Geography. 
Twelve  others  could  spell  and  read  tolerably,  both  in  English  and  French;  some  gave 
ready  answer  on  Primary  Geography  and  Intellectual  Arithmetic ;  the  rest  were 
beginners,  spelling  in  the  Primer. 

Ten  among  the  best  scholars  recited  pieces  selected  by  the  teacher  with  com- 
posure and  without  timidity,  observing  very  correctly  the  rules  of  rhetoric.  These 
•also  answered  readily  any  question  that  I  could  put  to  them  on  the  Shorter  Cate- 
chism, citing  the  passages  of  Scriptures  in  proofs  of  their  answers.     Most  of  the 
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rest  of  the  scholars  answered  questions  on  the  Creation  of  the  World,  the  Fall  of 
Man,  and  about  Jesus  Christ,  and  mfiny  points  of  the  Gospel's  history.  All  the 
parents  and  grown  people  which  were  present  were  very  much  astonished  to  witness 
the  progress  the  children  had  made,  and  felt  greatly  satisfied,  they  hnd  not  seen 
any  such  thing  before.  This  examination  has  produced  a  very  good  effect,  and  in 
the  opinion  of  a  great  number  of  the  people  our  school  is  highly  esteemed,  only 
some  Catholics  say,  it  is  a  Protestant  school. 

Since  that  time  four  of  the  more  advanced  scholars  have  quitted  the  school  to 
enter  commercial  business,  two  of  whom,  I  hope,  are  converted  ;  the  third  one,  if 
he  is  not  converted,  is  very  well  disposed,  and  the  fourth  one  possesses  a  hopeful 
disposition.  Six  others  have  moved  too  far  from  us  to  be  able  to  continue  to  attend 
the  school,  at  least  for  the  present.  Some  four  others  have  been  withdrawn  through 
the  influence  of  the  priests  and  other  causes,  having  left  the  school  very  reluctantly. 
The  number  of  scholars  was  thus  reduced  to  eighteen  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  which  greatly  discouraged  and  depressed  the  mind  of  our  former  teacher,  who 
left  us  on  the  1st  of  last  January. 

Having  not  been  able  to  find  another  teacher,  Mrs.  Morell,  through  devotion  to 
this  good  cause,  has  taken  the  school  under  her  charge  since  that  time ;  she  is  very 
well  qualified  to  train  children,  she  understands  how  to  manage  them  according  to 
their  peculiar  character,  in  such  a  manner  that  those  who  are  the  most  ill-natured 
in  a  short  time  become  gentle  and  good  scholars  under  her  care.  Children  love  her 
and  like  to  come  to  her  school. 

Only  thirteen  of  the  scholars  of  last  year  remained  when  she  began,  and  straight- 
way the  number  has  swelled  to  twenty-five,  many  of  whom  are  Roman  Catholics. 
She  begins  every  school  by  reading  a  few  verses  of  the  word  of  God,  choosing 
always  such  passages  as  are  most  adapted  to  their  understanding.  She  explains 
what  she  reads,  and  puts  questions  to  the  children  on  what  she  said,  and  when  she 
has  noticed  some  bad  habits  or  evil  disposition  with  some  of  the  pupils,  she  takes 
pains  to  point  to  it,  and  to  show  them  the  evil  of  it;  after  which  she  makes  a  short 
prayer,  also  appropriated  to  the  mind  of  the  children,  and  they  sing  a  hymn  selected 
from  the  Sabbath-School  Bell.  This  exercise  is  limited  to  half  an  hour.  I  help  her 
every  moment  I  can  spare  from  my  other  labors,  and  I  can  say  that  the  school  now 
is  very  encouraging,  the  pupils  appear  now  clean,  laborious,  intelligent,  loving  us, 
and  making  progress ;  some  feel  the  need  of  a  change  of  heart,  and  pray  the  Lord 
to  change  it.  All  those  who  are  able,  learn  the  Shorter  Catechism  and  verses  in  the 
New  Testament. 

In  regard  of  any  having  the  holy  ministry  in  view,  I  cannot  say  anything  positive 
now.  I  pray  for  it,  and  I  am  waiting  after  the  Lord  to  know  what  to  say  on  the 
subject.  Possibly  one,  who  appears  to  me  very  anxious  on  account  of  his  spiritual 
state,  a  young  boy  of  about  twelve  years  of  age,  but  as  yet  I  can  say  nothing 
definite.  Possibly  two  others,  but  I  have  still  less  evidence  on  their  spiritual 
awakening.  I  earnestly  desire  that  the  Lord,  in  his  mercy,  deign  to  prepare  some 
acceptable  instruments  to  continue  this  good  work  among  the  French  speaking 
population,  which  is  always  increasing  in  this  country.  But,  however,  I  would  not 
move  without  knowing  with  certainty  that  I  am  doing  the  will  of  God  in  recommend- 
ing any  one. 

Now,  dear  brother,  it  is  about  all  I  can  say  this  time  in  relation  to  this  part  of 
the  work  of  the  Lord  which  is  entrusted  to  my  care.  The  work  is  hard,  and  neces- 
sitates much  self-denial,  faith,  and  courage,  a  good  deal  more  than  human  ability 
can  exhibit ;  therefore  we  need  very  much  to  be  upheld  by  the  prayers  of  all  those 
who  love  God  and  have  zeal  for  his  holy  Zion.  I  felt  very  much  encouraged  when  I 
read  in  your  letter  that  we  have  your  sympathy  and  prayer.

SWAMP  SIDING  MISSION  AND  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOL. 

The  following  report  testifies  what  the  Parochial  School  can  do 
for  a  destitute  neighborhood,  and  a  degraded  ignorant  people. 
Rev.  Charles  Wood  rejoices  in  the  work  the  Master  has  honored 
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him  to  do  in  the  Pines  of  South  Jersey,  and  among  the   A.rab3  of 
that  heathen  region. 

Of  the  School  which  is  yet  under  the  supervision  and  patronage 
of  his  Church  Session,  he  says : 


Blackwood,  N.  J.,  1865. 
Rev.  Thomas  McCaulet. 

Dear  Brother — The  Sabbath-school  numbers  over  one  hundred  pupils,  and  the  day 
school — both  are  under  one  control — has  averaged  twenty-four.  This  was  the  state 
of  things  when  I  last  visited  the  school.  The  Shorter  Catechism  of  our  Church  and 
the  Bible,  are  the  principle  text-books.  The  pupils  are  making  good  progress  in 
Arithmetic,  Geography,  Writing,  and  other  common  branches.  But  their  knowledge 
of  the  Bible  and  Catechism  is  remarkable.  They  are  supplied  in  part  with  clothing 
sent  to  Absecon  by  friends  from  different  places.  Many  of  the  applicants  for  wear- 
ing apparel,  being  strangers  to  the  brother  who  dispenses  to  them  this  charity,  their 
connection  with  the  school  is  tested  by  their  proficiency  in  answering  the  questions 
in  the  Shorter  Catechism.  A  large  proportion  of  the  children  are,  as  has  always 
been  the  case,  poor  Germans,  who  walk  several  miles  to  attend  both  schools.  The 
extremely  cold  and  stormy  weather  this  winter,  has  prevented  many  of  the  smaller 
pupils  from  attending. 

If  ever  an  appropriation  from  the  Board  of  Education  was  for  a  good  object,  that 
to  the  Swamp  Siding  Mission  and  day-school  is  well  appropriated.  It  has  reached 
and  blessed  a  class  of  people  who,  without  it,  would  have  perished  in  ignorance.  I 
ought  to  have  added,  the  people  have  enjoyed  during  the  winter,  preaching  at  regular 
intervals.  This,  also,  is  another  of  the  good  fruits  of  that  school.  It  is  a  work  of 
faith  and  love,  and  the  judgment-day  will  reveal  its  blessed  results. 

Miss  Ewing,  the  present  energetic  teacher,  is  acting  with  a  truly  missionary  spirit; 
and  is  doing  her  Master's  work  well.  The  school  is  regularly  opened  with  reading 
the  Scriptures,  singing  and  prayer.  There  is  no  place  where  the  teacher  can  board, 
within  six  miles  of  the  school  house,  so  that  she  has  been  necessitated  to  provide 
bedding,  and  she  now  sleeps  in  the  school-house,  with  one  of  the  girls  as  company, 
whose  home  is  several  miles  away.  The  victuals  are  carried  every  morning  by 
another  pupil,  ivho  walks  four  miles  to  attend  school.  God  is  being  praised,  and  his 
dear  Son  honored  in  this  humble  work. 


BROWNSTOWN  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOL. 

Brownstown,  Ind.,  March  6th,  1865. 

Dear  Brother — Respecting  our  Parochial  School,  the  average  in  summer  and  fall 
is  about  35  to  40;  winter  and  spring  about  half  the  former  number.  This  decrease 
is  caused  by  the  opening  of  the  common  schools,  and  bad  roads,  at  present  the  roads 
are  dreadful,  and  the  creeks  have  overflowed  their  banks,  so  that  it  is  very  bad 
travelling. 

Our  general  progress,  by  way  of  numbers,  has  not  been  so  good  as  in  past  years, 
on  account  of  many  fathers  being  drafted  in  the  army.  The  older  boys  have  had  to 
stay  at  home  to  work,  so  also  the  larger  girls.  Of  this  number,  four  girls  and  two 
boys  profess  to  be  converted,  aged  between  thirteen  and  fourteen,  and  boys  fourteen 
and  fifteen  years.  The  conversion  of  the  children  is  made  a  matter  of  prominent 
efi'ort  by  me. 

The  school  grows  in  numbers  and  in  favor  with  the  church  and  community,  so  far 
as  I  know.  I  have  no  candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry.  I  do  all  that  I  am  able  to 
train  the  youths  for  the  ministry,  but  we  are  in  such  a  condition  that  their  whole 
mind  is  taken  up  on  the  farms  to  make  a  living  for  the  family,  most  of  their  parents 
being  gone  to  the  army. 

The  Parochial  system  works  well,  and  in  my  opinion  is  doing  much  good. 
I  remain  yours  in  love,

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The  Cerman  population  of  our  country  constitutes  a  large  and 
very  worthy  element  of  national  strength,  both  as  to  numbers  and 
material  wealth.  They  are  industrious,  order-living  and  thrifty; 
but  as  a  mass,  they  are  either  sceptical  on  religious  subjects,  or 
they  are  under  tyranny  of  Romanism.  Hence  they  present  a  most 
inviting  field  of  Christian  effort,  giving  in  many  instances,  most 
gratifying  evidence  of  large  and  speedy  returns  for  efforts  directed 
towards  their  evangelization. 

The  Presbyteries  of  Nassau  and  New  York  have  promising 
German  schools  in  connection  with  the  successful  German  Presby- 
terian churches  under  the  pastoral  supervision  of  Rev.  John  Neander, 
Rev.  Frederick  Steins,  and  Rev.  John  C.  Beinhauer.  The  reports  of 
these  schools  cannot  but  be  read  with  interest  by  the  friends  of 
Christian  training,  and  they  should  encourage  all  who  are  concerned 
in  and  who  labor  for  them. 


EAST  WILLIAMSBURG  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOL. 

Rev.  Thomas  McCaulet  : 

East  WiLtiAJisBURO,  Long  Island,  1865. 
Dear  Brother — The  school  connected  with  our  Church,  has  been  in  operation  for 
almost  seven  months,  during  -which  period  it  has  enjoyed  great  prosperity  and  a  rapid 
increase,  so  that  it  outnumbers  already  all  the  other  schools  in  this  vicinity,  although 
a  good  many  of  our  pupils  have  to  walk  a  considerable  distance,  and  meet  many  an 
impediment  on  their  journey.  Seven  months  ago,  your  humble  servant  started  the 
school  in  his  own  private  apartment,  until  the  completion  of  the  church  edifice 
admitted  of  its  transferment  to  the  school-room  of  the  sanctuary.  The  secular 
studies  of  the  pupils  include  all  the  branches  taught  in  public  schools,  and  more 
still,  since  the  language  of  the  fatherland  constitutes,  for  obvious  reasons,  a  neces- 
sary, though  subordinate  element  of  instruction;  while  the  devotional  exercises  and 
religious  instructions,  including  catechetical  exercises,  form  an  essential  part  of  the 
daily  programme.  In  reference  to  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  school,  I  beg  leave 
to  call  to  your  attention  the  fact,  that  both  the  church  and  school  under  my  care  are 
infant  enterprises.  Still  my  humble  labors  have  not  been  entirely  fruitless.  The 
whole  aspect  of  this  field  of  labor  has  been  changed  considerably.  I  mean  to  say, 
that  it  has,  so  to  speak,  been  washed  with  water  outwardly,  such  as  the  preaching  of 
the  truth  will  effect  anywhere.  But  above  all,  the  cleansing  power  of  the  blood  and 
Spirit  of  Christ  has  also  been  experienced  by  some.  In  connection  with  the  above 
statement,  I  should  further  mention,  that  one  German  youth  out  of  our  midst  desires 
to  consecrate  himself  to  the  ministry.  He  is  yet  under  my  exclusive  care,  and 
receives  instruction  in  Latin,  History,  German,  etc.,  preparatory  to  his  collegiate 
training.  He  is  a  pious  youth  of  exemplary  demeanor,  and  good  talents.  The  Lord 
bless  his  resolution!  Another  youth  of  undoubted  piety,  receives  similar  instruc- 
tions, but  has  hitherto  not  arrived  at  any  definite  conclusion  regarding  his  future 
course.  Most  of  his  relations  adhere  to  the  Roman  Catholic  creed,  and  naturally 
endeavor  to  discourage  the  boy  by  various  means.  Some  children  have  lately  been 
taken  out  of  our  school  upon  the  instigation  of  some  Romish  priest  in  the  neighbor- 
hood ;  but  in  their  stead,  we  have  already  taken  in  some  others  of  Romish  parentage. 
You  readily  pei'ceive  that  we  have  to  encounter  various  difficulties,  but  that  is 
nothing  compared  with  that  which  the  Master  has  done  for  us.  He  has  renred  up 
the  foundation  of  His  temple  among  us  too;  "not  despising  the  day  of  small  things, 
we  shall  rejoice,  and  shall  see  the  plummet  in  the  hand  of  Zerubbabel."

My  dear  Sir  and  Brother  in  Christ — I  received  your  kind  letter,  and  with  pleasure 
I  shall,  by  the  guidance  of  the  Lord,  reply. 

1.  Progress  in  our  school.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  scholars  has  been 
increased.  On  average  one  hundred  attend  the  school  daily.  We  enlarged  the 
school-room  and  put  in  new  and  more  comfortable  seats  for  the  children. 

2.  In  efficiency  we  can  also  report  progress.  Religious  interest  has  been  mani- 
fested amongst  several  scholars.  I  see  a  desire  to  read  the  Bible,  to  attend  public 
worship,  and  their  behaviour  at  home  is  better. 

3.  I  cannot. state  of  powerful  conversions,  yet  I  see  signs  of  the  same  when  I  visit 
some  of  them  at  their  homes,  or  during  the  hours  when  I  catechize  them.  The 
teacher  has  in  view  that  glorious  object  in  leading  the  children  to  Christ. 

The  religious  character  of  some  children  causes  a  good  influence  upon  their  pa- 
rents, and  as  we  have  some  scholars  whose  parents  are  not  yet  members  of  the 
church,  some  of  these  parents  are  brought  to  the  means  of  grace  by  the  efforts  of 
their  children. 

At  present  there  are  not  any  candidates  for  the  ministry  in  our  school.  My 
heart's  desire  is  to  do  what  I  can  to  find  out  suitable  youth,  and  to  see  them  dedi- 
cated to  the  ministry.

2.  ACADEMIES. 

In  the  Academical  Department  the  success  of  the  past  year  has 
been  of  a  very  gratifying  character. 

For  various  reasons  the  number  of  these  essential  elementary, 
training  schools  has  not  greatly  increased  of  late  years.  But  those 
which  have  withstood  the  unparalleled  pressure  recently  undergone 
by  every  good  thing  of  an  educational  kind,  now  feel  themselves  to 
be  upon  firmer  ground,  and  their  often  disheartened  patrons  do 
take  fresh  courage  in  putting  forth  renewed  efforts  to  place  their 
institutions  upon  a  satisfactory  pecuniary  basis. 

The  advancement  of  the  schedule  of  study,  and  the  more  frequent 
—in  some  cases  annual — visitation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  this 
grade  of  our  Church  institutions,  is  what  the  Board  would  with  much 
satisfaction,  and  with  unfeigned  gratitude  to  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Assembly. 

God  has  given  the  Presby  terial  Academy  favor  in  the  sight  of  the 
people,  and  most  of  these  institutions,  where  they  have  had  fair 
opportunities  to  develope,  stand  acknowledged  to  be  of  a  higher 
order,  and  more  effective,  than  any  which  have  preceded  them,  in 
the  districts  where  they  are  located.  The  patrons  of  sound  learn- 
ing in  our  newer  and  more  thinly  settled  regions,  begin  to  discover 
the  fallacy  of  former  years,  and  to  appreciate  the  lessons  so  long 
and  persistently  inculcated  by  the  Board  of  Education  concerning 
the  absolute  necessity,  and  paramount  importance,  of  thorough  aca- 
demic instruction,  as  the  basis  of  all  subsequent  satisfactory  intel- 
lectual attainment. 

The  Board,  therefore,  do  not  feel  that  they  are  needlessly  taxing 
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the  patience  of  the  Assembly,  nor  the  true  friends  of  scriptural 
education,  when  they  reiterate  the  hope,  that  every  Presbytery 
throughout  our  entire  Church,  yet  destitute  of  a  Presbyterial  Acade- 
my, will  faitiifully  keep  the  matter  of  its  organization  before  them, 
and  at  the  earliest  favorable  opportunity  execute  their  most  cher- 
ished plans. 

That  observation  must  be  circumscribed  and  the  faith  very  small, 
which  limit  the  beneficial  effects  flowing  directly  from  rightly  con- 
ducted Presbyterial  Academies  to  the  churches  and  families  that 
surround  them. 

It  is  with  much  confidence  in  the  ancient  policy  of  our  denomina- 
tional supervision,  and  with  great  satisfaction  with  the  results  at- 
tained, that  the  accompanying  reports  from  some  of  our  Academies 
are»  submitted. 

Every  presbyter  should  read  what  the  Lord  has  done  and  is  now 
doing  for  his  own  glory,  in  pouring  out  his  Holy  Spirit  upon  our 
Presbyterial  Academies. 

BLAIRSTOWN  PRESBYTERIAL  ACADEMY. 

r.i.AiRSTOWN,  March,  1865. 
Dear  Brethren — It  is  with  unfeigned  gratitude  to  God  that  we  are  able  to  submit 
to  the  Board  of  Education  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the 
Blairstown  Presbyterial  Academy. 

Number  of  Pupils. — There  have  been  connected  with  it,  in  both  departments, 
during  the  year  that  will  close  on  Thursday  of  next  week,  the  24th  inst.,  about  220 
pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  120.  Of  this  number,  about  120  have 
been  boarders  in  the  family  of  the  Principal,  and  the  average  number  of  this  class 
of  pupils  for  the  past  year  has  been  about  GO.  For  so  large  a  number  of  boarding 
scholars,  we  have  never  before  had  sufficient  accommodations.  And  this  leads  me 
next  to  speak  of  the 

Enlargement  of  the  Boarding-house. — For  the  second  time  within  the  last  three 
years,  this  building,  known  as  "Blair  Hall,"  has  been  enlarged  and  improved. 
Within  the  past  year  it  received  a  third  story,  and  was  otherwise  expanded  and 
rendered  more  convenient,  at  an  expense  of  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars. 

Character  of  the  School. — The  general  character  of  the  school  in  regard  to  its 
government  and  discipline,  the  studiousness  of  the  pupils,  and  their  advancement  in 
all  the  different  branches  of  a  sound  education,  has  been  encouraging.  The  number 
of  classical  scholars,  including  those  studying  French,  have  been  forty-seven.  Of 
this  number,  five  entered  college  during  the  last  summer — three  at  Princeton,  one 
at  Lafayette,  and  one  at  Yale;  and  at  least  two  of  them  have  the  ministry  in  view. 

The  Religious  Element. — A  strong  and  healthful  religious  element  constantly  per- 
vades the  school.  Of  this  an  idea  may  be  formed,  when  it  is  stated  that  amongst 
those  in  attendance  during  the  year,  there  were  from  forty-five  to  fifty  who  were 
either  professors  of  religion,  or  were  indulging  the  hope  of  having  found  the  Saviour. 
Some  of  these,  it  is  believed,  have  also  the  ministry  in  view. 

Revivals. — It  is  with  grateful  acnkowledgments  to  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  God, 
that  we  are  enabled  to  state  that  there  have  been,  during  the  past  year,  two  seasons 
of  special  religious  awakening  in  the  school.  The  first  of  these  was  in  the  months 
of  June  and  July,  when  many  were  deeply  impressed,  and  when,  so  far  as  we  are  able 
at  this  date  to  judge,  about  twenty-one  experienced  a  saving  change.  It  is  believed 
that  nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  of  these  have  united  with  some  church,  and  nine  of  them 
were  admitted  to  the  communion  of  our  church  in  this  place.     At  this  first  season  of 
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the  Holy  Spirit's  gracious  influences,  the  work  -was  confined  entirely  to  the  school; 
and  not  only  so,  but  to  that  portion  of  it  connected  with  the  family  of  the 
Principal. 

The  second  season  of  special  religious  interest  occurred  during  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, when,  as  near  as  we  can  tell,  about  eleven  of  the  pupils  connected  with  the 
family  of  the  Principal  were  led  to  embrace  the  Saviour,  and  perhaps  an  equal 
number  belonging  to  families  in  the  village.  But  the  blessed  work  was  by  no  means 
at  this  time  confined  to  the  school,  but  extended  itself  throughout  different  parts  of 
the  congregation.  We  are  led  to  believe  that  about  fifty  persons  have  experienced 
a  gracious  and  saving  change.  Thirty-five  have  already  connected  themselves  with 
our  church  at  its  late  communion  season;  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  con- 
siderable number  intend  doing  so  when  the  next  opportunity  offers.  The  Lord  be 
praised  for  his  great  goodness  and  mercy,  to  us.  Whilst  gracious  showers  of  bless- 
ing have  constantlj'  been  falling  upon  our  school,  j'et  hitherto,  for  some  time  past, 
we  have  had  to  lament  that  our  church  was  not  reached;  but  now  both  church  and 
school  have  been  caused  to  rejoice  together  as  mutual  partakers  of  the  Divine 
mercy. 

Since  our  Academy  has  not  been  reported  to  the  Board  for  some  years  past,  I 
know  you  will  rejoice  with  us  in  the  statement  we  are  able  to  make  touching  its 
religious  history.  For  the  past  four  years  there  has  not  been  a  session  in  Schick 
God's  saving  power  has  not  been  manifested,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  among  the 
pupils  of  the  school  boarding  in  the  family  of  the  Principal.  The  numbers  each 
session  hopefullj^  converted  have  varied  during  this  period  from  six  to  twenty-five. 
But  to  God  be  all  the  praise.  For  although  Mr.  Stevens,  our  worthy  Principal,  to- 
gether with  his  assistants,  have  labored  faithfully  and  constantly  with  this  end  in 
view,  yet  "except  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labor  in  vain  that  build  it." 

Means  Employed. — A  single  word  may  be  added  on  this  subject.  It  is  believed 
that  the  means  used  in  leading  precious  souls  to  Christ  have  been  none  other  than 
those  of  God's  appointment.  They  have  mainly  consisted  in  these  three  things: 
1.  Bringing  the  minds  of  the  pupils  in  frequent  contact  with  the  precious  truths  of 
the  Bible,  both  by  the  aid  of  our  excellent  Catechism,  and  directly  through  the  word 
itself.  2.  Much  earnest  and  importunate  prayer,  by  both  teachers  and  pupils.  And 
lastly,  by  direct  personal  application,  urging  the  claims  of  the  Saviour,  and  the  con- 
cerns of  the  soul  upon  their  immediate  attention.

Dear  Sir — In  the  midst  of  the  ringing  of  bells,  firing  of  guns,  and  general  rejoicing 
over  the  glorious  news  from  General  Grant  and  his  men  in  and  beyond  Richmond,  I 
pen  my  official  report  of  the  Witherspoon  Institute  for  the  past  year.  Whilst  re- 
ceiving good  news  from  the  army,  I  am  most  glad  to  be  able  to  send  good  news  from 
our  school. 

The  tokens  of  an  approving  Providence  have  been  visible  during  the  entire  year, 
in  the  usual  good  health  of  teachers  and  pupils ;  in  the  general  good  behaviour, 
marked  industry,  and  commendable  progress  of  the  majority  of  the  students  ;  and  in 
the  outward,  if  not  hearty,  attention  given  by  them  to  the  devotional  excercises  of 
the  school-room,  as  well  as  to  the  instructions  of  the  Sabbath-school,  Bible-class,  and 
sanctuary.  During  the  summer  and  early  part  of  the  winter,  four  of  the  scholars 
had  united  with  the  church.     Thankful  for  all  these  things  we  felt  encouraged. 

But  towards  the  end  of  the  school  year  these  favoring  tokens  seemed  to  culminate 
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in  a  concentrated  blessing.  The  cloud  of  mercy,  so  long  hovering  over  us,  at  length 
parted,  and  the  gentle  shower  came  silently,  yet  unmistakably.  Its  drops  are  falling 
yet,  we  trust,  and  it  is  our  hope  and  prayer  that  it  will  not  cease  till  every  thirsty 
soul  is  watered,  and  every  barren  tree  is  made  to  blossom  and  bear  fruit  abundantly. 

Soon  after  (he  tveek  of  prayer,  it  became  evident  that  many  of  the  youth  in  the 
school,  and  others  in  the  Sabbath-school  of  Dr.  Young's  church,  were  inquiring  the 
way  of  everlasting  life.  No  striking  outward  manifestation  was  visible,  yet  it  was 
felt  there  was  a  secret  but  strong  influence  at  work  in  the  hearts  of  many.  Dr. 
Young,  assisted  by  the  Principal,  and  other  ministers  of  our  Church,  held  frequent 
meetings  for  preaching  and  prayer.  These  quiet,  solemn,  earnest  meetings,  were 
kept  up  with  but  little  interruption  until  the  first  of  March,  when  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered.  Twenty-five  young  persons  came  forward,  and, 
in  the  presence  of  the  great  congregation,  took  upon  them  the  vows  of  God.  Twenty- 
three  of  these  youths  were  at  the  time,  or  had  lately  been,  members  of  the  school. 
It  rejoiced  our  hearts  to  see  them  devote  themselves  to  the  Lord's  service.  Sick- 
ness prevented  another  from  coming  forward  at  the  same  time.  Every  scholar  in 
school,  belonging  to  families  of  our  own  denomination,  and  some  others,  was  under 
serious  impressions.  We  hope  they  may  all  be  speedily  brought  to  the  Lord.  A 
few  of  the  young  men  in  the  Institute,  joined  by  two  or  three  others,  have  started  a 
weekly  prayer-meeting,  which,  under  the  favor  of  God,  will  no  doubt  be  a  blessing 
to  themselves  and  others.  Three  of  the  students  have  the  ministry  in  view,  and  we  hope 
that  others  may  yet  be  led  to  feel  that  they  are  called  to  serve  the  Lord  in  this 
sacred  office.  "0  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  for  his 
wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men." 

Our  Institution  is  out  of  debt,  but,  for  its  income,  depends  entirely  on  the  tuition 
fees  of  the  pupils.  There  are  no  funds  whatever  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  with 
which  to  make  repairs,  undertake  improvements,  or  help  to  pay  teachers.  An  en- 
dowment of  a  few  thousand  dollars  is  greatly  needed,  but,  unless  from  some  unex- 
pected source,  this  does  not  seem  likely  to  be  soon  realized.  Therefore  we  have  to 
look  elsewhere  for  means. 

I  do  not  know  that  we  have  ever  asked  an  appropriation  from  the  Board,  but  hav- 
ing had  a  haemorrhage  a  few  weeks  ago,  I  am  compelled  to  hire  an  additional  assist- 
ant, and  for  this  reason  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  ask,  if  it  be  in  your  power, 
that  you  make  us  an  appropriation  for  the  current  year.  In  the  present  condition 
of  our  school  it  would  be  most  timely,  and  with  God's  blessing  must  do  great  good.

LENOX  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE. 

This  is  the  only  Educational  enterprise  of  this  grade  that  our 
Church  has  in  the  entire  State  of  Iowa. 

We  visited  it  last  autumn,  and  were  gratified  in  finding  it  located 
in  the  midst  of  a  beautiful  rolling  prairie,  with  a  splendid  agricul- 
tural region  all  around,  destined  in  the  future  to  sustain  an  im- 
mense population.  It  has  an  imposing  and  commodious  two  story 
brick  building,  well  located,  and  devoted  solely  to  class  rooms, 
library,  and  chapel  purposes.  Its  friends  have  done  nobly;  they 
have  erected  the  building,  secured  and  inclosed  some  acres  of  land — 
all  within  their  own  Synod,  and  now  have  the  enterprise  entirely 
free  from  debt.  The  Institutiou  is  under  the  care  of  the  Synod  of 
Iowa,  which  held  its  last  meeting  at  Hopkinton,  and  enjoyed  the 
privilege  of  close  supervision  of  all  the  details  of  its  management. 
The  Synod  unanimously  and  with  great  cordiality  complimented  the 
noble  patron  of  education  in  our  Church,  while  at  the  same  time  they 
honored  themselves  in  giving  his  name  to  their  institution.  The  Trus- 
tees of  Lenox  Collegiate  Institute  contemplate  a  limited  endowment;

such  a  sum  as  "VN'ill  place  them  somewhat  above  the  fluctuations  of 
new  and  sparsely  settled  regions,  and  enable  them  to  command 
such  teaching  talent  as  will  keep  them  in  the  forefront  of  educators. 
Generously  disposed  persons  will  find  much  to  interest  them  in  a 
closer  view  of  this  vigorous  young  enterprise. 
The  Principal  writes  as  follows  : 

HoPKiNTOX,  Iowa,  April  11,  1865. 
Rev.  Thomas  McCaulet: 

Dear  Brother — The  war  -which  has  drawn  very  seriously  upon  the  West,  has 
affected  our  numbers.  During  the  year  which  will  close  with  the  present  term,  we 
have  had  an  aggregate  attendence  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  four,  or  an  average 
of  about  seventy-four,  each  term.  Our  students  have  been  remarkably  orderly  and 
attentive  to  their  studies,  and  during  the  winter  term,  God  in  his  mercy  poured  out 
His  Spii'it  upon  us,  and  several  obtained  peace  in  believing.  For  several  weeks 
daily  prayer-meetings  were  continued,  and  many  were  refreshed  from  above. 

At  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  the  school  passed  through  a  searching  examina- 
tion of  three  days.  At  the  close  of  the  exercises,  the  examining  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  said,  "They  were  fully  satisfied  with  the  evidence 
furnished  by  these  examinations  of  ability  in  the  present  teachers,  and  diligence  in 
the  present  pulpils  of  the  Institution.  They  believe  the  character  for  thoroughness 
of  instruction,  long  enjoyed  by  this  Institution,  is  fully  maintained,  and  that  in  this 
respect  it  contrasts  favorably  with  all  the  schools  of  the  vicinity  known  to  the  Board. 
A  very  searching  examination  has  convinced  us  that  so  far  as  the  pupils  have  gone, 
their,  progress  has  been  solid,  and  their  acquirements  accurate."  The  Committee 
recommended  more  general  attention  to  the  Latin  and  Greek  classics.  We  have 
several  students  preparing  for  the  ministry  and  active  life,  who  are  giving  a  large 
portion  of  their  time  to  these  languages,  but  we  very  much  need,  and  in  fact  must 
have  some  one  connected  with  us,  who  would  be  willing  to  devote  his  whole  energies 
to  this  department.  One  who  could  make  this  school,  in  that  respect,  as  famous  as 
Phillips  Academy. 

In  view  of  the  immediate  close  of  the  war,  we  expect  a  large  increase  in  our 
attendance  in  future.  If  we  could  secure  a  small  endowment,  sufficient  to  support 
an  additional  teacher,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  nothing  would  be  in  the  way  of  our 
perfect  success.  Our  desire  is  not  to  reach  beyond  ourselves,  but  to  fill  the  niche  at 
present  opened  for  us.  If  we  can  do  this  we  shall  be  thankfvU,  take  courage,  and  go 
forward.

HIGHLAND  UNIVERSITY. 

The  legislature  of  Kansas,  in  their  act  of  incorporation,  have 
given  this  enterprise  all  the  University  powers,  which  it  hopes  to 
exercise  in  a  developed  future.  Highland  is  to  Kansas,  what  Lenox 
is  to  Iowa.  It  has  a  rich  and  instructive  history,  which  Brother 
Irvin,  who  is  its  financial  agent,  will  do  well  to  relate  in  detail, 
wherever  he  may  labor  in  its  behalf.  It  is  the  fruit  of  many  years 
of  toilsome  mission  effort,  and  the  scene  of  many  triumphs  of  gospel 
grace  among  the  aborigines  of  our  country. 

Highland,  Kansas,  Ftbrvary  25,  1865. 
Rev.  Thomas  McCaulet: 

Dear  Brother — I  send  you  a  brief  statement  of  the  condition  of  "Highland 
University"  for  the  current  year.  The  number  of  scholars  during  the  year  has  been 
about  ninety  (90) — now  on  the  roll  seventy  (70).  The  average  attendance  is  about 
sixty  (60).     The  number  of  teachers  usually  employed  is  four.     With  few  exceptions, 
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the  progress  and  diligence  of  the  students  have  been  commendable.     There  are 
several  classes  in  Algebra,  one  in  Latin,  and  one  in  Greek. 

It  is  the  intention  and  effort  of  those  connected  with  this  school  to  make  the  edu- 
cation imparted  here,  thorough  and  comprehensive,  and  all  the  influences  evan- 
gelical.    The  encouraging  features  of  the  Institution  are: 

1st.  The  general  confidence  manifested  towards  it  in  the  whole  community  and 
country  around.     For  so  young  an  Institution,  it  has  already  considerable  reputation. 

2d.  Its  location  is  favorable  for  an  extensive  patronage,  being  situated  con- 
veniently to  Missouri,  Iowa  and  Nebraska. 

3d.  Its  financial  concerns  have  been  prudently  managed.  We  have  no  endowment, 
but  we  have  no  debt. 

Now  let  me  state  what  we  need — in  order  that  we  may  the  more  efficiently  accom- 
plish the  work  assigned  to  us,  and  become  what  we  ought  to  be,  the  right  arm  of  the 
Church  in  this  region. 

1st.  We  must  have  the  berjinning  of  an  endoivment,  ($25,000)  the  ensuing  year. 
With  this  and  the  regular  income  of  the  school,  there  could  be  three  well  qualified 
Professors  engaged  in  the  work  of  instruction. 

We  feel  that  with  such  a  good  foundation,  we  have  a  right  to  look  to  our  friends  in 
the  East  to  aid  us  in  this  matter. 

2d.  AVe  also  need  the  beginning  of  a  library.     Who  will  contribute  to  this  object? 

The  Rev.  S.  M.  Irvin  is  Financial  Agent  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  will  be  East 
soliciting  funds  for  this  purpose.  Amidst  hopes  and  fears,  encouragements  and  dis- 
couragements, our  firm  reliance  is  in  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church — whose  we  are, 
and  whom  we  serve.

ASHMUN  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE  FOR  YOUTH  AND  MEN  OF  COLOR. 

This  Institution  is  located  near  Oxford,  Chester  county,  Pennsylvania,  and  has 
had  a  year  of  more  than  ordinary  success.  A  larger  number  of  students  have  been 
in  attendance  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  the  general  desire  shown  to  make 
thorough  progress  by  the  pupils,  has  been  gratifying  in  the  extreme.  A  grand 
and  ennobling  future  now  seems  to  open  up  to  the  long  neglected  sons  of  Africa. 
The  dark  night  of  their  ignorance  and  bondage,  in  this  regenerated  land,  is  well- 
nigh  spent.  With  the  coming  dawn  of  freedom,  our  Christian  people  feel  impelled 
to  provide  for  this  destitute  race  such  educational  advantages  as  will  best  qualify 
them  to  elevate  their  own  people,  and  fit  them  to  act  intelligently  their  part  in  the 
history  of  the  world. 

Hence  increased  attention  and  interest  have  been  drawn  to  the  Ashmun  Institute 
in  recent  years. 

It  has  passed  the  period  of  experiment,  and  is  now  in  the  broader  fields  of  a  satis- 
factory demonstration.  For  nine  years  it  has  battled  against  unchristian  pre- 
judice and  poverty,  until  by  perseverance,  with  the  favor  of  God,  it  now  stands  up 
to  challenge  the  esteem  and  generous  patronage  of  all  who  are  just  enough  to  desire 
the  indemnification  of  a  long  despised  and  neglected  people. 

The  Trustees,  encouraged  by  the  liberality  of  God's  people,  and  pressed  by  the 
largely  increasing  demand  for  admission  to  its  advantages,  have  entered  vigorously 
upon  the  endowment  of  Ashmun  Institute.  They  desire  to  make  it  a  thorough  school 
of  training/or  teachers  and  preachers,  to  the  African  race.  They  have  increased  the 
corps  of  instructors,  and  will  enlarge  the  dormitory  and  school  accommodations, 
while  at  the  same  time  they  carry  on  the  current  expenses.  To  meet  these  several 
wants,  they  are  now  soliciting  the  sura  of  $100,000,  with  the  most  flattering  pros- 
pects of  success.  They  have  elected  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Institute,  the  Rev. 
Isaac  N.  Kendall  of  the  Presbytery  of  Mohawk;  and  the  Rev.  Lorenzo  Westcott  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Northumberland,  has  been  appointed  to  a  Professorship.  These 
brethren  are  well  known  to  the  churches,  and  have  signified  their  intention  to 
accept  the  positions  proffered  them.  They  will  enter  upon  the  sei-vice  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  once,  and  the  next  Collegiate  year  will  open  on  the  1st  of  September 
under  their  supervision. 

It  is  the  determination  of  the  Trustees  to  add  another  thoroughly  competent  Pro- 
fessor as  soon  as  the  funds  will  justify.  Arrangements  have  been  made  and  are  now 
in  process  of  execution,  to  secure  the  enlargement  of  the  buildings,  which  it  is  hoped 
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will  be  accomplif^lied  the  present  season.     The  Trustees  design  to  have  accommoda- 
tions for  at  least  fifty  students,  nest  term. 

Youth  and  men  of  color,  who  desire  to  fit  themselves  to  be  teachers  or  preachers, 
should  make  early  application.  The  advantages  of  the  institution  are  accessible  to 
all,  the  only  qualifications  required,  are  a  good  moral  character,  the  determination 
to  devote  themselves  to  one  or  the  other  of  the  designated  employments,  teaching  or 
preaching,  and  such  elementary  knowledge  as  will  enable  the  student  to  avail  him- 
self of  the  instruction  given.  It  costs  about  $150  per  year  to  sustain  a  student  at 
Ashmun  Institute. 

The  way  is  now  eminently  open  to  make  this  an  incalculable  blessing  to  our 
country  and  to  Africa — the  measure  of  which  benefits,  will  only  be  fixed  by  the 
amount  of  means  which  the  public  will  put  at  the  service  of  the  Trustees. 

No  truer  or  more  noble  charity  is  to  be  found  in  this  generation,  than  the  ample 
endowment  of  Ashmun  Collegiate  Institute  for  youth  and  men  of  color.  Let  it  be 
promptly  furnished  with  all  the  money  its  wants  demand,  and  thoroughly  equipped 
for  the  noble  mission  to  which  God  in  his  providence  has  called  it.  The  connection 
of  Rev.  John  W.  Martin,  D.  D.,  with  the  Institute,  ceases  with  the  close  of  the 
current  College  year.

GENESEO  ACADEMY. 

Geneseo,  N.  Y.,  May  \st,  1865. 

Rev.  and  dear  Brother — In  reply  to  your  note  the  following  facts  are  presented 
with  reference  to  the  condition  of  this  Institution  since  it  has  been  under  my 
charge,  a  period  of  two  years  and  seven  months.  The  number  of  pupils  has  steadily 
increased  from  thirty-three  (found  here  in  the  Fall  of  1863)  to  one  hundred  and 
seventy  at  the  close  of  last  term.  The  whole  number  in  attendance  has  been  three 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  (377)  of  this  number  thirty-three  were  professing 
Christians  when  they  joined  the  school,  thirty-five  have  been  hopefully  converted 
during  their  connection  with  it,  and  twenty-eight  were  deeply  impress.ed  with  Divine 
truth,  but  have  not  made  a  profession  of  faith.  Great  religious  interest  has  fol- 
lowed the  observance  of  the  day  of  prayer  for  Colleges;  we  esteem  it  as  one 
peculiarly  blessed  by  God.  Last  year  a  precious  work  of  grace  began  here  which 
flowed  down  into  the  churches  of  the  village,  at  which  time,  it  is  believed,  that 
about  two  hundred  persons  united  with  them. 

Of  the  nuviber  reported  it  is  thought  that  at  least  six  yoking  men  will  enter  the 
ministry. 

These  thirty-one  months  have  been  constant  witnesses  of  God's  mercy.  In  tem- 
poral and  spiritual  matters  many  have  been  the  evident  answers  given  to  prayer. 

If  these  facts  could  only  reach  the  hearts  of  some  of  God's  children,  anxious  to 
invest  a  part  of  his  property  loaned  to  them,  they  could  very  greatly  increase  the 
usefulness  of  this  Institution  by  helping  to  support  indigent  students,  by  furnishing 
philosophical  apparatus,  and  especially  by  giving  means  to  erect  a  new  building  in 
place  of  the  one  now  about  forty  years  old. 

It  should  be  added,  that  besides  family  worship  and  exercises  in  the  chapel  each 
day,  all  the  pupils  learn  the  Westminster  Shorter  Catechism,  and  the  boarders 
attend  a  Bible  class,  conducted  by  the  Principal,  one  evening  each  week.

p.  S. — It  may  not  be  amiss  or  improper  for  me  to  add  to  the  above,  that  while 
the  religious  element  and  results  impart  to  the  academy  very  deep  interest,  and  give 
it  a  just  and  strong  hold  upon  the  heart  of  the  Christian  public,  it  is  abreast  of  all 
similar  institutions  in  literary  and  scientific  teachings.  To  this  the  late  examination 
bears  ample  testimony.  The  culture  of  mind  and  heart  receives  earnest  and  faithful 
attention.  The  Bible  and  Catechism  go  hand  in  hand  with  Mathematics  and  Mental 
Philosophy.  1  make  this  statement  lest  it  be  thought  that  the  only  aim  of  the  school 
is  to  make  the  pupils  religiously  good ;  whereas,  with  this  as  a  leading  and  most 
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desirable  result,  tbere  is  not,  and  never  ought  to  be,  an  overlooking  the  fact  that 
intellectual  education  is  expected  by  the  friends  and  patrons.  May  this  beautiful 
and  reciprocal  harmony  long  continue  as  it  now  is  under  the  present  accomplished 
Principal  and  his  assistants.

3.  COLLEGES. 

The  Board  is  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  to  the  Assembly, 
that  the  Colleges  under  Church  supervision,  so  far  as  they  have 
been  reported,  are  enjoying  an  encouraging  prosperity  and  advan- 
cing in  their  means  of  usefulness. 

UXIVERSITY  COLLEGE,  CALIFORNL\. 

The  accompanying  statement  shows  what  can  be  done  by  vigorous 
and  concerted  action.  Not  more  than  a  decade  of  years  has  past, 
since,  as  a  grammar-school  in  the  basement  of  a  church  in  the  city 
of  San  Francisco,  this  enterprise  was  commenced  by  the  liberal 
minded  and  energetic  men  who  now  watch  over  its  rapidly  develop- 
ing career.  Behold  w^hat  they  have  done  for  Christianity  and  our 
country,  in  planting  this  institution  on  the  Christian  and  catholic 
basis  it  occupies,  and  b}'  placing  the  word  of  God  in  its  proper 
position  in  their  educational  system !  "  They  that  honor  me,  I  will 
honor,"  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts.

My  Dear  Brother — In  making  the  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  University  Col- 
lege to  the  Board  of  Education,  I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  Divine  blessing  yet 
continues  to  attend  our  labors.  The  enlargement  of  our  building  was  completed  in 
.June  last.  Our  accommodations  are  now  all  we  could  desire.  Our  main  college 
building  is  128  feet  long,  40  feet  wide,  and  two  stories  high,  with  a  suitable  obser- 
vatory for  the  telescope.  There  are  two  main  study  rooms,  called  Senior  and  Junior 
Halls,  capable  of  accommodating  200  students ;  eight  recitation  rooms  ;  two  rooms 
for  hats,  etc. ;  a  beautiful  Philosophical  Hall,  40  feet  square,  containing  the  appa- 
ratus; and  a  separate  room  fitted  up  with  all  the  necessary  fixtures,  as  a  working 
Laboratory  for  the  class  in  Chemisti-y  and  Assaying.  There  is  a  College  chapel,  a 
separate  building,  40  by  60  feet,  neatly  fitted  up,  with  a  raelodeon  played  by  one  of 
our  young  men,  where  all  the  students  assemble  for  morming  and  evening  prayers. 
In  the  yard  are  the  various  fiiitures  of  the  gymnasium.  Water  in  pipes,  besides 
being  in  the  yard  for  ihe  use  of  the  students,  and  for  keeping  the  dust  laid  in  dry 
weather,  is  carried  into  the  Philosophical  Hall  and  into  the  Observatory,  as  a  pre- 
caution, in  case  of  fire.  There  are  in  the  difi-erent  rooms  250  feet  of  blackboard, 
four  feet  wide,  in  constant  use.  The  passages  and  stnirways  are  covered  with  mat- 
ting, and  the  building  kept,  as  far  as  possible,  with  the  neatness  of  a  private 
dwelling. 

Ten  instructors  are  constantly  employed.  The  number  of  students,  of  all  grades, 
is  one  hundred  and  seventy  in  regular  atfendance.  Of  these  there  are  studying 
Latin,  53;  Greek,  20;  Analytical  Geometry,  5;  Trigonometry,  8;  Geometry,  13; 
Algebra,  34;  Astronomy,  5  ;  Physics,  8  ;  Chemistry,  15;  Book-keeping,  22 ;  Com- 
mercial Law,  6 ;  French,  42;  Spanish,  18;  German,  14;  Arithmetic,  English  Gram- 
mar, Geography,  and  kindred  studies,  are  thoroughly  studied  by  tlie  class  of  stu- 
dents for  such  branches. 

There  are  classes  in  Greek,  reading  the  Anabasis,  Homer,  Herodotus,  and  Demos- 
thenes; in  Latin,  reading  Horace,  Cicero,  Livy,  and  Tacitus;  in  Mathematics,  stu- 
dying as  far  in  advance  as  Conic  Sections,  Analytical  Geometry,  and  the  Calculus. 
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I  feci  I  am  justified  in  saying  that  all  these,  equally  with  the  lower  classes,  are 
taught  as  patiently  and  thoroughly  as  in  the  best  institutions  of  the  old  States. 
Natural  Philosopliy  and  Astronomy,  in  connection  with  the  higher  Mathematics: 
Chemistry  and  Assaying  are  thoroughly  and  practically  taught,  with  experiments 
and  apparatus.  There  is  a  class  wliich  may  graduate  next  June  one  year,  if  not 
interrupted  by  the  extreme  instability  and  liability  to  changes  characteristic  of 
things  in  California. 

The  Philosophical  Apparatus  spoken  of  as  ordered  in  our  last  report,  arrived  in 
safety;  and  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  a  Chemical  Apparatus. 

During  the  last  session  there  was  a  course  of  lectures  in  the  evening  on  Chemistry 
and  other  subjects,  which  caused  much  interest,  and  was  attended  by  persons  from 
the  city.  It  is  our  purpose  to  continue  a  course  of  this  kind  from  year  to  year,  not 
of  the  character  of  the  ordinary  popular  lectures  of  the  day,  but  of  substantial  scien- 
tific and  literary  worth,  for  which  the  best  accommodations  are  furnished  by  the 
fine  apparatus  and  the  perfect  fixtures  of  our  philosophical  hall. 

All  the  students  assemble,  morning  and  evening,  in  the  College  chapel,  for  pray- 
ers and  reading  the  Scriptures  in  regular  order,  with  singing  and  instrumental 
music.  The  Greek  Testament  is  regularly  studied.  The  Bible  is  honored  and  made 
prominent.  Besides  a  large  Bible  on  the  desk  in  the  chapel,  there  is  a  large  copy 
of  the  word  of  God  kept  constantly  lying  on  the  teacher's  table  in  Senior  and  in 
Junior  Hall,  that  the  students  may  never  lose  sight  of  this  as  the  corner-stone  of 
their  education.  It  has  been  ray  aim  from  the  very  outset  that  the  Bible  should  be 
to  this  Institution  what  the  Star  in  the  East  was  to  tlie  wise  men.  The  Trustees  of 
the  College  and  myself  agree  with  our  Church  in  her  views  of  the  paramount  import- 
ance and  duy  of  having  the  Bible  not  only  in  colleges  and  private  institutions,  but 
also  in  the  public  schools  ;  and  will  never  lend  their  countenance  to  an  influence  of 
an  opposite  character.

We  venture  the  prediction  that  it 
will  be  nearer  at  hand  when  they  enter  vigorously  upon  the  work 
of  endowment  and  prosecute  it  to  a  successful  issue.  Now  is  your 
time.  Within  a  year  more  money  has  been  given  to  educational 
purposes  by  citizens  of  Indiana  than  would  place  Hanover  College 
above  pecuniary  want. 

Brethren  take  a  hopeful  view,  and  go  to  work  for  your  endowment.

I  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  that  Hanover  College  is  in  a  hopeful  condition.  I 
say  hopeful.     You  remember  the  line  of  Alexander  Pope, 

"Man  never  is,  but  always  to  be  blessed." 

Our  number  of  students  is  more  diminished  this  year  by  the  war  and  high  price 
of  board  than  at  any  previous  year  since  the  war  commenced.  Still  we  have  an 
encouraging  attendance,  and  we  live  in  hope  that  when  poitce  is  restored  to  our 
country,  and  board  is  afforded  at  former  prices,  we  shall  have  a  large  increase, 
advancing  far  beyond  tlie  number  which  we  have  usually  had  for  many  years  past, 
composed  in  part  of  returned  soldiers,  toughened  by  hard  service,  and  honored  by 
the  imprint  of  wounds  received  in  battle. 

Our  financial  resources  are  not  equal  to  our  necessities.  The  oflfer  of  $10,000, 
made  nearly  a  year  ago,  and  which  was  published  in  the  newspapers,  was  afterwards 
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withdrawn,  for  reasons  which  could  not  be  controled  by  the  donor ;  and  hence  no 
eflFort  was  made  last  summer,  as  we  intended,  to  raise  $15,000  more  to  meet  the 
required  condition  of  that  gift.  But  we  are  hopinr/  that  some  of  God's  rich  and 
benevolent  stewards  will  ere  long  endow  a  Professorship  and  contribute  additional 
funds  for  other  necessary  improvements  and  means  of  education,  particularly  the 
increase  of  our  College  Library,  and  Chemical  and  Philosophical  apparatus.  This 
college  has  the  fundamental  elements  of  becoming  a  frr.'it  class  institution,  and  for 
this  purpose  it  needs  only  the  fostering  care  of  a  few  intelligent  and  wealthy  men, 
who  will  feel  it  to  be  an  honor  and  privilege,  instead  of  leaving  all  their  estates  to 
unknown  and  ungrateful  heirs,  to  donate  a  liberal  portion  for  the  erection  of  a  last- 
ing monument  to  their  memories,  by  the  endowment  of  Christian  colleges. 

We  give  religious  instruction  to  the  students  every  Sabbath,  both  by  preaching 
and  Bible-class,  and  on  every  day  in  the  week  by  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  in 
English,  Greek,  or  Hebrew.  Much  good,  we  trust,  is  done  by  these  means.  We 
cannot,  however,  report  a  revival  such  as  we  enjoyed  in  April  a  year  ago.  But  we 
are  not  without  hope  that  our  heavenly  Father,  who  has  blessed  thjs  college  with  so 
many  revivals  in  past  years,  will  grant  us  another  visitation  of  the  same  kind  before 
our  next  commencement.     Is  not  this  a  hopeful  letter  ?

WASHINGTON  AND  JEFFERSON  COLLEGE. 

The  Assembly  and  the  Church  will  be  gratified  with  the  clear 
and  detailed  statement  of  the  basis  upon  which  these  neighboring 
and  to  some  extent  rival  Colleges  have  been  so  propitiously  consoli- 
dated. It  is  a  good  work,  grandly  done;  and  now  that  the  mar- 
riage has  actually  taken  place,  can  there  be  a  more  appropriate 
recognition  of  the  much  desired  and  long-prayed-for  consummation, 
than  for  the  children  of  both  institutions,  into  whose  hands  God  in 
recent,  even  more  than  in  former  years,  has  put  the  corn,  the  wine, 
and  the  oil  of  that  region  to  the  value  of  untold  millions,  than  for 
these  Alumni  to  come  home,  and  gathering  around  the  old  hearth- 
stones, bless  the  happy  union,  by  filling  the  consolidated  treasury 
with  ample  funds. 

The  Alumni  and  friends  of  these  combined  institutions  should 
promptly  give  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  a  half  million 
($500,000)  dollars  as  endowment.  They  can  do  it.  All  that  is 
wanting  is  the  will.    Who  will  emulate  Dr.  Beatty's  noble  example? 

Washington  College,  Pa.,  March,  1865. 

The  whole  number  of  students  on  our  roll,  during  the  current  year,  is  one  hundred 
and  eight.  Of  these  thirty-six  are  professors  of  religion;  and  about  thirty,  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry.  As  heretofore,  our  upper  classes  contain  a  large  proportion 
of  pious  men.  The  general  conduct,  diligence  and  success  in  study  of  our  students, 
with  unimportant  exceptions,  have  been  highly  commendable  since  the  last  report. 

The  moral  and  religious  condition  of  the  college  continued  about  as  during  the 
last  year,  that  is,  encouraging,  but  without  special  interest,  till  a  short  time  after 
the  Week  of  Prayer  in  January  last.  An  apparently  deep  interest  was  then  awakened 
among  the  pious  students,  and  a  disposition  was  manifested  for  some  time,  by  nearly 
all  the  students,  to  attend  the  religious  meetings  wJiich  were  held  in  one  of  the  Col- 
lege Halls,  almost  daily,  from  the  time  mentioned,  to  the  last  Thursday  of  February. 
A  number  of  the  students  were  awakened.  The  results,  however,  were  not  so  exten- 
sive and  decided  as  we  had  hoped,  yet  we  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  such  im- 
pressions were  received,  in  several  interesting  cases,  as  will  issue  in  genuine  con- 
version. 
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A  very  interesting  feature  of  our  report  this  year  is  the  union  of  Washington  and 
Jefferson  Colleges,  now  nearly  consuniated. 

The  institutions  have  both  held  useful  and  honorable  positions  for  about  sixty 
years.  They  were  both  founded  in  fnith  and  prayer  by  the  self-denying  and  pious 
first  settlers  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  the  great  majority'  of  whom  were  Presbyterians, 
who  thus  manifested  their  characteristic  appreciation  of  liberal  education,  amidst 
trying  and  peculiarly  interesting  circumstances.  But  even  among  the  fathers  of 
Westei-n  Pennsylvania  it  was  felt  that  these  Colleges  were  too  near'  together — the 
one  at  Canonsburg,  the  other  at  Washington — both  in  the  same  county,  and  only  seven 
miles  apart.  Various  attempts  have  been  made  to  unite  them  at  diiferent  periods 
in  their  history,  one  of  which,  over  thirty  years  ago,  was  almost  successful. 

When  Washington  College  put  itself  upon  the  ecclesastical  basis  in  1852,  it  seemed 
as  though  the  separation  had  become  greater  than  ever.  There  was  considerable 
heat  and  newspaper  discussion.  Partizan  zeal,  however,  soon  subsided;  each  Col- 
lege went  on  doing  its  own  work.  "The  Colleges"  became  such  excellent  neighbors 
that  tlie  idea  of  their  reunion  was  revived.  The  desire  for  this  was  shared  by  the 
Trustees  and  the  Faculties,  the  Alumni,  patrons  and  friends  of  both  institutions;  it 
found  expression  through  the  surrounding  Presbyterian  Synods:  and  finally  through  a 
large  and  highly  influential  convention  of  the  Alumni  of  both,  which  met  in  Pittsburgh 
in  September,  1864,  for  the  express  purpose  of  promoting  the  union  of  "the  Colleges." 
The  tlesire  for  the  proposed  union  was  greatly  quickened  by  the  munificent  offer  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  endowment  of  "  the  united  College,"  made  (as  was  afterwards 
more  distinctly  announced,)  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beatty  of  Steubenville,  Ohio.  Through 
subsequent  action  of  the  Boards  of  Trustees  by  both  Colleges,  a  plan  was  agreed 
upon  for  consolidating  the  Institutions,  upon  what  was  regarded  by  the  parties  im- 
mediately concerned,  as  fair  and  equal  terms.  The  necessary  legislation  has  recently 
been  obtained,  in  which  the  manner  of  effecting  the  consolidation  is  definitely  pre- 
•scribed.  The  united  College  is  to  be  called  "  Washington  and  Jefferson  Col- 
lege," thus  perpetuating  the  names  of  bo^th  the  old  institutions,  with  the  many 
pleasant  associations  and  important  interests  connected  with  each.  The  old  Boards 
are  to  meet  on  the  29th  of  March ;  and  each  is  to  appoint  fifteen  members  for  the 
new  Board  of  the  united  College.  The  old  Board  will  be  dissolved  after  the  organi- 
zation of  the  new  Board,  which  is  to  be  within  twenty  days  after  the  meeting  of  the 
29th  inst.  The  new  Board,  when  oi-ganized,  will  elect  an  additional  Trustee, 
making  thirty-one  in  all;  will  be  self-perpetuating ;  and  not  strictly  under  ecclesiastical 
control. 

Upon  this  Board  will  then  be  devolved  the  important  work  of  organizing  the  new 
College,  by  electing  a  President  and  a  suitable  number  of  Professors,  and  prescribing 
a  course  of  study  for  each  of  the  departments  embraced  in  the  plan  of  the  new  insti- 
tution. Some  of  these  departments  will  be  taught  at  Canonsburg,  others  at  Wash- 
ington: the  whole  constituting  one  Institution,  under  the  control  of  one  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  the  instruction  of  one  Faculty.  The  Senior,  Junior  and  Sophomore 
classes  of  the  regular  College  course  will  be  taught  at  Canonsburg;  the  Preparatory 
Department,  the  Freshman  class,  and  a  Scientific  school  of  high  grade,  will  be 
taught  at  Washington.  If  an  adequate  portion  of  the  National  Land  Grant,  be 
assigned  to  this  College  by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  an  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment will  also  be  established  at  Washington.  Much  is  anticipated  from  the  Scientific 
School,  which,  in  the  language  of  the  charter,  shall  "afford  facilities  for  instruction 
in  the  higher  branches  of  an  English  education,  and  in  such  of  the  modern  foreign 
languages  as  are  most  useful  and  common;  in  Natural  Sciences,  Belles  Lettres, 
Mathematics,  Civil  and  Military  Engineering,  and  the  Mechanic  Arts;  so  as  to 
qualify  students  therein  for  the  various  avocations  of  life." 

The  charter  transfers  "all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  every  nature  and 
kind  whatsoever,"  to  the  new  Board  of  Trustees.  Besides  the  real  estate,  apparatus, 
libraries,  &c.,  the  new  College  will  therefore  start  with  all  the  endowment  funds  now 
belonging  to  each  College,  increased  by  the  donation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beatty,  above 
nained.  It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  liberal  donations  from  other  quarters  also, 
for  furnishing  such  additional  apparatus  and  libraries,  and  putingupsuch  additional 
buildings  both  at  Washington  and  at  Canonsburg,  as  the  wants  of  the  new  institution 
may  demand. 

Though  the  united  College  will  not  be  under  the  ecclesiastical  control  of  any  one 
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denomination  of  Christians,  "the  cultivation  and  advancement  of  Morality  and  Reli- 
gion," as  well  as  "of  Literature  and  Science,"  are  its  avowed  objects;  and  its 
management  will  be  practically  under  Presbyterian  influence,  as  has  always  been 
the  case  with  both  the  Colleges  thus  to  be  united.  It  is  the  expressed  intention, 
however,  of  those  most  nearly  concerned,  to  pursue  such  a  course  as  will  be  adapted 
to  enlist  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all  denominations  of  Presbyterians,  and  other 
evangelical  Christians,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  this  important  enterprise. 

Thus  have  the  long,standing  rivalries  and  jealousies  of  these  neighboring  Colleges 
been  removed,  and  their  conflicting  interests  happily  adjusted:  if  not  in  the  way 
which  may  seem  best  "to  them  that  are  wi.thout,"  yet  in  the  way  which  seemed  best, 
under  the  circumstances,  to  those  best  acquainted  with  the  real  nature  and  practical 
difficulties  of  the  case.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  numerous  Alumni,  patrons  and 
friends  of  both  the  Colleges,  that  have  been,  will  all  see  eye  to  eye;  and  that,  under 
the  Divine  blessing,  the  course  of  the  united  College,  thai  is  to  be,  will  be  onward  and 
upward  in  usefulness  and  honor.

CARROLL  COLLEGE. 

A  long  and  varied  experience  has  shown  to  the  friends  of  this 
institution  the  necessity  of  adaptation  to  circumstances.  It  has 
been  found  difficult  to  secure  students  in  sufficient  numbers  with 
the  requisite  preparation  to  sustain  the  more  advanced  College 
classes.  Many  influences  combine  to  produce  this  condition  of 
things.  All  new  and  thinly  settled  regions  meet  the  same  troubles 
when  they  seek  to  advance  the  standard  of  education  in  any  degree 
above  the  elementary  branches.  Time  and  patience,  and  continued 
effort,  have  and  will  again  overcome  such  obstacles. 

The  Trustees  of  Carroll  have  acted  wisely  in  making  provision  to 
qualify  suitable  teachers  for  the  common  schools  of  their  State. 
This  important  mission  of  the  College  is  too  much  overlooked. 
Eastern  Colleges  are  ahead  of  our  institutions  in  their  systematic 
efforts  to  educate  Teachers.  The  sagacity  of  their  policy  in  this 
matter  is  seen  in  the  fact,  that  every  competent  teacher  that  is  sent 
out  becomes  a  most  effective  advocate  for  his  Alma  Mater,  and  the 
school  over  which  he  presides  is  a  natural  and  constant  "feeder" 
for  the  College. 

If  Carroll  College  can  train  the  district  school  teachers  of  Wis- 
consin for  the  next  ten  years,  it  will  require  no  prophetic  powers  to 
assert  that  the  number  of  her  own  students  will  greatly  increase, 
and  their  preparation  for  College  studies  will  be  in  exact  ratio 
with  the  thoroughness  with  which  the  college  has  trained  their 
teachers.  A  memorable  and  most  effective  career  is  undoudtedly 
before  Carroll  College  as  a  Normal  or  Training  School.

Dear  Brother  McCauley — We  have  not  much  to  send  you  that  diflFers  materially 
from  former  reports.  The  number  of  students  in  attendance  is  much  larger  than 
last  year;  we  have  now  about  one  hundred.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  course  of 
instruction,  we  have  organized  a  Normal  Department  for  the  instruction  of  teachers, 
which  gives  good  promise  of  success.  For  the  benefit  of  this  Normal  Department, 
we  are  about  opening,  in  connection  with  the  College,  a  Model  School,  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  pupils  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years,  in  their  primary  and  inter- 
mediate studies. 
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While  we  are  so  largely  dependent  upon  local  patronage  for  pecuniary  support,  we 
are  under  the  necessity  of  adapting  our  course  of  instruction  to  the  wants  of  the 
region  around,  in  these  times.  We  have,  therefore,  departed  in  some  measure  from 
the  ordinary  curriculum  of  our  older  Colleges,  by  not  insisting  on  the  study  of  Greek, 
and  omitting  from  the  course  most  of  the  higher  pure  mathematics,  while  increased 
attention  is  given  to  studies  in  English  literature.  We  thus  endeavor  to  hold  an 
intermediate  grade  between  the  academy  or  institute,  and  the  older  and  better  estab- 
lished Colleges.  In  our  present  circumstances  this  is  deen^ed  the  most  judicious 
arrangement  We  not  only  receive  a  better  pecuniary  support,  but  our  work  is 
really  more  useful. 

There  has  been  no  special  religious  interest  in  the  College  during  the  past  year. 
There  is  but  one  candidate  for  the  ministry,  and  the  number  of  professing  Christians 
is  fewer  than  is  desirable.  There  is,  however,  but  little  tendency  to  open  vice,  and 
the  attendance  upon  religious  teaching  has  been  gratifying  and  hopeful,  though  not 
approaching  to  a  revival. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  College,  though  low,  is  somewhat  improved.  Efforts 
are  making,  which  give  good  promise  of  success,  to  cancel  our  entire  indebtness 
within  the  present  year;  when  that  is  done,  the  way  will  be  clear  to  increase  our 
endowment,  which  is  altogether  inadequate.  We  need,  and  must  have,  not  less  than 
$•50,000  to  put  the  institution  upon  a  proper  footing;  with  that  amount  judiciously 
invested  the  institution  becomes  a  tower  of  strength  to  us  in  this  region.  It  is  doubt- 
ful whether  that  sum  could  be  expended  with  anything  like  equal  advantage  any- 
where else  in  our  whole  ecclesiastical  bounds.

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir — Since  my  last  report,  we  have  been  made  glad  and  grateful  by 
a  gracious  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  our  young  men.  At  one  time,  a  deep 
seriousness  pervaded  our  entire  number.  Not  a  careless  or  indifferent  student  was 
to  be  found.

The  endowment  is  making  gratifying  progress.  Two  gentlemen  have  each  given 
twenty  thousand  dollars  to  this  fund.  Another  gentleman  has  offered  eight  thousand 
dollars  to  build  a  suitable  lecture-room  and  laboratory  for  the  Chemical  Department. 
I  referred  to  the  new  Astronomical  Observatory  in  my  last  report.  Other  arrange- 
ments for  increasing  our  efficiency  are  in  progress,  and  our  prayer  is,  that  this  Col- 
lege may  become  in  the  future  a  still  greater  blessing  to  the  Church  and  to  the  world.

GERMAN  THEOLOGICAL  SCHOOL  OF  THE  NORTHWEST. 

This  is  one  of  those  providential  enterprises  which  the  Head  of 
the  Ch"urch  is  pleased  to  suggest,  and  then  eminently  to  bless,  when 
his  people  prosecute  them  with  unselfish  motives,  for  the  glory  of  his 
name.  The  suiFering  cause  of  Christ,  and  the  welfare  of  the  lost 
and  wandering  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel,  among  the  Germans, 
suggested  the  scheme. 

God  has  owned  the  effort,  by  setting  to  it  the  seal  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  It  has  a  wide  effectual  door  now  open  and  constantly  ex- 
panding. The  German  element  in  our  country  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  features  of  our  wonderful  missionary  field.  Every 
Christian  and  every  philanthropist  has  a  personal  concern  in  their 
religious  culture,  for  they  and  their  children  are  to  exert  a  vast  influ- 
ence, for  good  or  for  evil,  in  the  future  of  the  States  and  of  our  nation. 
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Dubuque,  Iowa,  March  28,  1865. 
To  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board  of  Education: 

Gentlemen — At  your  request  I  enclose  a  brief  statement  of  the  origin  and  condi- 
tion of  the  "German  Theological  School  of  the  Northwest,"  under  the  care  of  the 
Presbyteries  of  Dubuqe  and  Dane. 

In  1852,  Rev.  A.  Van  Vliet,  a  native  of  Holland,  brought  up  in  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  who  had  been  for  some  years  in  America,  came  to  Dubuque,  Iowa,  aa 
a  minister  of  the  Congregational  Church,  to  take  charge  of  a  German  congregation 
in  this  city.  In  1854,  being  dissatisfied  with  their  church  relations,  both  Mr.  Van 
Vliet  and  his  people  were  received  into  connection  with  the  Presbytery  of  Dubuque, 
heartily  assenting  to  the  system  of  doctrines  held  by  that  body.  Being  impressed 
with  the  necessity  of  an  evangelical  ministry  for  the  German  population,  already 
crowding  into  the  Northwest,  and  pained  by  the  total  want  of  the  same,  Mr.  Van 
Vliet  had  begun,  with  the  consent  of  his  brethren,  to  receive  under  his  own  instruc- 
tion young  Germans  who  gave  tokens  of  piety,  and  who  were  desirous  of  preaching 
the  gospel.  This  work  was  continued  with  the  consent  of  Presbytery  after  his  change 
of  relations,  and  has  been  steadily  carried  on.to  the  present  time,  the  result  being 
nine  ordained  ministers  in  this  field,  aiid  six  students  in  different  stages  of  prepara- 
tion. Many  of  these  have  been  aided  in  their  course  by  the  Board  of  Education ;  and 
those  in  the  field  have  been  licensed  and  ordained  after  close  and  careful  e.xamina- 
tion  by  the  Presbyteries  of  this  region ;  all  of  which  Presbyteries  bear  concordant 
testimony  to  their  faithfulness  to  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Covenant  as  held  by 
our  Church,  and  to  their  general  fidelity  in  their  labors. 

A  year  ago  there  were  found,  as  the  general  result  of  this  effort,  thirteen  minis- 
ters and  twenty-three  churches,  with  over  one  thousand  members,  in  the  three  States 
of  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  and  Iowa,  besides  several  other  preaching  stations  where  no 
organizations  had  been  efl'ected,  in  all  not  less  than  three  thousand  listeners.  The 
accommodations  which  Mr.  Van  Vliet  could  afford  in  the  basement  of  his  church, 
where  he  had  held  his  school  and  boarded  his  scholars,  becoming  too  limited  for  the 
increase  of  students,  an  appeal  was  made  through  The  Presbyterian,  about  the  begin- 
ning of  the  last  year,  for  funds  to  purchase  a  building  adjoining  the  German  church, 
and  fit  it  up  for  the  reception  of  students. 

In  response  to  this  appeal,  and  chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  the  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board,  about  twelve  hundred  dollars  were  provided,  with  which  the  de- 
sired end  was  attained,  and  the  building  has  been  occupied  by  the  students  during 
the  past  year.  This  accumulation  of  property  through  the  funds  of  the  Church 
seemed  to  render  it  needful  that  the  school  should  come  into  the  possession  and 
under  the  control  of  the  Church.  Accordingly  Mr.  Van  Vliet  made  the  offer,  and 
the  Presbyteries  of  Dubuque  and  Dane  agreed  jointly  to  receive  and  hold  it.  Com- 
mittees were  appointed  by  the  Presbyteries.  A  constitution,  brief  but  compact,  (of 
which  a  copy  is  enclosed  to  the  Board,)  was  presented  to  the  Presbyteries  aforesaid, 
and  adopted  ;  and  under  this  instrument  the  Board  of  Directors  has  been  organized 
and  steps  taken  to  charter  the  Institution  and  give  it  a  legal  life. 

By  the  Board  of  Directors  a  Professorship,  called  the  '•  Van  Vliet  Professorship," 
was  established,  to  which  Mr.  Van  Vliet  was  appointed,  who  now,  as  always  here- 
tofore, declines  to  accept  any  remuneration  for  his  invaluable  services.  Rev.  God- 
frie  Moery  was  appointed  Tutor,  with  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars,  he  supplying 
upon  the  Sabbath  a  church  in  the  vicinity,  but  spending  his  week-days  with  the 
school. 

There  have  been  during  the  past  year  seven  students  in  attendance,  one  supported 
by  his  father,  another  by  a  congregation  of  Germans.  There  is  a  prospect  of  four 
or  five  more  students  for  the  coming -year.  None  are  admitted  to  the  school  who  do 
not  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  piety  and  promise  of  usefulness  in  the  work.  The 
increase  of  churches  promises  to  afford  more  young  men  of  this  sort,  the  wani;  of 
which  has  been  the  chief  drawback  in  this  good  work. 

The  accounts  of  the  Institution  at  the  present  date,  including  the  general  expense 
fund,  and  that  for  the  purchase  and  furnishing  of  the  new  building,  show  a  deficit  of 
only  fifty  dollars,  which  will  be  readily  provided. 

When  we  consider  the  vast  work  to  be  done  amidst  the  large  German  population 
of  the  Northwest,  and  its  peculiar  difficulties,  we  are  more  and  more  convinced 
that  this  is  an  entering  wedge  provided  of  God.     And  since  the  Lord  hath  hitherto 
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so  graciously  helped  us,  we  can  bat  feel  more  and  more,  looking  upon  results  and 
prospects  from  our  present  position,  that  this  plan,  so  judiciously  adopted  by  Mr. 
Van  Vliet,  and  so  steadfastly  followed  by  him  for  the  past  thirteen  years,  is  by  far 
the  best  that  under  present  circumstances  and  with  this  foreign  population  could  be 
adopted. 

It  has  received  the  seal  of  Divine  approbation  in  being  made  a  blessing  to  perish- 
ing souls;  at  least  equal  in  its  success  to  any  other  plan  pursued  in  our  missionary 
fields,  either  abroad  or  at  home.

CONSTITUTION     OF     THE     GERMAN     THEOLOGICAL     SCHOOL    OF    THE 

NORTHWEST. 

Preamble. 
For  the  glory  of  God  in  the  preparation  of  suitable  persons  for  the  Christian  min- 
istry among  the  Germans  in  the  Northwest,  the  Presbyteries  of  Dubuque  and  Dane, 
belonging  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  United  States  of 
America,  do  agree  to  accept  from  Rev.  A.  Van  Vliet  the  whole  right,  title,  and 
control  of  the  Theological  School  already  established  by  him,  in  Dubuque,  Iowa; 
and  do  hereby  ordain  for  its  management  the  following  Constitution. 

Article  I.     Name. 

This  Institution  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  The  German  Theological 
School  of  the  Northwest. 

Article  II.     Presbyteries. 

Section  1.  The  two  Presbyteries  possessing  this  Institution,  and  any  other  Presby- 
teries which  may  be  subsequently  united  in  its  ownership,  shall  have  in  every  re- 
spect equal  rights  and  privileges  in  its  entire  management  and  control;  and  no 
action  shall  be  taken  concerning  it,  or  rescinded,  except  by  the  consent  of  all  the 
Presbyteries  interested. 

Sec.  2.  The  Presbyteries  interested  may  by  united  action,  admit  to  an  equal 
share  in  the  joint  control  of  this  Institution  any  other  adjacent  Presbytery  belonging 
to  the  same  General  Assembly,  which  may  express  a  desire  for  such  admission  ;  and 
may  take  such  other  joint  action  by  united  vote,  as  may  be  deemed  proper  for  its 
interest  and  success. 

Article  III.     Directory. 

Sec.  1.  Each  Presbytery  thus  connected  with  this  Institution  shall  appoint  four 
persons  from  within  its  bounds,  half  of  whom  shall  be  from  its  own  ministers,  who 
shall  jointly  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  terms  of  office  of  these  Directors  thus  chosen  shall  be  iioo  years  or  until 
their  successors  be  appointed ;  except  in  the  case  of  the  first  appointment,  when  two 
persons  (one  minister  and  one  layman)  shall  be  chosen  to  serve  one  year,  and  other 
like  two  chosen  to  serve  tico  years.  And  the  Presbyteries  shall  thereafter,  each 
successive  year  choose  two  members  of  like  character  to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose 
terms  shall  have  expired. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  Institution  both  in 
its  temporal  and  spiritual  aflfairs;  shall  hold  and  control  the  property;  establish 
professorships  and  appoint  professors  and  teachers  ;  direct  the  course  of  study,  and 
devise  and  execute  such  measures  as  may  be  needful  for  its  management  without 
incurring  debt,  always  subject  to  the  review  and  control  of  the  Presbyteries  inter- 
ested. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  send  up  a  full  and  complete  report 
of  all  its  proceedings  to  the  Presbyteries  interested,  and  when  required,  shall  exhibit 
its  minutes  and  other  records  of  accounts,  or  history. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  annually  a  President,  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  who  shall  respectively  perform  such  duties  as  their  offices  may  require. 
And  said  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  in  such, sum  as  the  Board  may  designate,  for 
the  faithful  care  and  use  of  such  funds  as  may  be  committed  to  his  charge. 
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Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  its  first  annual  meeting  in  the  German 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Dubuque,  lo-wfa,  on  the  od  Tuesday  of  October,  1864,  at 
7  P.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  organization,  and  shall  thereafter  meet  upon  its  own  ad- 
journment, or  upon  the  call  of  the  President  with  the  concurrence  of  two  members 
of  the  Board;  except  that  it  shall  hold  a  stated  annual  meeting  every  fall,  previous 
to  the  meetings  of  the  controlling  Presbyteries,  at  which  time  the  Annual  Report 
shall  be  prepared. 

Sec.  7.  Four  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  but  any  two  members  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  a  quorum  be 
present. 

Sec.  8.  Where  cases  of  doubt  or  difficult}^  arise  in  the  management  of  the  Institu- 
tion, in  which  the  Board  of  Directors  may  not  feel  willing  to  act,  they  shall  refer  the 
same  to  the  controlling  Presbyteries. 

Article  IV.     The  Constitution. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  shall  go  into  efi'ect  immediately  upon  its  adoption  by  the 
Presbyteries  of  Dubuque  and  Dane,  and  the  election  according  to  its  provisions  of 
Directors;  and  any  amendments  to  the  same,  which  may  be  suggested  by  the  Pres- 
byteries at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Directors  then  chosen, 
as  a  joint  Committee  to  recommend  future  action  that  may  be  concurrent. 

Sec.  2.  This  Constitution  may  at  any  time  be  altered  or  amended  in  any  part,  by 
the  consent  of  all  the  Presbyteries  interested ;  and  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  at 
all  times  have  the  privilege  of  recommending  such  measures  or  amendments  for  joint 
adoption  as  the  interests  of  the  school  may  seem  to  them  to  require. 

The  above  Constitution  was  adopted,  without  amendment,  by  the  Presbyteries  of 
Dubuque  and  Dane  at  their  fall  meetings  in  18(34,  and  Directors  were  appointed  by 
each,  according  to  its  provisions.  The  Board  of  Directors  was  duly  organized 
according  to  Art.  III.,  Sect.  6,  the  Rev.  A.  A.  E.  Taylor  being  chosen  President,  and 
M.  H.  Beach,  Esq.,  Secretary,  and  the  Rev.  A.  Van  Vliet  Treasurer. 

The  above  is  a  true  copy.

CONCLUSIOxV. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  of  Education  feels  impelled  to  renew 
the  representations  of  former  years,  both  as  to  the  magnitude  of 
their  work,  and  the  primal  importance  of  a  more  general  and  per- 
sonal interest  on  the  part  of  the  Ministry  and  Eldership,  in  the  exe- 
cution of  the  judicious  and  practicable  plans,  heretofore  approved 
by  the  Assembly  and  the  inferior  Church  Courts.  As  to  the  de- 
partment of  General  Education  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that, 
"the  general  principles  of  aid  adopted  by  the  Board,  under  the 
Assembly,  has  been  to  apply  whatever  funds  may  be  at  their  com- 
mand, to  the  support  of  teachers  in  Schools,  Academies,  and  Colleges, 
until  the  institutions  become  self-sustaining,  either  by  the  increase 
of  income,  or  in  the  case  of  the  higher  institutions,  by  the  added 
revenue  of  a  complete  endowment." 

The  Assembly  of  1859  authorized  a  collection  in  all  the  churches, 
at  the  Annual  Concert  of  Prayer  for  Colleges,  the  results  of  which 
'  offering  were  to  be  devoted  to  the  educational  measures  of  the  Church. 
This  repeated  recommendation  of  the  Assembly  has  been  but  very 
partially  observed,  in  either  of  its  essential  features.  Multitudes  of 
our  congregations  do  not  observe  the  concert  of  prayer  for  Colleges 
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on  the  last  Thursday  of  February,  and  still  greater  numbers,  never 
pretend  to  unite  almsgiving  with  their  supplications,  thus  making  a 
consecrated  provision  for  the  vast  and  rapidly  expanding  work  of 
the  department  of  General  Education.  Withdraw  the  offering  of  a 
single  individual,  and  the  contributions  of  the  entire  Church  to  this 
fund  for  1864,  will  not  amount  to  $2000. 

Notwithstanding  this  wholesale  neglect,  the  Board  have  been  en- 
abled to  extend  limited,  but  timely  aid,  to  struggling  enterprises  in  all 
parts  of  the  Church.  More  than  one  Jiundred  thousand  dollars  have 
been  disbursed  directly  from  the  General  Education  Fund  since  its 
inception,  and  that  too  without  any  appreciable  expenditure  for  col- 
lection and  distribution.  Much  more,  even  tenfold  more,  could 
have  been  accomplished  in  this  department,  had  the  Ministry  given 
the  people  proper  instruction  on  this  vital  subject,  and  afforded  them 
annually  an  opportunity  to  contribute,  as  well  as  to  pray. 

It  appears  on  the  very  face  of  the  Assembly's  instructions  to  the 
Board,  that  their  work  in  this  department  was  only  designed  to  be 
supplemental.  Hence  the  Board  have  always  so  considered  all  the 
appropriations  which  they  have  made  from  the  fund  for  General 
Education.  But,  perhaps,  because  of  their  more  extended  and  inti- 
mate acquaintance  with  the  educational  condition  of  localities  and 
the  wants  of  the  different  Schools,  Academies,  and  Colleges  of  our 
Church,  the  disposition  is  somewhat  manifested  in  recent  years  to  hold 
the  Board  under  obligation  for  the  endowment,  as  well  as  for  supple- 
menting the  salaries  of  what  are  technically  termed  Church  institu- 
tions. To  put  such  a  construction  upon  the  functions  of -the  Board, 
will  be  to  add  another  and  altogether  different  feature  to  their  pre- 
sent policy,  requiring  a  very  different  line  of  operations  from  that 
heretofore  pursued. 

Experience  has  shown,  that  in  the  efforts  to  establish  Church  col- 
leges, much  embarrassment  and  great  sacrifices  of  the  energies 
and  resources  of  the  Church  have  resulted,  from  the  fact  that  no 
provision  has  yet  been  made  to  secure  concert  of  action  and  mutual 
adjustment  of  arrangements  and  plans  throughout  the  whole  field. 
The  result  is,  that  each  Presbytery  and  Synod  is  left  to  make  such 
provision  as  may  be  in  its  power,  or  seem  to  it  demanded  by  the 
exigencies  of  its  own  district.  In  consequence,  enterprizes  are  ini- 
tiated, which  having  no  proper  adjustment  to  the  general  condition 
of  the  field,  operate  injuriously  upon  each  other,  fail  to  secure  the 
confidence  of  the  churches,  linger  for  a  season,  and  then  fail,  to  the 
great  injury  of  the  cause  of  education  and  detriment  of  our  Church. 
The  deficiency  of  our  system  in  this  respect  leaves  the  subject  in  a  • 
position  greatly  to  straiten  the  liberality  of  our  people. 

Whether  some  plan  cannot  be  devised  to  secure  a  more  judicious 
and  concerted  action  in  the  location  and  endowment  of  such  insti- 
tutions, is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Assembly.

Rev.  J.  D.  Waller,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, presented  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  would 
respectfully  report,  that  every  facility  has  been  afforded  them  for  a  thorough 
examination  of  the  proceedings  and  financial  condition  of  the  Board.  After 
perusal  of  its  minutes,  and  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  your 
Committee  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  administration  of  the  officers 
of  this  iiuportant  arm  of  the  Church's  service  has  been  faithful,  efficient, 
and  judicious. 

Having  reached  this  conclusion,  the  Committee  was  startled,  and  deeply 
grieved,  by  the  announcement  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  Rev.  William  Chester,  D.  D.,  had  been  suddenly  removed  by  death. 
His  labours  and  his  life  were  terminated  on  Tuesday  afternoon  of  the  pre- 
sent week,  in  the  city  of  Washington.  We  fondly  anticipated  meeting  him 
on  the  floor  of  this  Assembly;  but  alas!  his  familiar  form  shall  be  seen 
and  his  voice  heard  no  more  in  earthly  courts. 

The  interests  of  the  Board  have  been  much  less  injuriously  affected  by  the 
great  rebellion  than  might  have  been  feared.  Yet  we  hope  the  return  of 
peace  will  bring  a  brighter  day  of  prosperity  to  this,  in  common  with  all 
the  organizations  of  Christian  effort. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the  following  resolutions, 
viz. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Assembly  commend  the  Board  of  Education  to  the 
confidence  and  renewed  liberality  of  all  our  churches. 

Resolved,  2.  That  Christian  parents  are  exhorted  renewedly  and  prayer- 
3  (33) 
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fully  to  consider  their  duty  to  the  Lord  in  training  their  children  for  his 
service  in  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  Board  be  charged  by  the  Assembly  with  the  duty 
of  lookin"'  carefully  over  the  claims  of  the  educational  institutions  "which 
may  apply  to  the  Church  at  large  for  aid  or  endowments,  and  in  view  of 
their  location  and  prospective  success  and  usefulness,  to  recommend  to 
Christian  liberality  only  those  which,  in  the  deliberate  judgment  of  the 
Board,  give  encouraging  promise  of  speedy  and  permanent  usefulness. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Assembly  earnestly  recommends  to  our  congrega- 
tions, in  which  circumstances  will  permit,  the  establishment  of  parochial 
schools.  And  for  the  encouragement  of  such,  the  Board  is  hereby  directed 
to  send  a  copy  of  its  last  Annual  Report  to  each  church  session  in  our  con 
nection. 

Resolved,  5.  That  in  view  of  the  marked  manifestations  of  God's  favour 
and  blessing  upon  the  observance  in  the  past,  that  this  General  Assembly 
recommends  that  all  our  churches  unite  with  other  Christian  bodies  in  set- 
ting apart  the  last  Thursday  in  February  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  the  out- 
pouring of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  our  children  and  youth,  and  especially 
those  assembled  in  the  schools,  colleges,  and  all  institutions  of  learning  in 
the  land;  and  that  a  collection  be  taken  on  that  day  for  the  College  Fund 
of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Waller  remarked  that,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee,  he  would  briefly 
call  the  attention  of  the  Assembly  to  two — and  only  two — features  of  the 
report.  The  first  was  the  resolution  on  the  recommendation  of  literary 
institutions  by  the  Board.  We  all  feel  that  it  is  a  gTeat  evil,  and  one  from 
which  the  Church  has  severely  suffered,  to  plant  colleges  unnecessarily.  In 
this  way  we  get  many  of  sickly  growth.  Some  overlooking  seems  necessary, 
by  which  those  promising  to  be  useful,  and  only  such,  may  be  recommended 
for  endowment.  The  second  feature  was  the  subject  of  parochial  schools. 
This  is  an  important  matter,  and  one  to  which  the  attention  of  church  ses- 
sions should  be  more  generally  directed.  Hence  the  recommendation  of 
the  circulation  of  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Board.  Many  of  our 
eiders  never  see  these  reports. 

Rev.  Thomas  McCauley,  Assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  was 
then  invited  to  address  the  Assembly.  He  said: — Mr.  Moderator,  I  thank 
the  Assembly  for  its  kindness  in  changing  the  order  of  the  day  for  my 
convenience.  An  overwhelming  providence  necessitates  me  to  represent 
the  Board  of  Education  upon  this  occasion.  When  I  parted  from  Dr. 
Chester  in  Philadelphia,  as  he  was  leaving  for  Washington,  he  said,  "I  will 
meet  you  at  the  Assembly  in  Pittsburgh."  I  was  greatly  surprised  to  hear 
from  him  that  he  would  be  unable  to  be  present  at  the  opening  session. 
"But,"  said  he,  "get  matters  for  our  Board  in  train,  and  I  will  be  there  to 
attend  to  the  public  presentation  of  the  cause."  You  all  know  how  we  were 
startled  yesterday,  by  the  announcement,  by  telegraph,  that  he  died  in  the 
city  of  Washington  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  at  half-past  three  o'clock,  of 
typhoid  pneumonia.  Mr.  Moderator,  I  do  not  propose  to  pronounce,  in  this 
presence,  a  eulogy  upon  the  distinguished  labours  and  personal  worth  of 
our  lamented  Secretary. 

Other  and  more  capable  friends  will,  at  the  proper  time,  give  expression 
to  the  Church's  grief  in  this  afflictive  providence.  Allow  me,  however,  to 
assure  you  that  I  mourn  him  as  a  personal  friend,  and  grieve  for  him  as  for 
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a  father.  The  results  of  his  long  and  toilsome  life  are  upon  record.  They 
speak  the  most  eloquent  eulogy;  while  hundreds  of  devoted  ministers  of 
the  gospel,  in  all  parts  of  (Christendom,  when  they  hear  of  his  departure, 
will  sorrow  in  heart,  and,  rising  up,  will  call  his  memor}-  blessed — inasmuch 
as,  through  his  personal  agency,  they  have  been  kindly  counselled,  earnestly 
encouraged,  and  generously  aided  in  their  px-eparation  for  the  Master's  ser- 
vice. How  many  schools,  academics,  and  colleges,  in  the  various  sections 
of  our  extended  country,  stand  to-day  on  firm  foundations,  with  their  halls 
wide  open,  and  inviting  to  the  youth  of  our  land,  mainly  through  his  intelli- 
gent zeal,  untiring  efforts,  and  unparalleled  success,  in  matters  of  educational 
endowment  ?  He  needs  no  storied  urn  to  speak  to  coming  time  of  the  value 
of  his  life.  His  cherished  juonuments  are  in  the  ministry  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  in  her  halls  of  learning — the  speechless  epitaph  on 
which  should  ever  repeat  the  yearning  desire  of  Dr.  Chester's  laborious  life, 
"A  holier  and  a  better  educated  ministi'y :  a  cheap  and  a  scriptural  training 
to  all  the  children  of  the  Church." 

But,  Mr.  Moderator,  how  impressively  this  and  other  recent  afflictions, 
as  the  eye  glances  over  this  venerable  body,  prompt  the  language  of  one 
of  old:  "Your  fathers,  where  are  they?  and  the  prophets,  do  they  live  for 
ever?"  Let,  then,  those  of  us  that  remain,  realize  the  solemnity  of  the 
times  in  which  we  live,  and  humbly  ask  for  grace  properly  to  ac([uit  our- 
selves in  the  duties  that  have  been  devolved  upon  us. 

In  refei'ence  to  the  operations  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
resolutions  submitted  by  your  Committee,  I  will  not  detain  the  Assembly 
at  any  length;  two  points  merit  your  special  attention. 

The  first  is,  the  nmnher  of  candUates  that  is  now  offering  for  (Jod's  ser- 
vice in  the  ministry  of  reconciliation.  It  is  true,  we  can  congratulate  our- 
selves that  this  Board  has  sent  more  than  three  thousand  men  into  the 
ranks  of  the  active  ministry.  But  the  nfimber  of  candidates  has  been  less 
during  the  last  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Why  is  this  ?  Evidently 
because  our  young  men  do  not  receive  a  proper  presentation  of  the  claims 
of  the  ministry  upon  them,  and  of  their  personal  duty  to  enter  it.  \\'hen 
we  call  to  mind  the  number  of  our  young  men  who  have  entered  the  army, 
have  we  not  a  right  to  expect  the  Church  to  appeal  to  parents  to  instruct 
and  teach  their  children  that  the  claims  of  the  gospel  ministry  upon  them 
are  urgent?  Will  you  not  go  home,  fathers  and  brethren  of  this  Assembly, 
and  press  this  matter  upon  them,  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  our 
candidates  may  be  as  great  as  the  demands  of  the  country  are  urgent  ?  A 
mother,  when  condoled  with,  on  the  loss  of  two  sons  who  had  died  in  the 
service  of  their  country,  replied  that  she  had  a  third,  whom  her  country 
could  have  if  it  needed  him !  Christian  parents  have  you  no  son  for 
Christ?  Will  you  not  urge  the  claims  of  the  ministry  upon  your  sons?  I 
do  not  mean  to  lay  down  the  rule  that  every  converted  and  pious  young 
man  should  enter  the  ministry ;  but  I  do  mean  that  its  claims  should  be 
presented  to  every  one  with  suitable  qualifications  for  the  office,  and  that 
he  will  be  better  fitted  for  any  other  sphere  of  labour,  for  having  prayer- 
fully considered  the  claims  of  the  ministry. 

My  second  point  is :  The  duty  recommended  by  your  Committee  to  be 
imposed  upon  the  Board  in  the  way  of  recommending  institutions  of  learn- 
ing.. The  difficulty  is  just  here:  Every  congregation  or  community  which 
thinks  that  its  field  requires  an  institution,  large  or  small,  feels  that  it  has 
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a  ritrht  to  demand  a  recommendation  from  the  Board,  and  to  hold  it  largely 
responsible  for  its  endowment.  So  it  comes  for  our  recommendation.  Here- 
tofore we  have  not  felt  it  to  be  the  province  of  the  Board  of  Education  to 
give  such  sanctions.  We  have  thus  been  brought  somewhat  in  contrast 
with  the  Western  College  Society,  which  endorses  or  approves,  a's  its  judg- 
ment dictates.  This  is  a  grave  and  important  question,  deserving  the  seri- 
ous consideration  of  this  Assembly.  ]^y  this  resolution  you  give  to  the 
Board  a  right  to  say  what  institutions  shall  be  allowed  to  apply  to  our 
churches  for  aid,  and  what  shall  be  denied  that  privilege. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity.  Our  finances  were 
never  in  a  better  condition,  and  so  it  is  with  the  efficiency  of  our  schools 
and  colleges.  During  the  year  appropriations  have  been  made  to  twenty- 
four  institutions,  with  two  thousand  students.  We  could  just  as  easily  have 
disbursed  $50,000.  Take  away  the  contributions  of  one  man,  and  our  fund 
for  schools  and  colleges  daring  the  last  year  has  not,  however,  received 
S2000.  Could  we  increase  our  interest  in  this  work,  we  could  effectually 
occupy  the  destitute  fields  before  us.  Let  us  arise  and  address  ourselves  to 
this  work ;  let  us  realize  that  God  is  giving  us  opportunities,  and  let  us 
wipe  away  the  reproach  that  is  sometimes  cast  upon  the  Old-school  Presby- 
terian Church,  that  it  is  not  aggressive.  We  have  not  been  loyal  to  our 
own  system  of  education.  Strip  the  Papacy  of  her  school-power  to-day, 
and  she  would  have  no  existence  in  a  generation.  Our  machinery  is  better 
than  hers.  Let  us  use  it,  and  accomplish  what  God  has  designed  us  to 
achieve. 

Elder  E.  M.  TIuxT  then  addressed  the  Assembly  as  follows: — All  his  in- 
terests and  feelings  cluster  around  the  Boards  of  his  Church.  He  would 
not  compare  them.  We  cannot  tell  which  rail  of  the  railway,  or  which  wave 
of  the  ocean,  bears  the  most  of  the  burden.  But  this  Board  certainly  is  a 
grand  basis  of  supplies  for  the  Church's  warfare.  We  have  noticed  that 
it  has  sent  into  the  field  nearly  four  thousand  ministers — that  one-half  the 
men  now  bearing  aloft  the  banner  of  the  cross,  have  been  educated  by  this 
Board.  These  facts  are  powerful,  and  should  lead  our  ministers  and  elders 
to  feel  an  interest  in  this  Board  they  never  felt  before.  The  Board  says  it 
wants  men  more  than  money ;  if  we  had  the  men,  the  money  would  not  be 
wanting.  He  would  have  the  names  of  all  our  elders  upon  record,  so  that 
each  could  receive  the  reports  of  the  Boards,  and  read  them  in  his  quiet 
home.  This  subject  looms  up  before  us  as  it  never  did  before.  The  Church 
must  come  to  feel  that  it  is  not  its  sole  duty  to  educate  ministers — it  must 
also  raise  up  teachers  for  our  schools.  Let  us  not,  in  our  anxiety  to  sepa- 
rate the  Church  and  the  State,  forget  to  ixnite  the  Church  and  the  School. 
A  minister  was  once  taken  sick  on  a  Southern  plantation.  The  owner  sent 
a  negro  for  a  physician,  and  told  him  to  say  that  a  Presbyterian  minister 
at  his  house  had  a  miasmatic  chill.  The  negro  reported  to  the  doctor  that  a 
"Minister  was  sick  up  tu  de  house,  and  Massa  sed  he  hab  de  Freshjteries." 
He  (elder  H.)  would  give  the  Preshi/teries  to  the  Church.  He  would  some- 
times be  discouraged,  did  he  not  know  that  the  ever-living  God  is  on  our 
side,  and  goes  with  us  as  we  move  forward.  Faith  is  a  worker — it  rises 
above  discouragements.  It  is  not  a  hippopotamus — it  is  not  an  elephant — 
it  is  our  eagle — it  rises. 

Professor  Stoddard  said  the  question  he  would  suggest  was  this,  '^  Do 
we  rise  to  a  consideration  and  feel  a  conception  of  the  importance  of  a 
higher  standard  of  education  in  the  ministry  ?"     We  do  consider  it — but 
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do  we  consider  it  as  we  ouplit  ?  She  would  move — do  we  move  with  it  ? 
Do  we  keep  far  enough  in  advance  ?  It  is  iindeniablj'  true,  that  the  ministry 
of  reconciliation  should  command  the  flower  of  the  country.  But  it  does 
not.  The  reason  is.  the  Church  is  not  alive  to  its  duties  and  its  responsi- 
bilities. There  lies  the  difficulty.  Our  judicatories — our  Presbyteries  and 
church  sessions — allow  young  men  to  go  forward  in  their  studies,  who 
should  not  be  allowed  to  go  forward.  There  is  a  field  for  every  class ;  but 
God  is  satisfied  with  nothing  less  than  the  consecration  to  His  service  of  the 
highest  intellectual  ability.  If  there  was  a  proper  spirit,  there  would  be  a 
higher  standard  of  piety,  as  well  as  of  intellectual  ability. 

Rev.  Mr.  Swaney  wished  briefly  to  allude  to  two  tacts  presented  in  the 
report.  'Ihe  Jij-st  is  the  diminished  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry 
— the  second  is.  the  diminished  number  of  labourers  in  the  field.  Lay 
these  facts  together,  and  it  is  obvious  that  something  must  be  done  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  Church.  While  these  diminiitions  exist,  there  are 
open  fields  and  greater  demands. 

We  must  look  for  supplies  in  answer  to  earnest  prayers.  There  is  an 
intimate  connection  between  right  training  by  parents,  and  an  increa.se  of 
gospel  ministers.  A  parent  should  feel  it  a  greater  honoiir  to  have  a  son 
become  a  minister  of  Christ,  than  a  wealthy  n^erchant,  or  pros}>erous  lawyer, 
or  physician.  Pastors  should  turn  the  attention  of  parents  to  the  duty  of 
training  their  sons  for  the  ministry.  We  cast  a  stone  into  a  lake — the 
waves  roll  out  and  out,  till  an  impulse  reaches  the  distant  shore.  We  are 
the  centre  of  influence,  and  the  Assembly  should  roll  out  an  influence  in 
favour  of  this  Board.  It  has  done  great  good  in  bringing  poor  and  worthy 
persons  into  the  ministr}- — it  should  be  enabled  to  do  more. 

Rev.  Mr.  RiHELDAFFER  Said — A  minister  "out  West"  was  nominated 
for  some  oflace.  It  was  objected  to  him  that  he  was  "a  minister."  and 
therefore  not  eligible.  An  apologizing  friend  said  he  "was  not  minister 
enough  to  hurt  him."  I  may  not  be  minister  enough  to  hurt  me.  and  so  I 
make  these  remarks.  I  arise  to  combat  the  idea  that  men  of  the  best 
talents  do  not  enter  the  ministry.  It  is  not  so.  A  previous  speaker  either 
has  a  very  limited  acquaintance  with  niinisters.  or  he  has  been  led  away  by 
a  common  impression  popular  among  some  weak-headed  and  pretentious 
young  ladies,  who,  with  extreme  aflectation,  lisp  out  the  inquiry,  "Why 
don't  the  smartest  students  study  for  the  ministry?'  My  opinion 
is  that,  as  a  body,  ministers  have  more  intellectual  ability  than  the  mem- 
bers of  any  other  profession.  They  are  nof  weak  men — the  reverse  is  the 
fact.  I  wish  to  bear  my  testimony  against  this  popular  prejudice.  Set  down 
ministers  as  "ninnies."  and  we  destroy  their  influence. 

Elder  GeorPtE  P.  Strong  opposed  the  third  resolution.  The  Board  is 
too  far  removed  from  the  location  of  these  colleges — it  can  only  get  infor- 
mation from  others,  and  is  liable,  therefore,  to  be  misled.  If  the  plan  was 
adopted  of  rearing  one  central  institution,  the  resolution  might  do.  The 
exercise  of  this  power  will  confer  a  thankless  office  on  the  Board,  and  defeat 
the  very  object  we  have  in  view. 

A  motion  was  here  adopted,  limiting  speaking  in  the  further  discussion 
of  this  report  to  five  minutes. 

Rev.  Dr.  Martin  stated  that  there  was,  on  the  21st  page  of  the  Report 
of  the  Board,  a  misstatement,  as  to  Ashmun  Institute,  in  these  words: 
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''They  have  elected  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Institution  the  Rev.  Isaac  N. 
Reiidall."  Dr.  Martin  stated  that  31r.  Kendall  had  been  elected  Professor 
only,  as  recorded  in  the  minutes  by  Dr.  31artin,  President  of  the  College, 
and  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  December  23,  18G4,  in 
these  words : 

^'Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  do  hereby  appoint  the  Rev.  Isaac 
N.  Kendall  a  Professor  in  the  Ashmun  Institute."* 

Dr.  Martin  claimed  that  his  appointment  to  the  Presidency  was  in  a  re- 
gular meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  Wilmington,  Delaware,  April, 
18G1,  and  that  this  appointment  was  acknowledged  by  the  same  Board,  met 
at  the  College,  June  25,  1861.  For  this  and  other  reasons,  he  gave  notice 
of  his  protest  against  the  reception,  publication,  and  circulation  of  the 
Report,  as  just  now  read  by  him,  because  it  contains  statements  contrary  to 
facts.  He  thought  that  it  would  be  better  not  to  increase  the  authority  or 
the  power  of  the  Secretary,  respecting  the  Colleges  and  Seminaries,  lest 
they  cause  trouble,  as  they  have  done  in  the  Ashmun  Institute.  He 
thought  the  regular  courts  of  the  Church  were  better  for  arranging  matters 
with  the  President  and  Professors,  and  according  to  charters  and  other 
fixed  arrangements,  than  the  Board,  which  had  not  the  same  character  and 
stability. 

Rev.  S.  Hart — If  this  Board  is  not  allowed  discretion  as  to  the  distri- 
bution of  its  funds,  at  whose  discretion  shall  they  be  distributed  ?  At  the 
discretion  of  Presbyteries?  Of  Synods?  I  hope  not.  If  they  distribute, 
$1,000,000  per  year  will  not  be  enough. 

The  report  was  then  adopted. 

*  To  correct  any  misappreheDsion  that  might  arise  from  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Martin, 
in  reference  to  Mr.  Rendall's  appointment  to  the  Presidency  of  Ashmun  Institute,  it 
will  only  be  necessary  to  state,  that  when  Dr.  Martin  was  retired  from  that  position, 
Rev.  I.  N.  Kendall  was  unanimously  appointed  his  successor  in  the  Presidency  by 
th°  Executive  Committee,  which  appointment  has  since  been  unanimously  ratified  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 


ACTION     OF    THE     BOARD    OF    EDUCATION    AT    ITS    ANNUAL    MEETING    IN 
PHILADELPHIA,  JUNE    7tH,  1865. 

The  Board  of  Education  records  with  sorrow  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Chester,  D.  D.,  its  late  Corresponding  Secretary,  on  the  23d  of  May, 
1865.  He  had,  for  three-and-thirty  years,  devoted  himself  to  the  interests 
of  this  Board  with  great  zeal,  intelligence  and  success. 

In  his  death  the  Board  of  Education  has  lost  a  wise  counsellor  and  faith- 
ful servant,  the  cause  of  Christian  Education  an  able  and  earnest  advocate, 
and  the  Presbyterian  Church  one  of  her  most  venerable  and  honoured 
ministers.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Article  I.  Name  and  Style. — There  shall  be  a  General  Board  of  Education  under 
the  corporate  name  and  style  of  "The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  the  United  States  of  America." — [References — Art.  1.     Baird,  p.  400.] 

Article  II.  Functions. — The  Board  of  Education  shall  have  oversight  of  the  sub- 
ject of  Christian  education,  with  special  reference  to  the  increase  of  the  gospel  min- 
istry; and  they  shall  be  a  Board  of  Inquiry  as  to  every  matter  having  reference  to 
this  subject;  and  a  Board  of  Agency  for  the  founding  of  Scholarships,  and  for  the 
aiding  of  Parochial  Schools,  Presbyterial  Academies,  Colleges,  and  Theological 
Seminaries;  under  such  regulations  as  may  hereinafter  be  contained,  or  such  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly. — [Art.  6,  14,  15,  17. 
Baird,  pp.  402,  403,  410,  411,  412.] 

Article  III.  Members. — The  Board  shall  consist  of  sixty-four  members,  (besides 
certain  hereinafter  specified,  who  shall  be  members  ex-officio,)'ot  whom  thirty-two 
shall  be  ministers,  and  thirty-two  other  male  communicating  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  These  members  shall  be  divided  into  four  equal  classes,  of  eight 
ministers  and  eight  laymen  each,  and  one  class  shall  be  chosen  annually  to  serve  for 
a  term  of  four  years.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  regularly  convened,  five  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business. — [Art.  2,  3.  Baird,  pp.  400, 
401.] 

Article  IV.  Election. — The  election  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  made, 
by  nomination  and  ballot,  by  the  General  Assembly. — [Art.  4] 

Article  V.  Officers. — The  oificers  of  the  Board  to  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
Board,  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Seci-etary,  a  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Executive  Committee,  and  three  Trustees, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  their  charter.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board.  All  other  officers  must  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  at  the  time  of  their  election.  The  Board  shall  have  power,  at  any 
of  its  regular  meetings,  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred  in  any  of  their 
offices  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise. — [Art.  5,  18,  21.] 

Article  VI.  By-Laws. — The  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  for  themselves  all 
necessary  By-Laws,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  General  Assembly. — [Art.  11.] 

Article  VII.  Operations. — Section  1.  The  Board  shall  inquire  into  the  plans  and 
operations  of  all  similar  institutions;  the  amount  and  nature  of  cooperation  rendered 
by  the  whole  church  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbyteries  respectively;  the  best 
schemes  of  Christian  training  and  nurture;  the  most  efficient  methods  for  accom- 
plishing the  whole  duty  of  the  church  herein, — of  all  which  they  shall,  from  year  to 
year,  give  such  information,  and  such  suggestions  to  the  General  Assembly,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient. — [Art.  10,  12,  14.     Baird,  pp.  402,  410,  411.] 

Section  2.  The  disbursing  Agency  of  this  Board  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  managed 
according  to  the  previous  action  of  some  Presbytery,  Synod,  or  General  Assembly 
of  the  Church,  so  that  no  candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  a  scholarship  of  the  Board, 
who  has  not  been  duly  examined  by  a  Presbytery,  or  a  committee  of  Presbytery, 
and  approved  and  recommended  by  the  same:  and  no  institution  of  elementally  or 
of  classical  learning  shall  receive  aid,  except  upon  recommendation  of  the  Presby- 
tery or  Synod  having  ecclesiastical  oversight  of  the  same;  and  no  Theological 
Seminary  shall  receive  aid,  except  upon  the  order  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and 
of  all  their  operations  the  Board  shall  make  annual  report  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly._[Art.  7,  8,  9,  10.] 

Article  VIII.  Amendments. — No  addition  or  amendment  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Constitution  shall  be  made,  unless  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  present  at  any  of  their  sessions,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given 
at  least  one  day  previous. — [Art.  13.] 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Chapter  I.  Of  the  Board. — Article  1.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Friday  of  each  month,  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  stated 
meeting  in  June,  -which  shall  be  held  in  Philadelphia,  as  soon  after  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Assembly  as  practicable,  shall  be  the  annual  meeting,  at  which  time 
ofiScers  shall  be  elected.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  or  by  the  President  of  the  Board,  of  which  meetings  not  less  than 
seven  days'  notice  shall  be  given. 

Article  2.  A  majority  shall  be  sufficient  to  decide  ordinary  questions,  but  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  alter  any  of  these  rules. 

Chapter  II.  Executive  Committee. — Article  1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  each  year, 
the  Board  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  committee  of  ten,  to  be  called  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, to  whom,  in  an  especial  manner,  shall  be  committed  the  management  of  the 
business  of  the  Board.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be, 
ex-officio,  members  of  the  Committee. 

Article  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  no  other  officers  or  rules  than 
those  of  the  Board. 

Article  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  its  proceed- 
ings, and  report  monthly,  or  oftener  if  required,  for  the  revision  and  approval  of 
the  Board. 

Article  4.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  three  membei's  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

Chapter  III.  Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. — Article  1.  The  Corresponding 
Secretary  shall  devote  himself  exclusively  to  the  various  educational  interests  under 
the  care  of  the  Board ;  and  shall  visit  on  this  behalf,  churches  and  church-courts, 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Article  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  take  charge  of 
the  office,  conduct  the  correspondence,  and  superintend  the  publications  of  the 
Board.  He  shall  prepare  the  regular  business  for  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  always  be  considered  as  their  official  organ. 

Article  3.  He  shall  exercise  a  pastoral  care  over  all  the  candidates  of  the  Board ; 
he  shall  frequently  visit  them,  and  shall  correspond  with  them  and  their  teachers 
as  often  as  circumstances  may  require. 

Article  4.  He  shall  report  regularly  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  the 
Boai'd,  an  account  of  his  proceedings,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  constitutional 
instructions  and  suggestions  as  he  may  from  time  receive  from  them. 

Article  5.  Such  assistance  shall  be  aflForded  by  the  Board  to  the  Correspondin"- 
Secretary,  in  his  office  and  work,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  All  assistants 
under  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  subject  to  the  above  rules,  so  far  as 
they  apply. 

Chapter  IV.  Of  the  Treasurer. — Article  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  for 
the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Article  2.  He  shall  receive  and  faithfully  keep,  subject  to  order,  all  the  moneys 
of  the  Board.  He  shall  also  keep  a  full  account  of  all  the  sources  from  which  such 
moneys  have  been  received,  and  proper  vouchers  for  all  his  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments. 

Article  8.  He  shall  pay  all  orders  passed  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  signed 
by  the  Acting  Secretary  of  the  same. 

Article  4.  He  shall  also  take  charge  of  all  other  donations  intended  for  the  use 
of  the  candidates. 
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Article  5.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  students,  including  their  names,  ages, 
residence,  &c.  &c.,  and  open  and  keep  with  each  one,  a  regular  account,  and  remit 
to  each  their  respective  appropriations. 

Chater  V.  Of  the  Co-opera/ion  of  Presbyteries. — Article  1.  The  Board  attach 
great  importance  to  the  plan  of  Presbyterial  co-operation,  recommended  by  the 
General  Assembly,  for  the  reception  and  support  of  candidates.  By  this  plan  every 
candidate  is  required  to  put  himself  under  the  care  of  a  Presbytery  before  he  can 
be  taken  up  by  the  Board.  He  is  to  be  examined  either  in  open  Presbytery,  or  by 
a  Committee  on  Education,  appointed  for  the  purpose,  on  his  personal  aud  experi- 
mental piety,  on  his  motives  for  seeking  the  holy  office  of  the  ministry,  on  his 
attachment  to  the  standards  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  on  his  general  habits,  his 
prudence,  his  studies,  his  talents,  his  gifts  for  public  speaking,  on  his  disposition  to 
struggle  to  maintain  himself,  and  his  willingness  to  observe  the  rules  of  the  Board. 

Article  2.  If  the  examination  be  sustained,  a  detailed  report  shall  be  made  to 
the  Board  by  the  Stated  Clerk,  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the 
Presbytery,  of  his  name,  age,  residence,  church-membership,  place  of  education, 
progress  in  his  studies,  need  of  aid,  piety,  promise,  and  whatever  else  may  seem 
proper. 

Article  3.  The  Board  would  respectfully  say,  that  the  recommendation  of  a 
young  man  is  so  solemn  an  event  to  himself,  and  involves  so  deeply  the  character 
and  success  of  the  cause  of  Education,  that  it  should  demand  the  most  serious  and 
deliberate  consideration;  and  if  the  application  be  of  doubtful  expediency,  it  should 
be  postponed  till  a  full  and  satisfactory  trial  can  be  made  of  the  candidate. 

Article  4.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  make  no  appropriation  to  a  candidate 
for  a  second  or  subsequent  year,  without  a  report  and  renewed  application  from  the 
Presbytery  under  whose  care  the  candidate  is  placed — the  renewed  application  to 
be  based  upon  a  re-examination  of  the  candidate,  if  practicable. 

Chapter  VI.  Of  Candidates  and  Appropriations. — Article  1.  No  written  obliga- 
tion shall  be  required  of  any  candidate  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  to  refund  the 
money  which  may  be  granted ;  yet,  at  the  option  of  the  person  receiving  aid,  the 
appropriation  may  be  considered  a  loan. 

Article  2.  Each  candidate  shall  be  considered  as  always  on  probation. 

Article  3.  No  youth  shall,  in  general,  be  received,  who  has  not  spent  at  least 
three  months  in  the  study  of  the  classics,  and  given  good  evidence  of  his  capacity 
for  the  acquisition  of  knowledge.  He  must  also  be  not  less  than  fourteen  years  of 
age,  and  have  been  a  member  in  regular  and  good  standing  in  some  Presbyterian 
church  at  least  six  months. 

Article  4.  If  any  young  man  wishes  to  avail  himself  of  the  aid  of  the  Board,  he 
should  apply  to  his  pastor,  or  some  member  of  the  Presbytery  to  which  he  would 
naturally  belong,  to  be  introduced  to  the  Education  Committee  of  Presbytery,  or  to 
the  Presbytery  itself,  to  be  examined,  and  if  approved,  to  be  taken  under  the  care 
of  the  Presbytery  as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry,  and  by  them  to  be  duly  recom- 
mended  to  the  Board  of  Education.  [See  By-Laws  on  the  cooperation  of  Presby- 
teries, Art.  1  and  2.] 

Article  5.  Every  candidate  shall  forward,  or  cause  to  be  forwarded,  quarterly, 
a  report  from  his  teacher,  showing  his  standing  for  piety,  talents,  diligence,  pro- 
gress, prudence,  economy,  etc.,  and  no  remittance  shall  be  made  to  any  until  such 
report  be  received. 

Article  6.  The  maximum  of  annual  appropriations  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  to  theological  students;  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  to 
students  in  colleges  ;  and  one  hundred  dollars  to  those  in  academies. 

Aeticle  7.  Candidates  will  be  received  under  the  care  of  the  Board  at  any  time. 
AH  appropriations  shall  be  made  quarterly,  on  the  first  Friday  of  February,  May, 
August,  and  November.     No  payments  shall  be  made  in  advance. 

Article  8.  The  tuition  and  boarding  fees  of  the  candidate  shall  always  be  first 
paid  out  of  the  appropriations  of  the  Board,  and  the  Board  will,  in  no  case,  be 
responsible  for  debts  of  candidates. 

Article  9.  As  the  appropriations  of  the  Board  necessarily  fall  short  of  the  entire 
wants  of  the  candidates,  so  each  of  them  will  be  expected  to  make  all  proper  exer- 
tions in  assisting  to  defray  the  expenses  of  his  education. 
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Article  10.  When  any  candidate  shall  find  it  necessary  to  relinquish  study  for  a 
time,  to  teach  or  otherwise  increase  the  means  of  support,  he  shall  first  obtain  the 
consent  of  the  Executive  Committee  ;  and  if  he  shall  not  be  absent  from  study  more 
than  three  or  four  mouths,  his  appropriations  will  be  continued;  but  if  longer,  they 
will  be  discontinued,  or  continued  in  part,  according  to  circumstances. 

Article  11.  As  a  universal  principle,  the  Board  will  refuse  no  applicant  merely 
for  want  of  funds. 

Article  12.  If,  at  any  time,  there  be  discovered  in  any  candidate  such  defect  in 
capacity,  temper,  prudence,  and  especially  in  sincere  piety,  as  would  render  his  in- 
troduction into  the  ministry  of  doubtful  propriety,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board 
to  withdraw  his  appropriations.  Candidates  shall  also  cease  to  receive  the  patron- 
age of  the  Board  when  their  health  shall  become  so  bad  as  to  unfit  them  for  study, 
and  for  the  work  of  the  ministry:  when  they  are  manifestly  improvident,  and  contract 
debts  without  reasonable  prospect  of  payment ;  when  they  marry  :  when  they  become 
indolent ;  when  they  receive  the  patronage  of  any  other  Education  Board,  or  Society, 
not  connected  with  this;  when  they  fail  to  make  regular  returus,  or  cease,  by  a 
change  of  circumstances,  to  need  our  aid. 

Article  13.  The  appropriations  of  the  Board  are  designed  only  for  such  as  abso- 
lutely need  this  aid  to  pursue  their  course  of  study,  as  prescribed  by  the  Church. 
When  it  is  found  that  a  student  so  aided  has  aid  sufficient  from  other  quarters,  or  is 
notably  extravagant  in  his  expenses,  or  uses  more  money  from  any,  or  all  sources, 
than  is  fairly  necessary  for  his  course,  he  shall  be  dropped  by  the  Board. 

Article  14.  If  any  candidate  fail  to  enter  on,  or  continue  in,  the  work  of  the 
ministry,  unless  he  can  make  it  appear  that  he  is  providentially  prevented,  or  shall 
cease  to  adhere  to  the  standards  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  or  change  his  place  of 
study,  contrary  to  the  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  continue  to  prose- 
cute his  studies  at  an  institution  not  approved  by  them,  or  withdraw  his  connection 
from  this  Board,  to  put  himself  under  the  care  of  any  other  Education  Board  or 
Society,  without  furnishing  a  reason  which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  he  shall  refund,  with  interest,  all  the  money  he  may  have  received  of  this 
Board. 

Article  15.  Candidates  are  not  allowed  to  abridge  their  course  of  study  but  by 
consent  first  obtained  from  this  Board. 

Article  16.  When  a  young  man  leaves  his  place  of  study,  and  is  not  reported,  or 
does  not  report  himself  during  the  year,  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  our  roll  of 
candidates. 

Article  17.  The  periodicals  of  the  Board  shall  be  sent,  gratis,  to  every  candidate 
under  its  care ;  and  also  a  copy  of  the  Confession  of  Faith.  Periodicals  of  the  Board 
shall  also  be  sent  to  all  persons  who  shall  have  contributed  at  one  time  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars. 

Article  18.  These  rules  shall  be  printed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  candi- 
date ;  and  his  approval  of  them  expressed  in  writing,  at  the  time  of  his  being  received 
under  the  care  of  the  Board,  shall  be  recorded,  or  put  on  file  in  the  office. 
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LEGACIES. 

Legacies  have  been  of  the  most  important  use  in  carrying  on  the  educational  ope- 
rations of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  The  total  amount  received  from  this  source  for 
the  last  thirty-three  years  has  been  $112,226.39.  Without  this  aid  there  would  have 
been  a  deficiency  in  the  income  of  several  years. 

If  any  persons  wish  to  leave  legacies,  either  to  assist  candidates  for  the  minis- 
try, OR  education.il  institutions,  they  are  requested  to  insert  the  rigid  corporate 
name  of  the  Board.

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TWENTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL   REPORT 


The  Board  of  Foreio;u  Missions  liave  received  from  the 
Executive  Committee  a  Report  of  the  work  of  Forei^^n 
Missions,  as  conducted  by  them  during  the  last  year. 
The  Report  has  been  considered  and  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  it  is  now  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly. 

They  would  also  repoi't  the  death  of  seven  respected 
members  of  their  body :  Rev.  George  Potts,  D.D.,  Rev. 
Elisha  P.  Swift,  D.D.,  Rev.  David  G.  Bullions,  Rev. 
Jonathan  Cogswell,  D.D.,  Rev.  William.  W.  Phillips, 
D.J).,  Rev.  Jonathan  Greenleaf,  D.D.,  and  the  Hon- 
Stacy  G.  Potts. 


REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  present  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
their  Report  of  the  work  of  Missions  under  their  charge  for  the  year 
ending  April  30th,  1865.  In  mal<ing  this  report  they  record  with  feel- 
ings of  deep  regret  the  names  of  respected  and  beloved  fellow- 
labourers  who,  during  the  year,  have  departed  this  life.  Two  of  them 
were  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, — the  Rev.  George  Potts 
D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  William  W.  Phillips,  D.D.  Both  of  these  gentle- 
men gave  their  services  for  many  years  to  this  cause,  the  latter  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  from  the  befjinning.  A  third  was  the  Rev. 
Elisha  P.  Swift,  D.D.,  the  first  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Western 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  which  was  merged  in  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  and  to  the  end  of  his  life  the  warm  friend  of  this  cause. 
Several  others  were  valued  missionaries,  whose  names  are  given  in 
connection  with  their  respective  Missions. 

Pursuing  the  usual  order,  the  Committee  give  the  following  account 
of  the  varied  interests  which  have  required  their  consideration. 
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FINANCES. 

The  receipts  from  nil  soiinos  have  been  1271,701  72;  the  expen- 
ditures, 1268,442  57  ;  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $3,259  15. 
For  a  particular  statement  of  these  accounts  reference  is  made  to  the 
Report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  is  herewith  laid  before  the  Board. 

It  is  with  great  gratitude  to  God  that  this  statement  is  made.  During 
no  former  year  were  the  financial  prospects  of  the  Board  so  dark  as  in 
a  large  part  of  the  year  now  ended.  At  one  time  the  price  of  foreign 
exchange,  which  affects  nine  parts  out  of  ten  ot  the  whole  expenditure, 
reached  an  unprecedented  rate ;  and  though  bills  were  not  then  purchased, 
yet,  for  some  time,  they  had  to  be  bought  at  a  price  which  made  a 
dollar  equal  to  only  forty  cents,  in  the  support  of  the  missions.  In 
September  the  Committee  sent  out  a  circular  address  to  the  churches, 
showing  the  alarming  state  of  the  case.  They  record  with  devout 
thankfulness  the  liberal  responses  made  by  many  of  the  churches,  and 
many  donors  separately,  to  this  appeal.  The  grace  of  giving  was  sig- 
nally exemplified.  The  rate  of  exchange,  moreover,  declined  towards 
the  end  of  the  mission  year.  The  happy  result  of  these  two  causes  is, 
that  although  the  large  sum  of  $75,846,  was  paid  for  extra  exchange, 
the  Treasury  of  the  Board  is  now  free  from  debt,  and  is  in  possession  of 
funds  sufficient  to  pay  at  par  the  bills  remitted  but  not  yet  matured. 
Whatever  sura  must  be  paid  above  par  in  providing  for  these  bills  will 
be  additional  expense.  At  the  rate  now  ruling,  April  26th,  the  sum  of 
$44,500  will  have  to  be  paid  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  bills,  as 
these  mature,  for  the  expenses  of  the  missions  to  the  1st  of  next  Octo- 
ber. The  Committee  wish  particular  attention  to  be  turned  to  the 
fact,  that  the  whole  scale  of  expenditures  has  been  conducted  on  a 
strictly  limited,  and  in  many  instances  on  a  reduced,  basis.  They  are 
deeply  grateful  that  they  have  been  enabled,  by  the  liberality  of  the 
people  of  God,  to  continue  the  work  even  on  this  basis.  It  has  not 
been  necessary  to  break  up  any  of  the  missions,  to  recall  any  of  the 
missionaries,  or  to  keep  at  home  for  pecuniary  reasons  any  of  the 
brethren  who  desired  to  be  sent  forth  on  this  service.  The  importance 
of  this  statement,  in  the  extraordinary  times  that  have  been  passing 
over  us,  will  be  readily  appreciated  and  gratefully  acknowledged.  But 
it  is  due  to  the  interests  of  this  cause,  that  its  supporters  should  know 
the  urgent  need  of  greater  means  for  its  extension.  At  many  points 
these  interests  are  suffering  serious  embarrassment  for  want  of  larger 
support.     This  will  clearly  appear  in  subsequent  parts  of  this  Report. 

The  Committee  have  still  to  acknowledge  with  their  thanks  the  dona- 
tions of  the  American  Tract  Society ,  and  of  the  American  Bible  Society, 
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and  also  of  friends  in  China  and  India,  as  specified  in  the  Treasurer's 
Report,  and  in  the  narrative  of  the  missions  in  those  countries.  These 
gifts,  particularly  in  India,  as  in  many  previous  years,  have  been  very 
liberal,  and  they  have  greatly  aided  the  work  of  the  mission ;  during 
the  last  four  years  these  donations  have  proved  invaluable  in  keeping 
important  parts  of  this  work  from  almost  fatal  retrenchment.  Besides 
the  moneys  acknowledged  in  the  Treasurer's  Report  as  received  in 
India,  considerable  sums  have  been  paid  by  the  Government  of  that 
country  to  the  missions,  as  in  former  years,  m  aid  of  their  schools, 
under  the  name  of  "grants-in-aid."  Such  grants-in-aid  are  made,  under 
a  general  law,  to  schools  in  which  certain  elementary  branches  are 
taught,  but  without  reference  to  religious  instruction.  The  latter  is 
given  by  the  conductors  of  the  schools  at  their  pleasure,  and  by  mis- 
sionaries is  always  of  a  thoroughly  evangelical  nature.  It  has  not  been 
customary  to  bring  the  sums  thus  received  into  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board ;  these  grants-in-aid  amounted  last  year  to  over 
$8,500.  The  liberal  gifts  of  the  Rajah  of  Kapurthala  for  the  church 
and  other  buildings  required  by  the  mission  at  his  capital,  amounting 
last  year  to  $2,900,  in  addition  to  much  larger  sums  in  previous  years, 
have  not  been  brought  into  the  Treasurer's  account ;  but  the  handsome 
sum  of  $2,580,  given  by  the  Rajah  towards  the  support  of  the  mis- 
sionaries and  their  work,  is  included. 

The  Fund  for  the  endowment  of  the  Waldensian  Theological  School, 
through  the  liberality  of  two  friends,  is  now  completed.  The  interest 
of  $20,000  has  been  remitted  as  heretofore  to  this  School  at  Florence. 

The  Fund  for  the  Children  of  Missionaries  has  not  received  any  in- 
crease during  the  year.  It  remains  $13,000,  and  the  interest  of  this 
sum  has  been  expended  according  to  its  purpose. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

Of  The  Foreign  Missionary,  3,350  copies  monthly  are  circulated, 
mostly  sent  free  to  ministers  and  to  donors  of  ten  dollars  and  upwards. 
Of  the  small  newspaper  Foreign  Missionary,  which  is  made  up  from  the 
larger  work,  30,000  copies  monthly  are  distributed.  These  are  sent 
free  to  Sunday-schools  which  make  regular  collections  for  the  cause  of 
foreign  missions,  a  copy  to  the  children  of  each  family.  No  change 
has  been  made  in  the  connection  of  the  Board  with  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Record.  Of  the  last  Annual  Report,  2,600  copies  were  published,  and 
a  copy  of  the  Report  sent  free  to  each  Minister,  and  to  each  Honorary 
Life  Member  and  Director,  whose  address  is  furnished  with  an  inti- 
mation of  a  desire  to  receive  it.

Four  candidates  for  the  ministry  were  reported  last  year  as  making 
arrangements  for  being  sent  forth  as  missionaries,  and  three  of  them 
have  been  sent  out;  the  fourth  will  probably  go  in  a  few  months.  Dur- 
ing the  year  six  candidates  for  the  ministiy  have  received  appointments 
to  missionary  service.  One  of  them  will  not  be  ready  to  be  sent  out 
until  next  year,  but  the  rest  hope  to  embark  at  an  early  day  for  their 
several  fields  of  labour.  It  is  still  a  reason  of  thankfulness  that  none 
have  been  kept  at  home  who  were  ready  to  be  sent  out.

In  the  report  of  this  mission  Mr.  Dougherty  speaks  of  discourage- 
ment in  some  things,  and  also  of  reasons  of  thanksgiving.  Some 
instances  of  sickness  in  the  mission  family  at  Grand  Traverse  and 
among  the  Christian  families  there  had  occurred,  and  death  had 
entered  into  three  of  these  families.  The  high  prices  of  food  and 
clothing  caused  some  embarrassment.  But  the  chief  discouragement 
was  found  in  the  small  interest  which  most  of  the  people  seemed  to 
take  in  the  education  of  their  children.  There  is  too  much  reason  to 
fear  that  these  bands  of  Indians  will  "  waste  away  or  disappear  from 
view  by  the  overshadowing  and  absorbing  influence  of  the  white 
race." 

If  any  thing  can  prevent  this  sad  result,  it  is  the  influence  of  these 
missionary  stations.  They  have  already  done  much  to  elevate  some 
of  the  Indians  to  the  level  of  the  white  people  who  have  become  their 
neighbours,  as  former  reports  of  the  mission  have  shown.  And  the 
report  of  the  last  year  contains  further  encouraging  evidence  of  the 
same  kind.  Ten  new  members  were  added  to  the  church  at  Grand 
Traverse  on  profession  of  their  faith ;  "  one  of  these  was  a  lady  in 
the  mission  family,  one  the  daughter  of  the  missionary,  and  the  other 
eight  were  natives."  As  showing  the  good  influence  of  the  school  it 
is  added,  that  five  of  these  converts  had  enjoyed  its  instruction,  and 
two  of  them  are  still  in  the  school.  The  members  of  the  church  are 
spoken  of  as  "  generally  very  steadfast,  and  some  of  them  much 
engaged  in  prayer  and  effort  for  the  conversion  of  their  friends." 
These  new  members  make  the  number  of  communicants  forty -four. 

The  school  at  Grand  Traverse  "  was  kept  steadily  in  operation, 
with  twenty  boarders  and  a  few  day  scholars."  The  conduct  of  the 
children  and  their  advance  in  their  studies  are  commended.  The  farm 
under  Mr.  Craker's  good  management  has  contributed  to  the  support 
of  the  large  mission  family  at  this  station,  thereby  diminishing  its 
cost  to  the  Board. 

At  Little  Traverse  the  school  has  been  kept  up,  attended  by  a 
varying  number  of  scholars,  but  having  twenty -three  boys  and  eleven 
girls  at  the  time  of  the  report,  September  30th.  These  scholars  live 
with  their  parents,  but  obtain  their  dinner  at  the  school-house  of  the 
mission.  Religious  services  have  been  conducted  by  Mr.  Porter  as  in 
former  years.  A  good  deal  of  discouragement  continues  to  mark  the 
course  of  this    station,  owing  more   or   less    to    the  causes  already 
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described  ;  but  there  is  here  also  reason  for  gratitude  in  the  hopeful 
conversion  of  souls  and  the  good  influence  exerted  in  some  of  the 
families.  The  number  of  church  members  when  last  reported  was 
twenty-three. 

INDIAN  ORPHAN  INSTITUTE. 

Highland  :  5  miles  from  the  Missouri  River,  in  Kansas,  and  25  miles  above  St. 
Joseph,  Mo. ;  mission  commenced,  1835  ;  missionary  labourer? — Mr.  William  S. 
Robertson  and  his  wife;  Miss  Mary  Lilly,  Miss  Mary  E.  Hamilton  and  Miss 
Margaret  Rubeti. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  M.  Irvin  and  his  wife  felt  constrained  by  the 
state  of  Mrs.  Irvin's  health  again  to  withdraw  from  their  connection 
with  this  mission — a  step  taken  by  them  with  great  regret,  after 
having  for  so  many  years  devoted  themselves  to  its  service.  Mr. 
Irvin  is  now  connected  with  the  college  at  Highland,  where  he  can 
still  witness  and  aid  the  progress  of  the  mission.  Miss  Turner  and 
Miss  Diament  felt  themselves  called  to  enter  into  other  departments 
of  benevolent  work,  the  former  in  a  hospital  at  St.  Louis  for  the 
Christian  Commission,  the  latter  to  take  charge  of  a  school  for  freed- 
men.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robertson  were  formerly  connected  with  the 
Creek  Mission.  Mrs.  Robertson,  Miss  Hamilton  and  Miss  Lilly  are 
all  daughters  of  missionaries  to  the  Indians,  and  Miss  Rubeti  was 
brought  up  in  the  Institute  under  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Irvin's  parental  care. 
The  present  labourers  entered  on  their  work  late  in  the  last  summer. 

The  school  contains,  as  Mr.  Robertson  reports,  "  nineteen  boys  and 
seventeen  girls,  from  four  to  sixteen  years  of  age,  from  the  Sioux, 
Blackfoot,  Omaha,  and  Sac  tribes."  Mr.  Robertson  says  further: 
"  We  have  endeavoured  to  give  these  children  the  advantage  of  our 
best  farmers'  families,  in  regard  to  industi-y  and  social  habits,  and  our 
advantages  for  doing  this  are  very  great."  He  then  refers  to  the 
large  and  conveniently  arranged  buildings,  the  farm  and  garden,  the 
dairy  and  kitchen,  as  all  furnishing  opportunities  of  giving  and 
receiving  such  practical  lessons  as  are  needed  by  these  young  people ; 
and  the  share  of  loving  labour  performed  by  each  member  of  the 
missionary  staff  is  mentioned,  as  also  the  attention  paid  to  the  mental 
and  spiritual  culture  of  the  scholars.  For  tliese  and  other  particulars 
reference  is  made  to  his  report,  as  published  in  one  of  the  missionary 
periodicals.  Two  Sioux  girls,  who  spoke  no  English  a  year  ago  when 
admitted  to  the  school,  are  now  able  to  write  intelligible  English 
letters. 

In  the  religious  instruction  of  the  school  particular  care  has  been 
taken  and  good  progress  is  reported.  In  January  one  of  the  smaller 
boys  died.  After  his  funeral  one  of  the  older  girls,  who  for  some  time 
had  given  evidence  of  piety,  and  who  was  then  on  her  dying  bed,  was 
baptized  by  Mr.  Irvin,  in  the  presence  of  the  elder  pupils.  She 
lingered  a  few  days  and  then  fell  sweetly  asleep  in  Jesus.  Increased 
thoughtfulness  has  since  been  apparent  among  the  scholars,  and  some 
of  them  are  truly  seeking  the  Saviour. 

The  school  building  is  capable  of  accommodating  a  larger  num- 
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ber  of  scholars,  and  several  applications  for  admission  have  been 
made.  It  was  with  much  pain  that  the  superintendent  had  to  follow 
the  instructions  of  the  Committee  and  decline  to  receive  these  poor 
children,  the  funds  of  the  Board  not  being  sufficient  for  their  support. 
Among  the  applicants  were  six  Sioux  children,  brought  by  some 
families  from  the  Platte  country,  more  than  six  hundred  miles  distant. 
Anxious  as  the  missionaries  were  to  receive  them  all,  only  two  of 
them,  both  motherless,  could  be  permitted  to  remain ;  and  there  is 
too  much  reason  to  fear  that  many  Indian  and  half-breed  children  will 
be  left  to  fall  under  the  influence  of  Romanism  or  Infidelity,  if  means 
cannot  be  provided  for  gathering  them  into  this  and  similar  missionary 
schools.  The  Committee  desire  to  call  the  earnest  attention  of  the 
churches  to  this  subject. 

OMAHA  MISSION. 

Bl-vckbird  Hills:  100  mile*  north-west  of  Omalia  City,  Nebraska  Territory; 
mission  commenced,  184(5;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Robert  J.  Burtt  and  liis 
■wife;  Mr.  Isaac  Black,  teaclier,  and  liis  wife;  Miss  Naomi  Diament,  teacher;  Mr. 
S.  E.  Prichard  and  his  wife,  assistants. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robb  and  Miss  Hamilton  are  not  now  connected  with 
this  mission.  The  latter  was  needed  at  the  Indian  Orphan  Institute, 
where  she  is  rendering  excellent  service  as  a  teacher.  Mr.  Kobb  was 
drafted  into  the  Army  in  the  fall,  at  his  former  place  of  residence, 
making  the  return  home  of  himself  and  family  unavoidable.  Though 
he  was  afterwards  exempted  from  service,  it  did  not  appear  to  be  ex- 
pedient for  him  to  go  back  to  the  mission,  and  the  Committee  released  him 
from  this  work  with  their  best  wishes  for  his  usefulness  and  welfare. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Prichard  had  gone  to  their  home  in  the  spring,  but 
returned  in  the  fall,  their  services  being  needed  after  the  departure  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robb.  The  health  of  Mr.  Black  was  feeble  during  part 
of  the  year;  when  unable  to  be  in  the  school-room,  Mrs.  Black  took 
charge  of  its  lessons.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burtt  were  called  to  part  with 
their  young  daughter  by  death,  but  enjoyed  the  consolation  of  believing 
that  she  was  taken  to  be  with  Christ. 

Twenty-five  boys  and  twenty -one  girls  are  reported  as  in  the  school, 
all  of  them  members  of  the  mission  family.  Ten  of  the  largest  boys 
entered  the  Army,  a  measure  regretted  on  some  accounts  by  the 
superintendent  as  it  deprived  them  of  needed  instruction  ;  but  their 
good  conduct  reflected  credit  on  their  missionary  training,  and  their 
example  was  commended  by  their  officers.  They  w'rote  letters  to  the 
superintendent,  expressing  their  interest  in  the  school,  their  continued 
reading  of  the  Scriptures,  and  their  not  forgetting  to  pray.  Three  of  the 
larger  girls  also  are  young  women  of  much  promise.  The  places  in 
the  school  of  the  "  soldier  boys"  were  soon  supplied  by  other  and 
younger  boys.  Three  boys  ran  away ;  another  was  absent  on  leave  on 
account  of  scrofula;  a  sister  of  the  latter,  also  absent  on  leave,  had 
lately  died.  Including  these,  the  whole  number  of  scholars  was  fifty- 
one. 

The  advance  of  these  children   in  their  studies,  and  their  general 
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behaviour,  are  spoken  of  in  terms  of  approval.  Most  of  them  are 
young,  so  that  they  readily  acquire  the  language  of  their  teacher. 
Their  parents  show  much  intei'est  in  their  progress,  often  visiting  the 
children  in  the  school-room.  The  duties  of  the  day  are  begun  and 
ended  with  family  prayers.  Public  worship  on  the  Sabbath  and  a 
Sunday-school  are  maintained  as  in  former  years;  a  weekly  prayer 
meeting  also,  and  a  teacher's  Bible  class  and  prayer  meeting,  are 
regarded  with  much  interest.  Mr.  Burtt  visits  the  Indian  villages 
alternately  on  the  Sabbath,  and  generally  has  good  and  attentive 
audiences.  He  was  not  permitted  to  report,  however,  the  addition  of 
any  to  the  church.  The  transfer  of  the  former  Indian  agent  and  his 
wife  to  another  agency  deprived  the  mission  of  warm  and  valued 
friends,  but  the  present  agent  and  his  wife  and  mother-in-law  are  also 
members  of  the  church,  and  they  will  do  much  to  promote  the  success 
of  the  mission. 

The  farm  connected  with  the  station  has  continued  to  yield  a  con- 
siderable part  of  the  supplies  required  by  the  large  mission  family. 
The  failure  of  crops,  however,  was  severely  felt,  and  added  much  to 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  year. 

The  sympathies  of  the  missionaries  and  of  the  Committee  are 
deeply  enlisted  for  a  body  of  Winnebago  Indians,  who  were  driven 
from  their  former  homes  by  the  Sioux,  and  who  have  been  living  in  an 
unsettled  condition  for  some  months  on  the  Omaha  Reservation.  They 
are  a  partially  civilized  band,  and  appreciate  the  blessings  of  missionary 
education.  It  is  their  desire  that  the  Board  should  establish  a  school 
among  them,  and  this  they  have  expressed  in  a  memorial,  signed  by 
more  than  fifty  of  their  leading  men,  and  sent  to  the  Indian  Depart- 
ment at  Washington.  The  Committee  have  given  earnest  attention  to 
this  matter ;  they  hope  that  the  Government  may  be  able  to  secure 
the  speedy  settlement  of  these  Indians  upon  the  Omaha  lands,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Omahas  ;  and  then  they  trust  the  way  will  soon  be 
prepared  for  complying  with  the  affecting  request  of  these  harassed 
and  afflicted  people.  It  is  not  a  little  affecting  to  see  that  all  their 
troubles  have  not  led  them  to  relinquish  the  hope  of  having  their 
children  enjoy  the  advantages  of  Christian  education. 

MISSIONS    IN    SOUTH    AMERICA. 

MISSIOJSr  IN  NEW  GRANADA. 

Bogota:  the  capital  of  the  country;  pojiulation,  4(i,000  ;  occupied  as  a  mis 
sionary  station,  1856;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Thomas  F.  Wallace  and  his 
wife. 

In  this  country  the  work  of  evangelization  has  been  conducted  during 
the  last  year  in  a  quiet  and  steady  way.  Preaching  in  English  has  been 
continued,  and  the  number  of  hearers  has  increased  to  upwards  of 
thirty — a  small  congregation,  but  one  composed  of  persons  whose  ex- 
ample and  influence  in  favour  of  the  Gospel  may  be  of  great  moment. 
Religious  conversations  with  all  classes  of  people  have  been  frequent, 
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and  attended  often  with  encouraging  interest.  Intercourse  with  men 
occupying  stations  of  influence  has  been  the  means,  in  various  ways,  of 
exenaplifying  and  recommending  the  Protestant  idea  of  ministerial 
character,  and  of  exhibiting  the  true  bearing  of  our  religious  views  on 
the  Church  and  the  State.  The  charge  of  the  Bible  depository  has  given 
opportunities  of  sending  forth  the  Sacred  Scriptures  to  a  limited  extent, 
and  other  religious  publications.  With  larger  pecuniary  means  at  his 
disposal  the  missionary  might  have  formed  a  school  for  artizans,  the 
way  for  which  is  open.  He  may  consider  it  expedient,  perhaps,  before 
long  to  hold  preaching  services  publicly^  in  the  language  of  the  country, 
for  which  he  is  now  in  a  good  degree  prepared  ;  but  the  usefulness  of 
the  mission,  while  it  might  be  promoted  thereby,  may  for  the  present 
be  very  great  in  the  various  lines  of  Christian  effort  above  sketched 
out.  The  time  will  soon  come,  however,  for  holding  public  worship  in 
the  Spanish  language,  if  the  present  liberal  policy  of  the  Government 
can  be  maintained.  The  legal  toleration  of  all  religions  could  be  en- 
forced at  Bogota  and  other  places;  but  the  ignorance  of  most  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  country  at  large,  and  their  being  readily  susceptible 
of  excitement  by  the  priests  to  oppose  what  they  call  heresy,  may  ren- 
der it  difficult  in  this  as  in  other  Roman  Catholic  countries  to  obtain 
the  full  benefit  of  the  laws  of  religious  liberty. 

The  conflict  between  the  liberal  and  the  clerical  parties,  no  longer 
waged  by  arms,  still  continues  under  other  forms  ;  l)Ut  the  archbishop 
has  yielded  the  point  as  to  taking  the  oath  required  by  law,  and  has 
returned  to  the  capital  to  resume  his  functions,  and  doubtless  to  carry 
on  a  less  open  but  not  less  determined  opposition  to  the  spread  of  en- 
lightened views.  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  statesmen  of  the 
country  should  be  on  their  guard  against  permitting  their  Government 
to  be  again  brought  into  the  bondage  of  Rome. 

At  present  the  work  of  a  Protestant  missionary  in  this  country  is  ir» 
important  respects  indirect  in  its  form  ;  but,  as  the  preceding  brief 
and  summary  statement  shows,  it  affords  many  (»pportunities  of  dis- 
seminating evangelical  truth.  These  opportunities  should  by  all  means 
be  embraced,  even  if  no  immediate  fruit  should  be  reaped  from  such 
labours;  but  Mr.  Wallace's  letters  contain  proofs  that  his  work  is 
already  yielding  precious  fruit.  For  the  most  part,  it  is  inexpedient 
to  lay  personal  notices  of  his  work  before  the  public  eye  ;  they  could 
be  readily  employed  by  a  vigilant  priesthood  to  embarrass  his  labours, 
and  to  work  injury  to  converts  and  inquirers.  Of  the  latter,  one  was 
a  priest  from  a  distant  place,  who  sought  the  acquaintance  of  the  mis- 
sionary, had  conversations  with  him  on  religious  subjects,  and  after- 
wards corresponded  with  him  concerning  them.  Of  converts,  two 
young  men  made  a  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ  and  were  baptized 
near  the  end  of  the  year.  Others  appear  to  be  not  fiir  from  the  king- 
dom of  heaven. 

There  should  be  at  least  one  more  missionary  in  this  country.  At 
present  Mr.  Wallace  is  the  only  Protestant  minister,  whose  main  ob- 
ject is  to  seek  the  salvation  of  the  people  of  New  Granada.  The  funds 
of  the  Board  should  be  so  enlarged,  also,  as  to  warrant  the  purchase  of

a  suitable  dwelling-house  and  chapel.  There  is  now  no  convenient 
place  for  holding  public  religious  services  ;  and  the  missionary's  family 
live  in  a  rented  house — an  arrangement  objectionable  on  the  ground  of 
expense  and  for  other  reasons. 

MISSION  IN  BRAZIL. 

Rio  de  Janeiro  :  the  capital  of  the  country  ;  population  variously  stated  up  to 
400,000  ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  186(i ;  missionary  labourers — Hev. 
Asbbel  G.  Simontou  ;  one  native  assistant  missionary;  one  native  colporteur. 

Sao  Paulo  :  220  miles  W.  S.  W.  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  ;  chief  town  in  the  province 
of  the  same  name;  population  22,000,  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  18f)3  ; 
missionary  labourers — Rev.  Alexander  L.  Blackford  and  his  wife.  Rio  Claro, 
among  German  settlements  in  this  province ;  occupied  for  missionary  labour  in 
1862  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Francis  J.  C.  ijchneider  and  his  wife. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Mission — three  native  colporteurs,  supported  by  the 
American  Bible  Society  and  the  British  Bible  Society. 

The  ordained  missi(jnariesin  this  country  are  the  same  as  reported  last 
year.  The  removal  by  death  of  Mrs.  Helen  Sirnonton,  wife  of  the  Rev, 
A.  G.  Sirnonton,  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  on  the  27th  of  June,  was  a  deeply 
afflicting  event  not  only  to  her  husband  and  other  relatives,  but  it  was  a 
sad  loss  to  the  mission,  as  she  appeared  to  be  admirably  qualified  for 
the  worlc  to  which  she  had  devoted  her  life.  Her  last  hours  were 
eminently  peaceful.  The  missionary  work  in  the  capital  has  received 
a  valuable  assistant  labourer  in  an  ex-priest,  to  wh(^m  reference  will  be 
made  further  on.  The  Rev.  F.  J.  C.  Schneider  was  united  in  marriage 
at  Sao  Paulo,  on  the  22d  of  March,  1864,  to  Miss  Ella  G.  Kingsley, 
Lite  of  Baltimore,  Md.  Mr.  Schneider  spent  several  months  at  Rio,  en- 
gaged in  missionary  service,  but  returned  to  his  former  sphere  of  duty 
in  April. 

A  general  survey  of  this  country  as  a  field  of  missionary  labour 
presents  no  specially  new  features  of  interest,  but  it  shows  the  door  to 
be  remarkably  open  for  judicious  evangelizing  efforts,  and  it  also  shows 
that  these  efforts  are  greatly  needed  in  view  of  the  spiritual  condition 
of  the  people  ;  while  the  history  of  this  mission  for  the  last  year  fur- 
nishes pleasing  evidence  of  the  Divine  blessing  on  labours  of  this  kind. 

For  particular  statements,  reference  is  made  to  the  reports  of  the 
brethren  as  published  in  the  missionary  periodicals.  Their  work  has 
been  two-fold — that  of  preaching,  and  the  circulation  of  Divine  truth  by 
means  of  the  press.  The  expediency  of  opening  a  school  at  Sao  Paulo 
has  been  much  impressed  on  Mr.  Blackford's  attention,  and  he  hopes  to 
have  one  commenced  at  an  early  day. 

In  Rio  de  Janeiro,  the  religious  services  mentioned  in  former  reports 
were  kept  up,  but  on  the  4th  of  December  the  English  service  which  had 
been  held  once  on  the  Sabbath  was  di!>continned,  owing  to  the  pressure 
of  work  for  the  natives  of  the  country.  This  English  service  enjoyed 
clear  proofs  of  God's  blessing,  and  was  relinquished  with  mutual  regret 
by  the  missionaries  and  the  little  company  of  English  and  American 
worshippers.  The  Portuguese  services  were  well  attended,  and  re- 
peatedly the  place  of  worship  could   not  hold  all  that  came.     Twelve 
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persons  were  admitted  to  the  communion  of  the  church,  all  converts 
from  Romanism  excepting  two,  who  are  English.  The  list  of  native 
church  members  embraced  thirty-three  names,  and  their  Christian  de- 
portment is  commended.  In  Sao  Paulo,  an  English  service  was  main- 
tained for  nine  months,  and  as  one  of  its  fruits  the  conversion  of  a 
young  Englishman  is  mentioned.  The  Portuguese  service  was  held 
from  February  onward,  attended  by  from  four  or  five  to  over  thirty 
persons.  Weekly  meetings  and  a  Sunday-school  were  also  held,  and 
visits  were  made  liy  Mr.  Blaci<ford  to  two  settlements  twenty  or  thirty 
miles  distant.  Three  or  four  persons  gave  evidence  of  having  accepted 
Christ  as  their  Saviour,  some  of  whom  would  soon  be  admitted  to  the 
church.  Among  the  German  settlements,  Mr.  Schneider  has  resumed 
his  self-denying  labours,  and  though  he  encounters  opposition  and  re- 
proach, because  he  will  not  administer  the  sacraments  to  persons  who 
give  no  evidence  of  piety,  and  who  often  live  in  the  practice  of  gross 
immorality,  he  nevertheless  has  reason  to  believe  that  his  services  are 
gaining  influence,  and  that  the  Word  preached  is  not  spoken  in  vain. 

The  hopeful  conversion  of  the  priest  referred  to  above  has  caused 
lively  joy  to  our  missionary  brethren.  ]Mr.  Simonton  speaks  of  him — 
"  As  one  whose  talents  and  character  make  him  a  fit  instrument  for 
good  to  his  countrymen.  He  had  long  been  convinced  that  the  Cliurch 
of  Rome  was  corrupt,  and  was  striving  as  he  could  to  preach  evangeli- 
cal truths,  and  on  this  account  had  made  himself  loved  by  the  people, 
and  with  equal  heartiness  disliked  by  the  authorities  of  that  church. 
When  Bro.  Blackford  was  led  to  visit  him,  and  to  inform  him  of  the 
beginnings  of  an  evangelical  movement  in  Brazil,  the  door  was  open 
that  he  had  long  wished  for." 

The  employment  of  colporteurs,  most  of  them  supported  by  the 
British  and  Foreign  and  the  American  Bible  Societies,  but  labouring 
under  the  supervision  of  the  missionaries,  has  been  marked  with  con- 
tinued encouragement.  They  visit  many  families  and  hold  religious 
conversations  with  them,  while  prosecuting  their  direct  work.  The 
Sacred  Scriptures  thus  distributed,  and  the  religious  publications  cir- 
culated by  the  missionaries,  are  in  this  country  peculiarly  important  as  a 
means  of  spreading  a  knowledge  of  the  true  relitrion.  To  these  has  been 
lately  added  the  publication  of  a  semi-monthly  religious  newspaper, 
called  Imprensa  Evangelica^  or  Evangelical  Press.  It  will  extend  the 
influence  of  the  mission,  and  reach  many  persons  not  otherwise  accessi- 
ble. Its  success  has  already  become  much  greater  than  was  expected, 
and  the  brethren  are  considering  the  expediency  of  having  it  published 
weekly. 

Mr.  Simonton  thus  concludes  his  report :  "  More  opposition  has 
been  developed,  which  is  a  proof  that  progress  has  been  made.  The 
signs  are  hopeful.  Either  the  Gospel  or  Infidelity  must  win  the  day. 
The  Papacy  and  Progress  are  more  and  more  seen  to  be  at  war  with 
each  other.  The  great  danger  is  that  the  nations  will  be  flattered  and  de- 
ceived by  the  false  progress,  which  is  divorced  from  the  virtue,  moral- 
ity, and  piety  inculcated  alone  in  God's  Word,  and  produced  alone  by 
his  regenerating  Spirit." 
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MISSIONS  IN  WESTERN  AFRICA. 

LIBERIA  MISSION.

The  Rev.  James  R.  Amos  arrived  in  this  country  July  14th,  with 
the  purpose  of  remaining  here.  His  relations  with  the  Committee  were 
therefore  closed,  their  good  wishes  for  his  usefulness  accompanying  him 
in  whatever  place  his  lot  might  be  cast.  They  regret  to  add  that  a 
few  months  afterwards  he  was  taken  from  this  life,  shortly  after  he 
had  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  pastoral  office  amongst  a  congregation 
of  his  own  people.  He  was  a  man  of  energy,  and  qualified  to  be  use- 
ful. His  friends  mourn  over  his  early  removal,  but  trust  that  he  has 
entered  into  the  heavenly  rest.  [As  this  report  goes  to  press,  the  Com- 
mittee learn  with  much  regret  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Armistead  Miller. 
He  died,  after  a  short  but  severe  illness,  at  his  station  of  Mount  Cof- 
fee, on  the  18th  of  January.  There  is  reason  to  hope  that  it  was  gain 
for  him  to  die.  He  was  also  a  man  of  energetic  character,  and  his 
work  was  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.]  The  appointment  of  Mr.  Dillon,  a 
resident  in  Liberia,  was  made  on  the  recommendation  and  at  the  re- 
quest of  his  brethren  in  the  mission. 

Preaching  Services — The  Churches. 

Public  worship  has  been  regularly  conducted  in  the  churches  at 
Monrovia,  Kentucky,  Careysburgh  near  Mount  Coffee,  Sinou,  and  Mar- 
shall. From  Settra  Kru  no  report  has  been  received,  nor  any  from 
Harrisburch  since  Mr,  Amos  withdrew  from  the  mission.  Mr.  Dil- 
lon's services  would  not  be  commenced  in  this  place  until  the  end  of  the 
year.  In  general  good  attention  was  paid  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  to  most  of  the  churches  some  additions  of  communicants  were 
made.  The  church  in  Monrovia,  however,  by  reason  of  deaths  and 
removals,  reports  a  reduced  number  of  members.  Precise  returns  of 
communicants  have  not  been  received,  but  the  number  may  be  stated 
as  follows:  at  Monrovia,  about  40;  Kentucky,  46;  Sinou,  63; 
Mount  Coffee,  30;  Marshall,  14.  Some  of  these  church  members  are 
recaptured  Africans.  Six  new  communicants  were  received  by  the 
church  at  Kentucky,  and  twelve  at  Mount  Coffee,  or  at  Careysburgh 
rather,  four  miles  distant  from   the   station  at  Mount  Coffee,  but  sup- 
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plied  by  Mr.  Miller  with  a  degree  of  energy  worthy  of  special  remark. 
Ill  most  cases  the  members  of  these  churches  are  settlers  from  this 
country,  but  a  few  of  the  members  are  natives  of  Africa,  recaptured 
slaves  and  others.  The  station  at  Mount  Coffee  is  among  the  Golahs, 
a  native  tribe. 

Schools — Alexander  High  Schoo}. 

At  most  of  the  places  where  the  missionaries  live  schools  are  kept 
up.  The  school  at  Monrovia  under  Mr.  James'  charge  has  long  been 
a  means  of  doing  much  good,  and  it  is  still  well  conducted,  and  at- 
tended by  as  many  scholars  as  can  be  ""ccommodated  ;  the  number 
reported  is  63.  Many  applications  for  admission  had  to  be  refused. 
Owing  to  Mr.  James'  feeble  health  and  his  other  duties,  he  found  it 
necessary  to  employ  a  male  teacher  as  an  assistant  during  part  of  the 
year ;  Mr.  Dillon  rendered  efficient  service  in  that  post  before  his  ap- 
pointment as  a  missionary  licentiate  preacher.  The  school  at  Kentucky 
reports  34  scholars,  under  Mr.  Ferguson's  instruction  ;  the  school  at 
Sinou,  as  well  as  the  church,  Mr.  Priest  repf^rts  as  "  about  at  a  stand 
still ;"  at  Marshall,  21  scholars  are  reported  in  the  school,  of  whom 
three  are  natives;  and  at  Mount  d.ffee,  15  boarding  scholars,  mostly 
recaptives,  receive  Mr.  Miller's  instructions,  besides  two  young  men 
preparing  for  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel. 

The  Alexander  High  School  building,  then  under  the  late  Mr.  Amos' 
superintendence,  met  with  a  heavy  loss  in  March  of  last  year  by  the 
falling  in  of  the  roof  and  the  destruction  thereby  of  the  second  story 
walls,  just  when  the  last  work  was  finishing  on  the  roof.  By  a  kind 
Providence  no  lives  were  lost ;  but  the  re-opening  of  the  school  was 
much  delayed,  and  considerable  additional  expanse  incurred.  Under 
Mr.  Melville's  charge,  assisted  by  Mr.  Jame.*,  the  work  was  resumed 
with  viffour,  and  the  building  was  again  covered  and  enclosed  before 
the  rains  commenced  in  June.  A  part  of  the  work  within  has  been 
completed,  but  much  remains  unfinished.  The  heavy  pressure  on  the 
funds  of  the  Board  led  to  delay  in  this  work  ;  for  a  time  all  progress 
was  arrested.  But  the  Committee  hope  to  see  the  building  finished 
before  long,  and  the  instructions  of  the  school  resumed  with  good  pros- 
pects of  success. 

The  Missionary  Field  in  Liberia. 

The  missionaries  of  the  Board  in  Liberia  are  engaged  in  labours 
similar  to  those  of  our  ministers,  whose  lot  is  cast  in  newly-settled 
parts  of  the  country  ;  they  might  be  calli^d  home  missionaries,  as  min- 
istering chiefly  to  their  own  people.  There  are,  however,  natives  of 
Africa  more  or  less  within  reach  of  most  of  the  churches,  and  it  is  con- 
sidered important  that  a  constant  reference  should  be  made  by  these 
churches  and  ministers  to  their  evangelization.  Owing  to  the  extreme 
depreciation  of  Liberia  currency,  and  to  the  very  limited  pecuniary 
means  of  most  of  the  settlers,  it  is  but  little  that  the  churches  are  able 
to  do  for  the  support  of  their  ministers;  more  might  be  done,  perhaps, 
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in  some  instances  than  has  yet  been  attempted.  The  missionaries  are 
supported  in  great  part  by  supplies  ordered  by  themselves  from  this 
country,  but  the  high  cost  of  these  supplies,  within  the  last  year  espe- 
cially, has  seriously  reduced  their  means  of  support.  This  is  a  matter 
of  regret,  but  it  may  perhaps  be  over-ruled  for  good  by  leading  the 
congregations  to  make  greater  efforts  for  the  maintenance  of  their 
ministers. 

The  Committee  do  not  despair  of  gaining  access  eventually  to  the 
native  tribes  in  the  interior,  or  bordering  on  the  Liberia  territory, 
as  the  largest  sphere  of  the  missionary  work  on  this  part  of  the 
African  coast ;  but  no  special  progress  has  been  made  in  this  respect 
during  the  last  year.  Mr.  McDonogh's  station  is  among  the  Kroos,  an 
important  native  tribe.  Though  no  report  has  been  received  from  him, 
the  Committee  learn  with  pleasure  through  Mr.  Priest  that  his  influence 
among  the  natives  is  good,  and  that  he  enjoys  their  confidence.  If  this 
station  should  be  continued,  a  matter  now  under  consideration,  new 
buildings  must  be  erected,  and  such  measures  should  be  taken  as  will 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  work  among  the  Kroo  people. 

CORISCO  MISSION. 

Evangasimba:  on  the  island  of  Corisco;  occupied  as  a  mission  station,  1850; 
missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs,  James  L.  Mackey  and  R.  Ilamill  Nassau,  M.  D., 
and  tlieir  wives  ;  Mrs.  Georgiana  M.  McQueen,  and  Mi"s.  Mary  E.  Clemens ;  native 
Christian  assistants — three. 

Ugovi:  on  the  island  of  Corisco;  native  Christian  assistants — Andeke,  licen- 
tiate preacher,  one  assistant  and  two  teachers. 

Alongo:  on  the  island  of  Corisea;  Rev.  Cornelius  De  Heer  and  his  wife;  native 
Christian  assistants — Ibin,  licentiate  preacher,  and  two  teachers. 

Ontstations :  iLoni,  in  Corisco  Bay — one  Scripture-reader.  Aje,  on  the  main 
land,  in  the  Bapuk  tribe — two  Scripture- readers.  Hanje,  on  the  main  land,  in 
the  Korabe  tribe — two  Scripture-readers.  Benito,  on  the  main  land,  among  the 
Belengi  tribe — one  Scripture-reader. 

Main  Land  Station — not  yet  settled :  Rev.  Geoi-ge  Paull. 

On  their  vmy  to  Corisea:   Rev.  Walter  H.  Clark  and  his  wife. 

Mr.  Paull  arrived  at  Corisco,  April  loth,  1864;  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
De  Heer,  Mrs.  Nassau  and  Mrs.  Clemens,  September  25th  ;  all  return- 
ing to  their  former  work,  excepting  Mr.  Paull  and  Mrs.  De  Heer,  who 
are  new  labourers.  Mr.  Mackey  arrived  in  this  country  on  a  visit  for 
his  health,  August  5th,  and  embarked  on  his  return  September  14th. 
It  is  feared  that  his  visit  was  too  brief  to  be  of  much  service  to  him, 
though  his  medical  advisei"s  appix)ved  of  his  early  return.  He  had 
gained  benefit  from,  his  visit,  and  it  was  thought  the  voyage  to  Corisco 
would  complete  his  recovery.  He  reached  his  missionary  home  in  De- 
cember, after  serious  ithiess  on  the  voyage,  but  with  health  somewhat 
improved  bef()re  his  arrival. 

Religious  Services — The   Church, 
The  absence  of  Mr.  De  Heer,  continued  through  most  of  the  year, 
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and  the  feeble  health  and  absence  of  Mr.  Mackey,  seriously  reduced 
the  preachincr  force  of  the  mission.  Services  were  maintained  by  Mr. 
Nassau,  by  Mr.  Paull  after  his  arrival,  and  by  the  native  assistants. 
The  brethren  have  too  much  reason  to  complain  of  the  general  con- 
dition of  the  church.  Some  of  the  members  have  fallen  under  censure, 
and  others  under  excommunication,  but  the  exact  number  is  not  men- 
tioned. The  attendance  of  too  many  on  the  means  of  grace  has  been 
irregular.  "  A  perfect  mania  for  trade "  is  spoken  of  as  one  of  the 
chief  causes  of  this  state  of  things  ;  but  the  presence  of  the  Spaniards 
in  the  bay  has  had  much  influence.  Their  example,  in  regard  to  the 
observance  of  the  Sabbath  and  other  things,  tends  sadly  to  lower  the 
standard  of  morals  set  up  by  the  missionaries.  Notwithstanding  these 
discouragements,  seven  adult  members  were  received  into  the  church 
by  baptism,  all  of  them  from  two  main  land  tribes,  and  pupils  of  the 
school  at  Alongo.  In  their  report  the  brethren  say,  "  We  hail  this 
accession  as  a  token  for  good.  The  main  land  tribes  seem  to  be  reach- 
ing out  their  hands  for  blessings  which  the  Bengas  reject  and  despise." 
The  whole  number  of  communicants  reported  in  February  was  seventy- 
seven. 

Schools. 

The  school  for  girls  at  Itandeluku,  a  sub-station  connected  with  Evan- 
gasimba,  under  Mr.  Nassau's  superintendence,  was  largely  indebted  to 
Mrs.  McQueen's  faithful  labours  for  its  success.  INfrs.  Nassau  was  absent 
most  of  the  year,  but  since  her  return,  and  the  arrival  of  Mrs.  Clemens, 
this  school,  and  other  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  native  females,  will  re- 
ceive the  attention  of  the  three  ladies.  The  number  of  scholars  is 
twenty,  one  having  been  married.  No  new  scholars  were  received. 
Good  attention  was  given  to  their  studies,  and  their  deportment  is  com- 
mended ;  but  none  of  them  have  yet  become  members  of  the  church 
although  two  of  them  seemed  to  be  not  far  from  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  Mrs.  Mackey  continued  to  give  instruction  to  some  children 
in  the  house,  not  attempting  to  keep  a  large  school,  however,  as  with 
her  other  duties  it  would  have  been  an  overburden. 

The  school  for  boys  at  Alongo  and  Ugovi  were  under  the  care  of  the 
native  licentiates,  but  greatly  needed  the  better  superintendence  and 
instruction  which  they  are  receiving  since  the  reinforcement  of  the  mis- 
sion. Some  of  the  scholars  at  Alongo  were  admitted  to  the  church  as 
reported  above.  Some  changes  took  place  in  the  list  of  scholars,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  number  in  attendance  at  Alongo  was  sixteen, 
and  at  TJgovi,  fifteen. 

Native  Assistants — Translating  the  Scriptures. 

The  native  missionary  labourers,  as  reported  above,  continue  to  re- 
ceive the  watchful  care  and  instruction  of  the  brethren.  Mr.  Nassau 
speaks  of  "  the  regular,  daily,  careful  instruction  "  of  two  young  men 
as  a  part  of  his  occupation.  One  of  them  is  his  interpreter,  and  the 
other  a  school-teacher ;  the  former  is  a  candidate  for  the  ministry,  and 
the  latter  is  looking  to  the  same  office.  The  chief  object  of  the  schools 
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at  Alongo  and  Ugovi,  is  the  education  of  young  men  who  may  become 
missionary  labourers. 

The  conduct  of  one  of  the  licentiate  preachers,  on  the  occasion  of  his 
father's  death  and  funeral,  gave  rise  to  some  anxiety,  but  he  seems  to 
be  sincere  in  his  religions  profession.  The  other  licentiate  preacher 
was  partly  unfitted  for  his  work  during  some  months  by  lameness. 
Some  changes  occurred  among  the  Si-ripture-readers,  as  the  less  ad- 
vanced assistants  are  called,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  the  hopes  awakened 
were  disappointed. 

Some  progress  was  made  in  the  preparation  of  religious  books.  Mr. 
Clark,  while  in  this  country,  superintended  the  printing  of  the  Gospel 
of  John  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  in  Benga.  The  former  was  trans- 
lated by  the  late  Rev.  W.  Cleineus;  the  latter  by  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Mackey, 
assisted  by  Ibolo,  one  of  the  native  helpers.  Both  these  works  were 
generously  printed  by  the  American  Bible  Society,  their  cost  being 
a  donation  to  the  mission.  Mr.  Nassau  reports  as  part  of  his  work, 
translating  the  Psalms,  a  continuation  of  the  previous  year's  work,  and 
collecting  a  Vocabulary  supplementary  to  collections  made  by  others. 

Old- Stations — Main  Land  Work. 

Some  discouragement  attended  the  efforts  to  support  out-stations  on 
the  main  land  ;  this  was  owing  partly  to  the  fact  that  missionaries  could 
not  exercise  a  thorough  watch  over  them.  One  of  the  native  assistants 
yielded  to  the  temptation  of  becoming  connected  with  trade;  another 
showed  a  want  of  interest  in  his  work;  two  of  the  stations  reported 
last  year  had  to  be  discontinued.  The  other  stations  gave  greater 
promise  of  usefulness,  and  a  new  station  was  formed  under  encouraging 
circumstances.  The  brethren  hope  to  be  able  hereafter  to  visit  these 
sub-stations  once  a  month,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  their  plans  were 
about  completed  for  occupying  a  station  on  the  main  land  by  one  of 
themselves. 

The  main  sphere  of  influence  of  the  Coi-isco  mission  from  the  begin- 
ning, has  been  viewed  as  extending  to  the  continent  and  its  numerous 
people.  Circumstances  have  occurred  during  the  last  year,  in  the 
stationing  of  a  small  Spanish  naval  force  in  Corisco  Bay,  and  of  a 
Roman  Catholic  priest  on  the  island,  near  our  missionary  stations, 
which  may  increase  the  desire  of  the  missionaries  to  transfer  their 
labours  to  the  main  land  ;  and  the  progress  made  in  training  native  as- 
sistants in  the  Corisco  schools  tends  to  promote  this  end,  as  does  the 
greater  knowledge  of  the  native  tribes  on  the  coast,  and  the  influence 
amongst  them,  which  our  brethren  have  already  gained. 

Referring  to  the  good  work  accomplished  or  in  progress,  and  to  the 
opening  doors  of  usefulness  set  before  them,  the  missionaries  are  not 
discouraged.  They  are  indeed  labouring  in  one  of  the  darkest  places 
of  the  earth  ;  nowhere  is  ignorance  more  dense,  vice  and  wickedness 
more  lawless,  the  power  of  Satan  less  restrained  ;  and  in  no  land  can 
it  be  said  with  more  truth,  that  death  reigns.  But  a  good  work  has 
been  begun,  a  few  missionaries  are  at  work,  and  they  meet  with  en- 
couragement, as  the  preceding  narrative  shows. 
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They  call  foi*  more  men,  and  the  Church  should  not  only  send  them 
.nore  men,  but  support  them  by  earnest  prayers  for  the  blessing  of 
God  to  rest  upon  their  labours.  With  these  things  done,  the  Corisco 
Mission  has  spread  out  before  it  a  noble  harvest-field.

Jalandar:  120  miles  east  of  Lahor,  30  miles  west  of  Lodiana  ;  mission  station 
commenced,  1S47  ;  missionary  labourers— /ve v.  Golk  Nath* ;  other  native  Chris- 
tian assistants — three  teachers,  two  catechists,  and  one  Scripture-reader. 

Lodiana:  near  the  river  Sutlej  ;  1,100  miles  north-west  of  Calcutta;  mission 
station  commenced,  1834;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Adolph  Rudolph 
and  Alexander  Henry,  and  their  wives ;  native  Christian  assistants — two  teachers 
and  two  Scripture-readers.

Owen,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  J.  Walsh  and  his  wife ;  Miss  Marion  Walsh  ;  native  Chris- 
tian assistants — (as  reported  last  year ;  no  report  for  1864  received — )  two  licentiate 
preachers,  two  catechists,  five  teachers,  of  whom  one  female,  and  one  Scripture- 
reader. 

The  last  year  was  marked  in  a  most  painful  manner  by  the  death 
by  violence  of  two  of  the  missionaries,  the  Rev.  Levi  Janvier,  D.  D., 
and  the  Rev.  Isidor  Loewenthal.  Particular  accounts  of  these  sad  events 
having  been  widely  published,  it  is  sufficient  to  state  here,  that  Dr. 
Janvier  was  struck  down  by  the  club  of  a  Sikh  akali,  or  fiinatic,  at  An- 
andpore,  in  the  Punjab,  on  the  evening  of  March  24th,  1864.  He  re- 
mained unconscious  until  the  next  morning,  when  he  departed  this  life, 
after  more  than  twenty  years  of  faithful  missionary  service.  He  had 
given  no  provocation  whatever  to  the  assassin,  and  had  been  engaged 
in  quiet  missionary  labours  at  a  mela,  closing  the  last  day  of  his  life  at 
a  communion  service  in  the  evening.  Immediately  after  this  service  he 
was  taken  to  the  communion  of  worshippers  in  heaven.  The  deepest 
sympathy  was  felt  for  his  bereaved  wife,  who  was  with  him  at  Anand- 
pore.  Mr.  Loewenthal's  death  took  place  at  Peshawur,  in  his  own  garden, 
at  an  early  hour,  April  27th,  1864.  He  was  shot  by  his  watchman,  a 
Sikh,  who  alleged  that  he  mistook  Mr.  Loewenthal  in  the  darkness  for 
a  robber.  Thus  lamentably  died  one  of  the  most  gifted  men  in  the 
ministry  of  our  Church.  His  missionary  course  was  less  than  nine 
years  in  duration,  but  in  that  time  he  had  acquired  the  Pushto,  and 
completed  a  translation  of  the  New  Testament  into  this  language,  which 
is  that  of  the  Afghans.  His  life  would  not  have  been  spent  in  vain,  if 
this  had  been  his  only  service  ;  but  he  engaged  in  preaching  to  the 
people,  and  his  pen  was  successfully  employed  in  various  ways  for  the 
cause  of  Christ.  The  Committee,  in  common  with  the  missionary 
brethren,  and  the  whole  Church,  deplore  the  loss  of  two  such  qualified 
and  devoted  labourers ;  but  they  bow  in  submission  to  the  will  of 
God,  who  permitted  their  useful  lives  to  be  thus  brought  to  an  end. 
The  solemn  lessons  of  these  afflictive  providences  have  been  and  will 
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be  deeply  considered  by  all  who  are  connected  with  the  work  of  mis- 
sions. It  may  be  added  that  a  legal  investigation  of  the  death  of  these 
missionaries  was  made  before  British  magistrates,  which  resulted  in 
the  acquittal  of  the  Sikh  who  killed  Mr.  Loewenthal,  and  in  the  con- 
viction and  execution  of  the  Sikh  akali  who  murdered  Dr.  Janvier. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  further  the  death  of  Mrs.  Owen, 
wife  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Owen,  D.  D.,  who  departed  this  life  at  Alla- 
habad on  the  13th  of  December.  She  was  sustained  by  the  presence 
and  grace  of  the  Saviour  even  to  the  last,  ending  her  life  in  great 
peace.  She  enjoyed  the  respect  and  warm  regard  of  her  friends  and 
missionary  associates,  and  it  was,  no  doubt,  gain  for  her  to  die. 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Walsh,  having  regained  his  health,  returned  to  his 
station  at  Allahabad  in  November.  He  was  accompanied  by  his 
daughter,  Miss  Clarion  Walsh,  who  went  out  under  an  appointment  as 
a  missionary  teacher.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Joseph  H.Myers  and  Samuel 
H.  Kellogg  and  their  wives  embarked  for  India  on  the  20th  of 
December.  Mr.  Myers  will  join  the  Furrukhabad  Mission ;  and  Mr. 
Kellogg,  the  Lodiana  Mission. 

Native  Missionary  Labourers. 

The  number  of  native  Christian  assistants  of  various  grades  reported 
will  be  regarded  with  deep  interest.  Two  of  them  are  ministers;  three  are 
licentiate  preachers  :  the  others  are  teachers,  catechists,  etc.  Some  of  the 
latter  are  preparing  for  the  ministry,  but  the  reports  of  the  stations  do 
not  give  particular  accounts  of  them,  except  in  two  or  three  instances. 
These  instances  are  the  following — at  Saharunpur,  Mr.  Calderwood 
says:  "The  class  of  native  Christian  men  [five],  noticed  in  our  last 
report  as  studying  Church  History  and  Biblical  knowledge,  still  continue 
the  bi-weekly  recitations.  One  of  the  students  will,  probably,  be 
licensed  as  a  preacher  of  the  Gospel  before  the  issue  of  our  next 
report."  At  Futtehgurh  Mr.  Brodhead  says  :  "  I  have  done  what  I 
could  since  the  beginning  f>f  the  rainy  season  to  assist  the  c;itechists, 
John  F.  Houston  and  Heera  Lall,  and  the  Scripture-reader,  Altaf 
Masih,  in  their  studies.  The  former  have  come  to  me  quite  regularly 
twice  a  week  to  make  recitations  in  Bible  History,  Church  History, 
Manual  of  Theology,  Miflat  ul  Kitab  or  Key  to  the  Scriptures.  They 
have  also  had  some  practice  in  the  composition  of  sermons.  The 
latter,  who  was  baptized  from  Mohammedanism  last  year,  and  who  is 
engaged  in  the  school  as  well  as  in  the  work  of  a  Scripture-reader,  has 
for  some  time  recited  to  me  in  Bible  History  and  in  Dr.  Pffander's 
Controversial  Works.  He  bids  fair  to  become  a  valuable  assistant." 
Mr.  Johnson,  of  the  same  station,  thus  speaks  of  his  duties  in  this 
respect :  "  Some  effort  has  been  made  at  the  preparation  of  the  young 
men  for  the  work  of  bazar  preaching  ;  but  thus  far  they  have  allowed 
so  maiiy  things  to  interfere  with  punctual  attendance,  that  the  result 
has  not  been  satisfactory.  Two  of  them  have,  however,  read  one  book 
on  the  Hindu  controversy,  and  begun  another,  and  made  some  progress 
in  Scripture  history."  xVt  Mynpurie  Mr.  WikofFsays  :  "I  have  had 
a  class  in  theology  composed  of  the  catechist,  readers  and  colporteur, 
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when  present."  At  Etawah  Mr.  Ullni.ann  says  :  "  I  have  instructed  one 
of  my  native  assistants,  in  order  to  prepare  him  to  pass  his  examina- 
tion as  catechist  before  Presbytery  when  they  meet." 

The  usefuhiess  of  these  native  labourers  obviously  depends  on  their 
being  well  qualified  for  their  work;  and  this  again  depends  not  a  little 
on  their  being  properly  trained  for  it.  The  Committee  have  been  led 
to  believe  that  measures  somewhat  more  systematic  than  those  now  in 
use  should  be  adopted  for  this  training,  and  have  asked  the  brethren  to  re- 
port their  views  of  the  subject.  For  the  number  of  hopefully  sincere 
converts,  who  have  been  raised  up  as  assistants,  and  for  their  work, 
however  imperfect  it  may  be  at  first,  the  supporters  of  missions  in  this 
country  have  reason  to  be  grateful. 

Mission  Churches. 

The  statistical  returns  of  the  Mission  Churches  are  not  reported  in 
a  uniform  way,  and  in  some  cases  are  not  complete ;  the  following 
table,  with  the  notes  appended,  gives  a  nearly  correct  view  of  these  re- 
turns.    The  first  and  second  columns  are  accurate.

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This  table  gives  some  degree  of  encouragement,  as  showing 
the  addition  of  a  number  of  hopeful  converts  as  communicants 
in  the  churches ;  but  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  the 
conversion  of  large  numbers  of  souls  is  greatly  to  be  desired.  The 
first  column  refers  to  persons  received  on  profession  of  their 
faith,  excepting  thirteen,  at  five  of  the  stations,  who  were  received 
by  letters  of  dismission  from  other  churches.  The  reports  of  the 
brethren  do  nfit  in  most  cases  speak  of  the  Christian  walk  of  the 
native  church  members.  The  report  of  Futtehpore,  however,  after 
mentioning  two  painful  cases  of  church  discipline,  and  in  a  third  in- 
stance the  severe  discouragement  of  seeing  one  who  had  applied  for 
admission  to  the  church  relapse  into  Mohammedanism,  then  adds:  "There 
is  a  bright  side  in  the  very  consistent  character  of  the  rest  of  the  native 
Christians,  now  living  here."  The  readers  of  the  station  reports,  as 
published  in  the  missionary  periodicals,  will  see  some  remarkable  ex- 
amples of  Divine  grace  in,  the  conversions  reported.  A  youth  was 
admitted  to  the  church  at  Labor,  whose  relatives  strenuously  resisted 
his  purpose,  and  carried  the  matter  before  the  civil  courts ;  but  the 
decision  of  the  magistrates  was  against  them,  and  at  great  sacrifice  of 
feeling  the  young  man  remained  firm  in  his  profession  of  faith.  Several 
of  the  newly  received  members  of  the  church  hope  to  serve  Christ  in 
the  ministry  of  the  gospel,  after  they  shall  have  acquired  sufficient 
education. 

No  natives  of  the  country  are  as  yet  settled  as  pastors  of  the 
churches.  The  native  minister  at  Jalandar  is  an  apparent  exception 
to  this  statement,  but  he  is  not  installed  as  pastor  of  the  church,  nor  is 
he  so  related  to  its  members  as  to  receive  any  part  of  his  support  from 
them  ;  the  superiour  English  education  of  this  native  minister  places 
him  to  some  extent  on  the  footing  of  the  foreign  missionaries.  The 
same  remarks  may  be  applied  in  part  to  the  respected  native  minister 
at  Saharunpur.  When  it  is  remembered  that  some  of  these  churches 
have  been  in  existence  for  a  considerable  time — two  for  twenty-seven 
years  each  ;  two  for  twenty-three  years  each;  one  for  seventeen  years; 
one  for  fourteen  years — the  importance  of  prayer  for  a  native  pastorate 
becomes  very  obvious.  There  are  undoubtedly  great  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  forming  such  a  pastorate,  growing  out  of  the  state  of  society, 
the  dependent  condition  of  the  churches,  the  imperfect  character  of  the 
converts,  and  other  causes.  These  difficulties  in  greater  or  less  degree 
must  be  encountered  in  every  Heathen  country  at  the  first  planting  of 
the  Gospel  among  the  people ;  they  were  encountered  in  the  early  or 
missionary  age  of  the  Church,  and  they  were  then  overcome  largely  by 
the  aid  of  native  pastors  early  ordained  over  the  churches.  It  is  con- 
sidered a  matter  beyond  question  that  these  missionary  churches  can 
never  have  a  well-established,  self-supporting  existence  until  they  have 
pastors  and  ruling  elders  of  their  own  race  and  language. 
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This  department  of  the  work  continues  to  occupy  a  large  share  of 
the  time  and  strength  of  the  missionaries.  The  following  table  exhib- 
its the  attendance  of  scholars,  and  conveys  a  general  idea  of  the  kind 
of  schools  in  which  they  are  taught :

The  number  of  scholars  reported  in  the  boys'  day-schools  at  Kapur- 
thala and  Dehra  includes  the  scholars  in  a  branch  school  at  Phagwara 
connected  with  the  former,  and  a  similar  school  at  Rajpore  connected 
with  the  latter  ;  both  of  these  branch  schools  were  formed  during  this 
year. 

A  college  department  has  been  added  to  the  principal  school  at 
Labor,  affiliated  with  the  Calcutta  University.  This  measure  retains 
the  more  advanced  scholars  under  Christian  influence  ;  without  it,  they 
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would  leave  the  mission  school  for  the  Government  college.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  some  of  the  more  advanced  scholars  in  mission  schools  at 
other  stations  will  be  brought  to  the  ^Mission  College  at  Lahor.  A 
small  class  in  this  department  has  been  formed,  embracing  some  who 
have  the  ministry  in  view.  Each  year  will  probably  see  a  similar  but 
larger  class  brought  forward,  whose  members  will  be  admitted  to  ex- 
amination for  the  degree  of  A.  B.  by  the  University. 

The  work  of  instruction  in  zenanas,  or  the  apartments  occupied  by 
females  in  the  houses  of  natives  of  the  richer  classes,  begins  to  form  an 
interesting  branch  of  missionary  work  as  reported  at  a  few  of  the  sta- 
tions. Visits  are  mentioned  in  the  reports  of  Saharunpur,  ^Nlynpurie, 
and  Etawah  by  the  ladies  of  the  mission  for  purposes  of  instruction, 
aided  by  native  Christian  women.  In  some  instances  this  instruction 
takes  simply  the  form  of  conversation,  in  others,  classes  and  schools  are 
taught;  at  Mynpurie  there  are  ten  of  these  schools;  at  Etawah,  four- 
teen— three  in  the  city,  and  the  rest  from  six  to  sixteen  miles  distant. 
It  is  a  work  of  no  ordinary  difficulty,  and  yet  of  not  less  importance, 
and  the  fact  that  it  can  be  even  commenced  shows  the  beginning  of  a 
change  in  the  views  of  the  Hindus. 

This  table  shows  that  the  much  larger  part  of  the  scholars  are  in 
schools  in  which  both  the  English  and  the  vernacular  languages  are  the 
medium  of  instruction,  though  the  English  itself  is  the  chief  study  of 
most  of  the  pupils,  and  the  chief  attraction  of  the  school  to  many. 
These  schools  are  of  a  higher  order  than  most  of  the  purely  vernacular 
schools  ;  in  some  of  them  the  advanced  classes  study  algebra,  geome- 
try, natural  philosophy,  chemistry,  astronomy,  evidences  of  Christianity 
and  history.  The  expense  of  conducting  them  is  largely  defrayed  by 
grants-in-aid  from  the  Government,  and  Ijy  the  liberal  gifts  of  European 
friends  in  India.  At  Futtehgurh  several  hundred  scholars  in  bazar 
schools  are  supported  by  the  Sikh  chief,  Dhalip  Singh,  The  expense 
of  the  school  at  Kapurthala,  and  of  the  station  in  a  large  measure,  is 
defrayed  by  the  Sikh  chief  of  that  city.  Were  it  not  for  this  large 
support  obtained  in  the  country  itself,  the  schools  of  the  mission  could 
not  be  carried  forward  on  so  liberal  a  scale.  The  (piestion  has  been 
raised,  whether  too  large  a  portion  of  the  time  and  strength  of  the  mis- 
sionaries is  not  given  to  the  Anglo-vernacular  schools.  This  cpaestion 
the  Committee  consider  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Church, 
and  especially  of  the  missionaries. 

The  orphan  schools,  the  school  for  native  Christian  girls  at  Dehra, 
and  the  schools  for  girls  at  a  few  other  stations,  have  received  the  fiiith- 
ful  attention  of  the  missionaries  and  the  ladies  of  the  mission  having 
them  in  charge.  In  these  schools,  and  in  all  the  schools  r)f  the  mission, 
the  religious  element  is  regarded  as  of  chief  importance  ;  daily  instruc- 
tion is  given  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  daily  are  the  minds  of  these 
four  or  five  thousand  native  youths  pointed,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
Christ  as  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  Nothing  more  clearly  shows  the  im- 
portance of  this  department  of  the  work. 
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Station  Preaching  Services — Itinerant  Work. 

At  all  the  stations,  preaching  services  are  maintained  in  churches  or 
chapels  ;  iireaehniij  in  the  streets  or  market  places  is  kept  up  as  oppor- 
tunity oflers;  and  nearly  all  the  missionaries  spend  a  part  of  the  year 
in  journeys  lor  the  purpose  of  spreading  the  Gospel.  One  of  their 
nuinher,  Mr.  Carleton,  gives  his  whole  time  to  this  itinerant  work, 
though  no  report  of  his  labours  for  the  last  year  has  been  received. 
The  native  assistants  are  of  much  use  to  the  missionaries,  especially  in 
bazar  and  itinerant  services,  and  they  often  engage  in  this  work  by  them- 
selves, under  the  general  supervision  of  the  missionaries.  In  connec- 
tif»n  with  Etawah  a  sub-station  was  formed  last  year  at  a  town  a  few 
miles  distant,  which'  was  occupied  by  a  native  assistant;  and  for  a 
time,  a  similar  effort  was  made  in  connection  with  Futtehgurh.  Both 
of  these  measures  were  attended  with  encouragement.  For  detailed 
information  of  their  preaching  services,  reference  is  made  to  the 
letters  of  the  brethren  and  the  reports  of  the  stations,  as  published  in 
the  Record  and  Foreign.  Missionary.  It  is  encouraging  to  observe  that 
they  encounter  usually  but  little  opposition,  and  are  received  with  re- 
spect ;  but  they  have  still  to  complain  of  great  indifference  on  the  part 
of  their  hearei-s  to  the  Gospel  message. 

The  Printing  Press —  Works  in  Preparation. 

This  establishment  has  continued,  under  Mr.  Rudolph's  efficient 
supervision,  to  send  forth  an  invaluable  supply  of  Christian  reading. 
In  the  last  year  "  thirty -seven  publications  passed  through  this  press, 
viz.,  20  in  Urdu,  9  in  Hindi,  7  in  Panjabi,  and  one  proof-sheet  in  these 
three  languages.  The  number  of  copies  printed  is  206,600;  or  of 
pages,  9,140,600.  A  good  many  of  these  works  were  entirely  new; 
others  are  translations,  and  a  few  are  revised  editions  of  former 
works."  The  distribution  was  widespread,  extending  to  thirty-six  mis- 
sionary stations,  from  Benares  tn  Peshawar,  besides  other  places,  and 
sending,  forth  192,0.52  copies.  The  brethren  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in  providing  means  for  the  continued  work  of 
the  press.  It  was  but  a  part  of  the  means  needed  and  received  that 
the  Committee  were  able  to  supply.  The  rest  was  generously  provided 
by  European  friends  in  the  country.  The  special  gifts  of  these  friends 
can  hardly  be  expected  to  be  continued  ;  and  as  the  work  of  the  press 
is  on  the  increase  and  is  of  great  importance,  its  enlarged  support  should 
be  provided,  if  possible,  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Board. 

Several  of  the  missionaries,  it  is  understood,  have  in  preparation  for 
the  press  religious  tracts,  and  in  some  instances  larger  works.  Mr. 
Scott,  whose  health  required  him  to  remove  from  the  plains  to  the 
hills  at  Landour,  gives  his  chief  labour  to  preparing  a  Commentary  on 
the  New  Testament  in  Urdu.  He  reports  that  lie  has  gone,  "  with  the 
first  copy,  to  the  third  chapter  of  Mark,  and  that  the  whole  is  ready 
for  printing  as  far  as  the  twenty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Gospel  of  Mat- 
thew." And  he  adds  :  "  I  feel  confident  that  the  work  will  hereafter 
progress  much  faster,  but  there  is  much  labour  involved  in  it,  at  least 
to  me,  and  I  cannot  promise  that  it  will  be  quickly  done." 
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Missionary  Efforts  for  the  Afghans. 

These  are  suspended  in  consequence  of  the  lamented  death  of  Mr. 
Loewenthal.  The  Committee  hope  that  they  may  be  talten  up  again  at 
an  early  day.  The  Afghan  people,  being  Mohammedans,  and  having  a 
turbulent,  energetic  character,  are  not  likely  to  become  converts  to  the 
Gospel  without  earnest  opposition  ;  but  their  native  energy  and  their 
geographical  position  will  eventually  make  them,  as  a  Christian  people, 
to  be  highly  influential  i)i  the  spread  of  Christianity  in  Central  Asia. 
To  some  of  them  the  Gospel  can  now  be  preached,  as  they  live  or 
make  visits  in  places  under  British  rule.  The  Scriptures  can  now  be 
translated  into  their  language,  and  other  Christian  books  prepared  for 
them.  Our  late  missionary  was  permitted  to  complete  the  work  of 
translating  the  New  Testament  into  Pushto.  And  the  collection,  of 
Pushto  works  made  by  him,  mostly  in  manuscript  it  is  supposed,  is 
said  to  be  most  valuable  ;  this  will  be  of  great  service  to  his  successors 
in  the  mission.  The  Committee  would  gladly  appoint  two  men  to  this 
department  of  missionary  work,  if  the  right  men  and  sufficient  pecuni- 
ary means  should  be  placed  at  their  disposal.  In  the  mean  time  they 
would  ask  for  the  Afghans  the  prayers  of  our  Christian  people.  The 
devotedness,  the  gifts,  the  lamentable  death  of  our  first  missionary  to 
them,  should  tend  to  call  forth  further  efforts  for  their  evangelization. 

General  Aspect  of  the  Mission. 

The  missionary  work  of  our  Church  in  India  has  been  in  pro- 
gress for  thirty  years.  Its  past  history  is  one  of  deep  interest.  Its 
present  condition  is  also  of  deep  interest.  It  has  its  drawbacks, 
difficulties,  and  discouragements — especially  in  the  small  number  of 
labourers  for  so  great  a  field,  and  in  the  limited  development  of  the 
native  church  and  its  pastorate  after  so  long  a  time.  But  there  are 
clear  proofs  of  God's  blessing  upon  this  work.  These  are  to  be  seen 
in  the  open  door  for  preaching  the  Gospel  as  heretofore;  in  the 
increasing  opportunities  of  giving  instruction  to  native  females;  in  the 
charge  of  so  many  children  and  youth  committed  to  the  missionaries 
through  their  schools  ;  in  the  cases  of  hopeful  conversion,  which  occur 
from  time  to  time;  in  the  goodly  number  of  native  missionary 
labourers,  not  to  enutnerate  other  things.  More  of  these  native 
labourers  are  needed,  and  especially  men  of  earnestness,  disinterested- 
ness, and  thorough  Christian  training.  The  number  of  missionaries 
sent  from  this  country  should  be  sufficient  for  the  supervision  of  the 
whole  work,  and  for  the  fiilfiUment  of  such  parts  of  the  woi*k  as  cannot 
at  first,  nor  for  a  long  time,  be  assigned  to  native  labourers.  Some 
of  the  missionaries  are  now  in  the  decline  of  life ;  some  are  in  feeble 
health  ;  the  growth  of  a  mission  itself  calls  for  more  men  ;  the  work 
is  great  and  urgent. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  it  is  only  the  beginning  of  a  good 
work  which  has  yet  been  made  by  Christian  missions  in  India.  A 
traveller  might  pass  through  the  country  and  see  among  the  people 
little   evidence  of  the   presence  of  Christianity.     He  would  see  idol 
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temples  without  number,  and  Mohammedan  mosques.  lie  would 
see  countless  hosts  of  idolaters ;  he  woidd  see  the  debasing  influenee 
of  heathenism  on  the  whole  structure  of  society.  lie  would  also  fnid 
here  and  there  a  missionary  station,  and  would  see  a  few  faithful  men 
and  women — in  all  of  Upper  India,  perhaps  as  many  ministers  of  the 
Gospel  as  there  are  in  one  of  our  large  cities — employed  in  seeking 
the  salvation  of  this  perishing  people.  The  preceding  pages  of  this 
report  show  that  the  work  of  such  labourers  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord, 
that  their  number  should  be  increased,  that  larger  means  should  be 
pl.'iced  at  their  disposal,  and  especially  that  the  influences  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  should  be  sought  by  earnest  prayer  to  make  the  Gospel  preached 
b}-  tliem  eflectnal  unto  salvation. 

MISSION    IX    SI  AM. 

Bangkok:  On  tlie  river  Meinani,  twenty-five  miles  from  its  mouth;  occnpild 
as  a  mission  statinn  in  1840  to  1844,  and  from  1847  to  the  present  time ;  mis- 
sionary labourers — the  Rev.  Stephen  Mattoon  ;  Rev.  Messrs.  Noah  A.  McDonald 
and  Samuel  C.  George,  and  their  wives ;  one  native  Christian  teacher. 

Petcii.\buri  :  on  the  western  side  of  the  Gulf  of  Siam,  1.50  miles  south-west 
from  Bangkok;  occupied  as  a  mis.sion  station  in  1801  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev. 
Messrs.  Daniel  McGilvary  and  Samuel  G.  McFarland,  and  their  wives. 

In  this  Countiy :  Rev.  Samuel  R.  House,  M.  D.,  and  his  wife ;  Rev.  Jonathan 
Wilson  ;  Mrs.  S.  Mattoon. 

The  last  Annual  Report  mentioned  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John  F. 
Odell,  then  in  Siam,  as  an  assistant  missionary.  His  health  was 
delicate,  and  eventually  it  was  considered  best  for  him  to  return  to  this 
country,  but  he  was  called  to  depart  this  life  on  the  voyage,  on  the 
26th  of  August.  He  was  a  young  man  of  much  promise,  and  his 
eai'ly  removal  is  deeply  regretted  by  his  brethren.  He  was  kept  in 
peace  to  the  last,  and  was  supported  by  a  good  hope  of  eternal  life. 
As  showing  his  disinterestedness,  it  should  be  stated  that  when  he 
applied  for  an  appointtnent  to  missionary  service,  it  was  arranged 
agreeably  to  his  request  that  no  expense  should  be  incurred  by  the 
mission  on  his  behalf,  unless  his  health  should  be  so  restored  as  to 
enable  him  to  fulfill  all  the  duties  of  the  desired  post  of  labour. 

It  is  with  much  regret  the  Committee  have  to  report  the  I'eturn  to 
this  country  of  Mrs.  Mattoon,  to  be  followed  in  a  few  months  by  that 
of  her  husband.  This  is  caused  by  the  state  of  Mrs.  Mattoon's 
health.  Repeated  trial  has  shown  that  she  cannot  live  in  Siam, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  in  a  better  climate  she  may  enjoy  a  good  degree 
of  strength.  Mr.  Mattoon  could  not  well  leave  the  missionary  work 
in  his  hands  at  the  time  when  his  wife  embarked  for  this  country,  and 
they  consented  to  a  temporary  separation  in  order  that  he  might  com- 
plete the  translation  of  some  parts  of  the  Scriptures.  Their  relations 
to  the  Board  are  not  yet  formally  dissolved,  but  the  Committee  may 
here  express  their  high  estimation  of  their  missionary  course  in  Siam. 
To  human  view,  their  removal  from  the  mission  appeal's  to  be  alinost 
an  irreparable  loss. 
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The  Rev.  S.  E,  House,  M.  D.,  and  his  wife,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Wilson 
are  in  this  country  on  a  visit  for  health — the  former  at  their  own 
expense;  they  all  hope  to  return  in  a  few  months  to  their  chosen  work. 
Besides  the  serious  illness  of  Mrs.  Mattoon,  Mrs.  McGilvary  was  a 
severe  sufferer  during  much  of  the  year,  but  at  the  latest  date  she  had 
regained  her  usual  health.  A  missionary  physician  is  urgently  called 
for  at  Petchaburi.  His  presence  would  be  of  great  service  to  the 
mission  families,  but  his  chief  sphere  of  Christian  influence  w'ould  be 
in  the  native  community,  to  whom  he  would  have  opportunity,  in 
many  ways,  of  making  known  the  gospel  of  Cnrist. 

The  reports  of  the  two  stations,  Bangkok  and  Petchaburi,  are  written 
in  terms  of  encouragement.  The  door  is  still  open  for  missionary 
labour,  and  much  labour  has  been  accomplished. 

Regular    Services. 

The  brethren  have  kept  up  stated  services  at  both  stations.  At  the 
capital  the  neat  chapel  has  been  foaud  to  answer  an  excellent  purpose, 
and  the  congregations  are  marked  by  regularity  of  attendance  and  ap- 
parently good  attention.  Usually  a  few  strangers,  perhaps  visitors  to 
the  city  from  distant  parts  of  the  coiuitry,  are  present  at  the  chapel 
services  ;  but  most  of  the  hearers  are  connected  with  the  mission,  as 
scholars  and  servants  and  their  family  acquaintances,  or  they  are  peo- 
ple living  in  the  neighbourhood.  At  Petchaburi  the  public  sei  vices  are 
seriously  embarrassed  for  want  of  a  suitable  chapel ;  this  is  an  urgent 
Avant,  which  the  brethren  are  anxious  to  see  supplied. 

Missionary  Journeys — The  Laos. 

Nearly  all  the  missionaries  are  engaged  in  the  work  of  spreading 
the  gospel  by  journeys  to  the  interior  of  the  country,  and  they  always 
meet  with  a  respectful  reception.  No  other  people  are  more  accessible 
by  missionaries  in  this  kind  of  work,  the  country  being  everywhere 
penetrated  by  rivers  and  canals.  For  many  years  the  gospel  has 
been  thus  carried  to  them,  and  it  is  not  doubted  that  a  very  consider- 
able knowledge  of  the  Christian  religion  has  been  disseminated. 

The  special  feature  of  the  year  was  the  visit  of  two  of  the  mission- 
aries to  the  country  of  the  Laos,  north  of  Siam.  Particulars  of  this  visit 
have  been  published  in  the  missionary  journals.  They  found  a  people 
altogether  destitute  of  the  knowledge  of  the  religion  of  Christ,  and 
never  before  visited  by  his  servants;  they  found  the  door  of  entrance 
to  them  to  be  widely  open ;  and  they  were  deeply  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  missionary  eflbrts  being  commenced  in  this  country 
without  further  delay.  Two  new  missionaries  connected  with  the 
mission  in  Siam  would  enable  the  brethren  to  enter  upon  this  work. 
The  Committee  have  given  their  approval  to  this  measure,  to  be  car- 
ried into  effect  as  soon  as  the  funds  at  their  disposal  will  permit  and 
the  missionaries  can  be  obtained.  In  the  mean  time,  a  small  outlay 
has  been  sanctioned  for  preparing  in  Bangkok  a  font  of  type  for  print- 
ing in  the  Laos  language. 
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Education. 


At  both  stations  the  schools  are  continued  on  the  same  footing  as 
heretofore.  Fourteen  boarding  pupils  and  seven  day-scholars  are  in 
the  school  in  Bangkok,  whose  conduct  and  progress  in  their  studies  are 
commended.  The  important  class  of  females,  formerly  under  Mrs. 
Mattoon's  charge,  is  now  taught  by  Mrs.  McDonald.  These  poor 
women  have  been  taught  to  read  well,  and  have  received  valuable 
knowledge  of  the  way  of  salvation.  The  school  in  Petchaburi  is 
reported  as  having  an  average  attendance  of  ten  day-scholars,  whose 
deportment  and  improvement  have  been  encouraging.  At  this  station 
one  of  the  native  converts  has  been  under  instruction  with  a  view  to 
his  future  usefulness ;  in  addition  to  committing  to  raeniory  much  of 
the  Scripture  and  studying  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  he  has  enjoyed 
the  advantage  of  instruction  by  Mr.  McFarland  on  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  hispiration  of  the  Scriptures,  Being  and  Attributes  of 
God,  Trinity,  and  Divinity  of  Christ.  It  is  impressive  and  gratifying 
to  see  the  pains  taken  by  the  brethren  to  secure  even  one  properly 
qualified  native  missionary  labourer.  They  say  of  him  :  "  We  have 
great  hopes  of  his  future  usefulness  among  his  own  people,  but  he 
needs  the  prayers  and  sympathies  of  the  Church,  to  sustain  him  amidst 
the  various  temptations  to  which  he  is  exposed." 

The   Chvrch-r-The  Press — Translating. 

At  neither  station  were  the  missionaries  permitted  to  receive  any 
native  members  to  the  church.  After  stating  this,  the  report  of 
Petchaburi  adds  :  "  Our  work  is  emphatically  a  work  of  faith.  We 
rest  upon  the  sure  promises  of  God,  and  knf>w  assuredly  that  he  will 
own  and  bless  his  own  word."  The  number  of  communicants  reported 
at  Bangkok  and  Petchaburi  is  eleven. 

The  issues  of  the  printing  press  were  as  follows,  viz. : — Questions  on 
the  Gospel  History,  by  Mrs.  House,  1,500  copies,  l6mo,  pages  100; 
Epistle  to  the  Romans,  44  pages;  1st  and  2d  Corinthians,  58  pages; 
Galatians,  Ephesians,  Philippians  and  0)lossians,  50  pages;  1st  and 
2d  Thessalonians,  1st  and  2d  Timothy,  Titus  at]d  Philemon,  42  pages — 
all  in  editions  of  2,000  copies  each.  "  Mr.  Mattoon,"  the  repojt  of 
Bangkok  says,  '•  has  been  prosecuting  the  work  of  translating  the 
Scriptures  with  much  vigour  and  success,  in  addition  to  his  regular 
duties  on  the  Sabbath.  There  remains  only  the  Book  of  Revelation  to 
finish  the  translation  of  the  New  Testament  into  the  language  of  the 
Siamese."  This  is  a  work  of  great  importance,  and  the  Church  has 
much  reason  to  be  thankful  that  such  good  progress  has  been  made. 

No  general  change  is  reported  in  the  prospects  of  this  mission.  Its 
members  personally  receive  respectful  treatment  from  the  rulers  of 
the  country,  of  every  class,  and  they  have  unrestricted  liberty  of 
intercourse  with  the  people,  and  of  making  the  gospel  known  to  them. 
But  as  yet  they  have  to  take  up  tlie  ancient  lamentation,  "  Who  hath 
believed  our  report,  and  to  whom  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  revealed "?" 
A  few  hopeful  converts  have  been  gathered  into  the  church,  and  one 
or  two  ot  them  have  been  taken  to  the  communion  of  the  church  invis- 
ible.    These  cases  show  that  the  Siamese  are  not  beyond  the  reach 
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of  Christian  hope.  The  great  body  of  the  people,  however,  from  the 
highest  to  the  lowest,  are  still  worshippers  of  Biiddh.  And  it  is  only 
the  power  of  our  risen  and  ascended  Lord  that  can  bring  them  to  the 
foot  of  his  cross.  That  Almighty  power  may  soon  be  manifested,  in 
answer  to  the  prayers  of  the  Church. 

MISSIONS    IN    CHINA. 

CANTON  MISSION. 
Canton  :  on  the  Canton  River,  Vu  miles  I'rom  the  sea ;  occupied  as  a  mission 
station  in  1845;  missionary  labourers — the  Hev.  Messrs.  Andrew  P.  Happer, 
M.  D.,  D.  D.,  Charles  F.  Preston,  Ira  M.  Condit,  and  Arthur  Fulsom,  and  their 
wives;  Joiiu  G.  Kerr,  M.  D.  and  his  wife;  Mrs.  Mary  L.  French;  two  native 
Christian  assistants. 

NINGPO  MISSION. 

NiNGPo  :  on  the  Ningpo  River,  12  miles  from  the  sea ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station 
in  1844;  missionary  labouiers — Rev.  Messrs.  David  D.  Green  and  William  T. 
Morrison,  and  their  wives;  Rev.  Samuel  Dodd;  Miss  Sarah  L.  Green;  native 
Christian  assistants — Rev.  Messrs.  Kijin(j  Lhuj-yiuAW^  Zia-Yimj  long,  four  licentiate 
preachers,  and  eight  other  helpers. 

Sevehal  Out-Stations,  in  the  Sanpoh  district,  35  to  50  miles  northwest  of  Ning- 
po, and  one  at  Bao-ko-tah,  a  village  eight  miles  south-east  of  Ningpo ;  occupied  by 
native  labourers,  enumerated  above. 

SHANGHAI  MISSION. 

Shangu.\i:  on  the  Woosung  River,  14  miles  from  the  sea;  occupied  as  a  mission 
station  in  185u;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs  John  M.  W.  Farnham,  John 
S.  Roberts,  John  Wherry,  and  their  wives;  Mr.  William  Gamble,  Printer;  one 
native  Christian  assistant. 

SHANTUNG  MISSION. 

TuNGCHOw :  on  the  coast,  55  miles  from  Chefoo ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in 
1861 ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Charles  R.  Mills  and  Calvin  W.  Mateer, 
and  their  wives  ;  one  native  Christian  assistant. 

Chefoo  ;  the  chief  foreign  port  of  the  province  of  Shantung  ;  occupied  as  a  mis- 
sion station  in  1862  ;  missionary  labourers — D.  B.  ]\IcCartee,  M.  D.,  and  Rev.  Hun- 
ter J.  Corbett,  and  their  wives. 

In  this  Vountri/ :  Rev.  John  L.  Nevins  and  his  wife. 

PEKING  MISSION. 
Peking  :  the  capital  of  the  country  ;  occupied  as  a  missionary  station  in  1863  ; 
missionary  labourers — Rev.  William  A.  P.  Martin, I>.  D.  and  his  wife;  two  native 
Christian  assistants. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wherry  and  Miss  Green  arrived  at  Shanghai,  and 
Mrs.  French  at  Canton,  in  October;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Corbett  removed 
from  Tmigchow  to  the  vicinity  of  Chefoo  in  August;  Mr.  Corbett  was 
seriously  ill  for  several  mouths,  but  has  recovered  his  health  ;  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Folsom  spent  a  part  of  the  year  at  Macao  ;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nevius 
spent  three  months  at  Ningpo,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  McCartee  two  months, 
rendering  valuable  services,  which  were  the  more  needed  on  account  of 
the  serious  illness  of  Messrs.  Green  and  Morrison.  Afterward  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Nevius  left  China  on  their  return  to  this  country,  on  a  visit 
fur  Mrs.  Nevius'  health.  They  were  compelled  to  return  via  England, 
where  they  spent  a  few  months,  Mr.  Nevius  taking  a  part  in  the  pre- 
paration and  printing  of  some  works  in  tlie  Ningpo  dialect  to  be  pub- 
lished at  the  expense  of  the  London  Tract  Society.  They  arrived  here 
April  IDth,  and  they  hope  to  return  at  an  early  day  to  the  field  -of 
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their  devoted  labours.  Mrs.  Henry  V.  Rankin  and  two  children  ar- 
rived in  this  country  on  the  8th  of  December.  Her  great  bereave- 
ment in  the  death  of  Mr.  llankin  involved  the  further  painful  trial  to 
her  of  leaving  a  sphere  of  duty,  in  which  her  labours  and  influence 
were  of  the  happiest  kind. 

Native  Missionary  Labovrers. 

The  reports  of  the  stations  concerning  the  native  assistants  are  en- 
couraging. To  obtain  such  labourers,  and  to  train  them  for  continually 
advancing  usefulness,  has  been  kept  steadily  in  view  from  the  beghining 
as  of  prime  importance.  Their  instruction  has  been  conducted  in  their 
own  language,  and  not  in  English.  Thus  the  temptation  of  their  being 
drawn  off  to  engage  in  secular  business  has  been  diminished,  and  the 
danger  averted  of  their  being  alienated  from  the  simple  habits  of  life  of 
their  own  people  ;  while  the  expense  of  their  support  by  the  mission  is 
less,  and  the  prospect  of  their  being  eventually  supported  suitably 
by  the  native  churches  is  better,  than  if  their  education  had  been  con- 
ducted through  the  medium  of  the  English  language.  Whatever  may 
be  true  in  other  missionary  countries,  it  is  evident  that  these  Chinese 
missionary  labourers  can  be  well  trained  through  the  medium  of 
their  own  language.  Dr.  Martin  gives  a  most  pleasing  account 
Tsau,  a  graduate  of  the  Ningpo  school,  now  a  teacher  at  Peking,  whose 
labours  and  influence  have  been  of  the  greatest  service ;  indeed,  the 
account  is  so  remarkable  that  the  Committee  request  attention  to  it,  as 
printed  in  the  Foreign  Missionary  of  April.  The  Presbytery  of  Ningpo 
report  with  great  gratitude  the  ordination  of  two  of  the  licentiate 
preachers,  one  as  a  pastor,  the  other  as  an  evangelist,  and  the  continued 
usefulness  of  the  other  four  licentiate  preachers. 

The  boarding-schools  are  still  conducted  with  special  reference  to  the 
supply  of  native  missionary  labourers.  Besides  these,  measures  for 
training  such  of  the  converts  and  scholars  as  are  considered  likely  to  be 
useful  are  pursued  with  a  good  degree  of  system  and  success.  At  Can- 
ton there  is  a  class  of  six  pupils  under  Dr.  Happer's  instruction,  and 
one  young  man  is  under  Mr.  Preston's  care.  At  Shanghai  the  brethren 
have  under  their  care  one  candidate  for  the  ministry,  whose  "  instruction 
in  New  Testament  exercises.  Church  History,  Pastoral  Theology,  Church 
Government,  and  Homiletics,"  has  been  continued  during  the  year,  and 
"  he  has  had  almost  daily  practice  in  preaching."  His  labours  and 
conduct  are  such  as  to  reward  his  missionary  friends  for  their  patient 
work  in  his  training.  At  Ningpo  there  are  other  native  brethren,  be- 
sides those  already  referred  to,  who  are  in  preparation  for  the  work  of 
the  ministry,  one  of  whom  is  a  candidate  under  the  care  of  the  pres- 
bytery ;  and  the  missionaries  state  that  "  instruction  continues  to  be 
given  to  the  former  graduates  of  the  school  engaged  in  mission  work." 

The  native  assistants  in  all  the  missions  rendered  valualde  service  in 
making  the  gospel  known  to  their  countrymen.  At  Shanghai  a  colpor- 
teur, and  during  part  of  the  year  two  colporteurs,  visited  many  places 
in  the  city,  about  a  hundred  different  villages,  and  Soochow,  a  city 
seventy  miles  distant,  "  talking  to  the  people  by  the  wayside,  from 
house  to  house,  and  in  the  tea-shops  and  other  public  places.     ...    In 
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this  way  they  have  distributed,  judiciously  it  is  believed,  492,947  pages" 
of  the  Scriptures  and  tracts,  chiefly  the  former. 

In  a  few  cases  native  Christian  women  have  been  employed  as  visitors 
among  their  countrywomen,  to  read  the  Scriptures  to  them,  and  to  win 
them  to  the  religion  of  Christ.  The  journals  of  one  or  two  of  these 
visitors,  whom  Mrs.  Nevius  employed  at  Ningpo,  have  been  published 
in  the  missionary  periodicals,  and  read  with  unusual  interest. 

Prea ch ing —  Ch ii rch  Statistics. 

At  all  the  stations  the  gospel  is  preached  openly  and  frequently. 
Regular  and  numerous  services  are  heUI  commonly  in  chapels.  These 
services  in  Peking  were  commenced  in  a  cautious  way,  with  some  ap- 
prehensions Ic't  ihey  should  be  attended  with  disturbance,  but  they 
have  not  been  at  all  interrupted.  The  attendance  on  chapel  services  is 
reported  generally  as  increasing,  and  the  attention  paid  to  the  word  sprtken 
is  usually  respectful  and  often  serious.  To  some  extent  journeys  have 
been  made  by  the  missionaries  for  the  wider  preaching  of  the  gospel, 
both  from  Canton  and  Ningpo  ;  there  is  an  open  door  for  such  itinerant 
service  in  the  country.  At  all  the  stations,  the  missionaries  and  their 
native  helpers  embrace  many  opportunities  of  making  the  gospel  known 
to  persons  who  call  to  see  them,  or  whom  they  meet  at  the  temples,  in 
the  streets,  or  elsewhere.  In  these  varied  ways,  the  knowledge  of  the 
Christian  religion  is  spread  among  the  people.  And  rarely  is  any  op- 
position encountered,  but  the  indifference  of  the  Chinese  to  all  spiritual 
things  is  very  marked. 

That  the  preaching  of  the  Woid  is  accompanied  by  the  influences  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  is  shown  clearly  by  various  signs,  and  especially  by  the 
hopeful  conversion  of  souls.  The  statistics  of  the  churches  are  given  in 
the  following  table :

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A  considerable  number  of  members  has  been  added  to  the  churches 
in  Ningpo  and  its  vicinity  since  the  statistical  report  was  made,  on  the 
1st  of  October,  A  hopeful  convert  was  baptized  at  Pekin<j,  but  no 
church  is  yet  orj^anized  in  that  city.  This  convert  is  an  aged  Manchu 
of  a  highly  respectable  family.  Two  of  the  new  members  at  Canton 
are  daughters  of  the  senior  missionary,  and  six  others  are  foreigners; 
twelve  are  natives.  At  Ningpo  and  vicinity  the  two  churches  reported 
last  year  have  been  subdivided  by  the  presbytery,  making  four.  One 
of  these  has  its  own  native  pastor,  and  another  is  supplied  in  part  by 
the  native  evangelist.  A  blessed  work  of  grace  has  been  apparent  in 
connection  with  these  Ningpo  churches,  and  the  baptisms  of  converts 
have  been  truly  encouraging.  It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  '•  they  are 
doing  about  as  much  as  could  be  expected  towards  their  self-support." 
The  Christian  deportment  of  the  communicants  generally  is  commended, 
but  the  state  of  the  church  at  Tungchow  was  not  satisfactory  ;  two 
cases  of  discipline  had  occurred  there. 

Mission  Schools. 

The  education  of  a  limited  number  of  scholars  is  continued.  Besides 
the  schools  formerly  open,  a  school  has  been  commenced  at  Peking 
which  it  is  hoped,  will  become  a  means  of  doing  much  good.  It  should 
reach  a  high  grade,  and  it  needs  the  services  of  a  qualified  teacher,  who 
should  be  also  a  missionary  physician.  A  generous  English  friend  has 
given  1,500  taels,  equal  at  then  existing  rates  of  exchange  to  |G,000,  in 
order  that  this  school  may  be  conducted  on  a  liberal  basis.  There  are 
many  boys  of  good  talents,  belonging  to  respectable  but  depressed 
lamilies,  who  would  gladly  attend  a  school  of  this  kind.  One  of  the 
scholars,  a  Manchu,  has  already  applied  for  baptism.  At  Tungchow 
the  small  school  for  girls  was  closed,  and  one  for  boys  took  its  place. 
The  returns  of  the  schools  are  shown  by  the  following  table :

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  the  brethren  that  the  funds  granted 
by  the  Board  could  not  be   increased,  so  that  a  greater  number  of 
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promising  scholars  might  be  brought  under  the  influence  of  the  boarding- 
schools.  At  Ningpo  the  foreign  community  generously  gave  $500  to 
enlarge  the  usefulness  of  these  schools,  and  at  Shanghai  liberal  gifts  have 
been  received  from  the  same  source  for  the  same  purpose. 

Printing  —  Wnrks  in  Preparation. 

The  work  of  the  press  is  still  carried  on  with  efficiency.  In  its  re- 
port, it  is  stated  that  8,095,000  pages  were  printed  during  the  year 
ending  October  1st.  Of  these  6,004,600  pages  were  of  the  Scriptures; 
of  tracts,  1,435,000  pages  were  printed;  of  hymns,  300,000  pages;  of 
job  work,  296,000  pages.  The  whole  number  of  pages  is  less  than  the 
number  printed  last  year,  but  the  pages  were  of  a  larger  size  cjenerailv. 
"The  royal  octavo  edition  of  the  Bible  in  the  Berlin  type  was  finished, 
and  a  32mo  edition  in  small  pica,  will  be  completed  in  a  few  inonths." 
The  issues  of  books  and  tracts  from  the  depository  were  larger  than  in 
any  former  year,  being  11,716,020  pages,  of  which  a  large  part  was 
sent  to  the  Canton  Mission.  Over  6,000  characters  were  cut  in  the  type- 
founding  department,  including  the  primitives  and  radicals  of  the  small 
pica  font.  This  font  will  soon  be  completed ;  it  is  already  in  use  in 
printing  the  32mo  edition  of  the  Scriptures.  It  will  be  of  great  con- 
venience, and  it  reflects  much  credit  on  the  skill  and  energy  of  Mr. 
Gamble. 

The  report  of  the  Canton  Mission  mentions  the  compilation  of  ten 
Scripture  tracts  and  several  hymns  ;  that  of  Shanghai  speaks  of  Gene- 
sis, Exodus,  and  the  New  Testament  as  far  as  2d  Corinthians  inclusive, 
as  having  been  translated  in  the  Shanghai  dialect ;  while  that  of  Pe- 
king refers  to  a  translation  of  the  Scriptures  into  the  Comt  dialect  as 
in  progress.  In  these  translations  the  missionaries  of  the  Board  were 
associiited  with  missionaries  of  other  bodies.  Mr.  Nevius,  besides  the 
work  elsewhere  reported,  gave  continued  attention  to  the  preparation 
of  a  Compend  of  Theology,  which  is  much  needed  in  the  instruction 
of  native  candidates  for  the  ministry.  Dr.  Martin's  translation  of  a 
work  on  International  Law  has  been  completed,  and  it  will  be  pub- 
lished at  the  expense  of  the  Chinese  Government.  Amongst  the  issues 
of  the  press  are  two  useful  little  works  by  1  idies  of  the  mission — 
Mrs.  Happer's  Easy  Catechism,  and  Mrs.  Nevius'  Mandarin  Cate- 
chism. 

Medical  Missionary  Work. 

The  hospital  at  Canton,  the  dispensary  at  Fatshan,  and  visits  to 
several  cities  for  healing,  have  fully  occupied  Dr.  Kerr's  time,  and 
have  been  the  means  of  doing  great  good.  The  visits  referred  to 
were  the  happy  means  of  removing  prejudices,  and  otherwise  of  pre- 
paring the  way  for  the  labours  of  a  German  missionary  at  Sheklung. 
The  number  of  patients,  during  the  year,  was  20,445.  "To  these  all," 
the  report  of  the  Canton  Mission  says  :  "  the  Word  of  Life  has  been 
preached.  .  .  .  On  each  dispensing  day  the  patients  are  assembled  to 
receive  spiritual  instruction  before  they  receive  medical  attention.    The 
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number  of  in-door  patients,  with  their  attendants^  varies  from  fifty  to 
seventy.  A  morniug  service  for  them  has  been  conducted  by  Mr. 
Preston." 

There  is  need  of  a  medical  missionary  at  Tungchow  ;  the  want  of  a 
labourer  of  this  class  at  Peking  has  been  already  mentioned.  In  these 
cases,  a  missionary  physician  could  hope  to  render  valuable  service  in 
holding  forth  the  Word  of  Life  in  various  ways,  while  his  professional 
skill  would  give  him  access  to  n)any  not  otherwise  likely  to  be  reached, 
and  would  greatly  add  to  the  influence  of  all  his  efforts  to  do  good  as 
a  servant  of  Christ.  The  missionaries  have  often  referred  to  this  sub- 
ject, and  the  Committee  desire  to  bring  it  before  the  respected  members 
of  the  medical  profession,  who  are  connected  with  our  Church,  as  one 
of  no  ordinary  importance.  No  missionaries  in  China  are  doing  more, 
probably,  for  the  cause  of  Christ  in  that  country,  than  the  two  medical 
missionaries  of  the  Board.  Dr.  McCartee's  work,  however,  in  late 
years,  has  not  been  professional  so  much  as  evangelistic — his  long 
residence  in  the  country,  and  his  complete  command  of  the  language, 
giving  him  almost  special  qualifications  for  conversational  and  book- 
making  labours.  His  medical  services,  however,  have  been  greatly 
prized,  particularly  in  the  families  of  the  missionaries. 

General  Aspect  of  the  Missionary  Work. 

At  Tungchow  some  discouraging  things  have  occurred,  chiefly 
owing  to  the  unwillingness  of  the  owners  of  property  to  rent  or  sell 
houses  to  foreigners;  but  the  common  people  of  the  city  show  no 
unfriendly  feeling  towards  the  missionaries.  At  all  the  other  stations, 
and  also  at  Tungchow  for  the  most  part,  the  missionaries  have  unob- 
structed fields  of  labour.  It  is  evident  that  the  number  of  labourers 
should  be  increased.  On  almost  any  theory  of  the  work  of  evangeli- 
zation, the  few  missionaries  in  this  country  are  altogether  too  few  for 
the  woi-k  to  be  done.  The  Chinese  are  not  only  far  the  most  numer- 
ous people  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  but  they  have  been  brought  within 
easy  access  of  the  Church  by  remarkable  events  occurring  within  the 
last  few  years.  Where  it  was  at  the  peril  of  life  for  our  missionaries 
to  make  even  a  transient  visit  a  few  years  ago,  our  brethren  now  dwell 
securely,  enjoying  the  respect  and  good-will  of  the  people.  And  this 
people,  as  a  heathen  people,  without  God,  and  without  hope  in  the 
world,  above  all  other  things  need  the  gospel.  Hardly  a  beginning 
has  yet  been  made  by  the  Christian  Chureh  to  bestow  its  blessings 
upon  them.  Our  own  branch  of  the  Church  supports,  for  the  evangeli- 
zation of  the  nearly  four  hundred  millions  of  souls  in  China,  less  than 
a  third  of  the  number  of  ministers  connected  with  the  Presbytery  of 
New  York!  Praise  should  be  gi\en  to  God  that  he  has  been  pleased 
to  bless  the  work  of  these  few  missionaries,  as  the  preceding  pages 
show,  and  that  so  encouraging  a  field  is  spread  out  before  the  Church 
in  the  land  of  Sinim. 
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Yokohama:  on  the  bay,  a  few  miles  below  Yeddo;  mission  commenced  in 
1859;  missionary  labourers — James  C.  Hepburn,  M.  D.,  and  his  wife;  Rev. 
David  Thompson. 

The  missionaries  say,  in  their  report :  "  Our  principal  work  has  been 
the  study  of  the  language,  which  we  have  been  engaged  in  almost 
uninterruptedly,  and  in  which  we  feel  that  we  have  been  making  rea- 
sonable progress.  Besides  this,  we  have  been  engaged  in  active  efforts 
to  benefit  the  people  as  we  found  opportunity,  but  have  not  yet  found 
a  door  open  to  us  for  direct  missionary  work." 

Medical  and  teaching  labours  occupied  a  part  of  the  time  of  the 
brethren,  and  though  both  are  conducted  in  but  a  limited  w'ay,  yet  in 
the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  Japanese,  the  usefulness  of  such 
labours  cannot  be  doubted.  Mr.  Thompson  says:  "Dr.  Hepburn's 
dispensary  has  been  kept  open  during  the  year,  and  has  been  visited 
by  a  number  of  patients,  not  less  than  twelve  or  fifteen,  every  day. 
Many  of  these  come  from  quite  a  distance.  Some  successful  surgical 
operations  have  been  performed,  and  many  cures  eflfected,  so  that  the 
Doctor  is  widely  and  favourably  known  amongst  the  people;  and  also 
being  frequently  consulted  by  native  physicians,  we  may  suppose, 
he  is  exerting  a  favourable  influence  upon  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this 
country."  In  one  of  his  letters,  Dr.  Hepburn  referred  to  his  having 
received  a  visit  from  several  native  doctors  from  Yeddo,  who  brought 
some  of  their  "  hard  cases"  with  them,  some  of  which  were  successfully 
operated  upon ;  afterwards  the  native  physicians  had  a  long  and 
friendly  conversation  with  thtir  foreign  professional  brother  on  the 
subject  of  religion,  affording  him  a  happy  opportunity  of  making  the 
gospel   known  to  them,  and  throui^h  them  to  many  others. 

In  the  work  of  teaching,  Mr.  Thompson  says  :  "  Mrs.  Hepburn  has 
all  along  had  under  her  care  several  Japanese  boys  of  intelligence, 
whose  attendance  has  been  constant,  and  tht4r  progress  in  all  the 
branches  in  which  they  have  received  instruction,  is  quite  satisfactory." 
Reference  is  made,  also,  t<)  a  school  for  the  benefit  of  native  interpre- 
ters, and  others  who  might  obtain  permission  from  the  Government  to 
enter  it — the  application  tor  it  having  been  made  to  Dr.  Hepburn  by 
some  of  the  native  officers  in  the  Custom  House.  This  school  was 
opened,  and  instruction  in  it  is  given  by  the  missionaries  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church  and  by  Mr.  Thompson.  It  consists  of  two 
classes,  one  embracing  fourteen  men,  who  have  already  gained  some 
knowledge  of  English,  the  other  consisting  of  small  boys  and  beginners. 

The  relations  of  the  Japanese  Government  and  the  foreign  powers 
have  not  been  of  a  satisfactory  nature.  With  the  forts  and  vessels  of 
one  of  the  chiefs,  a  severe  engagement  was  fought  by  the  allied  fleet, 
which  resulted  in  opening  the  navigation  of  an  inland  sea,  without 
leading  to  any  general  war  with  the  Government  of  the  country.  It 
will  probably  result  also  in  securing  a  more  respectful  treatment  of 
foreigners  by  the  oflftcial  classes.  Much  more  serious  than  this  was 
the  conflict  among  the   Japanese   themselves  in  the    interior   of  the 
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country,  of  which  the  causes  atid  the  events  are  little  known  by 
foreigners.  Its  general  ch.iracter  is  considered  to  be  th.it  of  a  revolu- 
tionary struggle.  Immense  loss  of  life  seems  to  have  occurred  in  one 
of  the  battles  of  this  domestic  war.  The  adherents  of  the  exclusive 
system  of  conducting  public  affiiirs  appear  to  have  been  worsted  by  the 
more  liberal  party  ;  but  the  subject  is  imperfectly  understood.  Mr. 
Thompson  referring  to  the  matter,  thus  closes  the  report  of  the  mis- 
sion :  "As  to  the  prospect  of  the  Government  adopting  a  more  liberal 
policy  toward  foreigners,  and  especially  as  to  its  becoming  more  tole- 
rant of  Christianity,  I  cannot  now  speak  confidently ;  we  only  know 
that  it  will  not  do  one  or  the  other  readily.  It  is  to  be  desired  that 
the  recent  success  of  the  allied  fleet  at  Shimonisaki  may  have  a  salu- 
tary effect  upon  the  people  and  their  rulers." 

The  door  of  entrance  for  giving  the  gospel  to  this  people  is  par- 
tially open,  and  the  view  of  the  condition  of  the  Japanese  thereby  dis- 
closed is  one  that  should  lead  the  Church  to  pray  for  the  removal  of 
obstacles,  and  for  the  speedy  employment  of  the  means  of  grace  for 
their  salvation.  With  all  the  industry  of  the  common  people,  and  the 
superior  refinement  of  their  rulers,  they  are  alike  ignorant  of  the  true 
God — worshippers  of  idols,  heathens  in  their  morals,  in  their  life,  and  also 
in  their  death.  But  the  time  of  their  redemption  is  drawing  nigh.  The 
limited  mission,  whose  work  of  preparation  is  here  recorded,  is  one  of 
the  harbingers  of  its  approach, — one  of  the  agencies  of  its  arrival  and 
of  its  fulfillment. 

MISSION  TO  THE  CHINESE  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

San  Francisco:  Rev.  Augustus  W.  Loomis  and  his  ■wife  ;  one  native  Christian 
assistant. 

The  work  of  the  mission  is  in  some  respects  a  peculiar  one,  especially 
in  its  being  conducted  amongst  a  people  who  may  be  described  as 
heathen  adventurers.  They  are  nearly  all  men,  either  unmarried  or 
such  as  have  left  their  families  in  China;  the  few  Chinese  women  who 
are  with  them  are  commonly  of  the  worst  class.  These  Chinese  men 
have  come  here  to  spend  a  few  years,  make  a  little  money,  and  then 
return  to  their  native  country.  They  think  not  of  gaining  the  knowl- 
edge of  Western  civilization,  nor  of  the  Christian  religion.  Their  arrival 
is  not  generally  welcomed  by  our  countrymen,  and  they  have  been  sub- 
jected to  oppressive  legal  enactments,  to  much  social  obloquy  and  bad 
treatment,  well  fitted  to  embitter  their  feelings  against  every  thing  that 
hears  the  Christian  name.  They  are,  moreover,  at  least  many  of  them, 
a  scattered,  unsettled  people,  most  of  them  going  as  miners  to  different 
places.  These  things  are  adverse  to  the  regular  work  of  a  missionary 
amongst  them.  He  can  hardly  hold  regular  services  amongst  them  ; 
he  finds  few  women  or  children  to  receive  his  instructions.  He  seldom 
enjoys  the  opportunity  of  giving  continued  instructions  to  the  Chinese 
whom  he  meets  ;  but  he  does  gain  access  to  many,  and  the  gospel  has 
found  enti'ance  into  the  hearts  of  some. 

Mr.  Loomis  has  continued  the  line  of  missionary  labour  described  in 
former   reports.      It   is   with   continued    satisfaction    that   the    Com- 
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mittee  refer  to  his  letters  and  journals,  published  in  the  Record  and 
Foreign  Missionary,  and  also  to  what  they  have  learned  from  other 
sources,  as  showing  that  his  labours  have  been  abundant,  in  season  and 
out  of  season,  and  not  without  some  degree  of  encouragement.  The 
attendance  at  religious  worship  in  the  Mission  chapel  has  somewhat  in- 
creased, but  it  is  still  necessary  for  the  missionary  to  go  out  and  per- 
suade, almost  compel  them  to  come  in.  Many  portions  of  the  Scrip- 
tures and  tracts  have  been  distributed  among  Chinese  emigrants  arriv- 
ing or  departing,  and  many  conversations  have  been  held  with  them  in 
their  places  of  business,  their  lodging-rooms  and  the  streets.  Thus 
Christ  has  been  preached  to  thenn.  One  young  man  was  admitted  to 
the  church  by  baptism  on  the  profession  of  his  faith.  Two  applicants 
for  admission  are  spoken  of,  whom  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  keep 
longer  under  instruction  before  receiving  them  as  church  members. 
Cases  of  apparently  deep  interest  in  the  Gospel  message  have  occurred, 
and  much  Gospel  truth  has  been  disseminated,  which  may  yield  blessed 
results.  The  school  in  the  evening  and  a  Sabbath-school  are  still  kept 
up,  with  a  good  degree  of  encouragement. 

The  Committee  see  no  reason  for  discouragement  in  the  work  of  this 
mission.  On  the  contrary,  they  see  cause  of  thankfulness  in  its  past 
history.  And  they  believe  that  hardly  any  part  of  the  work  of  evan- 
gelization deserves  to  be  held  in  higher  regard  than  that  of  the  mission- 
ary among  these  Chinese.  Considering  the  special  relations  in  which 
they  stand  to  our  countrymen  and  to  the  Christian  Church  in  this  land  ; 
the  harsh  treatment  which  these  poor  strangers  still  too  often  meet 
with  here  ;  the  access  to  their  minds,  which  is  in  some  good  degree  practi- 
cable, for  giving  them  the  knowledge  of  the  way  of  salvation  ;  the  far 
extending  influence  which  Gospel  truth  imparted  to  them  will  exert, 
reaching  into  hundreds  of  places  in  the  interior  of  China;  the  fact  that 
the  missionary  and  his  wife  are  the  only  agents  of  the  American  Church, 
officially  and  fully  engaged  in  seeking  to  save  these  G0,000  souls,  it  is  man- 
ifest that  this  work  is  invested  with  deep  interest,  and  the  duty  is  ob- 
vious of  steadily  supporting  it,  by  prayer.  Christian  sympathy,  and  all 
needed  pecuniary  means. 

MISSIONS  IN  PAPAL  EUROPE. 

Stations  in  Belgium,  France  and  Italy, 

The  inhabitants  of  these  countries  are  mostly  Roman  Catholics. 
Many  of  them,  indeed,  do  not  care  for  any  religion,  and  many  are  scep- 
tical as  to  all  religious  truth;  especially  are  these  classes  to  be  found 
amongst  men  of  education  and  social  position,  and  also  amongst  the 
artizans  and  mechanics.  But  the  masses  of  the  people  are  Romanists — 
ignorant,  priest-ridden,  worshippers  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  whose  ht)pe  for 
eternity  rests  in  the  performance  of  a  few  rites  and  ceremonies.  In  the 
midst  of  the  nearly  60,000,000  of  people  whose  religious  condition  is 
thus  deplorable,  there  are  perhaps  2,000,000  of  Protestants,  of  whon:>  a 
small  but  increasing  number  are  sincere  and  devoted  disciples  of  Christ. 

Amongst  these  are  found  both  ministers  and  laymen,  pastors,  elders 
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and  members  of  churches,  who  in  all  that  constitutes  and  adorns  the 
Christian  religion  are  worthy  of  the  esteem  of  their  brethren  in  other 
countries.  They  are  for  the  most  part  Presbyterian  in  their  views  of 
churcli  order,  and  Calvinistic  in  their  doctrinal  belief.  They  are  en- 
gaged in  missionary  eflbrts  for  the  conversion  of  their  countrymen.  In 
each  of  these  countries  one  or  more  Committees  of  Evangelization  have 
been  formed,  which  are  charged  with  the  superintendence  of  evangelizing 
labours,  and  who  endeavour  to  disseminate  the  knowledge  of  the  Jtrue 
religiim  hy  preaching-services  in  churches  and  chapels,  and  sometimes 
in  the  open  air;  by  the  visits  of  evangelists,  colporteurs,  and  Bible- 
readers,  from  house  to  house ;  by  schools,  and  by  the  circulation  of 
the  Scriptures  and  religious  tracts. 

The  statistical  returns  of  these  labourers  are  not  in  all  cases  com- 
plete. In  Belgium,  the  Missionary  Church  reports  1.5  stations,  of  which 
3  arc^  Flemish,  embracing  17  churches  and  chapels,  19  pastors  or  min- 
isters, 3  evangelists,  13  schools,  10  colporteurs,  a  Religious  Book  De- 
pository in  Brussels,  from  which  over  90,000  copies  were  issued  last 
year.  The  expenditure  for  all  these  operations  was  about  $26,000. 
fn  France,  in  connection  with  three  Committees  or  Societies — the 
Evangelical,  the  Central,  and  the  Geneva — reports  are  given  of  72  minis- 
ters, 76  teachers,  34  evangelists  (mostly  laymen),  and  25  colporteurs, 
the  returns  being  incomplfte  ;  besides  two  important  seminaries,  one 
at  Paris  having  19  students  in  preparatory  theological  studies,  and  the 
other  at  Ixeneva  having  49  students  of  theology.  The  expenditure  last 
year  for  these  varied  labours  was  about  $90,000.  In  Ilaly,  the  principal 
agency  for  spreading  the  gospel  is  that  of  the  venerable  church  of  the 
Vaudois  or  Waldenses.  Besides  their  theological  seminary  and  a  large 
printing-press  at  Florence,  the  Waldensian  Synod  supports  ministers  or 
evangelists  at  many  of  the  principal  cities,  such  as  Naples,  Palermo, 
Leghorn,  Milan,  Turin,  etc.,  and  teachers  also  at  some  of  the  stations. 
About  113,000  were  expended  last  year  in  the  support  of  these  opera- 
tions. 

For  particular  information  concerning  the  evangelizing  work  of  these 
brethren,  reference  must  be  had  to  the  accounts  published  in  the  mis- 
sionary journals.  It  is  evident  that  the  blessing  of  God  rests  upon  their 
labours.  Most  of  the  members  of  the  Belgian  Missionary  Church  are 
converts  from  Romanism.  To  some  extent  prejudices  have  been  re- 
moved in  all  these  countries,  a  spirit  of  inquiry  awakened,  and  the 
saving  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  manifested.  The  progress  of  public 
events  continues  to  be  adverse  to  the  spiritual  despotism  of  Rome. 
But  the  tbrces  of  the  great  adversary  are  vigourous,  watchful,  and  malig- 
nant ;  and  some  of  the  worst  foes  of  the  gospel  are  found  among 
nominal  Protestants. 

The  work  of  extending  a  knowledge  of  the  pure  religion  of  Christ  in 
these  countries  is  evidently  one  of  great  difliculty.  It  is  a  work  placed, 
however,  in  the  hands  of  the  right  men — natives  of  these  countries, 
and  qualified  by  gifts  and  grace,  for  this  service.  Their  numbers  are 
few;  their  pecuniary  means  very  limited.  Their  more  favoured 
brethren    in    other    Christian    nations  should  aid  them  by  sympathy. 
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prayer,  and  pecuniary  contributions.  The  Committee  still  regard  it  as 
the  privilege  of  our  Church  to  aid  the  missionary  work  of  these  Euro- 
pean brethren ;  but  owing  to  the  financial  pressure,  they  were  able  to 
remit  only  the  small  sums  mentioned  in  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 
It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  these  remittances  should  be  largely  in- 
creased. 

Several  years  ago  the  General  Assembly  gave  its  approval  to  the 
plan  of  providing  a  moderate  endowment  of  the  Waldensiau  Theological 
Seminary,  the  sum  of  $20,000  being  designated  for  this  purpose.  This 
sum  has  now  been  completed,  by  the  liberal  gifts  of  two  respected 
friends.  The  Committee  have  from  year  to  year,  ever  since  the  rec- 
ommendation of  this  object  by  the  General  Assembly,  supplemented 
the  sum  received  as  interest  on  the  moneys  invested  for  this  theological 
school,  so  as  to  make  the  remittance  equivalent  to  the  interest  of  the 
whole  sum. 

MISSION  TO  THE  JEWS. 

New  York  :     Rev.  John  Neander. 

No  marked  change  is  to  be  reported  either  in  the  nature  of  Mr. 
Neander's  missionary  work,  or  in  its  prospects  of  success.  So  far  as 
his  German  church  is  concerned,  he  has  had  abundant  encouragement. 
The  attendance  of  worshippers  is  large,  filling  the  church  completely, 
and  considerable  evidence  of  spiritual  life  is  manifest.  Over  fifty  per- 
sons were  added  to  the  membership  of  the  church,  but  several  members 
removed  to  other  places,  and  about  twenty  were  taken  to  their  rest. 
The  influence  of  this  church  on  Jews  who  speak  the  German  language 
is  important  in  many  cases. 

In  his  work  among  the  Jews,  Mr.  Neander  has  continued  to  seek 
religious  conversation  with  them  in  their  places  of  residence  or  of 
business,  and  to  place  in  their  hands  religious  tracts  and  the  Holy 
Scriptures  when  this  could  be  done.  He  has  usually  been  received  with 
respect  and  kindness  on  these  calls,  and  he  has  had  opportunities  of 
setting  the  gospel  before  Israelites  who  have  called  upon  him  at  his 
house,  some  of  them  coming  like  Nicodemus.  He  has  not  been  per- 
mitted to  enjoy  the  privilege,  however,  of  baptizing  any  of  this  people 
during  the  year ;  though  he  was  much  afliected  by  meeting  lately  a 
former  Jewish  acquaintance,  who  is  now  an  earnest  follower  of  Christ, 
and  who  had  been  baptized  by  a  chaplain  in  the  Army.  Mr.  Neander 
expresses  continued  interest  in  his  work,  and  his  faith  is  unshaken  in 
the  gracious  promises  of  God  concerning  his  kinsmen  according  to  the 
flesh. 

For  a  fuller  account  of  his  labours,  the  Committee  refer  to  the  report 
of  Mr.  Neander  as  published  in  one  of  the  missionary  journals. 


The  Committee  close  their  Report  with  an  expression  of  their  grati 
tude  to  God  and  their  faith  in  his  Word.     He  has   watched  over  the 
interests  of  this  cause  during  the  last  year  for  good.     Many  proofs  of 
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this  will  be  seen  in  the  preceding  narrative,  so  far  as  the  missions  are 
concerned.  Here  at  home,  unusual  perplexity  and  apparently  extreme 
embarrassment  have  at  times  marked  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the 
Board ;  but  these  difficulties  have  been  graciously  removed,  and  there 
is  good  reason  to  hope  that  hereafter  the  work  of  missions  will  be  pros- 
ecuted on  an  enlarged  scale.  Beloved  brethren  at  home  and  abroad 
have  been  called  from  their  work  to  their  rest ;  they  rejoice  now 
more  than  while  here  in  their  connection  with  this  cause ;  their  ex- 
ample is  a  precious  legacy  to  it;  and  their  places  will  be  filled  up  by 
others  whom  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  call  into  this  service.  The  try- 
ing discipline  of  the  last  few  years,  in  all  that  concerns  our  Church  and 
nation,  has  doubtless  had  its  marked  bearing  on  the  missionary  work  of 
God's  people  in  this  land  ;  and  it  will  yet  bear  fruit  in  enlarged  labours 
for  the  spread  of  the  gospel. 

This  work  remains  to  be  done.  Many  millions  of  perishing  souls 
wait  to  hear  the  first  news  of  salvation.  Many  more  labourers 
are  needed  in  the  harvest.  The  Committee  believe  that  these  labourers 
will  be  raised  up,  particularly  in  the  missionary  fields  themselves,  but 
also  in  larger  numbers  in  Christian  countries ;  that  larger  pecuniary 
means  will  be  devoted  to  the  work  of  missions;  that  the  spirit  of  grace 
and  supplications  will  be  increasingly  prevalent  in  behalf  of  this  cause  ; 
and  that  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  will  be  manifested  in  the  conversion 
of  men — all  of  these  in  greater  degree  from  year  to  year,  until  "the 
earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover 
the  sea."  In  this  faith  and  hope  they  close  the  record  of  their  work  for 
the  year.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE   PROCEEDINGS

TWENTY-EIGHTH    ANNUAL    MEETING. 


The  Twenty-eifrhth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions of  the  Presbyterian  Church  was  held  in  the  Mission  House,  New 
York,  May  I,  1864,  at  half-past  3  o'clock  p.  m.

The  President  of  the  Board,  the  Rev.  William  W.  Phillips,  D.  D., 
having  departed  this  life  since  the  last  meeting,  the  following  Minute 
was  adopted  by  the  Board  : 

"  That  in  the  removal  by  death  of  this  eminent  minister  of  the  gospel, 
they  bow  with  humble  submission  to  the  will  of  God,  while  they  deeply 
feel  the  heavy  loss  sustained  by  the  Church,  particularly  in  regard  to  the 
work  of  missions.  In  this  cause  their  dei^arted  friend  and  brother  ever 
felt  the  deepest  interest ;  and,  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
for  twenty-eight  years,  by  his  constant  presence  at  its  meetings,  his  unvary- 
ing courtesy,  his  excellent  judgment,  and  his  earnest  and  prayerful  con- 
sideration of  all  matters  requiring  attention,  he  was  permitted  to  render 
invaluable  service  in  jjromoting  the  success  of  this  Christian  work ;  as 
also,  by  his  great  iniiuence  in  the  congregation  of  which  he  was  pastor, 
and  in  the  Church  at  large,  of  which  he  was  a  noble  pillar. 

"  The  Board  therefore  deplore  his  removal  from  their  councils,  but  they 
bless  God  for  his  good  example,  and  they  would  endeavour  to  follow  him, 
even  as  he  followed  Christ." 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Treasurer's  Accounts, 

and  the  Minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee,  were  laid  before  the 
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Board.     These  were  referred   to  sub-committees  of  the   Board,   and 
afterwards,  on  their  recommendation,  were  approved.

ACTION    OF    THE    GENERAL    ASSEMBLY. 


On  Friday,  May  ll>th,  1805.  the  Report  of  the  Board  was  presented 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  of  that  body  on  Foreign  Missions,  consist- 
ing of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  W.  Bannard,  D.  D.,  A.  B.  Cross,  S.  R.  House, 
M.  D.,  J.  C.  Thom,  J.  A.  Reed,  J.  L.  Nevius,  and  J.  F.  Coons,  and 
Messrs.  D.  Olyphant,  J.  K.  Davidson,  A.  E.  Chamberlain,  and  W.  S. 
Harbison. 

On  Friday,  May  26th,  this  Committee  reported  a  Minute  and  Reso- 
lutions, which  after  consideration  by  the  General  Assembly  were 
adopted,  and  are  as  follows  : 

"  Tlie  Standing  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  resisectfully 
report  to  the  Assembly  that  their  examination  of  its  records  imj^resses  them 
with  the  conviction  that  the  Church  is  called  to  devout  thanksgiving  to 
God  for  his  special  favour  to  this  cause.     The  past  year  has  been  marked 
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by  extreme  anxiety  and  threatened  embarrassment,  and  also  by  hopeful 
progress  and  happy  deliverances.  No  operations  of  the  Board  have  been 
suspended,  no  missionaries  recalled  from  their  fields,  nor  detained  at  home, 
as  seemed  at  one  time  probable  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  work  has  jOfone 
forward,  though  in  some  cases  on  a  restricted  scale.  All  who  have  been 
ready  have  been  sent  forth,  the  claims  of  the  Board  have  been  met,  and 
the  year  ended  with  a  small  surplus  in  the  treasury.  Friends  abroad,  and 
the  churches  at  home,  have  contributed  with  unprecedented  liberality  to 
its  funds,  so  that  a  larger  amount  has  been  received  than  in  any  previous 
year  of  its  history,  while  its  affairs  have  been  conducted  with  the  marked 
prudence,  economy,  and  skill  which  have  prevailingly  characterized  its 
official  management.  For  these  things  the  Assembly  is  called  to  thank 
God,  while  it  ascribes  to  him  all  the  glory. 

"  Tlie  Reoort  also  calls  for  a  devout  recognition  of  the  hand  of  God  in 
the  removal,  by  death,  of  an  unusual  number  of  the  efficient  friends  and 
servants  of  the  Board, — two  of  them  prized  and  useful  missionaries,  who 
fell  suddenly  at  their  posts  by  the  hand  of  violence,  two  of  them  valued 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  another  the  first  Cori-esponding 
Secretary  of  the  Society  which  was  the  germ  of  this  Board,  and  who  con- 
tinued its  warm  friend  to  the  close  of  his  long  and  honoured  life.  While 
the  Asseml)ly  rejoices  in  the  marked  fxvour  shown  this  cause  during  the 
year,  thev  also  mourn  the  loss  of  these  and  others  of  its  active  friends  and 
faithful  labourers. 

"  In  view,  further,  of  the  condition  and  claims  of  this  Board,  as  indicated 
by  its  report,  the  Committee  recommend  the  following  action  to  the 
Assembly : 

"  Resohed,  1.  That  the  work  of  F(U'eign  Missions  calls  for  expansion. 
The  results  achieved  encourage  the  Church  to  greater  efforts.  The  suc- 
cess secured  imposes  the  necessity  of  more  labourers  and  larger  expendi- 
tures. Past  retrenchment  demands  liberal  outlays  now  that  the  civil  war 
is  ended.  The  prayers  and  Avants  of  our  brethren  in  the  field,  the  field 
itself  white  to  the  harvest,  the  loss  occasioned  by  age,  infirmity  and  death 
among  its  labourers,  all  appeal  for  an  increase  of  men  and  means  ;  while 
the  voice  of  God's  providence,  in  his  favour  to  this  work,  clearly  says  to 
his  Church,  '  Go  forward.' 

"  Resolved,  3.  That  the  contributions  of  the  Church  the  past  year  have 
clearly  proved  her  ability  to  sustain  this  cause  with  increased  liberality  in 
the  future.  Her  resources  have  multiplied  as  her  bounty  has  abounded. 
While  she  has  responded  with  a  generous  hand  to  the  many  and  pressing 
calls  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  field,  especially  for  the  Army,  God  has  ful- 
filled his  promise  to  '  them  that  honour  him  with  their  substance,'  acd 
thus  placed  at  her  disposal  larger  means  and  encouraged  her  to  larger 
liberality. 

"  Resolved,  3.  That  the  promptness,  energy  and  abundance  with  which 
our  young  men  have  come  forward  during  the  past  year  to  engage  in  our 
armies  for  the  defence  of  our  nation  in  its  war  against  rebellion,  should 
encourage  Christians  to  pray  for  that  increased  devotion  of  our  sons  to  the 
service  of  Christ,  which  is  demanded  to  provide  ministers  and  missionaries 
to  go  into  the  fields  which  are  now  open  to  hear  the  gospel.  And  it  is  our 
earnest  hope  that  the  Church  may  testify  her  gratitude  to  God  for  the 
great  deliverance  and  blessings  which  he  has  vouchsafed  to  our  nation,  by 
increased  efforts  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  foreign  lands. 

"  Resolved,  4.  That  the  General  Assembly  is  impressed  with  the  vital 
necessity  of  fervent  and  effectual  prayer  for  the  Holy  Spirit  to  give  success 
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to  the  agencies  employed  by  this  Board  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel.  The 
truth  is  preached,  the  seed  sown,  schools  planted,  churches  formed,  and 
the  Bil)le  distributed  ;  but  what  is  needed  beyond  all  other  things,  and  to 
give'effect  to  all  the  i^lans  pursued,  is  the  mighty  power  of  God's  Spirit. 
The  efficacy  of  prayer  for  the  home  interests,  as  well  as  the  Divine  prom- 
ise, encourages  the  Church  to  more  importunity  for  God's  blessing  on  the 
work  abroad ;  while  all  the  interests  of  that  work,  and  all  the  labourers 
in  it,  unite  in  the  entreaty,  '  Brethren,  pray  for  us  I'  " 


A  public  Meeting  in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions  was  held,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises,  on  Tues- 
day evening,  May  23d,  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Pittsburg, 
Pa.,  at  which  Addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  S.  R.  House, 
M.  D.,  J.  L.  Nevius,  S.  M.  Irviii,  and  \V.  Speer. 

A  sermon  for  the  Board  was  preached  in  the  Brick  Presbyterian 
Church,  New  York,  on  Sabbath  evening,  April  30th,  preceding  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board,  trom  Matthew  xxviii.  19,  20,  by  the 
Rev.  M.  J.  Hickok,  D.  D.

P.  Breed,  D.  D.,  I.  0.  Filmore,  J.  H.  Pratt,  T.  S.  Yaill,  and 
N.  Bishop.  Biding  Elders — George  F.  Wiggan,  Wm.  M. 
Awl,  E.  M.  Hunt,  M.  D.,  and  H.  W.  Fisk,  to  which  the 
Report  of  the  Board  was  referred. 

On  Tuesday,  May  23d,  the  Committee  presented  its  Re- 
port. 

The  Rev.  W.  E.  Schenck,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
by  invitation  addressed  the  Assembly.  Interesting  addresses 
were  also  made  by  several  Commissioners,  after  which  the 
Assembly  unanimously  adopted  the  following  Report. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Publication,  report:  That  they  have  examined 
the  Report  of  the  Board  and  the  Minutes  of  the  Board,  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  recommend  the  approval 
of  these  minutes,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  reso- 
lutions as  an  expression  of  their  judgment  in  relation  to  this 
important  enterprise  of  the  Church. 

Rei'olved,  1.  That  each  successive  year  affords  additional 
evidence  that  the  Board  of  Publication  is  a  most  efficient 
agency  in  disseminating  and  defending  Divine  truth,  and, 
that  whilst  the  General  Assembly  rejoices  in  the  increasing 
usefulness  of  the  Board,  it  approves  of  the  fidelity,  discretion 
and  vigor  with  which  its  affairs  are  conducted. 

Resolved,  2.  That  it  is  especially  gratifying  to  the  As- 
sembly that  the  Board,  in  obedience  to  the  calls  both  of  piety 
and  of  patriotism,  has  continued  to  make  liberal  contributions 


of  its  publications  to  the  army  and  navy,  to  the  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers  and  sailors  in  our  hospitals,  to  military 
prisoners,  and  to  many  among  those  whom  God,  in  his  righte- 
ous providence,  has  delivered  from  bondage ;  and  affec- 
tionately urges  upon  the  churches  the  importance  of  a  still 
more  liberal  co-operation  in  a  work  which  in  itself  is  so  ex- 
cellent, and  which  has  been  so  signally  favored  by  God. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  endeavors  of  the  Board  to  furnish 
the  children  and  youth  of  our  Church  and  country  with  a 
literature  not  only  adapted  to  interest  them  and  beget  a  love 
of  reading,  but  to  cultivate  their  taste,  to  improve  their  un- 
derstandings, and,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  purify  their  hearts, 
meets  with  the  heartiest  approval  of  the  Assembly;  and  it  is 
recommended,  with  special  emphasis,  to  all  who  love  our 
beloved  Zion,  and  desire  the  improvement  and  salvation  of 
our  dear  youth,  by  every  means  to  aid  the  Board  in  this  most 
important  department  of  labor. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Assembly,  following  the  example  of 
former  Assemblies,  renews  its  recommendation  of  the  Home 
and  Foreign  Record,  and  the  Sabbath-school  Visitor,  and  while 
it  desires  the  Board  to  make  these  periodicals,  if  possible, 
more  and  more  excellent,  it  urges  our  people  to  use  every 
means  to  give  them  a  wider  circulation. 

Resolved,  5.  That  the  temporary  increase  of  salaries 
authorized  by  the  Board,  on  account  of  the  continued  in- 
creased cost  of  living,  be  approved,  whilst  at  the  same  time, 
the  Assembly  reminds  the  Board  of  the  urgent  necessity  of 
husbanding  its  resources  and  as  speedily  as  possible,  in 
regard  to  salaries  and  all  other  expenses,  returning  to  the 
lower  rates  of  former  times. 

Resolved,  6.  That  the  General  Assembly  directs  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  to  the  importance  of  a  more  extensive  dis- 
tribution of  the  books,  tracts  and  papers  of  the  Board 
throughout  all  the  churches  of  our  connection;  and  urges 
every  pastor  and  church  session  to  see  that  the  sui'e  litera- 
ture of  our  Church,  subjected  as  it  is  in  advance  of  issue,  to 
careful  examination,  be  circulated  in  preference  to  any  other. 
To  this  end  prominent  laymen,  and  the  superintendents  and 
teachers  of  Sabbath-schools  should  be  furnished  with  the  well 
arranged  Descriptive  Catalogue  of  the  Board;  and  in  many 
instances  care  should  be  taken  to  secure  the  occasional  visits 
of  a  colporteur.  While  not  depreciating  the  merits  of  other 
religious  publishing  societies,  we  are  sure  that  the  Presby- 
terian Board  of  Publication,  judged  by  its  works,  has  no 


superior,  and  it  is  due  to  the  interests  of  religion  and  of  the 
Church  that  preference  should  be  accorded  to  them. 

It  has  came  to  the  notice  of  your  Committee  that  in  the 
city  of  Cincinnati  there  is  no  full  supply  of  our  publications, 
and  in  the  city  of  New  York  the  tracts  of  our  Board  cannot 
be  obtained  unless  directly  ordered  from  Philadelphia.  In 
all  the  central  cities  it  would  be  well  that  there  should  be  a 
Depository  where  all  the  publications  of  the  Board  could  be 
procured ;  and  if  the  Board  itself  has  not  the  means  at  its 
command  to  secure  this,  the  churches  of  these  large  cities 
should  establish  such  Depositories,  that  the  members,  and 
especially  the  youth  of  the  Church,  may  become  more  familiar 
with  the  products  of  our  Presbyterian  press,  and  be  brought 
more  thoroughly  under  the  influence  of  the  doctrinal  and 
practical  culture  thus  afforded. 

Eesolved,  7.  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  hold  their 
annual  meetings  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  June  of  each  year, 
instead  of  the  second  Tuesday,  as  heretofore  directed  by  a 
resolution  of  Assembly. 

And  whereas,  the  General  Assembly  did,  two  or  three 
years  ago,  discourage  the  Board  from  incurring  expense,  by 
paying  for  contributions  to  the  Sabbath-school  Visitor,  there- 
fore, 

Besolved,  8.  That  this  Assembly  now  refers  this  matter  to 
the  Board,  with  instructions  to  use  its  discretion  in  regard 
to  paying  for  such  contributions.

1865. 


Arrived  at  the  end  of  another  year  of  its  labours,, 
the  Board  of  Publication  now  presents  to  the  General 
Assembly  its  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report.  Notwith- 
standing the  terrible  conflict  going  on  in  the  bosom  of 
our  land,  the  consequent  disturbance  of  ordinary  business 
arrangements,  the  high  and  unwonted  rate  of  taxation,  and 
the  numerous  extraordinary  and  urgent  appeals  made  to 
the  public  for  special  objects  claiming  the  sympathies  and 
contributions  of  our  people,  the  Board  is  able  to  report 
that  it  has  reached  the  end  of  the  year  in  a  condition  of 
more  than  ordinary  prosperity,  and  after  a  twelvemonth 
of  much  more,  as  it  believes,  than  ordinary  usefulness. 

Its  sales  have  been  considerably  larger  than  during 
the  preceding  year.  Its  receipts  for  colportage  and  dis- 
tribution are  in  advance  of  those  of  any  preceding  year. 
Its  books  and  tracts  have  been  scattered  far  and  wide 
by  various  channels,  in  larger  numbers  than  ever,  and 
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among  classes  of  our  population  -where  they  promise  to 
be  productive  of  abundant  good.  An  increasing  dispo- 
sition has  been  manifested  by  our  pastors  and  churches  to 
co-operate  cordially  with  the  Board  in  its  labours  of  love. 
And,  above  all,  the  witness  of  the  Holy  Spirit  has  in  a 
most  pleasing  measure  been  given,  in  the  converting, 
sanctifving,  and  edifying  power  which  has  attended  the 
Board's  publications.  For  all  these  and  other  mercies 
the  Board  desires  to  express  its  profound  gratitude  to  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church,  while  it  humbly  implores  his 
continued  favour  and  help  for  time  to  come. 

The  Board  now  proceeds  to  lay  before  the  Assembly, 
in  as  condensed  a  form  as  possible,  a  full  account  of  its 
operations  during  the  year  comprehended  between  the 
first  day  of  March,  1864,  and  the  first  day  of  March,  1865. 

I.  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PRODUCTION. 
During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  the  Board  issued 
many  new  books  and  tracts,  of  various  sizes  and  on  a 
great  diversity  of  subjects.  But  the  prices  of  all  kinds  of 
materials  and  labour  used  in  the  business  of  publishing, 
especially  the  price  of  paper,  which  during  the  preced- 
ing year  had  already  reached  very  high  figures,  continued 
steadily  to  advance.  Moreover,  proposals  which  were 
before  Congress,  and  the  progress  of  the  war,  made  the 
continuance  of  these  prices  a  matter  of  much  uncertainty. 
In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  Board 
unanimously  concluded  that  it  was  best  to  refrain,  for  a 
time,  from  publishing  any  works  but  such  as  seemed  to 
be  urgently  called  for,  or  would  be  certain  to  find  a  rapid 
sale.  For  these  causes,  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year 
comparatively  few  new  books  have  been  published.  Yet, 
although  not  so  many  new  books  as  before  have  recently 
been  issued,  many  manuscript  volumes  and  tracts  have 
been  received,  examined,  approved  and  prepared  for 
the  press.  These  now  only  await  a  favourable  time  to  be 
put  forth. 
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The  Board  has  issued  during  the  year,

33  new  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Board's  Sabbath- 
school  library,  making  the  whole  number  of  volumes 
now  contained  therein  three  hundred  and  eighty.  These 
have  been  selected  with  the  utmost  care  from  the  materials 
available,  while  a  large  number  of  manuscripts  proffered 
for  this  use  have  been  rejected. 

May  we  not  venture  to  put  forth,  just  here,  a  word  of 
entreaty  to  pastors  and  all  others  interested  in  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  the  children,  that  tliey  will  see  to  it  that  the 
Sabbath-school  libraries  in  their  respective  churches  are 
made  up  of  proper  and  profitable  books,  and  of  none 
other?  It  is  truly  lamentable  to  see  with  how  much 
carelessness  new  purchases  for  such  libraries  are  frequently 
made.  We  have  often  seen  upon  the  book-shelves  in 
Sabbath-schools  connected  with  our  largest  and  most  in- 
telligent churches,  books  in  which  were  conveyed  the 
views  of  other  denominations, — views  directly  opposed  to 
those  of  the  standards  of  our  church.  We  have  also  fre- 
quently seen  in  such  libraries,  copies  of  well-read  books. 
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wliich  the  Board  of  Publication  had  refused  to  publish 
because  they  did  not,  in  its  judgment,  contain  enough  of 
religious  truth  to  make  them  proper  books  for  Sabbath 
reading.  In  vain  will  the  Presbyterian  church,  by  its 
Board,  provide  safe  and  profitable  Sabbath  reading  for 
her  own  children,  unless  pastors  or  others  having  the 
matter  in  charge,  take  pains  to  have  this  reading  placed 
within  reach  of  those  for  whom  it  was  prepared. 

THE    SABBATH-SCHOOL   VISITOR. 

This  monthly  sheet  continues  to  be  widely  a  favourite 
in  our  Sabbath-schools.  The  number  of  copies  published 
last  year,  as  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Eeport,  was  52,000 
per  month.  Since  that  time  its  circulation  has  steadily 
increased,  and  has  now  reached  62,000.  The  aggregate 
number  of  copies  circulated  during  the  year  has  been 
662,000.  This  increase  of  subscriptions  is  in  some  degree 
attributable  to  a  change  in  the  terms  upon  which  the 
paper  is  furnished,  by  which  the  smaller  schools  are 
enabled  to  procure  it  upon  terms  as  advantageous  as  the 
larger  ones. 

While  it  is  pleasing  to  see  the  circulation  of  this  little 
paper  thus  extending,  and  to  receive  the  cheering  words 
of  approval  which  come  continually  from  its  readers,  it 
seems  proper  to  state,  that  owing  chiefly  to  the  great  in- 
crease in  the  price  of  paper,  which  at  present  costs  nearly 
threefold  what  it  did  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  the 
Visitor,  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  has  brought  no 
profit,  but  on  the  other  hand  a  loss  to  the  Board — its  ex- 
penses having  exceeded  its  receipts,  as  appears  from  the 
Treasurer's  account,  in  the  sum  of  $2146.51.  Neverthe- 
less, the  Board  has  deemed  it  best  to  bear  this  loss  rather 
than  increase  the  subscription  price,  trusting  that  a  decline 
in  the  price  of  paper  may  soon  enable  the  Visitor  once 
more  to  pay  its  way.  Should  the  Assembly  not  direct 
otherwise,  the  price  will  be  continued  as  at  present. 
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THE   HOME   AND   FOREIGN"   RECORD, 

The  circulation  of  the  Record  on  the  first  of  March, 
1865,  was  11,000  copies,  being  an  increase  of  250  copies 
during  the  year. 

The  Record,  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1863, 
is  now  published  in  pamphlet  form,  and  is  furnished  to 
the  churches  at  twenty-five  cents  per  copy,  a  price  fixed 
by  the  Assembly  before  the  recent  heavy  advance  in  the 
price  of  paper.  As  was  predicted  in  the  last  Annual 
Report,  the  cost  now  exceeds  the  receipts  more  largely 
than  before.  This  excess  during  the  year  from  January 
1,  1864,  to  January  1,  1865,  was  $3183,85,  which  includes 
the  cost  of  nearly  3000  copies  sent  gratuitously  to  minis- 
ters, licentiates,  and  theological  students^  This  sum  is 
paid  by  the  several  Boards  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  pages  occupied  by  each.  It  has  been  a  subject  of  con- 
ference among  the  Boards  and  their  executive  officers 
during  the  year,  whether  this  expenditure  could  in  any 
way  be  saved  without  injury  to  the  interests  of  the  Boards. 
The  following  alternatives  have  been  discussed, 

1.  Could  the  Home  and  Foreign  Record  be  dispensed 
with  altogether?  The  Board  of  Publication  was  unani- 
mously of  the  opinion  that  it  could  not,  and  that  the 
attempt  would  be  productive  of  most  serious  injury.  As 
a  channel  for  conveying  information  of  the  operations  of 
the  varioiis  Boards  to  the  pastors  and  churches,  it  was 
believed  to  be  essentially  necessary.  Regarded  merely  as 
an  advertising  agency,  it  is  believed  that  it  calls  forth 
contributions  amply  to  repay  even  its  present  cost. 
Nearly  all,  if  not  all,  the  Boards  concur  in  this  convic- 
tion. 

2.  Could  the  size  or  form  of  the  Record  be  so  modified 
as  materially  to  diminish  its  cost,  yet  retain  the  benefits 
derived  from  its  publication?  Various  suggestions  with 
reference  to  this  end  have  been  made  and  discussed,  but 
no  one  seemed  practicable. 

3.  Should   the   subscription   price   be   sufficiently  in-. 
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creased  to  cover  the  cost?  Nearly  all  newspapers  and 
periodicals  have  adopted  this  plan.  But  in  regard  to  the 
Record  this  was  thought  to  be  unadvisable.  The  present 
price  had  been  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly.  It  has 
been  with  much  difficulty,  as  all  know,  that  its  circulation 
has  been  maintained  among  the  churches  during  the  past 
years,  even  to  the  present  limited  extent.  An  increased 
price — and  it  would  require  that  price  to  be  fully  doubled 
in  order  to  cover  the  cost — would  cause  many  churches 
to  discontinue  the  paper  altogether. 

Upon  the  whole,  it  is  considered  by  this  Board  expe- 
dient to  continue  the  pamphlet  as  at  present  issued,  and 
at  present  prices,  as  the  least  of  evils,  in  the  hope  that  at 
no  distant  day  the  price  of  paper  may  largely  decline. 

Meanwhile  we  renew  the  appeal,  so  often  put  forth  to 
pastors  and  sessions,  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote 
the  circulation  of  the  Rtcord  in  their  respective  churches. 

.      II.    DEPARTMENT   OF   DISTRIBUTION. 

1.    SALES   IN   THE    DEPOSITORY. 

The  sales  in  the  Depository  during  the  year  have  been 
193,622  volumes,  an  increase  of  13,751  over  the  volumes 
sold  the  preceding  year.  Of  tracts,  381,740  pages  have 
been  sold  in  the  Depository. 

The  net  value  of  these  sales  is  $41,656.06,  being  an  in- 
crease of  $3,798.32  on  those  of  the  year  before. 

These  figures  do  not  comprehend  the  sales  by  col- 
porteurs, which  may  be  found  further  on  in  this  Report. 

Books  have  been  sent  to  the  libraries  of  our  Theological 
Seminaries  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  to 
authors  and  editors,  to  the  value  of  $1312.78. 

2.   DISTRIBUTIONS   BY    THE   EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

The  amount  contributed  to  the  Distribution  Fund 
during  the  year  has  been  $6,620.40,  and  the  value  of  the 
books  and  tracts  distributed  from  it,  $4,051.01,  as  follows:

The  dependence  of  this  Fund  for  supplies  is  not  upon 
church  collections,  which  it  very  rarely  receives,  but  upon 
the  offerings  of  benevolent  individuals.  The  principal 
amounts  come  from  a  very  few  liberal  donors  in  the 
large  cities,  but  we  are  glad  to  say  that  the  contributions 
have,  during  the  last  year,  come  from  a  larger  number  of 
persons  than  in  any  former  year.  Numerous  applications 
for  grants  are  continually  coming  before  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  we  earnestly  appeal  to  those  who  have 
money  to  give,  to  remember  this  Fund.  Many  a  heart  is 
gladdened,  and  many  a  soul  is  blessed,  by  the  donations 
it  enables  the  Executive  Committee  to  make. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  14,022  volumes 
above-mentioned  form  but  a  small  portion  of  the  books 
given  to  the  soldiers,  sailors,  and  prisoners;  which  have 
been  chiefly  bestowed  by  colporteurs,  and  are  compre- 
hended in  the  colportage  tables  appended,  the  volumes 
above-mentioned  having  been  sent  to  localities  where  no 
colporteur  was  within  convenient  distance. 

Frequent  applications  for  grants  are  received  from 
Mission  and  other  needy  Sabbath-schools,  to  which  this 
year  5,882  volumes  have  been  given.  Many  a  Sabbath- 
school  of  this  description  has  been  essentially  aided  in  its 
good  work  by  the  timely  gift  of  a  library  and  other 
literary  apparatus.  The  cooperation  of  all  our  Sabbath- 
schools  which  have  the  disposition  to  help,  is  earnestly 
solicited  for  this  work  of  Christian  benevolence,  which 
opens  so  appropriate  a  field  for  their  charities. 
4 
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3.   DISTRIBUTIONS   BY    COLPORTAGE. 

The  number  of  colporteurs  in  the  service  of  the  Board 
during  the  past  year  has  been  126.  Of  these  some 
have  been  voluntary  or  unpaid  colporteurs,  who,  while 
acting  as  chaplains,  army  officers,  hospital  nurses,  or  in 
other  capacities,  have  proffered  their  aid  in  distributing 
the  books  and  tracts  of  the  Board  to  those  within  their 
reach.  Great  good  has  been  accomplished  by  such  per- 
sons in  this  way.  And  whenever  this  offer  of  aid  has 
been  made  by  any  person  well  recommended  to  the 
Board,  it  has  been  invariably  and  gratefully  accepted. 
Colporteurs  have  also  secured,  in  their  respective  fields  of 
labour,  the  aid  of  many  judicious  and  pious  persons  in 
making  distributions. 

The  reports  received  from  colporteurs  show  that  they 
have  performed  7383  days  of  labour.  They  have  sold 
53,706  volumes,  and  distributed  gratuitously  84,989  vol- 
umes and  2,6(59,713  pages  of  tracts,  valued  in  the  aggre- 
gate at  $34,787.64,  and  have  visited  311,241  persons,  with 
a  large  majority  of  whom  they  have  had  prayer  and  con- 
versation in  reference  to  their  eternal  interests.  Large 
numbers  of  soldiers,  sailors,  freedmen,  and  others,  have 
also  been  reached,  without  having  been  comprehended  in 
these  figures. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  last 
General  Assembly,  a  considerable  advance  has  been  made 
in  the  pay  allowed  to  colporteurs.  Every  applicant  who 
has  come  satisfactorily  recommended  has  received  a  com- 
mission, and  the  Board  has  sought  to  enlarge  the  number 
of  men  in  this  service.  But  so  numerous  and  so  lucrative 
have  been  the  occupations  inviting  industrious  men  during 
the  past  year,  that  the  Board  has  been  unable  to  obtain  as 
many  as  it  desired. 

THE    SAILORS. 

Among  the  various  classes  who  have  been  reached  by 
the  publications  of  the  Board,  few,  if  any,  are  more  in- 
teresting and  more  impressible  than  are  they  who  "go 
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down  to  the  sea  in  ships."  God  has  poured  out  his  Spirit 
upon  the  sailors  during  the  last  few  years  in  a  remarkable 
degree,  thus  inviting  his  church  to  make  special  efforts  m 
their  behalf.  Considerable  quantities  of  small  volumes 
and  tracts,  especially  of  "  The  Sailor's  Companion,''''  "  The 
Sheet  Anchor,^''  and  the  "  Sailors  Series''  of  Tracts,  Nos.  I. 
and  II.,  have  been  distributed  among  them  in  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  and  Baltimore,  at  the  Sailors'  Homes 
and  i^avy  Yards.  Sm.all  libraries  have  been  placed  upon 
many  national  and  other  vessels  about  putting  out  to  sea. 
Many  boatmen  upon  our  Western  rivers  have  also  received 
D-ifts  of  books  and  tracts.  The  Board  now  has  a  col- 
porteur  in  the  city  of  New  York,  commissioned  especially 
to  make  distributions  among  the  sailors,  and  who  is 
carrying  on  that  work  with  very  blessed  results. 

THE   SOLDIERS. 

Since  the  date  of  our  last  Annual  Eeport,  the  work  of 
distributing  religious  reading  among  our  brave  soldiers 
has  continued,  and  increased  in  interest.  Wherever  any 
portion  of  our  armies  has  been,  the  Board  has  sought  to 
send  its  little  publications;  and  everywhere  they  have 
been  eagerly  welcomed.  Letters  are  frequently  received 
from  officers,  and  even  from  privates  in  the  army,  solicit- 
ing small  packages,  and  promising  to  distribute  them 
among  their  comrades.  In  the  East  and  the  West,  along 
the  Atlantic  coast  and  the  Mississippi  river  and  its  tribu- 
taries, our  distributors  have  been.  Several  chaplains  in 
the  armies  of  the  James  and  of  the  Potomac  have  accepted 
regular  commissions,  and'  are  steadily  engaged  in  this 
good  work.  About  a  year  ago  a  colporteur  was  com- 
missioned in  the  army,  then  at  Chattanooga,  and  supplied 
with  books  and  tracts.  He  accompanied  that  army  in  its 
marches  across  the  Southern  States;  but  we  have  as  yet 
received  no  report  from  him.  Other  colporteurs  at  vari- 
ous points  have  made  distributions  among  the  soldiers 
within  their  reach. 

Many  of  our  ministers,  passing  to  the  army  on  visits  of 
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lonocr  or  shorter  duration,  have  asked  for  and  received 
supplies  for  use  among  tlie  soldiers  while  there;  and  the 
Board  has  always  been  glad  to  avail  itself  of  the  profi'ered 
aid  of  Presbyterian  ministers  in  this  way.  In  every  part 
of  the  wide  field  occupied  by  our  soldiers,  the  Board  has 
embraced  and  sought  opportunities  to  furnish  them  with 
suitable  religious  reading.  From  the  best  estimate  we 
can  make,  we  believe  that  fully  three-quarters  of  a  million 
of  soldiers  have,  since  the  beginning  of  this  sad  war, 
through  various  channels,  received  from  the  Board  a  mes- 
sage respecting  eternity  and  the  soul's  salvation  through 
Christ. 

This  has  been  the  more  important,  because  while  mul- 
titudes of  soldiers  were  entirely  without  sound  religious 
reading,  vast  quantities  of  trashy  and  even  pernicious 
books  and  tracts  have  been  circulated  among  them,  and 
not  a  little  containing  a  false  gospel. 

Everywhere,  and  almost  without  exception,  this  reli- 
gious reading  has  been  eagerly  received.  We  could  fill 
many  pages  of  this  report  with  touching  accounts,  which 
have  come  to  us  from  every  part  of  the  army,  of  the  joy 
and  gratitude  with  which  these  supplies  are  received. 
And  what  is  far  better,  we  have  abundant  evidences  that 
in  many  cases  the  Spirit  of  God  has  accompanied  this 
truth,  and  made  it  his  instrument  in  saving  souls  from 
eternal  death.  We  may  reasonably  hope  that  in  multitudes 
of  other  cases,  of  which  we  shall  never  know  in  this  world, 
this  seed  has  not  been  sown  in  vain. 

THE   CHRISTIAN  -COMMISSION. 

In  this  connection  we  would  mention  that  large  num- 
bers of  books  and  tracts  have  been,  at  the  request  of 
donors  to  the  funds  of  the  Board,  sent  to  the  rooms  of  the 
Christian  Commission  in  Philadelphia,  and  always  cheer- 
fully forwarded  by  it  to  the  parties  to  whom  they  were 
addressed,  if  within  reach  of  the  Commission,  in  any  part 
of  the  army.  And  the  Board  takes  special  pleasure  in 
mentioning  to  the  Assembly  the  unvarying  courtesy  it  has 
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received  from  the  Commission,  and  the  friendl}^  and  pleas- 
ing relations  existing  betAveen  the  two,  enabling  them 
thus  to  cooperate  in  the  most  effective  manner  for  the 
gloiy  of  the  Master,  and  for  the  good  of  the  soldiers. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1868  passed  the  following 
resolution : 

''Resolved,  That  it  is  recommended  to  our  churches,  in 
making  contributions  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  tracts 
for  the  benefit  of  our  brave  soldierS  and  sailors,  that  they 
forward  the  amount  contributed  to  our  Board  of  Publication, 
with  the  explicit  request  that  the  Board  supply  the  Chris- 
tian Commission  with  books  and  tracts  for  the  benefit  of 
the  army  and  navy,  to  the  amount  contributed  for  that 
purpose." 

This  plan  has  been  found  to  work  well,  and  such  of  our 
churches  as  desire  their  contributions  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  soldiers  in  the  publications  of  the  Board,  through  the 
Christian  Commission,  cannot  do  better  than  to  act  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Assembly. 

THE    MILITARY   HOSPITALS. 

Tlie  many  thousands  of  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  have 
not  been  forgotten  by  the  Board.  Wherever  it  has  been 
found  practicable,  supplies  of  books  and  tracts  have  been 
sent  to  the  military  hospitals — inadequate  indeed  to  the 
wants  of  the  thousands  of  their  inmates,  yet  proportioned 
to  the  means  of  the  Board,  and  the  claims  of  other  depart- 
ments of  its  work.  In  some  cases,  a  colporteur  of  the 
Board  has  obtained  access  to  the  patients  in  a  hospital. 
In  many  cases,  grants  have  been  made  to  aid  in  forming 
hospital  libraries.  In  most  cases,  the  distributions  have 
been  made  by  a  chaplain,  a  surgeon,  or  a  nurse  connected 
with  the  institution.  In  man}'-  a  hospital,  as  the  distri- 
butor passed  through  the  wards,  outstretched  hands  and 
eager  requests,  coming  from  the  long  ranges  of  beds 
whereon  the  sufferers  lay,  testified  to  their  eagerness  for 
the  little  book  or  tract. 
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THE   PRISONERS, 

It  was  found,  at  an  early  period  in  the  "war,  that  no 
class  was  more  eager  to  receive  religious  reading  than  the 
prisoners  in  the  hands  of  our  government.  As  soon  as 
they  began  to  learn  that  the  Board  was  willing  to  give 
them  its  publications,  scores  of  letters  from  the  prisoners, 
generally  from  officers  among  them,  began  to  be  received 
by  the  Secretary,  earnestly  soliciting  small  donations. 
After  these  were  sen{,  many  acknowledgments  came, 
expressing  their  fervent  gratitude.  During  the  past  year, 
the  Board  has  steadily  continued  to  furnish  such  books 
and  tracts  as  seemed  suitable  for  their  instruction  in  the 
wa}'-  of  salvation.  Supplies  have  been  sent  to  Point  Look- 
out, Maryland ;  to  Fort  Delaware,  Delaware ;  to  Johnson's 
Island,  Ohio;  to  Eock  Island,  Illinois,  and  other  military 
prisons.  To  several  of  these  places  colporteurs  were  sent, 
for  the  special  purpose  of  making  distributions  among  the 
prisoners.  We  believe  that  at  the  lowest  estimate,  thirty 
thousand  prisoners  have  received  books  or  tracts  from 
the  hands  of  the  Board.  As  they  have  successively  been 
exchanged,  they  have  carried  these  publications  with 
them  to  their  southern  homes.  And  we  have  heard  of 
cases  not  a  few,  in  which  we  had  reason  to  believe  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  had  used  them  to  bring  light  and  salva- 
tion to  souls  before  ignorant  of  Christ. 

THE   FREEDMEN, 

Two  or  three  years  ago  the  Board  began  to  send  colpor- 
teurs to  the  Freedmen  at  various  points,  both  east  and 
west.  .  As  a  class,  however,  it  was  soon  found  that  they 
were  so  generally  unable  to  road,  as  to  need  rather  the 
teacher  and  the  domestic  missionary.  But  the  Board  has 
continued  until  now,  as  it  had  opportunity,  to  furnisb 
suitable  elementary  books  to  those  who  were  engaged  in 
instructing  them.  Especially  has  "My  Own  Prhner"  been 
found  admirably  adapted  to  this  use,  and  many  thousands 
of  copies  have  been  bestowed  among  the  Freedmen  and . 
their  teachers. 
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The  General  Assembly  last  year  created  two  Committees 
on  the  Keligious  Instruction  of  the  Freeclmen,  directing 
this  Board,  according  to  its  judgment,  to  supply  gratui- 
tously such  of  its  publications  as  those  Committees  might 
need.  This  has  been  done.  Every  request,  from  either 
Committee,  for  a  donation  of.  books  or  tracts  has  been 
fully  granted.  Both  Committees  have  also  been  informed' 
that  the  Board  will  cheerfully  supply  any  or  all  labourers 
among  the  Freedmen,  under  appointment  from  either  Com- 
mittee, with  such  of  the  Board's  publications  as  might  be 
needed;  and  further,  that  if  any  books  or  tracts  were 
needed,  such  as  the  Board  had  not  already  published,  such 
books  or  tracts  would  be  published  at  once  on  the  joint 
application  of  the  two  Committees. 

THE   NORTHWEST. 

In  the  Northwest,  Dr.  C.  O,  Waters  continues  his  efficient 
and  valuable  services  as  District  Superintendent  of  Col- 
portage  in  that  region.  His  residence  during  the  year  has 
been  removed  from  Muscatine,  Iowa,  to  Chicago,  Illinois. 
He  has  personally  visited  all  the  most  important  points  in 
his  district,  engaging  the  services  of  suitable  assistants, 
and  in  many  ways  advancing  the  interests  and  pushing- 
forward  the  operations  of  the  Board.  To  various  camps, 
hospitals,  prisons,  and  other  institutions,  and  to  agents  of 
the  Christian  Commission  at  various  places,  he  has  distrib- 
uted about  10,000  volumes  and  250,000  pages  of  tracts, 
besides  supervising  the  labours  of  colporteurs  distributed 
over  various  parts  of  the  northwestern  States.  His  labours 
have  been  useful  to  the  people  in  his  District,  and  emi- 
nently satisfiTctor}^  to  the  Board. 

KENTUCKY   AND   TENNESSEE. 

The  work  of  the  Board  in  these  two  States  has  been 
prosecuted  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Eev.  M.  Gr. 
Knight.  The  peculiar  condition  of  those  communities  has 
prevented  any  considerable  number  of  colporteurs  from 
being  employed,  and  any  large  amount  of  sales  from  being 
made.     But  the  work  of  gratuitous  distribution  to  soldiers. 
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especially  to  the  large  numbers  of  the  sick  and  wounded 
in  the  hospitals,  has  been  vigorously  j^ushed  forward. 
Mr.  Knight  has  personally  visited  the  largest  of  these  hos- 
pitals, supplied  them  with  books  and  tracts  as  far  as  he 
could,  and  engaged  the  aid  of  many  assistants  in  the  good 
work. 

THE   PACIFIC    COAST. 

The  work  of  the  Board  in  the  States  and  Territories 
west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  has  been  intrusted  to  the 
superintendence  of  the  Rev.  S.  T.  Wells,  whose  personal 
support  and  expenses  have  been  mainly  borne  b}-  contri- 
butions made  within  his  district.  He  has  kept  on  hand, 
at  his  residence  in  San  Fi'ancisco,  a  large  stock  of  the  pub- 
lications of  the  Board,  and  has  put  a  considerable  quantity 
into  circulation  on  the  Pacific  slope.  Many  difficulties 
are  encountered  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  in  this 
field,  and  its  cost  is  heavy,  but  it  is  felt  by  the  Board  to 
be  a  matter  of  exceedingly  great  importance  to  give,  as 
far  as  may  be  in  its  power,  a  sound  religious  literature  to 
those  rapidly  growing  communities. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year,  Mr.  Wells  succeeded  in 
engaging  several  excellent  colporteurs,  who  have  begun 
their  labours  in  his  district  with  zeal  and  promise  of  large 
usefulness. 

THE  SOUTHERN  STATES. 
Promising  indications  begin  to  appear  of  a  coming  re- 
sumption of  the  work  of  the  Board  in  the  States  in  which 
it  was  arrested  by  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities.  From 
various  parts  of  Yirginia,  from  Northern  Alabama,  and 
from  New  Orleans,  requests  have  already  begun  to  be  re- 
ceived for  supplies  of  the  Board's  publications.  These 
have  been  sent,  as  3''et  mainly  in  the  shape  of  donations 
to  churches  and  Sabbath-schools.  The  Board  has  recently 
appointed  a  colporteur  at  Beaufort,  South  Carolina,  and 
another  at  New  Orleans,  besides  the  one  already  alluded 
to,  who  is  to  labour  in  the  seaports  from  Newbern,  North 
Carolina,  to  Savannah,  Georgia.  We  trust  the  time  is 
drawing  near  when  the  entire  South  will  again  be  acces- 
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sible  to  the  publications  and  colporteurs  of  the  Board. 
When  that  time  arrives,  a  vast  work,  requiring  ample 
funds,  will  imperatively  claim  the  attention  of  the  Board. 
Thousands  of  churches  and  Sabbath  schools,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  wide  distributions  where  neither  exists,  will  call 
upon  us  for  a  large  and  imperatively  needed  supply  of 
publications. 

Appended  to  this  Eeport  will  be  found  the  usual  tabular 
statement  of  Colportage  work  performed  during  the  past 
year.

This  is  an  increase  of  $12,537.83  over  the  issues  of  the 
preceding  year. 

This  total  comprehends  credit  sales  and  donations.  Of 
course  it  does  not  correspond  with  the  Treasurer's  account, 
which  takes  note  only  of  cash  received. 

The  catalogue  value  of  this  total  would  be  $108,179.58. 
The  difference  is  made  up  of  discounts  allowed  to  clergy- 
men, theological  students,  booksellers  and  synodical 
depositories. 

The  above  statement  shows  a  gratifying  increase  in  the 
circulation  of  the  Board's  publications  during  the  past 
year.  But  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  if  the  ministers, 
elders,  and  members  of  our  churches  generally,  would 
exert  themselves  for  this  purpose  in  any  good  degree,  the 
issues  of  the  Board  might  with  all  ease  be  doubled,  or 
even  quadrupled. 

In  order  to  increase  their  interest  in  the  Board's  publi- 
cations, and  diffuse  a  more  accurate  knowledge  of  their 
value  and  variety,  the  Board  has  just  published,  at  con- 
siderable cost,  a  carefully  prepared  Descriptive  Catalogue 
of  all  its  publications,  making  a  good  sized  12mo.  volume, 
which  will  be  sent  by  mail  to  any  one  desiring  to  have  a 
copy. 

III.   DEPAETMENT  OF  SUSTENTATIOK 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasury  from  all  sources  during 
the  year,  exclusive  of  the  balance  on  hand  at  its  begin- 
ning, have  been  $125,034.07,  an  increase  of  $27,136.93. 

The  aggregate  expenditures  of  the  year  have  been 
$110,734.13;  an  increase  of  $4,111.82  upon  those  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  amount  of  cash  received  from  the  sales  of  books, 
tracts,  and  periodicals,  has  been  $83,889.30,  an  increase 
upon  the  receipts  of  the  previous  year  from  this  source, 
of  $20,802.81. 

The  balance  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
$21,482.47. 
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THE   COLPORTAGE   FUND. 

The  receipts  for  Colportage  have  been  $33,815.93,  an 
increase  of  $5,307.66  over  those  of  the  year  before,  and, 
by  about  the  same  amount,  larger  than  ever  received  in 
any  single  year. 

The  number  of  contributing  churches  has  been  761, 
an  increase  of  58  over  those  contributing  the  year  be- 
fore. 

The  expenditures  for  Colportage  have  been  $25,789.93, 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  Colportage  Fund,  March  1,  1865, 
of  $13,510.27.

A  vacancy  has  been  caused  by  the  death  of  the  Eev. 
W.  W.  Phillips,  D.  D.  From  its  inception.  Dr.  Phillips 
has  been  a  zealous  and  reliable  friend  of  the  Board  of 
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Publication.  At  the  death,  of  the  venerable  Archibald 
Alexander,  D.  D.,  Dr.  Phillips  was  unanimously  elected 
to  succeed  him  as  President  of  the  Board,  which  office  he 
continued  to  hold  until  his  lamented  death,  on  the  20th 
day  of  March,  1865.  His  term  would  have  expired  regu- 
larly in  May,  1866.* 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  respectfully  request  the 
General  Assembly  to  order  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the 
Board  to  be  hereafter  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  June 
of  each  year,  instead  of  the  second  Tuesday,  as  heretofore 
directed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Assembly.

The  churches  are  called  on  to  contribute  nothing  for  the  piMisking  department  of  the 
Board;  but  as  nothing  can  be  drawn  away  from  the  publishing  department  for  other 
uses,  the  Board  is  obliged  to  depend  wholly  on  the  contributions  of  the  churches  and  bene- 
volent individuals  for  the  supply  of  its  Colportage  Fund.  These  contributions,  therefore, 
are  indispensable  for  the  following  uses,  viz. 

1.  To  pay  the  Salaries  and  Expenses  incident  to  Colportage. 

2.  To  pay  for  the  large  amount  of  Books  and  Tracts  gratuitously  distributed  by  Col- 
porteurs. 

.Just  in  proportion,  and  onJ>i  in  proportion,  as  the  churches  annually  contribute  to  this 
Fund,  is  the  Board  able  to  do  these  things.

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TENTH  ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

On  the  twentieth  day  of  March,  1865,  Kev.  W.  W.  Phillips,  1). 
I).,  of  JSTew  York,  a  member  of  the  Board  from  its  oi'ganizatiou, 
and  one  of  its  moat  valued  friends,  entered  into  his  rest.  While  the 
removal  of  this  strong  staff,  in  which  perhaps  we  trusted  too  much,  re- 
minds us  to  cease  from  man,  the  year  whose  record  we  now  present 
to  the  Assembly,  has  abounded  in  manifest  tokens  of  the  goodness 
of  our  ever-living  Head  to  the  ChuVch  Extension  enterprise.  He 
has  increased  the  receipts  of  the  Board  fifty-six  per  cent. ;  its  pay- 
ments neai'ly  eighty  per  cent.,  and  its  appropriations  more  than 
one  hundred  and  twenty-two  per  cent,  over  those  of  the  preceding 
year.  Especially  do  we  deem  it  a  marvelous  fact,  worthy  of  grate- 
ful mention,  that  during  the  fourth  year  of  a  civil  war  of  unparal- 
leled magnitude,  the  income  of  the  Board,  from  a  divided  Church, 
has  been  larger  and  from  a  greater  number  of  congregations  than 
during  any  preceding  year  of  its  existence. 

APPLICATIONS. 

From  April  1,  1864,  to  April  1,  1865,  seventy-two  churches 
applied  for  aid.  These  churches  were  in  the  bounds  of  tweut3'-one 
Synods,  fifty  Presbyteries,  and  seventeen  States  and  Territories. — 
They  ask  for  aid  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  §42,272  44,  avera- 
ging $587  12  to  each  church. 

Adding  to  these  the  applications  on  file  and  undisposed  of 
April  1,  1864,  we  find  that  the  Board,  during  the  year  under  review, 
had  before  it  one  hundred  and  fourteen  applications,  calling  for 
$64,382. 

During  the  year,  fifteen  applications,  asking  for  $3,700,  were 
stricken  from  the  file,  because  they  had  not  furnished  the  requisite 
information  in  the  two  years  allowed  for  that  purpose. 

There  remained  on  file  and  undisposed  of  April  1,  1865,  applica- 
tions from  thirty-six  churches,  amounting  to  $35,389. 
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APPROrEIATIONS. 

During  the  year,  appropriations  were  made  to  Sixty-Two 
churches  in  tlio  bounds  of  seventeen  Synods,  forty-two  Presbyte- 
ries, and  eighteen  States  and  Territories.  The  amount  granted  to 
these  churches  was  824,127  26 — avci*aging  §381  08  to  each.  If  the 
special  appropriations,  for  which  the  Board  took  no  responsibility, 
bo  left  out  of  view,  the  average  to  each  church  would  be  8398  44. 

Appropriations  amounting  to  §2,662  50  were,  during  the  year, 
withdrawn  from  eleven  churches  which  had  not  called  for  them  in 
the  two  years  to  which  the}'  were  limited. 

From  April  1,  1804,  to  April  1,  186n,  fifty-three  churches  drew 
their  appropriations  amounting  to  817,694  26. 

COST  OF  CHURCH  EDIFICES. 

In  the  ten  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Board,  appropriations 
have  been  made  to  five  hundred  and  sixty-six  different  churches. 
Eighty  of  these  were  aided  by  special  appropriations,  for  which 
the  Board  took  no  responsibility.  As  nearly  as  we  can  ascertain, 
the  remaining  four  hundred  and  eighty-six  churches  cost  8976,577, 
or  an  average  of  82,009  42  each. 

The  average  cost  of  the  churches  aided  by  the  Board  during  the 
year  was  82,596  93.  This  is  an  advance  of  $342  54,  or  fifteen  per 
cent,  over  the  reported  cost  of  the  churches  aided  during  the  pre- 
vious year. 

In  the  last  three  years  the  average  cost  of  churches  has  risen 
one  hundred  and  thirty  per  cent.,  while,  so  far  as  we  can  judge,  ■ 
the  size  and  style  of  building  have  not  changed.     The  appropria- 
tions of  the  Board  during  the  same  time  have  advanced  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-one  per  cent. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  balance,  appropriated  and  unappropriated,  on  hand  April  1, 
1864,  was  833,051  26. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources,  during  the  year,  were  838,796  98  ; 
of  which  sum  $21,927  20  was  from  seven  hundred  and  fifty-one 
churches.  The  available  means,  therefore,  of  the  year,  were 
871,848  24. 

The  expenditures  of  the  year,  according  to  the  Treasm-er's  state- 
ment in  the  Appendix,  were  820,326  42.  The  balance  in  the  Treas- 
ury April  1,  1865,  was,  consequently,  851,521  82.  There  were, 
however,  unpaid,  at  that  time,  liabilities  amounting  to  $27,473  17, 
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leaving  as  the  unpledged  balance,  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year, 
$24,048  65.  Concerning  this  unexpectedly  large  balance  we  think 
it  proper  to  say  : — 

1st.  There  are  on  file,  awaiting  tlic  receipt  of  the  necessary  in- 
formation, applications  amounting  to  $35,389,  or  §11,340  35,  more 
than  this  balance. 

2d.  An  appropriation  was  made  to  eveiy  church  that,  during 
the  year,  furnished  the  necessary  papers,  and  came  within  the  lim- 
its presci'ibed  by  the  Assembly  to  the  Board.  In  but  two  instances 
did  the  amount  granted  fall  short  of  the  sum  asked  by  the  Presby- 
teries, and  the  liberal  appropriations  made  in  those  cases  enabled 
them  to  complete  their  sanctuaries  free  from  debt. 

3d.  The  appropriations  have  risen  more  rapidly  than  the  cost  of 
building.  Last  year  the  cost  of  building  advanced  fifteen  per  cent., 
while  the  appropriation  rose  more  than  thirty  per  cent. 

4th.  "While  the  applications  before  the  Board,  during  the  year, 
amounted  to  $64,382,  those  perfected  so  that  aid  could  be  granted 
amounted  to  only  $24,877  26,  which  is  but  $750  more  than  the  appro- 
priations. The  extreme  cost  of  labor  and  materials ;  the  uncertain- 
ties of  perilous  times ;  and  the  absence  of  many  efficient  members 
serving  their  country  in  the  army,  have  combined  to  check  church 
building,  of  late,  to  a  remarkable  degree.  With  the  dawn  of 
brighter  days,  and  the  removal  of  these  difficulties,  now  apparently 
near  at  hand,  we  may  reasonably  expect  the  erection  of  an  unusual 
number  of  churches,  and  the  speed}'  consumption  of  this  temporary 
balance  so  exceptional  in  our  history. 

THE  PAST. 

The  present  closes  ten  years  of  Church  Extension  work  through 
this  Board.  In  that  time,  its  receipts  have  been  $252,306  89,  and 
formal  appropriations  amounting  to  $203,316  27  have  been  made 
to  five  hundred  and  sixty-six  diiferent  churches — being  an  average 
of  $359  22  to  each  church.  "While  we  cannot  give  exact  figures, 
w^e  think  it  safe,  from  the  many  facts  in  our  possession,  to  say  that 
these  appropriations  have  aided  in  securing  church  property  to  the 
value  of  one  and  a  half  million  of  dollars,  and  in  providing  chuix'h 
accommodations  for  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  worshippers. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  add  that  the  gifts  of  a  very  few 
friends  for  that  special  purpose,  and  the  interest  of  the  funds  while 
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.111  liiiiid  .•nv:iitiiig  proper  disbiii'sciiU'iit  liav»^  nu't  all  the  fXjx-uscH  (d" 
the  l^):inl  tVoiii  tlie  l)ei<imiin,i^. 

For  n«':irl\-  oU'veii  yoai's  prioi'  to  tin'  orL^aiiiziilion  oC  tlic  ])r('st'iit 
lioard,  tlio  (ioueral  Assembl}'  ooiuliK'ted  the  work  of  Church  p]x- 
tension  throu,<2;h  a  Committeo  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions, 
and  in  that  time  made  a])]n'()priations  to  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  c'liurches,  and  recei^'ed  donations  amounting  to  868,544  06. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  since  1844  our  church,  through  her 
organized  agencies,  has  aided  in  the  erection  of  Nine  Hundred  and 
Forty-Eight  different  Churchet^,  and  has  raised  $320,910  98  for  that 
purpose. 

It  may  also  lie  observed  that  the  Board,  in  a  somewhat  less  pe- 
riod, has  aided  184  more  churches,  and  received  ^183,822  81  more 
than  the  previousl}"  existing  Committee. 

It  is  a  noteworthy  fact,  illustrating  alike  the  vital  necessity  of 
the  Church  Extension  work,  and  the  perilous  times  through  which 
we  are  passing,  that  the  number  of  churches  organized  in  our 
communion  in  1862,  1863,  and  1864,  (the  three  years  of  the  war, 
whose  statistics  are  known,)  has  not  only  diminished  immensely,  as 
compared  with  preceding  years,  but  has  even  fallen  behind  the 
number  of  appropriations  made  by  the  Board  during  the  same  pe- 
riod. In  these  three  years,  but  one  hundred  and  three  churches 
appear  to  have  been  organized ;  while  the  Board,  during  the  same 
time,  made  grants  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  different 
churches.  The  preceding  three  years  witnessed  the  organization 
of  three  hundred  and  forty-nine  churches — an  average  of  one  hun- 
dred and  sixteen  churches  per  annum ;  and  approj)riations  by  the 
Board  to  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  congregations — being  an  aver- 
age of  seventy-nine  churches  a  year.  Comparing  these  successive  pe- 
riods of  peace  and  war,  we  find  that  in  the  latter  the  number  of 
churches  organized  has  diminished  more  than  seventy  per  cent.,  Avhile 
the  number  of  appropriations  has  decreased  less  than  forty  per  cent. 
We  also  find  that  the  Board  has  actually  aided  thirty-four  churches 
more  than  the  number  reported  as  organized  in  that  time, 

THE  EUTUEE. 

The  past  may  well  encourage  us  for  the  future.  Far  as  the 
Church  has  come  short  of  her  duty,  the  work  already  done  may  well 
increase  her  faith  in  God,  and  gird  her  for  greater  eft'orts  in  the 
eventful  era  before  her.     The  work  to  be  done  is  great.     At  least 
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four  hundred  churches  iu  her  communion  are  houseless.  Three 
hundred  more  are  dwarfed  by  insufficient  sanctuaries,  or  oppressed 
with  debt.  To  these  accumulations  of  the  past,  must  be  atlded  an 
annual  growth  that  may  soon  reach  again  one  hundred  churches  a 
year.  If  we  remember  that  nearly  all  of  these  will  need  aid, 
and  are  dul}'  impressed  Avith  the  blessings  of  the  sanctuary,  and 
the  losses  entailed  by  its  absence,  we  shall  realize  that  yet  larger 
gifts  must  flow  from  the  people  of  God,  or  our  duty  in  this  depart- 
ment remain  unfulfilled.

'I'lif  CxeiKTal  Assembly  iippointfd  the  following  persons  as  its  Standing  Coinniiftee  on  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  to  wit:  Ministers,  J.  G.  lUlIKLDAFKER,  T.  S. 
LEASON,  J.  SANDERSON,  E.  C.  COGSWELL,  F.  D.  HARRIS,  T.  MURl'IIEY,  W.  S. 
WILSON.  Ruling  Elders,  S,  J.  DICKEY,  P.  SCIIOONMAKER,  T.  S.  MANLEY  and 
F.  PAULL. 

(Jn  Saturday  May  iOth,  ]S(>5,  this  Committee  made  thi'  following  report,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted,  to  wit: 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extensiiin ,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  for 
the  adojilidu  of  the  General  Assembly: 

1st.  Tliat  this  Cxeneral  Assembly  highly  approves  the  fidelity,  ability,  prudence  and  liber- 
ality that  have  chaiacterized  thr  IJoard  in  the  administration  of  llie  trust  committed  to  it 
during  the  past  year;  that  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  l)e  ai)prove<l,  and  its 
Annual  Rejiort  be  ado|)teit  and  published. 

'2d.  That  this  General  Assembly  acknowledges  with  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church,  the  fact  that  in  the  midst  of  troublous  times,  and  while  so  many  other  large  and 
Iir(s.<ing  demands  have  been  made  ui)on  the  liberality  of  God's  ]jeople,  their  interest  in  thi.s 
enter])rise  has  not  abated,  nor  their  contributions  diminished,  but  on  the  contrary,  they  are 
larger  than  iu  any  former  ye;u'. 

3<i.  That  this  Assembly  approves  of  the  action  of  the  Board  in  increasing  the  amounts  ap- 
propriated to  the  individual  churches  applying  for  aid  during  the  (last  year,  over  those 
gi-anted  iu  former  years,  rendered  necessary  by  the  greatly  increased  expense  of  building. 
That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Assembly,  thetime'has  fully  come  when  larger  and  more  liberal 
views  touching  this  subject  of  church  erection,  as  a  means  of  extending  the  borders  of  our 
Zion  over  all  the  land  should  prevail  in  the  church. 

4th.  That  we  regard  the  work  entrusted  to  this  Board  as  an  essential  auxiliary  to  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  tending  as  it  does  to  render  more  certain  of  success  everj-  effort 
made  to  ])lant  the  church  where  it  is  not,  and  iu  each  case  hastening  the  period  when  the 
new  church  shall  become  self-su.staining. 

5th.  That  the  times  iu  which  we  live,  the  peculiar  state  and  wants  of  our  country,  the 
vigorous  efforts  ))ut  forth  by  the  enemies  of  our  Zion  to  pre-occupy  the  ground,  and  to  lead 
into  soul  destroying  error.s  those  whom  it  is  our  duty  to  strive  to  save,  all  demand  of  this 
church  that  she  should  rise  to  the  occasion,  gird  herself  to  the  conflict,  and  pour  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Lord  her  means  until  there  sliall  be  no  feeble  church  houseless,  and  no  city, 
town,  or  hamlet  in  the  land  where  may  not  be  found  a  I'resbyterian  Church. 

6th.  This  Assembl.v  commends  the  "noble  work  of  church  erection  to  all  who  covet  the 
honor  of  aiding  in  building  up  the  Rede«mer's  kingdom,  and  enjoins  upon  all  our  ministers 
ajfid  Church  Sessions  to  see  that  this  cause  is  jiresented  to  their  people  for  their  contribution* .

FIFTH     ANNUAL    CIRCULAR. 

St.  Louis,  June  10th,  1805. 
To  Sessions  of  Presbyterian  Churches. 

Dear  Brethren  :  What  shall  your  Board  of  Church  Extension  do  ? 
The  applications  on  file  are  to-day  ^25,000  in  advance  of  the  means  on  hand  to 
meet  them.  From  April  1,  1865,  to  the  present  time  we  "have  received  contribu- 
tions to  the  amount  of  $2,500,  while  applications  have  been  filed  for  over  $18,000. 
Never  before,  in  the  corresponding  period,  have  requests  for  so  large  a  sum  been 
presented  to  your  Board.  Church  Erection,  for  years  greatly  paralyzed  by  the 
enormous  cost  of  building,  and  the  absence  of  efficient  members  in  the  army,  seems, 
with  the  decline  in  prices,  and  the  return  of  the  absent,  to  be  rapidly  reviving. 

Moreover,  the  re-opened  and  impoverished  South  will,  in  all  probability,  soon 
call  for  large  outlays  to  restore  its  ruined  Sanctuaries,  and  to  provide  for  the 
tide  of  emigration  that  has  already  begun  to  pour  into  its  fertile  fields. 

Tour  Board  can  respond  to  these  large  and  varied  demands  only  as  you 
furnish  the  means.  Especially  to  the  Nine  Hundred  and  Fifty  Churches  hereto- 
fore aided  by  the  Assembly  in  the  erection  of  their  Sanctuaries,  do  we  appeal  for 
aid  to  sister  Churches  without  a  house  of  worship.  At  least  four  hundred  such 
Churches  are  now  in  our  communion,  and  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  them 
are  seeking  help  at  present.  Your  gifts,  undiminished  by  any  expenses,  will,  un- 
der present  arrangements,  go  to  suffering  Cimrches  of  your  own  faith. 

Brethren  of  the  ministry  and  eldership,  upon  you,  by  our  scriptural  polity, 
rests  the  responsibility  of  inviting  your  congregations  to  contribute  to  this,  as  to 
the  other  enterprises  of  our  General  Assembly.  May  we  not,  therefore,  expect 
that  at  the  appointed  time — the  first  Sabbath  in  July — or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  you  will  afiord  your  people  the  opport.inity  to  help  their  sister 
Churches,  and  will,  at  an  early  day,  remit  their  gifts  to  David  Keith,  Treasurer, 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  or  to  some  one  of  the  Receiving  Agents  named  in  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Record.
